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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 


OetUUmen  (^  th$  SenaU  and  ffoma  of  RqtrtHHtaitmi  : 

On  the  thirteenth  day  of  July  lAst,  Rxxtbsn  Wood,  having  accepted  an  appdnt- 
ment  in  the  serriee  of  the  United  States,  resigned  the  office  of  G^oremor  of  Ohio, 
which,  thereupon,  derolved  on  me  as  Lientenant  Qoremor  of  the  State. 

Having  thns  assumed  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution  on  the  Ohief 
Magistrate  of  the  State,  it  is  made  my  duty,  upon  your  assembling  at  the  Capi* 
tal  as  the  Representatives  of  the  people,  to  commnnicate  to  you  the  condition  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  State  Oovemment,  so  far  as  the  same  has  come  to 
my  knowledge,  and  to  recommend  to  your  consideration  snob  measures,  as  in  my 
judgment,  should  claim  the  attention  of  the  law-making  power  of  the  State. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  permit  me  to  congratulate  you  on 
the  auspicious  circumstances  imder  which  you  are  convened.  The  year  that  has 
just  been  numbered  with  the  past,  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity ; — the 
earth  has  given  forth  its  fruits  in  great  abundance ;  industry  and  enterprise  have 
been  appropriately  rewarded ;  and  the  comforts  and  enjoyments  of  life  have  been 
more  generally  and  equally  diflfused  among  the  great  body  of  the  people,  than  at 
any  former  period  of  our  history. 

These  evidences  of  the  goodness  and  continued  favor  of  that  Supreme  and  All- 
wise  Being,  who  watches  over  and  controls  the  destmy  of  all  human  institutions, 
should  have  their  due  and  proper  influence  on  our  minds,  and  command  the  hom- 
age of  our  grateful  acknowledgments. 

The  present  is  an  interesting  and  progressive  age.  The  discoveries  and  inven- 
tions  of  the  few  last  years,  have  stimulated  a  bolder  inquiry  into  tiie  science  of 
human  Government^  and  awakened  a  seal  for  improvement  in  almost  every  de- 
partment of  life. 
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Under  these  influences,  the  organic  laws  undeV  which  the  State  Government 
was  first  established,  have  been  superseded  by  a  new  Constitution,  in  which  pri- 
vate and  individual  rights  are  believed  to  be  better  defined  and  more  securely 
guarded. 

The  people  have  retamed  in  their  own  hands,  the  selection  of  their  officers,  as 
well  m  the  Ju4icial  as  in  the  Executive  departments  of  the  Government ;  private 
property  has  been  rendered  truly  inviolate,  and  all  increase  in  the  public  liabili- 
ties, except  to  a  very  limited  extent,  and  for  extraordinary  purposes,  has  been 
eflfectually  prohibited. 

The  General  Assembly  has  been  restramed  from  passing  any  law,  either  of  a 
general  or  private  nature,  except  by  the  recorded  votes  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  House,  and  from  granting  any  privileges  or  immunities 
that  may  not  be  revoked,  amended  or  repealed  by  any  subsequent  Legislature. 

Corporate  powers  can  only  be  conferred  under  general  laws ;  and  no  bill  can 
be  introduced  or  considered,  for  any  purpose,  which  shall  contain  more  than  one 
subject,  to  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title* 

No  money  can  be  drawn  ^m  the  Treasury,  except  in  pursuance  of  specific  ap- 
propriations, made  by  law ;  and  all  property  not  used  for  public,  charitable  or 
religious  purposes,  is  required  to  bear  an  equal  proportion  of  the  burdens  of  the 
State. 

The  duty  of  preparing  laws,  in  accordance  with  these  changes,  and  of  carrying 
into  eflfect  the  various  provisions  of  the  New  Constitution,  devolved  on  your  imme- 
diate predecessors,  who,  during  a  long  and  laborious  session,  passed  many  salu- 
tary and  important  statutes.  To  render  these  more  perfect,  and  to  mature  and 
pass  such  additional  measures  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  promote  the  public 
welfare,  and  complete  the  organization  of  the  New  Government,  are  among  the 
principal  duties  that  will  claim  the  attention  of  the  present  Legislature. 

The  people,  in  this  Government,  are  the  source  of  all  power.  They  have  the 
right  to  ask,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  their  agents  to  famish,  full  and  correct  informa- 
tion respecting  the  condition,  and  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  State.  Com- 
plaints of  high  taxes  and  constantly  increasing  burdens,  are  becoming  general ; 
and  nothing  contributes  more  successfully  to  allay  unnecessary  apprehensions  on 
this  subject,  than  a  full  exposition  of  our  financial  operations,  while  it  enables  the 
Legislature  to  apply  the  appropriate  remedy. 

The  Reports  of  the  various  officers  of  the  Government,  which  are  herewith 
communicated,  will  place  before  you  the  detailed  accounts  of  their  respective  de- 
partment:.

The  State  taxes  for  1 853  embrace  the  school  tax,  which  accounts  for  so  great 
an  apparent  increase. 

This  statement  exhibits  the  fact,  that  State  taxes  have  not  increased  as  rapidly 
as  local  taxes.  The  coimty,  city,  township  and  other  municipal  corporation 
taxes,  constitute  the  greater  amount  of  our  assessments.  These  corporate  authori- 
ties have  heretofore  enjoyed  an  almost  unlimited  power  of  taxation.  This  arose 
from  the  want  of  that  general  attention,  which  the  subject  has  more  recently 
attracted ;  and  from  a  disinclination  on  the  part  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  inter- 
fere with  these  authorities,  elected  as  they  are  by,  and  responsible  as  they  are  to, 
their  respective  constituencies. 

Since  the  new  constitution^  however,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly 
"to  restrict  their  power  of  taxation,  assessment,  borrowing  money,  contracting 
debts,  and  loaning  their  credit,  so  as  to  prevent  the  a^use  of  such  power,"  I  have 
not  deemed  it  improper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject.  The  rapid  increase 
and  enlargement  of  these  corporations  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  render  it  one  of 
great  importance.  The  laws  under  which  they  are  organized  should  be  carefully 
revised,  and  such  guards  and  restrictions  imposed  on  the  exercise  of  the  power 
referred  to,  as  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  efficiency  of  their  administrations. 
The  county  taxes,  as  exhibited  in  the  preceding  statement,  will  also,  no  doubt, 
attract  your  attention ;  especially,  when  it  is  recollected  that  a  very  large  portion 
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of  the  expenses  incident  to  their  administration  is  paid  by  fees,  of  which  no  record, 
accessible  to  the  public,  is  kept.  The  entire  expenses  of  the  seyeral  counties  can- 
not, therefore,  be  ascertained,  nor  can  it  be  known  without  detailed  examina- 
tions of  great  labor,  in  which  of  tiiem  the  administration  is  the  most  expensire. 
There,  as  every  where  else,  the  utmost  publicity  should  be  given  to  all  transactions 
of  a  public  nature.  It  promotes  economy  and  fiacilitates  reform — while  the  addition 
of  offices,  without  such  publicity,  only  complicates  the  system.-  As  in  mechanics, 
no  power  is  gained  by  adding  unnecessary  machinery;  so  in  government,  it  is 
seldom  that  either  purity  or  efficiency  is  increased  by  multiplying  officers. 

In  referring  to  these  municipal  corporations  it  was  not  my  purpose  to  divert 
your  attention  from  the  less  flagrant,  but  still  rapidly  increasing  expenses  of  the 
State. 

The  following  tabular  statement  has  been  collated  from  the  annual  reports  of 
the  State  Auditor.  It  exhibits,  at  a  single  view,  the  expenditures  of  the  several 
branches  of  the  State  government  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  affords  the  means  of 
an  easy  comparison  between  them.

An  examination  of  this  statement  will  tend  to  give  direct  efficiency  to  any 
reformatory  and  economizing  efforts,  since  it  places  the  responsibility  for  whaterer 
increase  there  has  been  in  State  expenditures,  upon  the  department  of  Govern- 
ment to  which  it  properly  belongs.  Temporary  causes,  however,  have  produced 
much  of  this  increase. 

The  expenses  of  the  last  General  Assembly  have  been  made  the  subject  of 
public  animadversion ;  but,  when  it  is  borne  in  mind,  that  upon  that  body  devolved 
the  responsible  and  arduous  duty  of  carrying  into  effect  the  New  Constitution, — 
embracing  the  re-organization  of  the  entire  Government,  much  of  this  animadver- 
sion falls  to  the  grotmd,  as  unmerited. 

The  act  providing  "  for  the  organization  of  the  General  Assembly, "  will,  if 
strictly  observed,  obviate  all  future  cause  of  complaint.  The  unnecessary  absence 
of  members  has  been  checked,  sinecures  have  been  abolished,  all  waste  of  public 
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time  and  means  has  been  guarded  against,  and  tbas  a  most  salutary  spirit  will  be 
imparted  to  the  whole  Government 

The  New  Constitution,  very  properly  relieves  the  General  Assembly  of  many 
powers  and  duties  that  were  formerly  supposed  to  disturb  its  deliberations,  atid 
unnecessarily  to  consume  its  time.  The  people  henceforth  expect  a  steady  devo- 
tion to  the  duties  now  imposed  by  the  Constitution,  within  as  brief  a  space  of  time 
as  is  consistent  with  well  matured  and  well  considered  Legislation. 

The  Supreme  law  of  the  State  imposes,  m  positive  terms,  upon  the  General  As- 
sembly, the  duty  of  enquiring  into,  and  determining  upon,  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures of  every  branch  of  the  Gbvemment.  Specific  appropriations  must  precede 
every  public  expenditure,  and  no  money  can  be  collected  except  in  pursuance  of 
law. 

For  a  series  of  years  the  Public  Works  and  Public  debts  of  the  State,  have 
been  managed  by  Executive  Boards.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  determined 
upon  the  amount  of  tolls,  and  the  accruing  revenues  were  expended  partly  by  the 
same  Board,  and  partly  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  without  due 
Legislative  authority.  Their  proceedings  subsequently  reported^  as  they  were,  to 
the  General  Assembly,  were  seldom  very  closely  scrutinized,  since  their  examina- 
tion, after  the  transaction,  could  be  of  little  public  benefit. 

As  might  have  been  expected,  the  public  mind  was  frequently  disturbed  by 
charges  of  a  very  serious  character,  which  were,  on  several  occasions,  inquired 
into  by  special  commissions.  The  Boards  and  their  mcumbents  were  frequently 
changed,  but  the  impression  was  never  removod  from  the  people,  &at  these  Boards 
possessed,  or  at  least  exercised,  powers  that  were  liable  to  be  abused ;  and  that, 
therefore,  like  all  other  Executive  Officers,  they  should  be  brought  under  the 
proper  control  of  the  Representatives  of  the  People. 

A  want  of  certainty  pervaded  our  financial  system  ; — ^the  nett  revenues  of  the 
Public  Works  fluctuated  from  year  to  year ;  expenditures  were  concealed  by  af- 
ter dating,  and  through  mere  transfers  upon  the  account  of  Trust  and  similar  funds, 
the  pecuniary  transaetions  of  the  whole  Govenmient  were  mystified,  defying  alike, 
Le^lative  and  popular  scrutiny. 

All  this  forced  upon  the  people  the  conviction,  that  there  was  some  inherent 
difficulty  in  a  system,  which  made  the  Members  of  the  Boards,  Legislators  and 
Executive  Officers,  at  the  same  time.  Their  executive  duties  were,  and  are,  in 
themselves  onerous  enough  to  require  their  undivided  attention,  and  it  was  certainly 
wrong  to  impose  upon  them,  the  determination  of  questions  of  policy,  which  had 
a  bearing  far  beyond  the  appropriate  sphere  of  their  duties,  and  which  none  but 
the  General  Assembly,  composed  of  Representatives  from  all  parts  of  the  State, 
should  determme. 
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This  public  desire  fbond  its  Fealization  in  the  most  stringent  proyisions  of  the 
New  Constitution,  which  were,  in  part,  carried  into  effect  by  subjecting,  for  the 
first  time,  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  expenditures  upon  the  Public  Works  and 
their  Aett  reyenues  to  Legislatiye  appropriation.  This  policy  must,  howeyer,  be 
followed  up  by  requiring,  at  an  early  period  of  the  session,  tpt6fic  and  detailed 
estimates  for  the  yarious  Public  Works  of  the  State,  and  their  sub-diyisions,  and  by 
appropriating  therefor,  such  amounts,  as  upon  Legislatiye  examination  will  be 
found  proper. 

Insurmountable  difficulties  are  sometimes  said  to  be  in  the  yray ;  but,  I  haye  no 
doubt,  they  will  on  closer  examination,  be  found  without  any  tangible  existence. 
G^eral  and  mere  wholesale  estimates  may  foil  to  approach  exactness,  and,  con- 
sequently, lead  to  embarrassment ;  but  estimates  made  in  detail,  by  the  present 
able  Board,  acquainted  as  they  are,  by  personal  inspection  with  eyery  part  of  the 
Public  Works,  and  assisted  as  they  yrill  be,  by  experienced  engmeers,  superin- 
tendants  and  collectors,  must  proye  yery  nearly  correct.  Such  estimates  and  cor- 
responding appropriations  would  affect,  in  each  case,  only  a  yery  small  part  of  the 
Public  Works,  and  specific  contingent  appropriations  would,  as  is  done  in  Con- 
gress, proyide  against  extraordinary  failures  in  reyenue  or  other  unforeseen  eyents. 

The  following  tabular  statement  exhibits  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on  the 
Public  Works  since  their  completion ; — ^the  estimates  made  for  them  the  year  pre- 
yious ; — and  the  deficits  in  the  interest  fund  that  had  to  be  made  up  by  taxation, 
as  near  as  the  latter  can  be  ascertamed :

It  will  be  seen  that  general  as  these  estimates  were,  they  differed  but  little  from 
the  actual  results.  Had  they  been  detailed  and  specific,  and  aided  by  contingent 
appropriations  as  suggested,  the  results  would  haye  been  within  the  limits  pre- 
scribed.   Much  might  thus  haye  been  sayed  without  impairing  ilie  condition,  ^ 
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m  any  way  diminislimg  the  revenues  arising  from  these  works.  Financial  fluctua- 
tions would  thereby  have  been  avoided,  and  a  greater  degree^  of  regularity  im- 
parted to  all  our  pecuniary  transactions. 

Nor  should  I  omit  to  press  upon  your  consideration,  the  necessity  of  providing 
for  a  more  strict  accountability  of  the  various  officers,  who  are  charged  with  the 
expenditure  of  the  public  money.  The  Auditor  of  State  and  the  County  Audit- 
ors are  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Government.  No  one  should  be  per- 
mitted to  be  his  own  accounting  officer,  and  all  avenues  to  the  Treasury  should 
be  required  to  pass  through  the  proper  accounting  bureau. 

A  practice  formerly  prevailed  upon  the  public  works,  in  the  Penitentiary,  and 
perhaps  in  some  of  the  otherjnstitutions  of  the  State,  by  which  the  money  of  the 
people  was  expended  without  the  required  and  necessary  control  of  the  Auditor 
of  State.  If  this  practice  has  been  followed  by  no  frauds  or  serious  loss,  the 
fact  should  be  attributed  to  the  integrity  of  the  officers,  and  not  to  the  salutary 
restraints  imposed  bylaw.  All  direct  drafts  upon  the  Treasury  should  be  strictly 
avoided,  and  in  every  pecuniary  transaction  of  the  Government,  there  should  be 
in  practice,  as  well  as  in  theory,  an  accounting  and  paying  officer,  acting  as 
checks  upon  each  other.  But  little  is  gained  by  specific  appropriations  if  there  be 
no  check  upon  the  improper  application  of  the  money. 

And  in  connection  with  this  subject  it  is  proper  to  remember,  that  it  will  not  be 
long  before  all  our  expenditures  will  have  to  be  met  by  assessments  on  the  Grand 
Duplicate  of  the  State.  All  special  taxes,  except  auction  duties.  Pedlars'  licensts 
and  a  few  others,  have  been  suffered  to  go^out  of  existence  ;  and  labor,  as  such,  is 
no  longer  required  to  contribute  to  the  burdens  imposed  by  the  State  ; — a  policy 
80  salutary,  that  it  commands  the  approbation  of  every  one. 

Our  School,  Ministerial  and  Canal  lands,  will  soon  pass  into  the  hands  of  actual 
settlers ; — the  Surplus  Revenue  will  be  re-paid ;  and  thus  nearly  all  sources  of 
revenue  will  be  closed,  except  the  Public  Works,  the  dividends  from  Canal,  Turn- 
pike and  RaQ  Road  Stocks,  and  Direct  Taxation,  That  these  extraneous  revenues 
should  run  out,  is  hardly  to  be  regretted.  They  never  were  very  large, 
while  they  mystified  our  public  accounts.  Their  final  disappearance,  with  the 
causes  that  called  them  forth,  will  not  increase  the  public  burdens,  it  will  but 
change  their  character. 

These  facts  should  have  their  due  weight  in  determining  all  financial  questions. 
The  taxing  and  appropriating  powers  are  the  most  important  functions  of  Govern- 
ment. High  taxes  do  not  always  indicate  unncessary  extravagance,  and  for  many 
of  our  exactions,  at  this  time,  we  may  plead  the  force  of  circumstances. 

We  are  a  young  and  rapidly  growing  people,  we  have  every  thing  to  create,  all 
our  public  buildings  to  erect,  and  large  and  oneit>u8  debts  to  discharge.  It  is, 
nevertheless,  true,  that  our  financial  system  is  without  those  salutary  checks  which 
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ezpeiience  has  shown  to  be  necessary  in  all  public  transactions ;  nor  will  it  be  de- 
nied, I  apprehend,  that  a  greater  degree  of  economy  may  be  attained.  The 
recommendations  already  made,  will,  if  adopted,  do  much  to  secure  this  end. 

Our  taxes  are  now  levied  upon  a  uniform  and  equitable  basis; — they  should  be 
expended  under  the  strictest  accountability.  Satisfy  the  people  that  the  funds 
drawn  from  them,  are  properly  and  economically  applied,  and  the  taxes  now 
complained  of,  will  be  cheerfully  borne. 

The  very  large  amount  which  has  been  drawn  from  the  people  of  this  State, 
during  the  past  year,  for  the  support  of  the  various  governments  under  which 
they  live,  will  certainly  excuse  the  earnestness  with  which  I  have  pressed  the  sub- 
ject of  our  expenditures  upon  your  consideration. 

Estimating  the  Revenues  of  the  General  Government  at  858,000,000,  it  will 

produce  for  each  Member  of  Congress  about  8250,000. 

There  are  twenty-one  Members  from  this  State,  making  about. .  85,000,000 

State,  County,  Township  and  City  taxes \.  7,801,166 

Fees  of  County  Officers,  estimated  at  810,000  per  county 800,000 

Special  taxes,  as  Auction  Duties,  <bc., 200,000 

Fees  of  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Constables^  &c,, 300,000 

Making  a  total  of 814,101,166 

This  is  an  annual  burden,  equal  to  one-half  the  value  of  the  whole  State  fifty 
years  ago,  and  requires  a  tax  of  825  on  every  voter,  and  of  nearly  six  dollars  on 
every  individual  in  the  State !  When  burdens  become  so  onerous,  it  is  proper  that 
every  outlay  should  be  examined  with  the  strictest  scrutiny. 

My  predecessors  have  had  frequent  occasion  to  remark  upon  the  safety  and 
despatch  with  which  the  taxes  are  levied,  collected  and  disbursed,  by  the  County 
and  State  Officers.  Defalcations  have  been  of  rare  occurrence.  Our  Treasury 
system  has,  therefore,  served  as  a'model  for  other  States,  and  in  many^  respects 
for  the  General  Government. 

A  practice  is  said  to  have  grown  up  in  many  of  the  large  towns,  however,  of 
Banks  and  Brokers  paying  interest  on  deposits.  The  State  surely  has  no  objec- 
tion to  this  when  confined  to  the  transactions  of  private  individuals.  But  it  is 
also  charged  that  these  establishments  sometimes  become  the  depositories  of  pub- 
lic officer^,  and  that  large  sums  are  thus  realized  by  speculating  upon  the  money 
of  the  people.  These  representations  may  have  their  origin  in  mere  suspicion, 
but  they  have  called  forth  a  feeling  of  dissatisfaction  and  alarm,  that  can  only  be 
allayed  by  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  will  prevent  the  possibility  of  so 
dangerous  a  practice.  The  present  statutes  are  defective  in  this  particular  and 
require  revision.  The  public  money  should  be  guarded  with  the  utmost  care,  and 
all  application  of  it,  except  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  raised,  should  be 
strictly  prohibited  by  law. 
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An  objection  has  sometimes  been  made  to  this  poKcy,  that  it  locks  np  the  treas- 
nre  of  the  people.  This  objection,  when  examined,  will  be  fonnd  to  be  withont 
any  real  foundation.  In  this  State,  a^  already  observed,  the  reyennes  are  chiefly 
raised  by  direct  taxation,  for  certain  well  known  purposes,  and  payable  at  peri- 
ods entirely  within  the  control  of  the  Legislature.  At  no  period  is  it  necessary 
to  keep  any  considerable  amount  on  hand,  while  our  treasuries  might  most  of  the 
time,  conveniently,  be  empty.  Under  these  circumstances  there  surely  can  be  no 
difficulty  in  so  modifying  the  laws,  that  all  danger  of  defalcation  or  improperuse  of 
the  public  funds  will  be  avoided,  and  the  money  of  the  people,  at  the  same 
time,  be  left  in  their  own  pockets,  until  required  for  the  public  service. 

Tou  will  perceive  the  necessity  of  these  remarks,  intimately  connected  as  they 
are,  with  our  public  debt  and  its  final  payment.

The  ConstitutioB  fixes  the  minimum  amount  by  which  the  principal  of  the  debt 
must  be  annually  reduced.  That  amount  is  8 100,000  mcreased  yearly  by  compound- 
ing at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum.  Under  this  policy,  the  State  debt  would 
not  be  extinguished  under  forty  years.  It  would  involve  the  creation  of  new  loans 
and  an  entire  re-organization  of  existing  liabiliUes  with  our  public  creditors. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  recommend  an  earlier  payment  of  the  State 
debt,  after  the  action  on  that  subject,  by  the  last  Legislature,  which  is  believed  to 
have  met  with  very  general  approbation.  The  question  for  you  to  determine  is, 
whether  it  shall  be  met,  and  regularly  paid  as  it  matures. 

On  the  first  of  January  1857,  ^3,442, 133,24,  become  due.  To  meet  this 
amount  will  require  an  additional  levy  of  nearly  one  mill,  which  levy  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  recommending.  A  large  amount  of  interest  will  thereby  be  saved, 
which,  with  the  continuance  of  small  rates  of  taxation,  wiU  effectually  secure  the 
extinguishment  of  the  entire  debt  as  it  falls  due.  If  this  course  js  to  be  pursu- 
ed, it  is  essential  that  it  be  so  determined  at  this  time. 

The  policy  heretofore  pursued  on  this  subject,  has  accumulated  in  the  State 
Treasury  a  surplus  of  8648,255,80,  which  will  be  augmented  by  the  additional 
levy  just  recommended.  As  tiiis  large  sum  is  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the 
State  debt  due  in  1857,  it  is  certainly  wise  to  apply  it  to  that  purpose  at  once,  if 
any  saving  to  the  State  can  thereby  be  effected.  A  large  accmnulation  of  public 
money  is  always  to  be  deprecated.  Full  powers  should,  therefore,  be  conferred  on 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  to  purchase  our  bonds  before  maturity.  The 
powers  now  possessed,  are  linuted,  and  those  liouts  instead  of  producing  advanta- 
geous purchases,  have  q)erated  as  fixing  publicly  the  rate  at  which  the  State 
would  buy,  and  consequently  produced  a  loss  instead  of  a  saving. 

During  the  past  year,  the  real  estate  was  revalued.  This  valuation,  with  that 
of  the  personal  property  next  Spring,  will  constitute  the  Grand  Duplicate  of  1854, 
the  aggregate  of  which  ^rill  be  about  eagliA  hundred  millions. 

The  following  statement  exhibits  the  value  of  the  entire  property  of  the 
Staite,  at  the  several  periods  indicated,  and  affords  gratifying  evidence  of  the  rapid 
growth  of  our  people  m  all  the  elements  of  prosperity  and  wealth.

The  amount  for  1864  is  partly  estimated,  but  will  not  vary  much  from  the  ac- 
tual result. 

The  valuation  last  had,  brings  much  property  which  had  heretofore  escaped, 
upon  the  tax  list.  It  also  approaches,  as  near  as  is  possible  under  any  system,  to 
the  real  value  of  the  property.  With  very  few  exceptions,  therefore,  the  xule  of 
equality  of  burdcns"may  be  deemed  as  permanently  established  in  Ohio. 

The  Banks,  acting  under  Charters  from  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  form  the  only 
formidable  exception  to  the  general  acquiescence  in  this  just  and  equitable  rule. 
They  have  appealed  from  the  State  authorities  to  the  Court  of  the  United  States, 
in  consequence  of  which  I  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  engs^^ing  counsel  to 
represent  the  interests  of  the  State,  before  that  tribunal.  * 

An  arraignment  of  State  Sovereignty,  imder  our  peculiar  form  of  Government, 
before  the  Federal  Judiciary,  is  always  a  matter  of  doubtful  expediency.  It  should 
certainly  never  be  resorted  to  by  institutions  of  our  own  creation,  upon  which  the 
State  has  conferred  large  and  valuable  privileges,  and  from  which  she  now  exacts 
nothing  but  Aeir  fair  and  equal  proportion  of  the  burdens  of  Government 

A  similar  course  was  formerly  pursued  by  an  Institution  established  in  our 
midst  by  Federal  authority,  and  which,  therefore,  instinctively  looked  to  Federal 
protection  and  support.  The  Bank  of  the  United  States,  it  is  true,  was  partially 
successful  at  Washington,  but  where  is  it  now  ?  The  people  have  advanced  with 
unprecedented  rapidity  in  all  the  elements  of  prosperity  and  greatness,  while  not 
one  trace  or  vestige  of  that  proud  Institution  is  to  be  found  within  our  borders. 
On  the  part  of  the  State  Banks  this  course  is  the  more  reprehensible,  as  the  appeal  is 
made  by  foreign  stockholders,  upon  whom  the  State  has  bestowed  rights  of  an  in- 
elusive  and  highly  lucrative  character. 

They  too,  complain  of  high  taxes.  I  have  already  remarked  with  some  free- 
dom on  this  subject,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  these  institutions,  impelled 
probably  by  their  own  mterests,  are  beginning  to  unite  with  the  great  body  of  the 
tax  payers  of  the  State,  in  laboring  to  promote  a  greater  degree  of  eccmomy  in  all 
public  expenditures. 

It  is  incorrect  to  suppose  that  the  original  policy  of  taxing  Banks  on  their  profits 
only,  was  adopted  with  any  view  of  taxing  them  less  than  individuals.     On  the 
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contrary,  it  wan  claimed  to  be  a  bigbcr  grade  of  State  taxation ;  and  the  Banks 
often  boasted  that  prior  to  1846  they  paid  more  than  individuals. 

The  growing  magnitude  of  State — especially,  of  local  —  taxation,  however,  led 
the  people  to  demand  that  these  institutioas  should,  equally  with  themselves,  be 
brought  within  its  range.    Hence  arises  the  present  conflict. 

The  higher  grade  of  State  taxation  placed  in  the  chaiters  became,  in  the  course  of 
time,  a  lower  one  even  for  State  purposes,  to  say  nothing  about  the  local  and  many 
other  burdens  which  are  necessarily  borne  by  individuals.  An  effort  was  made  in 
1846,  at  a  time  when  the  whole  basis  of  the  revenue  laws  was  changed, 
and  when  the  inequality  referred  to  became  clearly  apparent,  to  subject  the  Banks, 
not  as  formerly  to  a  higher  and  special  rate  of  taxation,  but  to  the  same  that  was 
prescribed  for,  and  imposed  on  individuals.  This  effort,  so  fair  and  equitable  at 
the  time,  was  successfully  resisted.  It  continued,  however,  to  be  insisted  on,  and 
the  provision  upon  that  subject  in  the  New  Constitution,  has  been  the  result.  This 
provision  relieves  the  Banks  from  the  payment  of  the  rates  contained  in  their 
charters,  and  which  they  alleged  were  so  much  greater  ^Jian  those  paid  under  the 
general  revenue  laws  of  the  State,  and  only  requires,  that  "  all  property  employed 
in  banking,  shall  always  bear  a  burden  of  taxation,  equal  to  that  imposed  on  the 
property  of  individuals."  This  burden  is  now  heavy,  but  a  constantly  increasing 
duplicate  will,  in  a  very  few  years,  greatly  reduce  it.  The  amount  required  to 
meet  the  interest  on  the  public  debt  is  annually  diminishing,  and  the  temporary 
causes  that  now  tend  to  keep  up  the  taxes,  will  soon  disappear.  The  Banks  can 
theretore  gain  but  little  by  a  perseverence  in  their  present  course,  while  bjury  and 
final  ruin  may  be  the  consequence. 

The  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  is  plain  and  unquestionable.  The  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution  must  be  carried  out.  In  this  determination  the  people 
and  every  branch  of  the  State  Government  are  united,  and  will  sustain  each  other 
by  the  most  cheerful  co-operation.  The  Banks  should  look  beyond  the  legal 
issue.  No  one  should  desire  to  live  among  an  industrious  and  heavily  taxed  people, 
without  bearing  a  fair  and  equal  proportion  of  the  necessary  burdens  of  the  State. 

The  New  Constitution  made  three  important  changes  in  the  Judicial  department, 
referring  to  the  manner  of  electing  the  Judges,  the  organization  of  the  Courts, 
and  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  the  administration  of  justice. 

The  fourteenth  article  requires  that  the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  three  Commissioners  to  i^vise,  reform,  simplify  and  abridge  the 
practice,  pleadings,  forms  and  proceedings  of  the  Courts  of  Record  of  this  State, 
and  as  far  as  practicable  and  expedient,  provide  for  the  abolition  of  the  distinct 
forms  of  actions  at  law,  then  in  use,  and  for  the  administration  of  justice  by  a  uni- 
form mode  of  proceeding,  without  reference  to  any  disUnetion  between  law  and 
equity. 
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These  Commissioners  were  appointed,  *tod  on  the  15th  of  January,  1853,  made 
their  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  then  in  session.  They  reported  a  Code  of 
Ciyil  Procedure  which  has  gone  into  operation  as  a  statute  of  the  State. 

The  change  made  by  this  Code  are  radical  and  thorough,  and  seem  to  fully  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Constitution. 

The  actions  at  law  heretofore  in  use  are  abolished,  and  justice  is  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  a  mode  of  proceeding  without  reference  to  any  distinction  between  law 
and  equity.  Technicalities  and  fictions  in  pleading  are  no  longer  required.  The 
parties,  in  stating  their  claim  and  defence,  must  tell  the  truth,  and  in  ordinary  and 
concise  language.  ^ 

To  discourage  unjust  claims  and  false  defences,  to  dispense  with  unneoessary 
proof,  and  to  preyent  a  recurrence  to  formality  and  fiction,  every  pleading  of  fact 
must  be  verified. 

To  get  at  the  whole  truth  in  every  case,  the  parties  to  the  action,  and  all  other 
persons,  with  few  exceptions,  are  allowed  to  testify. 

These  changes  put  an  end  to  the  old  system  of  practice,  and  aim  to  substitute 
for  it,  what  the  people  have  long  demanded,  a  simple,  intelligible  and  economical 
mode  of  procedure,  for  the  administration  of  justice. 

The  new  Code  went  into  operation  on  the  second  day  of  July  last,  and  sufficient 
time  has  not  yet  elapsed,  to  test  the  wisdom  and  practicability  of  all  its  provisions. 
That  most,  if  not  all  of  them,  are  real  and  important  reforms,  I  have  no  doubt  It 
is  to  be  expected,  that  in  the  beginning,  they  will  give  rise  to  some  embarassment, 
but  it  may  be  chiefly  the  embarassment  of  change. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  subject,  and  of  the  untried  condition  of  this 
law,  I  consider^it  proper  to  reconmiend  great  caution  in  any  further  immediate 
legislation  upon  it.  It  seems  to  me,  it  will  be  wiser  to  wait  for  the  modifications 
suggested  by  experience,  than  hastily  to  adopt  those  of  mere  theory. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  requirement  of  the  Constitution  referred  to,  applies 
as  well  to  the  Criminal  as  to  the  Civil  Code.  The  Code  reported  and  enacted  relates 
only  to  civil  procedure;  and  the  term  ot  office  of  the  Commissioners  heretofore 
appointed,  ended  by  limitation  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  last.  You  will,  there- 
fore, consider  the  propriety  of  creating  a  further  commission  to  prepare  a  Criminal 
Code. 

The  Reports  of  the  Directors  and  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary,  will  place  before 
you  a  very  full  account  of  the  management  and  condition  of  that  Institution. 

The  laws  have  been  executed  with  mildness  and  humanity,  and  aH  poper  efibrta 
made  to  reform  the  unfortunate  convicts  who  are  confined  within  its  walls. 

Many  of  those  whose  offences  [resulted  firom  intemperance,  unrestrained  passion 
or  evil  associations,  it  is  confidently  believed,  will  abandon  the  error  of  their  past 
oourse,  and  on  leaving  the  Institution,  become  useful  members  of  society.

The  exercise  of  the  pardoning  power,  is  one  of  the  most  delicate  and  perplexing 
duties  imposed  on  the  Executive.  Applications  for  pardons,  during  the  past 
year,  have  been  almost  as  numerous  as  the  convictions,  and  there  are  very  few 
who  are  so  friendless  or  abandoned,  that  they  cannot  excite  some  interest,  and 
procure,  if  necessary,  b  very  respectable  list  of  names  to  their  petitions. 

Formerly,  this  power  was  unaccompanied  by  any  restraint  or  qualification  what- 
ever; and,  it  is  not  improbable,  was  sometimes  improperly  exercised.  The  appeals 
of  innocent  and  afflicted  families  are  not  easily  resisted. 

Under  the  new  Constitution,  the  Governor  is  required  to  communicate  to  the 
General  Assembly  "every  case  of  reprieve,  commutation  or  pardon  granted, 
stating  the  name  and  crime  of  the  convict,  the  sentence,  its  date,  and  the  date  of 
the  commutation,  pardon,  or  reprieve,  with  his  reasons  therefor." 

This  provision  must  necessarily  operate  as  a  very  severe  restriction  upon  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  power  referred  to.  The  appeal  must  hereafter  be  made  to  the  judg- 
ment, rather  than  to  the  sympathies  of  our  nature.  Reasons  once  assigned,  will  be 
regarded  as  precedents  in  favor  of  other  applications,  and  the  penalties  of  the  law 
would  thus  gradually  be  divested  of  all  moral  and  practical  force. 

Certainty,  rather  than  severity  of  punishment,  is  believed  to  afford  the  best  se- 
curity against  the  conmiission  of  crime.  Our  laws  are  administered  with  great 
humanity.  Two  juries — Ghrand  and  traverse — ^have  each  to  ascertain  the  guilt  of 
the  accused,  while  the  judge,  who  has  heard  the  testimony  and  arguments  on  both 
sides,  is  generally  required  to  concur. 

Still,  all  human  tribunals  are  liable  to  err,  and  it  is  not  impossible  that,  by  the  uni- 
versality of  the  law  and  the  strict  application  of  general  rules,  the  innocent  may 
some  times  be  improperly  involved.  It  was  in  view  of  these  circumstances  that 
the  pardoning  power  was  conferred  upon  the  Governor,  and  I  have  not  hesitated 
to  interfere  in  every  case,  where,  by  the  disclosure  of  facts,  unknown  at  the  time 
of  the  trial,  a  reasonable  doubt  has  been  created  in  relation  to  the  justice  of  the 
sentence. 

The  Courts  are  restrained  in  many  cases,  from  fixing  the  term  of  confinement 
in  the  Penitentiary,  under  three  years;  and  this  is  not  unfrequently  made  the  ground 
of  an  application  to  the  Executive,  at  the  end  of  one  or  two  years.  I  would  sug- 
gest a  modification  of  the  laws  in  this  particular,  so  as  to  authorize  the  judges  to 
sentence  for  a  shorter  period. 

Permit  me  in  connection  with  this  subject,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very 
large  number  of  juveniles  now  confined  in  this  Institution.  Considerations  of 
sound  policy,  as  well  as  of  humanity,  create  strong  doubts  in  my  mind  as  to  the 
propriety  of  the  present  system  of  punishing  this  class  of  delinquents.  Offences 
committed  by  boys  are  usually  the  result  of  idleness,  improper  associations,  and 
the  absence  of  proper  parental  care.

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They  are  very  different  in  degree  and  moral  turpitude,  from  those  of  the  deliber- 
ate and  confirmed  criminal.  ^ 

Punishment,  besides  securing  the  peace  and  safety  of  society,  is  designed  to  re- 
press crime  and  reform  the  offender.  The  last  of  these  objects  is  particularly 
applicable  to  the  inexperienced  and  unfortunate  youth;  while  many  of  the  old  are 
entirely  beyond  the  reach  of  hope,  there  is  scarcely  a  youth  that  may  not  be  re- 
claimed. 

To  bring  about  this  result,  however,  a  classification  of  offences  founded  upon 
the  age  of  those  by  whom  they  are  committed,  should  be  recognized  bylaw ;  and 
an  institution  organized  with  facilties  for  teaching  the  juvenile  offender,  the  vari- 
ous pursuits  and  duties  of  life,  together  with  the  elementary  branches  of  a  common 
education.  Institutions  of  this  character  have  been  established  in  several  of  our 
sister  States,  and  in  every  instance  have  produced  the  most  salutary  results. 

The  Reports  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  several  Superintendents,  furnish  full  in- 
formation of  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Benevolent  Institutions. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  at  the  Ltmatic  Asylum  which  were  authorized 
by  appropriations,  at  the  last  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  are  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  promise  to  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  in  the  end, 
diminish  the  expenses  of  the  Institution. 

The  great  increase  of  pupils  in  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  re- 
quires that  additional  room  should  be  provided  for  them. 

A  personal  examination  of  that  Institution  has  satisfied  me,  that  the  time  has 
arrived  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building,  with  adequate  room  and  suitable  ac- 
commodations. 

The  site  of  a  new  edifice  has  been  a  subject  of  frequent  discussion.  It  has 
been  suggested  by  many  that  the  Institution  should  be  removed  into  the  country, 
and  the  present  buildings  and  grounds,  which  are  now  almost  in  the  heart  of  the 
city,  eventually  sold. 

To  this  proposition  the  present  and  late  superintendents,  have  been  strongly  op- 
posed. Their  experience  in  the  education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  gives  great 
weight  to  their  opinions,  especially,  as  some  of  them  rest  on  educational  grounds. 

I  would  submit  to  your  consideration  the  propriety  and  justice  of  giving  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  a  suitable  compensation  for  their  services.  The  labor  which 
they  are  required  to  perform,  and  the  responsibility  imposed  upon  them,  are  too 
great  to  be  performed  gratuitously. 

There  is  a  class  of  persons,  with  equally  strong  claims  upon  our  sympathies, 
.who  do  not  seem  to  be  embraced  within  the  range  or  beneficial  operations  of  these 
Institutions.  I  allude  to  the  imbecile  and  idiotic,  of  whom  there  is  said  to  be  a 
large  number  in  the  State. 
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Idiocy  and  insanity,  until  lately,  were  confounded,  so  far  at  least  as  any  eflforts 
were  made  for  their  amelioration  and  relief.  The  proper  distinctions  are  now  ob- 
served, and  each  class  is  found  amenable  to  different  modes  of  treatment. 

.  Idiocy  is  understood  to  consist  in  an  impaired  condition  of  the  powers  of  the 
mind,  and  an  entire  want  of  the  reasoning  faculties.  Persons  thus  afflicted  are  not 
responsible  for  their  acts,  and  must  necessarily,  therefore,  become  a  public  or 
private  charge. 

.  Possessing  muscular  force,  some  traces  of  memory,  and  the  powers  of  imita- 
tion, they  are  capable  of  being  trained  to  perform  many  of  the  necessary  duties 
of  life. 

Our  Common  Schools,  from  their  universal  diffusion,  located  as  they  are  in  every 
neighborhood,  and  distributing  their  healthful  influence  to  every  family,  should 
always  be  regarded  as  among  the  very  first  objects  of  Legislative  care.  They 
have  not  inaptly,  at  times,  been  styled  "the  people's  colleges,"  and  are  certainly 
the  palladium  and  most  effectual  defence  of  our  free  institutions. 

The  New  Constitution  makes  it  imperative  on  the  General  Assembly,  "to  make 
such  provisions  by  taxation,  or  otherwise,  as  with  the  income  arising  from  the 
School  Trust  Fund,  will  secure  a  thorough  and  eflScient  system  of  Common 
Schools  throughout  the  State." 

In  accordance  with  this  requirement  of  the  Constitution,  the  last  General  As- 
sembly, with  almost  entire  unanimity,  passed  a  law  re-constructing  our  education- 
al system, — elevating  its  standard,  extending  its  usefulness,  and  imparting  to  it  a 
greater  degree  of  efficiency. 

It  is  claimed  by  the  friends  of  the  system  thus  created,  that  the  new  features 
engrafted  upon  it,  are  decided  improvements ; — in  perfect  accordance  with  the  edu- 
cational progress  of  the  age,  and  the  educational  demands  of  our  rapidly  increasing 
population. 

In  a  Republic,  like  ours,  founded  as  it  is  on  the  virtue  and  intelligence  of  the 
people  at  large,  the  thorough  and  efficient  education  of  those  who  are  soon  to  as- 
sume the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  government  in  all  its  departments,  is  essen- 
tial to  the  healthful  existence  of  the  government  itself,  and  cannot  be  neglected 
without  danger  to  the  vital  interests  of  our  free  institutions. 

The  new  provisions  of  the  present  School  Law,  involving  changes  radical  ia 
their  character,  must  necessarily  produce,  for  a  time,  much  embarrassment  and 
inconvenience,  and  in  some  instances  it  may  be,  actual  oppression.  But  most  of 
these  bemg  of  a  temporary  nature,  and  incident  to  almost  every  innovation  upon 
long  established  usage,  they  should  not  impel  the  General  Assembly  to  hasty  and 
inconsiderate  legislation,  lest  the  present  law  m'ay  be,  in  a  §hort  time,  involved  in 
the  same  complexity  and  confusion  whichi  under  the  former  laws,  produced  ao 
much,  embarrassnient. 
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The  annual  assessment  and  levy  of  two  mills  upon  the  grand  duplicate  of  the 
State  for  school  purposes,  is  regarded  bj  many  of  the  tax  payers  as  oppressive  and 
unnecessary.  This  levy,  however,  is  only  half  a  mill  greater  than  that  authorized 
by  the  former  law. 

Prior  to^he  passage  of  the  present  law,  the  State  levied  half  a  mill  and  County 
Commissioners  were  required  to  levy  a  mill,  for  school  purposes  ;  making  a  total 
school  tax  of  one  mill  and  a  half.  Under  the  new  law,  both  levies  have  been  uni- 
ted into  one,  and  styled  a  State  levy. 

Another  tax  which  has  borne  very  heavily  upon  the  tax  payers  the  past  year,  is 
the  one  authorized  to  be  assessed  by  Township  Boards  of  Education  for  the 
purchase  of  school  house  sites,  and  the  erection  of  school  houses.  The  amoimt 
that  has  been  raised  for  these  objects  is  very  nearly  as  large  as  that  levied  by  the 
State.  It  is  a  tax  that  will  not  be  required  to  be  repeated,  however,  in  the  next 
fifteen  or  twenty  years. 

In  the  establishment  of  all  school  systems  three  objects  should  be  constantly 
kept  in  view, — brevity,  simplicity,  and  the  utmost  degree  of  economy  that  is  con- 
sistent with  the  proper  education  of  the  youth  of  the  State.  To  attain  these  ex- 
cellencies, however,  much  time  and  experience  and  a  careful  observation  of  the 
working  of  the  system,  are  necessarily  required. 

The  grand  duplicate  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  re-valuation  of  the  real 
estate.  A  levy  of  two  mills,  for  the  ensuing  year,  would  produce  one  fourth  more 
revenue  than  was  raised  during  the  past  year,  under  the  same  levy.  Ko  system 
can  operate  beneficially  that  bears  too  heavily  on  the  people.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  law  be  so  modified  in  this  particular,  as  not  to  require  any  increase, 
at  least,  of  the  amount  now  assessed  by  the  State. 

The  work  on  the  new  State  House  has  been  carried  on,  during  the  past  year, 
with  commendable  industry  and  dispatch.  The  inconvenience  and  expense  of 
procuring  suitable  halls  for  the  accommodation  of  the  General  Assembly,  together 
with  the  present  insecurety  of  the  public  records  of  the  State,  render  the  early 
completion  of  this  building  a  matter  of  much  interest. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  have  it  covered  in  last  fall,  so  that  the  work,  inside, 
could  be  progressing  during  the  winter,  but  the  contractors  were  disappointed  in 
procuring  the  necessary  materials.  They  have  since  been  procured,  however,  and 
the  roof  will  be  put  on  early  in  the  spring. 

It  is  expected  that  the  rooms  intended  for  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Library,  and 
the  vanous  State  offices,  will  be  finished  and  ready  to  be  occupied  early  in  the 
ensuing  fall,  and  that  the  whole  building  will  be  completed  in  time  for  fiic  next 
session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

It  will  be  a  large  and  beautiful  edifice — comporting  well  witb  the  magnitude  and 
increasing  wealth  of  the  State.

The  Constiurion  revjuirxis  that  all  while  m:ile  citizens  between  tiie  ai;xs  oi 
eighteen  and  foriy-five  years,  sh^il  be  enrolled  in  the  IHlitia  of  the  State,  and  thai 
provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  protccdon  and  safe  keeping  of  tho  public 
arms. 

It  has  bt^n  found  necessary  in  all  Governments  to  keep  up  some  kind  of  a 
military  force.     In  ours,  the  reliance  is  chiefly  upon  a  citizen  soldiery. 

There  may  be  occasions  when  the  citiI  authorities  are  unable  to  perform  their 
appropriate  duties,  and  when  the  (Jovcroor  is  expressly  required  **  to  call  forth 
the  Militia,  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  State,  to  suppress  insuirection,  and  repel 
inrasion/' 

The  public  arms,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Quarter  Uasler  General's  Report,  are 
in  a  most  unsafe  condition. 

These  circumstances,  it  appears  to  me,  render  it  imperative  on  the  General  As- 
sembly to  provide  for  a  more  efficient  organixation  of  the  Miliiia  of  the  State, 

The  reduction  of  the  price  of  our  Canal  Lands  has  increased  the  number  of 
acres  upon  the  grand  duplicate,  and  contributed  largely  to  the  settlement  of  one 
of  the  most  promising  regions  of  the  State. 

The  area  of  the  whole  State  contains  25,576,960  acres,  of  which  there  will  be 
brought  on  the  grand  duplicate  for  the  ensuing  year,  24,811,455  acres,  leaving  a 
balance  of  765,505  acres,  the  greater  part  of  which  still  belongs  to  the  General 
Government 

The  United  States  continue  to  demand  the  former  prices  of  from  81  25  to 
82  '50  per  acre,  while  the  State  sells  her  lands,  in  the  same  vicinity,  at  greatly  re- 
duced rates.  This  necessarily  retards  the  settlement  of  these  lands,  and  ptoves  a 
very  serious  inconvenience  to  the  people  in  that  section  of  the  State. 

The  General  Government  should  at  once  surrender  the  remainder  of  its  lands 
to  the  State,  so  that  they  may  go  into  the  hands  of  actual  settlers,  at  graduated 
prices,  and  be  brought,  with  all  the  other  lands  of  the  State,  on  the  grand  du- 
plicate. 

This  would  be  no  more  than  just.  The  whole  quantity  of  land  at  first  held  by 
the  General  Government  in  this  State,  as  appears  from  the  actual  surveys,  was 
16,770,984  acres.  The  proceeds  already  realiied  by  the  National  Treasury, 
amoimt  to  nearly  821,000,000,  which  is  an  average  of  more  than  81  25  per  acre 
for  the  entire  quantity. 
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I  deem  the  present  an  appropriate  and  favorable  time  to  press  ihis  nsattier  cp-on 
the  conbideration  of  the  General  Government,  hlzce  tte  earlj  settlement  of  the 
public  domain  is  the  avowed  policy  of  the  pies<;nt  Administration. 

Our  Federal  Relations  —  both  at  home  and  abroad — have  been  conducted, 
during  the  past  year,  with  eignal  ability  and  succets. 

The  principles  and  policy  announced  in  the  Inaog^iral  Address  and  Mes- 
sage of  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  Uie  Union,  reflect  the  sentiments  and  opinions 
of  the  people,  and  afford  ample  proof  that  the  honor  and  high  interests  of  our 
country,  will  be  fully  and  scrupulously  maintained.

Li  reply  to  the  first  and  second  resolutions,  I  beg  respectfully  to  refer  to  my 
deposition  in  reply  to  questions  submitted  by  a  committee  of  your  honorable  body, 
composed  of  the  Hon.  Lot  L.  Smith,  J.  M.  Barrere  and  Laban  S.  Sherman,  which 
deposition,  I  presume  is  now  before  the  Senate,  and  which  gives  a  full  and  detailed 
statement  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  bringing  up  of  the  Journals  and  Re- 
ports of  the  Senate  as  referred  to  in  said  Resolutions. 

Li  reply  to  the  third  and  fourth  Resolutions  I  beg  to  say : — 
The  records  of  Reports  and  part  of  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, for  the  session  of  1862,  appear  to  have  been  "brought  up"  daring  the 
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session  of  1862-53,  pursuant  to  the  Resolutions  of  the  House  adopted  Dec.  11, 
1852.     (See  House  Journal,  page  82.) 

The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  was  allowed  8226,00  for  writing 
169,500  words,  to  bring  up  the  House  Journal  of  the  session  of  1852;  and 
8259,33^  for  writing  194,468  words,  to  bring  up  the  House  Journal  of  the  session 
of  1852-53.  And  he  was  also  allowed  8287,66|  for  writing  215,683  words,  to 
bring  up  the  records  of  the  House  Reports,  for  the  same  session. 

Total  number  of  words  written  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
after  the  close  of  the  session  of  1853-53,  in  bringing  up  the  Reports  and  Journals 
of  the  House  for  the  two  sessions,  579,651,  for  which  he  was  paid  for  193^  days, 
at  the  rate  per  diem  provided  by  law.

REPORT. 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Ohio,  dated  Febniarj  28, 
1852,  the  Public  Works  of  the  State  were  divided,  on  the  8th  of  March,  1852, 
into  the  following  districts : 

Division  Number  Oms,  comprising  the  Miami  and  Erie  Cu)al,  from  the  Indiana 
state  line  to  Manhatten :  the  Six  Mile  Reservoir :  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Ohio 
Canal,  from  the  city  of  Cleveland  to  the  first  lock  north  of  Roscoe :  the  Walhond- 
ing  Canal,  and  the  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Road. 

Division  Numbbb  Two,  consisting  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  from  the  dty 
of  Cincinnati  to  the  Junction :  the  Warren  County  Canal:  Sidney  Feeder:  Mercer 
County  Reservoir,  and  Lewistown  Reservoir. 
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DivisiOK  NuiiBKB  Thb£k,  Consisting  of  tbe  Middle  and  Southern  Division  of 
the  Ohio  Canal,  from  the  first  lock  north  of  Roscoe  to  the  Ohio  Itiver:  the  Hock- 
ing Canal :  the  Muskingum  Improyement,  and  National  Road. 

The  First  Division,  during  the  year  year  ending  November  15th,  1853,  has 
been  under  the  charge  of  James  B.  Steedman :  the  Second,  under  the  charge  of 
Alexander  P.  Miller,  and  the  Third,  under  that  of  Greorge  W.  Manypenny,  until 
his  resignation  as  a  Member  of  the  Board  on  the  30th  of  March,  1853,  and  since 
the  16th  of  April,  has  been  under  the  charge  of  his  successor,  Wayne  Griswold. 

Each  of  the  works  will  be  noticed  separately,  and  in  the  foUowmg  order : 


DIVISION  NO.  1. 
Miami  and  Eeib  Cakal — ^Northern  Division. 


The  Northern  Division  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal — originally  the  Wabash 
and  Erie — extending  from  its  connection  with  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  of  In- 
diana, at  the  line  between  the  two  States  to  the  town  of  Manhattan,  on  the  Maumee 
Bay  (with  the  exception  of  that  portion  of  the  Canal,  between  Toledo  and  Man- 
hattan, four  miles  in  length,  which  has  not  been  used  for  several  years)  was  pre- 
pared for  navigation,  and  boats  commenced  their  trips  on  the  twenty- fifth  day  of 
March,  last  The  navigation  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  season  without 
material  interruption. 

An  unusually  large  expenditure  has  been  incurred  on  this  division,  during  the 
past  year,  by  the  completion  ot  the  Weigh  Lock,  at  Toledo ;  the  re-building  of 
three  locks  west  of  Defiance :  the  construction  of  two  new  cut-stone  Waste  Weirs, 
and  putting  in  a  cast-iron  Feeding  Culvert. 

The  Weigh  Lock  at  Toledo,  including  a  large  brick  building  to  cover  it,  and 
afford  offices  for  the  Collector  and  Weigh  Master,  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of 
twenty  five  thousand  dollars,  and  is  one  of  the  most  necessary,  valuable,  and  per- 
manent structures  connected  with  the  Public  Works  of  the  State.  The  Lock  was 
finished,  and  boats  were  required  to  commence  weighing  on  the  2nd  day  of  Au- 
gust. On  the  12th  of  the  same  month,  a  breach  occurred  near  the  Lock,  which 
suspended  its  operations  for  a  few  days. 

This  structure,  the  erection  of  which,  was  regarded  by  many  experienced 
friends  of  the  Public  Works,  as  of  doubtful  policy,  has  more  than  met  the  most 
sanguine  expectations  of  the  Board.  The  Lock  was  in  operation  eighty  days  from 
the  time  of  its  completion  to  the  close  of  the  year,  ana  the  excess  of  freight,  as 
shown  by  the  scale,  during  that  period,  oyer  the  amount  reported,  was  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  fifty  seven  tons,  upon  which  tolls  were  collected,  that 
otherwise  would  have  been  lost  to  the  State,  to  the  amount  of  twelve  hundred 
and  ninety  six  dollars.  A  corresponding  difference  for  the  whole  season  of  naviga- 
tion— a  period  of  two  hundred  and  forty  days — would  show  a  saving  by  the  Weigh 
Lock  of  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  eight  dollars,  or  fifteen  per 
cent,  on  its  entire  cost 

The  necessity  of  re-building  three  locks  west  of  Defiance,  arose  from  their  de- 
cayed condition,  which  rendered  it  unsafe  to  postpone  their  re-construction  another 
year. 
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A  temporary  waste  weir  constructed  in  1846,  under  a  contract  with  Peter 
Minor,  which  the  State  is  bound  to  keep  up,  has  been  replaced  during  the  past 
year  by  a  substantial  and  permanent  cut  stone  structure.  A  new  tut-stone  waste 
weir  to  secure  the  level  between  Te^as  and  Independence,  twenty  four  miles  in* 
length,  from  breaches  caused  by  the  surfac«  water  suddenly  thrjwn  into  it,  dur- 
ing heavy  rains,  has  also  been  completed. 

A  cast-iron  Feeding  Culvert,  to  supply  the  canal  with  water  from  the  Maumee 
River  at  the  town  of  Independence,  has  also  been  finished  during  the  past  season. 
This  expense  could  not  be  avoided.  The  old  Culvert,  which  was  of  wood,  had  so 
far  decayed,  that  it  was  with  great  difficulty  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  was 
passed  into  the  canal  during  the  precedmg  year.  To  avoid  the  expense,  in  future, 
of  removing  the  heavy  embankment,  placed  over  this  Culvert,  it  was  deemed 
economy  to  put  in  a  structure  of  the  most  permanent  character.  It  consists  of  a 
cast-iron  arch,  secured  with  abutments,  and  wing- walls  of  cut-stone,  and  without 
doubt,  will  require  no  repairs  for  many  years. 

Most  of  the  lock  gates  on  this  line  of  canal  have  been  furnished  with  new 
wickets,  which  mcrease  the  facilities  for  passing  boats  one  hundred  per  cent 

In  addition  to  the  new  worics,  much  labor  has  been  expended  in  repairing  and 
tightening  the  dams ;  erecting  new  towing-path  bridges ;  protecting  the  towing 
paths  and  embankments  at  exposed  pomts  with  timber  and  stone ;  constructing 
new,  and  repairing  old  lock-gates,  and  assisting  boats  over  the  Providence  slack- 
water.  This  Slackwater,  to  which  the  Board,  in  theur  last  annual  report,  called 
the  attention  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly^  still  continues  to  be  a  most  serious  obstruc- 
tion to  the  navigation  of  this  otherwise  fine  canal.  An  annual  expenditure  far 
exceeding  the  interest  upon  the  cost  of  what  is  necessary  to  be  done  to  make  a 
perfect  navigation,  cannot  be  avoided  while  this  work  remains  in  its  present  con- 
dition.

The  amount  paid  on  Superintendence  and  Repairs,  includes  about  six  thousand 
dollars  for  the  repair  of  breaches,  and  to  secure  the  canal  where  they  occurred, 
from  further  casualties. 

In  May  and  June  last,  there  were  two  breaches,  at  the  waste  weir,  at  Lock  No. 
5,  and  two  at  the  head  of  Lock  No.  13,  west  of  Defiance,  detaining  boats,  in  each 
instance,  for  a  short  period. 
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A  serious  breach  occurred,  in  May,  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Six  Mile  Reser- 
voir, at  a  decayed  wooden  waste-weir,  causing  a  loss  of  water,  three  feet  in  depth, 
over  a  surface  0f  two  thousand  acres.  It  was  feared  that  this  unexpected  loss  of 
water  would  impair  navigation,  during  the  dry  season,  but  fortunately,  a  large  ad- 
ditional quantity  was  thrown  into  this  canal,  from  the  Mercer  County  Reservoir, 
and  hoats  experienced  no  difficulty  in  passing,  with  full  loads,  throughout  the  en- 
tire season  This  breach  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  all  the  weak  points 
in  the  banks,  are  protected,  with  stone,  against  the  action  of  the  waves. 

On  the  12th  of  August,  the  weighing  of  boats  at  Toledo,  was  suspended,  by  a 
breach,  at  the  weir,  over  which  the  water,  from  the  Weigh  Lock,  is  discharged 
into  Swan  Creek.  It  was  found  that  a  bed  of  quicksand  extended  from  the  Lock 
to  the  Creek,  and  that  to  secure  the  weir^  from  being  undermined,  and  washed  out 
entirely,  it  would  be  necessary  to  construct  a  race^  of  timber  and  plank,  so  con- 
nected with  the  weir  as  to  prevent  the  water  from  disturbing  the  quicksand.  This 
was  so  thoroughly  and  permanently  done,  that  no  further  danger  is  apprehended. 

On  the  6th  of  October,  one  of  the  Packets  on  this  Canal,  through  the  careless- 
ness of  those  in  charge  of  the  boat,  entered  Lock  No.  6,  at  such  speed,  as  to  en- 
tirely demolish  one  of  the  gates  of  the  lock,  causing  a  suspension  of  navigation 
for  three  days.  The  gates  were  repaired,  at  a  cost  of  about  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, which  has  been  collected  from  the  owners  of  the  boat. 

Several  other  breaches  of  inconsiderable  extent,  each  detaining '  boats  a  few 
hours,  have  occurred  during  the  season. 

The  arrangement  effected,  in  1850,  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wabash 
and  Erie  Canal,  securing  a  rate  of  tolls,  uniform  in  both  States,  and  giving  each 
State  pro  rata  proportioQ,  for  each  mile  that  any  article  is  transported,  on  either 
Canal,  has  been  revised  and  continued.  A  further  modification  of  this  arrange- 
ment will  probably  be  made,  during  the  present  year. 

The  Northern  Division  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  is  believed  to  be  in  a  bet- 
ter condition  now,  than  at  any  former  time,  since  its  completion,  and  unless  in- 
jured by  breaches  or  floods,  from  which  great  pains  have  been  tsJcen  to  secure  it, 
can  be  maintained  for  the  next  two  years,  at  an  expenditure,  greatly  reduced,  from 
what  has  been  unavoidably  incurred  during  the  past  two  years. 


Ohio  Cakal— Noktbxbb  Divisiok. 

The  business  of  transportation  on  this  line  of  Canal,  commenced  on  the  28th 
day  of  March,  and  continued  throughout  the  past  season,  with  but  slight  interrup- 
tions from  breaches  and  other  causes. 

The  Spring  repairs  were  unusually  large  on  account  of  injuries  to  the  banks  by 
freshets. 

A  breach  occurred  near  Cleveland,  a  few  days  afte^  the  water  was  let  in,  which 
postponed  the  commencement  of  business  four  days. 

New  gates  have  been  placed  in  one  of  the  ship  locks  at  Cleveland.  The  old 
gates  hf^  become  so  weak,  from  decay,  as  to  rest  heavily  on  the  mitre  sills,  and 
rendered  the  process  of  opening  and  closing  them  slow  and  difficult. 

When  the  Spring  repairs  were  commenced  on  this  division,  it  was  found  that  the 
lower  end  of  the  lock,  which  connects  the  canal  with  the  Cuyahoga  river,  in  the 
City  of  Cleveland,  was  obstructed  with  gravel  and  sand,  deposited  by  the  Cuya- 
hoga.   This  bar  was  so  far  reduced,  by  dredging,  as  to  admit  the  passage  of  boats.

Several  pairs  of  new  lock  gates  have  been  pat  in,  on  the  line  of  this  Canal :  new 
bridges  hare  been  bnilt^  and  all  the  nsoal  repairs  made. 

The  grass,  of  which  so  much  has  been  said  in  former  reports  of  the  Board, 
has  caiued  mneh  trouble,  and  increased  expense  daring  the  past  year.  It  has 
grown  to  be  so  serious  an  obstruction  to  the  free  passage  of  the  water  as  to  over- 
flow Uie  banks,  impede  the  passage  of  boats,  and  greaUy  reduce  the  value  of  the 
water  power  furnished  by  the  canal.  It  has  been  cut  and  drawn  out,  on  some 
portions  of  the  line,  six  times  during  the  past  season,  and  even  when  the  roots 
have  been  entirely  removed*  by  excavating  the  bottMn  of  the  canal  ,in  the  Spring* 
the  grass  has  appeared  again  before  the  close  of  navigation.  We  may  deem  it 
advisable  to  employ  a  Dredging  Machine,  more  efiectually  to  remove  this  and 
other  obstructions  from  the  channels  of  the  canals.

The  amount  charged  to  Superintendence  and  Repairs,  includes  all  the  pa)  ments 
for  the  construction  of  new  work. 

The  cost  of  repairs  is  in  some  degree  increased  over  the  amount  expended  for 
that  purpose,  in  the  years  1850,  and  1851.  The  cause  of  that  increase  will  be 
oonsidered  in  another  part  of  this  report. 


Walroitdiho  Cabal. 

This  Canal  was  in  readiness  for  business  at  the  same  time  with  the  Ohio  Canal, 
and  an  uninterrupted  navigation  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

This  line  of  work  has  required  the  usual  repairs,  and  some  permanent  improve- 
ments have  been  added  during  the  past  year.  It  is  now  in  excellent  condition, 
and  will  require  for  the  next  two  years  only  the  repairs,  which  are  neeesssary  to 
keep  up  the  water  and  prevent  breaches. 

There  has  been  paid  on  this  Canfl  for  the  year  ending  November  15,  1853, 
by  the  check  of  James  B.  Steedman,  Acting  Commissioner,  on  the  Treasurer  of 
State:

This  amount  is  considerably  less  than  was  expended  for  the  year  1851,  and  it 
is  believed  a  further  reduction  can  be  made  the  coming  year. 


WxSTiKN  RasEavB  and  Maumbk  Ro4D. 

As  was  expected,  the   opening   of  the   Toledo,  Norwalk   and   Cleveland  Rail 
Road  has  reduced  the  amount  received  from  tolls  on  this  road  several  thousand 
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dollars,  below  the  amount^  collected  the  preceding  year.  The  decrease  in  travel 
has  withdrawn  from  the  road  the  heavy  coaches  employed  by  the  Ohio  Stage  Com- 
pany, in  transporting  their  passengers,  and  the  United  States  mails,  whieh  greatly 
reduced  the  cost  of  keeping  the  road  in  repair.  The  amount  "expended  the  past 
year,  in  repwring  the  road  is  82,889  94,  less  than  in  the  year  1862. 

When  the  extension  of  this  road,  now  being  constructed,  to  connect  with  the 
bridge  over  the  Maumee  River,  shall  have  been  completed,  it  is  believed  Uiat  the 
annual  cost  of  keepmg  the  road  in  repair,  will  not  exceed  86,000. 

As  the  country  improves,  and  the  local  travel  increases,  there  will  be  a  corres- 
ponding increase  in  Uie  revenues  of  this  important  road. 

There  has  been  paid  on  this  road,  during  the  year  ending  Oct.  30,  on  repairs 
by  Abner  L.  Backus,  Resident  Engineer,  86,894  06. 

By  check  of  James  B.  Steedman,  Acting  Commissioner,  on  the  Treasurer  of 
State,  to  the  Contractors,  engaged  in  completing  the  road,  for  the  year  ending 
Oct.  30,  1863,86.425  00. 

This  road  is  now  in  thorough  repair:  the  bridges  all  re-built,  the  culverts  repair- 
ed, the  ditches  opened,  and  nothing  will  be  needed  the  coming  year,  but  the  ordi- 
nary repairs. 


DIVISION  NO.  II. 

Miami  and  £rib   Canal — Southxrk  Divisioir. 

The  Southern  Division  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  extending  from  the  Ohio 
River,  at  Cincinnati,  to  the  Feeder  next  above  the  town  of  Piqua,  has  been  kept 
open  during  the  whole  of  last  year,  with  ^e  exception  of  twenty  days,  during 
which  the  water  was  drawn  from  the  canal,  and  fourteen  days  of  interruption  from 
breaks,  and  while  the  canal  was  so  firmly  closed  with  ice,  as  to  check  the  move- 
ment of  the  ice-boats. 

During  the  last  of  December,  1862,  and  the  first  of  January,  1863,  the  Miami 
valley  was  visited  by  a  most  disastrous  flood.  This  portion  of  the  canal  suffered 
severely  from  its  violence,  thereby  increasing  the  expenditures  for  superintendence 
and  repairs.  The  whole  amount  expended  on  breaches  was  816,469  00,  exclu- 
sive of  contract  on  State  dam. 

On  the  26th  day  of  December,  1862,  Mill  Creek  was  so  swollen  by  this  flood, 
that  a  large  number  of  trees  were  carried  down  to  Mill  Creek  Aqueduct,  north  of 
Carthage,  where  they  lodged  firmly  against  the  double  trestles,  which  support  ihe 
XrvLUJL,  forming  a  dam,  and  raising  the  water  in  the  creek,  until,  finally,  the  south 
abutment,  which  was  built  of  small  stone,  was  undermined  and  gave  way.  A 
large  breach  was  thus  effected:  the  bed  of  the  canal  for  some  distance,  and  from 
12  to  16  feet  below  the  bottom,  was  swept  away;  and  much  of  the  trunk,  and 
work  attached  was  destroyed.  No  timber  for  repairs  could  be  procured,  except 
at  great  expense,  from  Cmcinnati,  ten  miles  distant:  the  work  was  executed  at  a 
very  unfavorable  season,  much  of  the  time  in  the  rain;  and  the  breach,  therefore, 
caused  a  delay  of  about  eight  days. 

On  the  29th  of  August,  a  small  breach  in  the  berm  bank  of  the  canal,  north  of 
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Mil  Creek  Aqueduct,  and  on  the  same  leyel,  produced  a  delay  of  two  dajs.  An- 
other, at  Camp  Washington,  on  the  night  of  July  1 7,  was  repaired  in  two  days. 

During  the  past  summer,  the  south  abutment  at  Mill  Creek  Aqueduet,  was  re- 
built, at  a  heavy  «ost,  owin^  to  the  difficulty  of  obtamin^  a  good  foundatian.  On 
accoTint  of  the  quicksand,  it  was  found  necessary  to  smk  the  abutment,  nearly 
eleyen  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  water  in  Mill  Creek.  We  have  no  doubt  of 
its  pennanence. 

Half  a  mile  north  of  this  Aqueduct  the  superstructure  and  abutment  of  a  new 
changeybridge  were  built  during  the  past  year.  The  wood  work  of  the  old  bridge 
had  decayed,  and  the  stone  abutments  were  so  cracked,  that  it  was  feared  they 
would  fall  into  the  canal. 

Considerable  work  was  required  on  that  part  of  this  division,  between  Swift's 
Mill  and  the  State  Dam.  The  floods  of  December  and  January  last,  broke  into 
the  Middletown  level,  near  the  feeding  gates;  after  washing  away  the  towing  path, 
and  depositing  it  in  the  canal.  Other  breaches  occurred  by  the  water  breaking 
into  the  canals — one  on  the  towing  path  side,  below  the  bridge  of  the  German  town 
Turnpike,  and  another  through  a  nigh  bank,  on  the  berm  side,  north  of  Amanda. 
Immediately  below  the  lock  at  Snider's  Mill,  south  of  Amanda,  the  flood  again 
passed  into  th^  canal,  depositmg  the  towing  path  in  its  channel.  The  flood  con- 
tinued so  lon^i  and  at  such  an  extraordinary  height,  that  it  was  feared  the  canal 
would  be  useless  for  months. 

It  was  during  the  first  heavy  rise  that  the  new  dam  above  Middletown,  which 
had  been  finished  with  the  exception  of  a  small  amount  of  stone- work  on  the  north 
abutment,  was  materially  injured.  Large  sycamore  trees,  six  and  seven  feet  in 
diameter,  with  all  their  roots  and  branches,  were  lodged  on  the  comb  of  the  dam« 
the  roots  having  caught  on  the  rear  of  the  dam  crib.  One  immense  trunk,  with 
limbs  two  feet  in  diameter,  struck  with  such  force  as  to  displace  about  forty  feet  of 
ihe  roof,  which  floated  off  and  lodged  about  half  a  mile  below  the  dam.  The 
sycamore  lodged  with  its  heavy  roots  and  branches ;  the  water  rapidly  undermined 
the  exposed  structure,  and  before  it  was  possible  to  check  the  destruction,  about 
150  feet  of  the  body  of  the  dam  sunk  eighteen  feet — the  whole  bed  of  the  river 
having  been  washed  out  to  that  depth.  So  heavy  was  the  crib  filling,  and  so  firm- 
ly were  the  parts  of  the  crib  put  together  with  iron  sjHkes,  twenty  inches  long, 
that  the  dam  sunk  almost  vertically,  not  being  out  of  Ime,  at  any  jplace,  over  two 
feet  There  was  a  gradual  sinking  of  the  crib  work  on  each  side  of  the  main 
breach  for  about  75  feet.  The  old  dam,  which  is  about  two  hundred  feet  above* 
was  very  much  torn,  and  required  considerable  repairs  to  keep  the  canal  supplied 
with  water,  while  the  new  structure  was  in  course  of  repair.  Had  such  a  flood 
occurred  before  the  new  dam  was  erected,  we  are  confident  that  the  old  dam  would 
have  been  almost  entirely  destroyed,  and  navigation  suspended  for  months.  In 
repairing  the  former,  its  plan  was  somewhat  changed,  by  extending  the  roof  of  the 
dam  twelve  feet,  with  a  greater  pitch  than  before,  thus  wideninsr  the  base.  In  the 
rear  of  this  extension,  and  as  high  as  the  hip  of  the  dam,  brush,  stone  and  gravel 
were  placed,  forming  a  depth  of  twenty-three  feet,  with  a  base  of  sixty  feet.  The 
abutments  were  raised  three  feet  above  the  height,  at  first  thought  sufficient, 
and  around  the  lower,  or  west  end  of  the  south  abutment,  which  was  undermined 
during  the  flood,  a  large  amount  of  heavy  "boulder,"  or  "nigger-head'*  stone  was 
deposited. 

On  the  25th  of  Aprfi,  last,  the  waters  of  "  Gregory's  "  creek  were  greatly  swolen 
by  heavy  rains,  and  trees  from  50  to  60  feet  long,  were  lodged  against  the  pier- 
head of  the  Aqueduct.  The  south  abutment  gave  way,  together  with  one  wing, 
and  as  the  embankments  were  high,  a  large  quantity  of  earth  was  removed  by  the 
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breach.  A  boat  beavily  loaded  witly  flour,  whiskey,  &c.,  was  drawn  into  the 
Aqueduct,  and  rested  on  the  bottom  of  the  trunk,  with  her  bow  projecting  over 
the  break  about  ten  feet,  but  fortunately  sustained  no  damage.  As  no  materials 
could  be  procured,  except  at  a  distance  of  seven  to  ten  miles,  it  required  five  dajo 
to  repair  the  breach,  by  constructing  a  temporary  abutment,  and  an  addition  to 
the  trunk,  forty  feet  long.  Afterwards,  a  new  abutment  was  constructed  in  a  sub- 
stantial manner,  with  cut  stone,  from  the  Dayton  quarries. 

On  the  division  of  the  canal  from  the  State  Dam  to  Dayton,  little  damage  was 
done  by  the  freshets,  other  than  the  formation  of  bars,  which  rendered  a  large 
amount  of  cleaning  out,  and  bottoming  necessary.  This  was  very  thoroughly 
done,  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  backing  of  water  upon  the  wheels  of  those  who 
use  the  water  from  the  canals  for  manu&cturing  purposes,  although  there  is  little 
doubt  that  the  lessees  at  Dayton,  use  more  than  they  are  entitled  to,  by  the  tetms 
of  their  leases. 

On  the  1 1th  of  January  last,  a  break  occurred  in  the  canal,  at  Morrson's  boat- 
yard in  Dayton,  by  the  caving  in  of  a  stone  culvert,  constructed  to  dndn  Seeley's 
Basin.     This  caused  a  delay  to  navigation,  of  two  days. 

During  the  past  winter,  an  Aqueduct,  more  than  300  feet  in  length,  was  re- 
built over  Mad  Elver,  near  Dayton.  The  abutments  and  piers  of  the  old  Aque- 
duct  were  altered,  and  so  modified  and  re-built,  as  to  receive  the  new  superstruct- 
ure, the  trunks  of  which  were  made  four  feet  wider  than  the  old  one.  The  old 
Aqueduct  had  become  so  decayed  as  to  render  navigation  unsafe,  audit  was  liable 
at  any  time  to  fall  to  pieces. 

The  State  Dam  ^eross  the  Miami  River,  immediately  below  the  mouth  of  Lora- 
mie's  Creek  received  considerable  repairs.  The  roof  nad  become  so  much  decayed 
that  we  were  compelled  to  renew  it  entirely. 

During  the  past  year,  some  thirty  pairs  of  lock  gates  were  built  and  placed  in 
locks,  and  timber  provided  for  eight  or  ten  more. 

The  interest  of  tne  State  requires  that  this  divimon  of  the  canal  should  be  kept 
ill  the  most  perfect  repair.  The  Rail  Road  competition  for  freight,  is  very  great, 
and  when  the  Short  Line  Road  from  Dayton  to  Cincinnati  shall  be  compUteo,  this 
competition  will  be  still  greater.  Before  the  builtUn^  of  Railroads,  a  suspension  of 
the  navigation  of  the  navigation  of  the  cauid  for  a  tew  days  to  znake  repairs,  did 
not  materially  diminish  the  amount  of  busmess  eventually  done  upon  it.  limes 
are  changed.  A  few  days  suspension,  and  much  freight  is  sent  off  upon  the  Rail- 
roads. Frequent  suspensions,  rendering  the  navigaticm  uncertain,  inclines  those 
engaged  in  forwarding  to  use  the  roads  mstead  of  the  canals.  The  expenses  on 
this  division  of  the  canal,  it  is  true,  have  been  large,  but  no  larger  than  the  inter- 
ests of  the  State  demanded.  They  have  been,  mostly,  for  new  structures,  abso- 
lutely necessary,  and  but  little  for  ordinary  repairs. 


Miami  ahd  Erik  Canal — Middlx  Divisioir. 

The  water  was  drawn  from  the  Canal,  north  of  Delphos,  on  the  12th  of  De- 
ct;mber  last,  for  the  purpose  of  building  Locks,  Nos.  27  and  29,  of  wood,  and 
Lock  No.  24,  of  stone.  These  Locks  were  completed,  so  that  boats  passed  on 
the  25th  of  March  last.  Since  that  time  the  navigation  has  been  uninterrupted, 
during  the  season,  with  the  exception  of  about  ten  days.  The  first  interruption 
was  occasioned  by  a  break  on  the  five  mile  level,  below  St.  Marys.  On  the  4th 
day  of  July,  the  wooden  waste- weir  washed  out.  It  was  repaired  in  thiee  days, 
by  filling  the  space  formerly  occupied  by  it  with  eartli,  and  dispensing  with  a 
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waste- weir  at  that  point  for  the  present.  Another  breach  occurred  on  the  sixth 
of  September,  at  the  waste -weir  below  Lock  eleven,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  south 
of  St.  Marys,  and  immediately  below  the  Mercer  County  Feeder.  It  was  occa- 
sioned by  the  water  washing  out,  and  undermining  the  foundation  of  the  waste- 
weir,  which  had,  for  some  time,  been  in  a  bad  condition.  Materials  had  been 
prepared,  on  the  ground,  for  re-building  it  with  stone.  The  plan  has  since  been 
changed,  and  the  stone  used  in  enlarging  the  waste-weir  and  tumble  below  St. 
Marys,  dispensing  with  this  waste-weir  entirely,  and  filling  it  up  with  earth. 

On  the  30th  of  June,  1852,  Locks,  Nos.  27  and  29,  already  referred  to,  were 
let  to  be  re-built  of  wood.  The  materials  for  these  Locks  were  delivered,  and 
nearly  all  the  framing  done  before  the  close  of  navigation  in  that  year.  They 
were  completed  within  the  time  specified  in  the  contract,  and  in  time,  as  already 
stated,  for  the  spring  navigation.  The  cost  of  each  Lock  was  83,868  43.  Locks 
Nos.  24  and  SO,  were  also  let  at  the  same  time,  to  be  built  of  cut  stone  masonry, 
from  the  Dayton  quarries.  Owing  to  the  great  difiSculty  of  procuring  boats  for 
transporting  the  stone,  the  contractors  failed  to  procure  the  delivery  of  the  ma- 
terials necessary,  in  time  to  complete  Lock  No.  30,  which  lies  over  at  their  ex- 
pense, for  repairs,  until  this  winter.  The  stone  and  other  materials  are  all  now  de- 
livered, and  no  doubt  is  entertained  of  the  completion  of  the  Lock,  in  time  for 
early  navigation,  in  the  spring. 

Lock  No.  24,  was  completed  about  the  20th  of  March  last,  and  ten  days  pre- 
vious to  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified  in  the  contract,  at  a  cost  6f  9 10,345  03. 
This  Lock  is  constructed  of  the  best  quality  of  Dayton  stone,  with  tight 
beds  and  joints,  and  laid  up  and  grouted  with  hydraulic  cement.  It  is  ninety 
feet  in  the  chamber,  to  meet  the  contemplated  increased  size  in  all  the  perma- 
nent Locks  to  be  hereafter  constructed,  and  is  of  the  same  length  as  the  Weigh 
Locks. 

Last  spring,  a  contract  was  made  for  continuing  the  graveling  of  the  towing 
path,  from  th«  south  end  of  Sec.  No.  20,  to  Blue  Creek  Aqueduct,  but  little  pro- 
gress has  been  made  with  the  work,  owing  to  a  difficulty,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
season,  with  the  former  contractors  for  the  same  work,  who  had  possession  of  the 
railroad  from  the  gravel  bank  to  the  canal.  The  work  will  proceed  early  in  the 
spring.  There  is  still  about  six  miles  not  put  under  contract,  which  is  in  a  bad  con- 
dition. 

In  the  original  construction  of  this  portion  of  the  Canal,  the  surplus  earth  was 

Generally  deposited  in  the  spoil  banks,  so  that  the  water  which  falls  upon  it,  runs 
ack  into  the  Canal,  making  the  towine  path  bank  in  the  rcdny  seasons  almost 
impassible  for  CaniJ  teams.  The  land,  through  some  oversight,  was  not  cleared 
tc)  a  proper  distance,  and  not  unfrequently,  trees  fall  entirely  across  the  Canal, 
making  the  navigation  dan^rous. 

Dnnng  the  past  year,  a  large  number  of  ditches  have  been  dug,  and  the  land 
cleared  to  its  proper  width,  between  Spencer  and  Lock  No.  20,  a  distance  of  eigh- 
tf>(>n  miles,  fit  a  cost  of  82,650,  which  was  paid  for  under  the  head  of  repairs. 

On  the  25th  of  May  last,  a  contract  was  entered  into,  to  re-build  wooden  Locks 
Nos.  20  and  21,  north  of  Loramie's  summit.  The  materials  are  mostly  delivered, 
and  the  framing  of  both  Locks  nearly  finished. 

In  Julv  last,  contracts  were  entered  into  for  re-building  Aqueducts  across  Big 
Flat  Rock,  and  Blue  Creeks.  The  Aqueducts  acroM  these  two  creeks  are  now 
225  and  226  feet  long,  and  have  become  so  much  decayed  as  to  render  navigation 
dangerous.  Fears  were  entertained  that  navigation  could  not  be  maintained  over 
them  during  the  season,  but  by  thorough  repairs,  and  much  attention,  no  difficul- 
ty has  accrued  from  them.    The  plan  adopted  for  the  new  structurts,  reduces  the 
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length  of  the  Aqueducts  to  fifty  feet  each.  They  are  to  rest  upon  permanent 
stone  abutments,  about  20  feet  high,  with  cut  beds  and  joints,  rock  face,  and  laid 
in  and  grouted  with  hydraulic  cement. 

A  new  waste-weir  of  stone  has  been  constructed  on  the  Hydraulic  Canal  at 
St.  Marys,  which  is  on  the  same  level,  and  controls  the  water  of  the  Canal,  be- 
tween Locks  Nos.  1 1  and  12,  and  also  of  the  Mercer  County  Feeder.  It  is  a  sub- 
btantial  structure,  and  so  made  as  to  secure  a  permanent  flow  of  water  for  the 
mills  and  other  hydraulic  works  in  St.  Marys,  being  20  feet  wide.  The  land  ad- 
joining this  part  of  the  Canal,  is  now  owned  by  the  State,  and  upon  it,  all  the  ex- 
cess of  water  from  the  Mercer  Reservoir  can  be  used.  It  is  estimated  there  will 
be  eight  thousand  cubic  feet  of  water  per  minute,  to  be  let  at  this  point. 

The  side  cut  or  feeder  to  the  Mercer  County  Reservoir,  referred  to  in  our  last 
Annual  Report,  is  not  yet  entirely  completed,  but  will  be  in  a  short  time.  This 
will  insure  at  all  seasons,  a  full  supply  of  water  in  the  Canal,  between  St.  Marys 
and  Defiance',  besides  creating  immense  water  power  between  these  two  points. 
In  the  winter  and  spring  seasons,  when  the  Miami  River  has  a  large  surplus  of 
water,  a  portion  of  it  may  be  conveyed  through  the  Canal  from  Port  Jefferson 
ii  to  the  Summit,  and  from  thence  through  this  side  cut  into  the  Reservoir,  so  that 
the  water  of  the  Miami  will  flow  into  the  Maumee  at  Defiance.  There  is  also,  in 
the  spring  season  of  the  year  a  large  amount  of  water  passing  over  the  waste- 
weir  at  the  Loramie  Reservoir,  which  may  also  be  passed  through  this  channel, 
and  reserved  in  the  Mercer  Reservoir  for  the  summer  navigation. 

The  construction  of  the  bulk-bead  at  Port  Jefferson,  was  put  under  contract, 
and  the  materials  for  building  the  same  have  been  delivered,  and  the  work  is  now 
in  process  of  construction. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  tolls  collected,  on  the  part  of  the 
Canal  between  Piqua  and  the  Junction,  which  is  easily  accounted  for  by  an  ex- 
amination of  the  tables  annexed  to  this  report.  It  will  be  seen  that  at  the  Ports 
of  Dayton,  Piqua,  St.  Marys  and  Delphos,  the  decrease  in  the  shipment  of  com 
over  the  previous  year,  has  been  586,180  bushels,  and  at  the  same  Pons  a  de- 
crease in  the  shipments  of  wheat  of  1 16,100  bushels.  This  is  not  owing  to  Rail- 
road competition,  as  there  has  been  none  except  at  Dayton,  and  very  little  com 
or  wheat  is  exported  on  Railroads  from  that  place.  It  is  owing  to  the  failure  in 
these  crops  in  the  vicinity  of  those  ports  in  1862. 

It  will  be  perceived  by  the  tables  of  tonnage,  that  at  the  Ports  of  Cincinnati  and 
Toledo,  there  has  been  quite  an  increase  of  tonnage,  and  nearly  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  amount  of  tolls,  while  there  has  been  no  increase  of  tonnage  on 
other  parts  of  the  Canal.  This  shows  that  we  are  successfully  competing  for  the 
tlirough  trade.  The  other  portions  of  the  Canal  would,  no  doubt,  have  shown 
a  large  increase  of  business,  had  it  not  been  for  the  failure  of  the  wheat  and  com 
crops,  above  referred  to. 

The  increase  of  tons  arrived  at  the  several  Ports  is 63,666  tons. 

The  increase  of  tons  cleared  is 21,143  •'

Ohio  Canal — Middli  and  Southern  Divisions. 


The  Middle  and  Southern  divisions  of  the  Ohio  Canal,  were  seriously  injured 
by  the  freshet  of  last  December.  The  water  in  many  of  the  feeders  became  very 
high,  washing  the  banks,  and  causing  some  extensive  breaks  in  the  canal.  The 
Granville  Feeder,  near  the  Dam,  and  the  North  Fork  Feeder,  near  Newark,  were 
greatly  damaged.  A  part  of  the  berm  bank  was  washed  away,  near  Hollisters, 
and  the  tow  path  from  Hollisters,  to  the  slackwater  pool,  above  the  Licking  Dam, 
was  muck  injured.  The  crib  on  the  south  side  of  the  dam,  and  several  feet  of  the 
dam  itself,  were  also  carried  ofif.  The  abutments  and  piers  of  the  North  Fork 
Aqueduct  were  greatly  damaged.  All  of  these  breaches  were  repaired  as  soon 
as  possible,  except  the  piers  and  abutments,  which  were  partly  re-built  during  the 
summer.  The  damages,  by  the  freshets  of  last  December,  on  the  middle  Division 
of  the  Ohio  Canal,  amounted  to  98,000,  considerably  increasing  the  Superinten- 
dent's accounts. 

Two  very  serious  breaches  occurred  near  Lockboume,  caused  by  the  flood  on 
Big  Belly,  which  took  nearly  six  weeks  to  repair,  but  at  a  season  of  the  year,  when 
there  was  little  navigation.  There  were  smaller  breaches  at  the  same  time— one 
near  Hibbs'  Mill,  one  near  Lockville,  and  two  below  Circleville.  The  cost  of  re- 
pairing these  injuries,  was  about  94,000. 

The  expenditure  on  the  Middle  and  Southern  Divisions  of  the  Ohio  Canal,  for 
re-buildinfl^  new  works,  has  been  considerable.  The  middle  lock  at  Adam's  Mill; 
a  large  Culvert  at  Black  and  Norris'  Mill,  near  Baltimore,  Locks  Nos.  25  and  26, 
south  of  Licking  Summit,  contracted  for  in  1852,  and  also  the  Frazersburg  Aque- 
duct, were  all  re-built  in  February  and  March  last,  in  a  substantial  manner. 

The  Aqueduct  across  the  canal,  at  Columbus,  fell  during  the  summer;  the  trunk 
being  entirely  rotten,  and  the  abutments  having  crumbled  down.  It  has  been  re- 
built at  a  cost  of  91,500,  and  is  a  good  structure. 

A  new  tow  path  bridge  has  been  constructed  over  Walnut  Creek,  near  Lock» 
ville,  at  an  expense  of  9700. 

Preparations  have  been  made  to  re-build  the  wood-work  of  the  North  Fork 
Aqueduct,  near  Newark;  and  a  large  amount  of  timber  has  been  purchased,  dress- 
ed, and  framed,  ready  to  put  in  new  cords  to  the  Circleville  Aqueduct,  which  are 
is  a  very  precarious  condition. 

Twelve  new  pairs  of  lock  gates,  have  been  made  and  put  in  on  the  Southern 
Division. 

While  the  water  was  out  of  the  Canal  for  re-building  locks  in  February  and 
March,  much  was  done  to  remove  the  deposits  and  bars  from  many  of  the  levels. 

All  the  breaches  caused  by  the  floods  of  December  were  repaired,  and  the  new 
locks  completed,  so  that  navigation  was  opened  on  the  first  of  April,  and  was  only 
interrupted  for  a  few  days  to  repair  some  breaches,  during  the  Spring  and  Sum- 
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mer.  The?e  were  at  Pond  C^e^  April  S4Ui»  lepeired  in  three  days ;  near  Water- 
loo, April  Slst,  repaired  in  two  dajs ;  another  at  Dare's  Ron,  for  two  days;  and 
a  rery  serious  break  at  the  Aqueduct,  near  Dresden,  on  the  15th  of  May>  which 
washed  oat  orer  twenty  thonnnd  cubic  yards  of  earth,  at  a  point  where  it  was 
difficult  to  replace  it.  This  last  breaeh  employed  a  numerous  force  for  two  weeks, 
suspended  narigation  on  the  Ohio  Canal  one  day,  and  the  Dresden  side-cut  thir- 
teen days,  and  was  repaired  at  an  expense  of  SS.OOO. 

Mach  inconyenience  has  been  experienced  from  the  growth  of  grass  in  the  Ca- 
nal. Not  less  than  99,000,  has  been  expended  in  remoTing  bars,  deposits  and 
grass  on  the  Ifiddle  and  Southern  Divisions  of  the  Ohio  Canal. 

Another  serious  obstruction  to  naiigation  has  been  encountered,  during  the  Fall, 
at  the  Deep  Cut,  near  the  Licking  Summit  Beserrcnr.  The  extraordinary  drouth, 
from  Jaly  to  November,  kept  all  the  streams  which  feed  the  Reserroir,  entirely 
dry.  At  the  highest  stage  of  water,  navigation  is  quite  difficult  at  the  Deep  Cut, 
on  account  of  the  deposits  in  the  bottom  of  the  channel,  caused  by  the  constant 
sliding  of  the  banks.  The  depth  of  these  deposits  will  average  ten  or  twelve  inch- 
es for  nearly  two  miles.  Daring  the  drouth  above  mentioned,  every  boat  fully 
laden  required  to  be  lightened,  and  towed  through.  This  aid  to  over  six  hundred 
boats  involved  an  expenditure  of  nearly  Si, 000. 

If  the  channel  through  the  Deep  Cut  could  be  dredged  out  so  as  to  increase  its 
depth  and  capacity,  it  would  remeay  the  evil  to  a  great  extent;  but  to  make  the 
navigation  what  it  should  be  upon  this  part  of  the  canal,  and  supply  more  water 
to  the  side-cut  on  the  Hocking  Canal,  the  Licking  Summit  Reservoir  ought  to  be 
enlarged,  and  one  or  two  additional  streams  tamed  into  it. 

The  dams  below  Circleville  across  Scioto  river,  and  at  other  points  have  been 
protected  by  patting  in  stones.

The  large  number  of  breaks  on  this  division  during  the  past  year ;  the  great 
amount  of  labor  employed  in  the  removal  of  deposites  and  grass ;  the  preparation 
of  materials  for  new  cords  to  the  Circleville  Aqueduct,  and  the  wood  work  of  the 
North  Fork  Aqueduct  near  Newark,  added  to  the  advanced  price  of  labor  and  ma- 
terials have  increased  the  Superintendents'  accounts  largely  over  ordinary  repairs, 
and  much  more  than  will  be  required  Another  year. 

Contracts  have  been  made  to  rebuild  Locks  No.  4,  north,  and  Nos.  23  and  24, 
south  of  Licking  Summit.  The  materials  are  already  on  the  ground,  and  the 
Locks  will  be  re-built  in  February  and  March. 

One  of  the  most  serious  difficulties  with^  the  Southern  Division  of  the  Ohio 
Canal,  is  its  termination  at  Portsmouth,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Scioto  Biver,  ren- 
dering it  almost  impossible  to  communicate  with  the  City  or  the  Ohio  River  both  at 
high  and  low  stages  of  water.  If  some  mode  could  be  devised  to  facilitate  the 
transhipment  between  the  Canal  and  the  River,  and  give  the  growing  business  of 
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Portsmouth  an  easy  approach  to  the  Canal,  it  would  add  materially  to  its  tonnage. 
Several  plans  have  been  suggested  to  remedy  the  evil.  The  most  feasible  would 
be,. either  a  low  dam  at  the  mouth  of  the  Scioto  River,  with  a  lock  into  the  Ohio,  or 
to  eonstruct  a  bridge  from  the  City  directly  across  to  the  termination  of  the  canal, 
and  widen  the  bank  sufficiently  for  a  wharf. 


MUSKIHGUM   IlCFROVXMBRT. 

Navigation  upon  this  branch  of  the  Public  Works,  has  been  uninterrupted  dur- 
ing the  season,  except  four  days  in  March,  and  a  week  in  November,  while  repair- 
ing a  breach  at  Wmdsor  Dam,  and  the  miter  sills  of  the  Lock  at  DevoPs  Dam. 
Steam  Boats  have  made  regular  trips  upon  the  Muskingum  River,  notwithstand- 
ing the  great  drouth,  and  the  low  stage  of  water  in  the  Ohio  River,  during  a  part 
of  the  season.

Over  twelve  thousand  dollars  of  the  expenditure  upon  this  Improvement  has 
been  for  re-construction. 

Stmm's  Crxek. — A  C(mduit  for  the  water  used  by  the  mill  has  been  construct- 
ed ;  bars  dredged  from  the  .channel  below  the  lock  ;  piles  driven  to  keep  boats  off 
the  mill  race^  and  a  quantity  of  stone  removed.    The  Lock  is  in  rather  a  preeari-

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ous  condition,  and  will  need  some  further  repairs  next  year,  and  may  require  to 
be  rebuilt  within  a  few  years. 

Zi^NKSviLLE. — The  bank  of  the  Canal  above  the  Lock  has  been  protected  by  a 
substantial  slope  wall.  Fender  cribs  have  also  been  re-built  at  the  head  of  the 
Lock,  and  the  Canal  further  improved  by  a  row  of  sheet  piling  directly  above  the 
Lock. 

Ti^YLOBSviLLE. — Three  hundred  and!  forty-eight  feet  of  this  dam  has  been  re- 
built during  the  past  season,  which  completes  the  entire  dam.  It  is  eight  himdred 
and  forty-eight  feet  long,  is  founded  on  rock  ;  has  a  double  fall,  and  is  now  per- 
manent. Except  two  small  cribs  to  protect  the  abutments,  the  dam  will  probably 
need  no  further  expenditure  for  years.  The  bars  at  the  head  of  the  canal  have 
been  dredged  out,  and  piles  driven  for  the  convenience  of  boats  in  passing  the 
bridge  abutments  and  mill  race. 

RoKEBY. — The  expenditures  here  were  for  dredging  out  the  bar  below  the  Lock, 
and  extending  the  breast  work  further  down  to  contract  the  channel,  and  prevent 
the  formation  of  a  bar  below  the  Lock  by  the  re-action  of  the  water.  Fender 
cribs  have  been  re-built  at  the  head  and  foot  of  the  Lock,  replacing  the  old  ones 
which  were  gone  to  decay. 

McCoNNKLsviLLE. — The  dam  has  been  graveled  and  the  apron  of  the  old  part 
repaired.  Fender  cribs  have  been  re-built  at  the  head  of  the  Lock,  and  pilmg  put 
in  at  the  head  of  the  cribs. 

Windsor. — One  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet  of  this  dam  were  swept  out  by 
the  freshet  of  February  last,  and  boats  were  detained  four  days,  while  the  breach 
was  repaired.  This  portion  of  the  Dam  has  been  entirely  re-built  during  the  past 
leason,  by  a  good  and  substantial  double  aproned  crib  founded  on  rock.  The 
balance  of  the  dam  is  in  a  frail  condition,  and  will  probably  require  re-building 
next  season.  Piles  have  been  driven  along  the  shore  above  the  Lock  for  the  safety 
and  convenience  of  boats  passing  into  the  Lock.  The  dam  has  been  thoroughly 
graveled. 

LiTKS  Chutk. — Fender  cribs  have  been  re-built  at  the  head  of  the  lock  and  the 
iam  graveled. 

Bevsrlt. — This  dam  has  been  thoroughly  graveled  and  piles  driven  to  ^de 
boats  by  the  mill  race.  Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  here  by  the  giving 
way  of  the  lower  miter  sills.  At  length  false  sills  were  inserted,  which  answered 
a  temporary  purpose.  The  walls  at  the  lower  end  of  this  lock  settled  a  few  ^ears 
since,  and  notwithstanding  they  have  been  protected  by  blocks  of  stone  and  cnbs  at 
the  foot  of  the  walls,  fears  are  entertamed  that  they  may  settle  still  further,  and  next 
reason  a  Coffer  dam  should  be  thrown  around  the  lower  end  of  the  lock  and  the 
whole  pit  pumped  out,  so  that  substantial  repairs  may  be  made. 

Lowell.— Piling  for  fenders  at  the  bridge  abutments,  at  the  head  of  the  lock 
and  across  the  mill  race,  have  been  put  in.    The  dam  has  also  been  graveled. 

Devol's  Dam. — The  miter  sills  of  the  lock  at  this  place  have  been  in  the  same 
condition  as  at  Beverly,  and  the  same  difficulties  encountered.  The  dam  has 
been  graveled  and  preparations  made  to  build  a  lock  house.  Measures  have  been 
taken  to  appropriate  the  requisite  site,  the  owner  of  the  adjacent  land  having  re- 
fused to  sell  the  necessary  amount. 

HARMAR.---The  expenditures  here  consist  in  fitting  up  guard  gates  for  a  mill  race, 
preparmg  miter  sills  for  the  lower  lock  and  some  slight  repairs  to  the  di^n. 
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MiscELLAWBOUB. — This  item  includes  the  wages  of  the  Superintendent  and  Lock 
tenders,  and  the  expense  of  boats  and  tools  &o,,  for  the  use  of  the  improvement. 

Some  of  the  greatest  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  the  Muskingum  Improve- 
ment, are  found  at  the  mouth  of  the  River.  The  constant  formation  of  sand-bars,  ob- 
structing the  channel  from  thelockinto  the  Ohio;  tiiehigh  watermaking  it  dangerous 
for  boats  to  pass  over  the  dam :  also  the  low  water  rendering  it  diflScult  for  any  boat, 
unless  lightly  loaded,  to  pass  the  miter  sills  of  the  lock,  render  navigation  between 
the  Mu^ngum  and  the  Ohio,  at  times,  uncertain  ani  dangerous.  To  remove 
this  difficidty,  as  far  as  possible,  will  require  some  improvement  at  no  distant  day. 


HooKiKO  Gakal. 

This  Canal  was  opened  for  navigation  on  the  first  day  of  April,  and  hae  contin- 
ued uninterrupted  during  the  entire  season,  except  about  twenty-four  hours,  for 
the  repair  of  a  breach  below  Nelsonville.  With  this  exception,  the  Hocking  Ca- 
nal from  Lancaster  to  Athens,  has  been  in  a  better  condition,  than  in  any  former 

year.  ^ 

The  side-cut  from  Lancaster  to  Carroll,  is  so  narrow,  and  so  filled  by  deposits, 
that  the  navigation  is  seriously  obstructed.  The  drouth  in  the  fall,  and  the  failure 
of  water  in  the  Licking  Summit  Resorvoir,  made  the  passage  of  boats  heavDy 
loaded,  almost  impossible.  The  tonnage  on  this  canal  is  mostly  composed  of  hea- 
vy articles,  such  as  stone,  coal,  iron  &c.,  making  it  highly  important  to  its  future 
prosperity,  that  boats  can  pass  with  a  full  load.  If  we  are  satisfied  that  any  rea- 
sonable system  of  dredging  can  restore  the  depth  and  capacity  of  this  section  of 
the  canal,  we  shall  labor  thereby  to  secure  the  uninterrupted  movement  of  full 
freighted  boats.

Of  this  amount  81,076  00,  was  expended  for  building  and  puttmg  in  six  and  one 
half  sets  of  new  lock  gates,  also,  •281  00  for  a  gravel  boat.  Stone  have  been  de- 
livered and  dressed  for  a  large  culvert  at  "  Seven  Mile  Run,"  at  an  expense  of 
about  8800  00.  This  culvert  will  have  to  be  re-built  next  February  and  March. 
The  Hocking  Cansd  has  been  kept  in  good  repair,  during  the  entire  season,  with- 
out any  extraordinary  expenditures. 


Natiokal  Road. 

This  branch  of  the  Public  Works  is  in  a  good  condition,  and  although  the  rate 
of  tolls  is  much  less  than  formerly,  yet  the  amount  collected  would  seem  to  justify 
the  policy  adopted  by  the  Board. 
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The  whole  amount  of  tolls  collected  on  the  National  Road  during  the  year  end- 
ing November  15,  1863,  and  paid  into  the  Treasury,  after  deducting  the  wages  of 
Gate  Keepers,  is  as  follows :

Large  amounts  of  materials  have  been  furnished  during  the  past  year  along 
many  sections  of  this  road,  under  contracts  made  in  March  and  April  last,  suffi- 
cient to  keep  the  rood  in  good  repair  next  year  at  much  Jess  expense  for  stone  and 
gravel.  Several  bridges  and  culverts  have  been  repaired,  and  two  or  three  more 
will  have  to  be  re-built  next  season.  The  favorable  condition  of  the  road-bed  at 
the  present  time  will  leave  ample  means  to  put  the  bridges  and  culverts  in  such 
order  as  their  condition  may  require. 

The  Central  Ohio  Rail  Road  will  probably  be  completed  to  Wheeling  next  sea- 
son, when  the  entire  line  of  stages  will  be  withdrawn  from  the  National  Road. 
Fears  have  been  entertained  by  some,  that  the  absence  of  all  revenue  from  mail 
coaches,  would  leave  the  road  without  sufficient  means  for  repairs,  especially  at 
the  present  low  rate  of  tolls.  But  since  the  stages  have  been  taken  otf  between 
Zanesville  and  Springfield,  the  cost  of  keeping  that  portion  in  repairs  has  been 
reduced  more  than  the  amount  of  tolls  received  from  coaches,  and  we  think  thi^ 
will  be  the  case  on  the  entire  line  of  the  National  Road. 

During  the  past  year,  twenty-seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-four 
dollars  atid  thirty  cents  have  been  collected  from  gates,  after  paying  gate  keepers, 
and  seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and  eighty  cents  from 
the  Ohio  Stage  Company,  and  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  expense  of  keep- 
ing up  the  road  between  Zanesville  and  Wheeling  will  be  reduced  to  the  full 
amount  of  the  tolls  from  the  Company,  when  the  heavy  mail  coaches  cease  to  run. 
We  would  not  deem  it  policy  to  make  any  material  change  in  tolls,  believing  that 
the  present  low  rates  will  yield  sufficient  revenue  to  keep  up  the  road.

GENERAL  REMARKa 

Allusion  has  already  been  made  to  the  fact,  which  is  confnmedby  th6  whole 
history  of  the  Ohio  Canals,  that  as  the  exports  of  grain  and  flour  increase  or  di- 
minish from  year  to  year,  so  will  the  revenues  of  the  canals  fluctuate.  The  wheat 
crop  of  1850,  amounted  to  28,769,139  bushels,  and  the  transit  of  its  surplus  to 
market  contributed  materially  to  swell  the  Canal  receipts,  from  tolls  in  1861,  to 
the  unusual  sum  of  8856,351,75.  The  wheat  crop  of  1852,  was  less  than  that 
of  1850,  by  5,806,365  bushels;  and  when  it  is  considered  that  the  home  con- 
sumption during  the  last  year  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  presence,  in 
greater  numbers,  than  in  any  former  year,  of  laborers  upon  the  railroads  in  course 
of  construction,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  contrast  between  1851,  and 
1853,  in  the  transportation  of  wheat  and  flour  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  is 
equal  to  the  difference  of  tolls  received  in  those  years  respectively. 

It  was  also  observed  that  the  com  crop,  by  no  means  an  average  on  the  line  of 
the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  was  attracted  to  the  southern  market — a  movement  less 
productive  of  tolls,  than  if  the  current  of  export  had  been  northward  traversing 
by  canal  the  greater  distances  which  separate  the  lake  ports  from  the  corn-grow- 
ing regions  of  the  State. 

It  is  possible,  also,  that  the  revenues  of  the  canals  have  been  temporarily  di- 
minished by  the  reductions  and  equalization  of  tolls,  which  has  been  a  cherished  , 
policy  of  the  Board,  as  now  organized.  In  addition  to  the  reduction  of  March 
1851,  which  was  equivalent  to  at  least  30  per  cent,  upon  all  articles,  the  Board 
on  the  29th  of  January,  1852,  fixed  a  scale  of  tolls  about  25,  per  cent,  less  than 
the  rates  of  the  previous  year,  abandoning  the  system  of  discriminations  in  favor 
of  particular  pomts.  Even  this  tariff"  was  modified,  for  reasons  detailed  in  our 
last  annual  report,  by  a  further  reduction  of  tolls  on  flour,  wheat,  corn,  oats,  pork, 
lard,  bacon,  whiskey,  and  high  wines  to  a  point  30  per  cent,  below  the  rates  fixed 
in  the  toll  sheet  of  January  29,  1852.  These  rates  have  prevailed  through  the 
year  1853,  and  are  believed  to  be  more  liberal  to  the  producer,  (the  party  ulti- 
mately benefitted  by  cheap  transportation  to  market,)  than  those  adopted  by  any 
other  State,  not  excepting  New  York,  upon  whose  centi-al  canal  every  reduction 
of  tolls  has  hitherto  produced  an  increase  of  revenue. 

We  only  state  the  substance  of  former  reports  on  this  subject,  when  we  repeat 
our  conviction  that  the  above  reductions  in  the  rates  of  toll,  will  be  followed  by 
an  increase  of  tonnage,  sufficient  to  compensate  any  temporary  deficiency  of  re- 
ceipts. Whether  the  extraordinary  competition  which  the  Ohio  Canals  have  en- 
countered from  the  Railroads  of  the  State,  has  pressed  the  Board  beyond  the 
point  which  is  immediately  remunerative,  is  a  difficult  question  to  determme  ;  but 
it  is  already  apparent  that  the  through  freight  between  Cincinnati  and  Toledo,  is 
steadily  increasmg,  and  that  the  present  toll  sheet  encourages  the  shipment  of 
many  articles,  which  could  not  sustain  the  rates  of  the  old  system.  When,  how- 
ever, the  advantages  at  present  secured  to  the  producer  are  taken  into  con- 
sideration, it  seems  to  be  a  clear  proposition,  that  the  action  of  the  Board  on  this 
subject,  must  conduce  to  the  public  welfare  —  the  only  legitimate  object  of  a  sys- 
tem of  public  improvements. 

The  details  of  expenditure  will  be  found  under  their  appropriate  heads.  A 
large  proportion,  especially  on  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  consists  of  such  re-con- 
structions as  might  beproperly  classed  under  the  head  of  original  construction, 
instead  of  repairs.  When  the  Miami  Extension  and  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canals 
were  undertaken,  the  north-western  section  of  the  State  was  so  far  a  wilderness, 
that  it  was  fouud  inexpedient  if  not  impracticable  to  construct  the  locks,  aque- 
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ducts,  culverts,  <fec.,  of  such  durable  materials  as  had  been  employed  in  the 
original  construction  of  the  Miami  and  Ohio  Canals.  In  the  Report  of  the  Board, 
dated  January  2,  1843,  it  is  stated  that  "all  the  locks  on  the  Miami  Extension 
Canal  north  of  the  Loramie  Summit  are  constructed  of  wood,'*  and  from  Defiance 
to  the  State  line,  on  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  the  locks,  thirteen  in  number, 
were  also  of  wood.  The  reason  is  thus  given  by  the  Report — "  The  expense  of 
obtaining  proper  material  for  constructing  these  locks  of  masonry  was  such,  that 
as  a  matter  of  economy,  wooden  locks  were  adopted,  believing  they  would  an- 
swer for  several  years,  without  re-building,  and  if  it  then  should  be  thought  ad- 
visable, to  re-build  them  of  stone,  they  could  by  means  of  the  Canal,  be  re-built 
at  a  much  less  expense."  The  same  policy  was  pursued  until  June,  1845,  when 
the  Miami  Extension  was  finished,  and  the  Miami,  the  Miami  Extension,  and  the 
Wabash  and  Erie  Canals  weie  designated,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  as  one 
entire  work,  by  the  name  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal. 

During  the  last  season,  an  unusual  amount  of  the  deferred  construction,  above 
alluded  to,  devolved  upon  the  Board.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  suggestion 
of  economy  to  our  predecessors  in  1843,  yet  now,  after  ten  years  of  extraordin- 
ary developement  along  the  line  of  the  Canals  in  question,  we  have  felt  it  to  be 
decidedly  the  best  economy,  gradually  to  substitute  locks  &c.,  of  masonry,  for 
wooden  structures,  and  as  a  general  rule  to  relieve  the  future  revenues  of  the 
Canals,  by  making  permanent,  instead  of  perishable  repairs.  The  requisite  ex- 
penditures have  been  increased  during  the  last  season,  by  an  advance  in  the 
wages  of  laborers  and  the  cost  of  materials.  In  localities  where  two  years  ago, 
seventy -five  cents  per  day  was  paid  for  a  man's  labor,  one  dollar  and  twenty- five 
cents  was  the  current  rate  during  the  last  season  ;  and  the  increased  cost  of  all 
articles  manufactured  from  iron,  has  added  materially  to  our  disbursements. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  administration  of  the  Ohio  Canals 
should  establish  and  sustain  the  public  confidence  in  the  security  and  certainty  of 
their  navigation ;  but  experience  nas  shown  that  this  result  will  greatly  depend 
upon  the  nature  of  their  superintendence,  and  the  quality  of  repairs.  With  thor- 
ough superintendence  and  substantial  repairs,  these  works  will  probably  be  as  pro- 
ductive of  benefit  to  the  people  hereafter,  as  they  have  been  during  any  period 
since  their  construction. 

We  hazard  this  remark  with  an  entire  appreciation  of  the  extraordinary  degree 
of  prosperity,  which  has  been  witnessed  in  Ohio  since  the  canals  went  mto  oper- 
ation, and  to  which  they  have,  in  a  large  measure  contributed. 

The  Canals  and  Slackwater  improvements  of  the  State  may  be  regarded  as  an 
extension  of  the  navigation  by  the  lakes,  and  the  Erie  Canal  on  the  North,  and 
the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers  on  the  South,  by  which  the  advantages  of  those 
great  avenues  to  the  Atlantic  are  equalized  to  the  people  of  Ohio.  It  id  difficult 
to  conceive  that  in  1825,  when  the  first  improvement  by  artificial  navigation,  was 
authorized,  in  Ohio,  "wheat  was  selling  at  from  twenty  to  thirty  cents  per  bushel, 
and  corn  at  from  ten  to  twelve  cents,  and  in  many  instances,  at  prices  even  lower 
than  these.  "*  Even  after  the  Erie'Canal  was  completed,  its  influence  was  unfelt, 
beyond  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Lake  shore,  and  it  was  only  until  the  interi- 
or of  Ohio  was  penetrated  by  822  miles  of  Canal  and  Slackwater  navigation,  that 
the  full  energies  and  resources  of  the  State  began  to  be  appreciated.  From  1 832 
to  1 846  is  peculiarly  the  period  of  Canal  developement,  and  it  is  capable  of  de- 
monstration that  the  access  to  market  thus  secured,  so  far  increased  the  value  of 
agricultural  products ;  reduced  the  prices  of  merchandise ;  diversified  industry  ; 
attracted  population,  and  swelled,  in  all  respects,  the  resources  of  the  people  and 
the  basis  of  taxation,  as  completely  to  vindicate  the  expenditures  of  their  con- 
struction. 

*See  Annual  Report  of  the  Bocu-d  of  Canal  Commissioners,  for  1833. 
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As  an  illustration  of  these  benefits,  not  only  to  ibe  immediate  vicmity  of  an 
improvement,  but  to  the  tax  pavers  of  the  State  at  large,  take  the  contrast  effect- 
ed by  the  construction  of  the  Miami  Extension,  and  Wabash  and  Erie  Canals, 
since  the  return  of  taxable  real  property,  in  1840.  Then,  in  the  region  now  con- 
stituting the  counties  of  Auglaize,  Allen,  Mercer,  Van  Wert,  Putnam,  Paulding, 
Defiance,  Williams,  Henry,  Lucas,  Wood,  and  Fulton,  there  were  only  993,678 
acres  of  taxable  real  property,  while  the  returns  of  1853,  show  an  aggregate  of 
2,873,782  acres — an  mcrease  of  nearly  three  hundred  per  cent. 

Since  1846,  a  new  and  powerful  element  of  internal  prosperity  has  been  added. 
We  refer  to  the  railroad  system  of  the  State,  which  is  extenaed  or  extending  in  all 
directions,  and  is  supposed  by  many  to  be  fatal  to  the  future  of  the  Ohio  Canals. 
We  do  not  share  these  apprehensions.  Let  our  Canals  be  retained  in  such  a  con- 
dition by  a  hberal  and  intelligent  system  of  superintendence,  as  to  secure  that  cer- 
tainty of  navigation,  which  is  the  me  of  trade,  and  their  prosperity  may  safely  be 
left  to  the  relations,  as  yet  undetermined  between  the  land  and  water  communica- 
tions of  the  countrv.  This  is  too  large  a  subject  for  incidental  discussion,  but  if 
the  opinions  of'  emment  Engineers,  that  the  Erie  Canal,  before  enlargement,  sus- 
tainea  a  tonnage  which  would  require  six  railroads  of  the  capacity  of  the  line 
from  Buffalo  to  Albany,  to  transport,  are  worthy  of  confidence,  such  a  fact  would 
seem  to  be  of  decisive  significance  in  favor  of  Canal  navigation  for  a  large  class 
of  articles. 

The  events  of  the  laist  year  have  shown  that  the  canals  of  Ohio  will  be  invalua- 
ble to  the  people,  as  a  check  upon  excessive  freights  by  railroads.  It  was  suppos- 
ed that  competition  between  parallel  routes,  would  be  effective  for  this  purpose, 
but  it  is  not  likely  to  be  so.  "  Consolidation  "  is  the  order  of  the  day,  or  affilia- 
tions of  interests,  heretofore  deemed  irreconcileable.  The  immense  railroad  sys- 
tem of  Ohio  is  rapidly  becoming  a  unit,  over  which  periodical  conventions  of  rail- 
road ofificers  constitute  a  flexible,  but  most  efficient  Board  of  Control.  This  is  an 
explanation  of  the  hiffh  rates  of  travel  in  Ohio,  as  compared  with  New  York, 
when  cheaper  fares  might  be  reasonably  anticipated  in  this  State.  It  is  our  de- 
liberate conviction  that  the  control  of  canal  navigation  which  the  people  of  Ohio 
wisely  retain  in  themselves,  will,  during  the  next  twenty-five  years,  force  the 
freightage  of  our  products  to  a  reduced  scale  of  prices,  which,  otherwise  would  not 
be  tolerated,  by  the  railroad  "fusion''  now  so  manifestly  in  progress. 

While  the  government  of  Ohio  can  point  to  toll-sheets  as  moderate  in  their 
terms,  as  are  now  established,  it  will  be  mipossible  for  the  railroads  greatly  to  ex- 
ceed those  charges. 

We  believe  that  as  long  as  the  people  of  Ohio  control  the  internal  navigation  of 
the  State  b^  canals  the  efforts  of  railroad  corporations  to  monopolize  the  transpor- 
tation withm  its  limits,  at  rates  only  limited  by  their  own  pleasure,  will  always  be 
restrained.  We  shall  endeavor  during  our  terms  of  official  service,  to  preserve  in 
full  efficacy,  so  obvious  and  salutary  a  check,  and  we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that 
the  era  of  our  canal  history,  upon  which  the  State  is  now  entering,  may  thus  save 
as  much  to  the  people  of  Ohio,  in  reduced  freights,  as  those  works  directly  contrib- 
uted to  the  development  of  the  State,  during  the  period  from  1832  to  1846. 

Especially  do  we  desire  that  the  policy  of  the  Board,  during  the  last  two  years, 
should  be  scrutinized  in  the  light  of  the  foregoing  considerations. 

We  have  felt  it  to  be  our  duty  to  resist,  by  all  the  means  at  our  disposal,  every 
intrusion  by  by  railroads  upon  the  canals,  which,  in  our  judgment,  impaired  the 
navigation  of  the  latter ;  while,  at  the  same  time  we  have  sought  to  extend  to  the 
railroad  interests  of  the  State,  every  encouragement  and  facilitv  consistent  with  our 
paramount  obligaUons  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws.  For  a  fuller  statement  of  our 
views,  m  this  coiinection,  we  would  refer  to  our  Report  of  January  31, 1853. 
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Ou  bhe  subject  of  discriminauons  in  railroad  freights,  obviously  intended  to  im- 
paii  the  business  of  the  canals«  at  particular  points,  hj  an  injustice  to  freighters  for 
less  distances,  we  would  also  refer  to  the  report  above  mentioned,  and  the  law  pass- 
ed by  the  late  General  Assembly  (Vol.  60,  p.  205.)  discountenancing  the  practice. 
It  is  again  submitted  that  this  enactment  is  defective  in  not  attaching  a  penalty  for 
the  violation  of  its  provisions.  It  is  certainly  a  grievance  requiring  effective  re- 
straint, when  a  railroad  sinks  its  freights  in  the  vicinity  of  a  canal  to  a  point  far 
below  the  rates  exacted  from  business  men,  who  live  so  much  nearer  the  common 
point  of  destination,  as  to  be  beyond  the  protection  of  the  canals.  The  statute  of 
May  1,  1852,  provides  "  that  it  shall  benie  duty  of  each  an4  every  railroad  com- 
pany whose  line  of  road  extends,  or  shall  hereafter  be  extended  to  any  place  in  the 
vicinity  of,  or  to  a  point  of  intersection  with,  any  of  the  navigable  canals,  or  other 
works  of  internal  improvement  belonging  to  this  State,  to  fix  and  establish  a  tariff 
of  rates  for  the  transportation  of  merchandize,  produce,  and  other  property  con- 
signed to  or  from  such  place  or  point  of  intersection ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
such  railroad  company  to  charge  or  receive  any  higher  rate  for  transporting  similar 
merchandize,  produce  or  property  over  a -shorter  distance  of  its  road,  than  is  chnrg. 
ed  or  received  according  to  such  fixed  tariff  for  transportation  to  and  from  such 
places  of  intersection  as  aforesaid.''  Surely  a  mandate  so  reasonable  and  just 
ought  not  to  be  made  a  dead  letter,  for  the  want  of  a  penal  sanction. 

In  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report. of  the  Board,  dated  December  29,  1851,  the 
following  considerations  were  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Legislative  Depart- 
ments of  the  Government : 

**  By  existing  laws,  the  Acting  Commissioners  of  this  Board  are  required  to 
pay  the  claims  of  contractors  for  work  done  on  the  Canals,  by  their  check  on  the 
Treasurer  of  State,  and  not  otherwise."  This  provision  of  the  law  the  Board 
would  not  disturb.  But  there  has  been,  and  now  is  a  difficulty  in  the  Superin- 
tendents and  Contractors  obtaining  the  money  for  these  drafts  of  the  Commis- 
sioners. The  banking  institutions  of  the  Stato  are  used  by  the  Treasury  for  deposi- 
tories of  the  revenue  collected  oii  the  Canals.  Tlie  instances  are  rare  where  a 
Superintendent  or  Contractor  can  get  one  of  these  banks,  in  which  the  State 
funds  may  be  placed  at  the  time,  to  cash  his  check  on  the  Treasury,  and  it  cannot 
be  expected,  or  Bf,  least,  ought  not  to  be,  that  he  will  travel  fifty,  one  kundred,  or 
one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  to  Columbus,  to  get  a  small  sum  of  money,  and  pay 
the  expenses  of  his  journey ;  but  he  must  do  this,  or  as  a  general  thing  be  sub- 
jected to  a  discount,  in  a  town  where  the  revenue  from  the  Canal  is  on  deposite 
in  the  bank. 

"  It  has  seemed  to  the  Board  that  the  institutions  where  these  deposits  of  the 
revenue  from  the  public  works  are  placed,  ought  to  be  willing  at  all  times  to  cash 
the  drafts  made  by  the  Acting  Commissioners,  on  the  Treasurer  of  State,  without 
hesitancy  or  objection.  But  such  is  not  their  course,  and  from  what  has  been  the 
past  action  of  these  depositories,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  in  the  future.  It  is  there- 
fore submitted  whether  a  system  of  safe  keeping  and  disbursing  the  public  moneys 
cannot  be  adopted,  independent  of  the  bankmg  institutions  of  the  State,  and  their 
use,  as  depositories  of  the  Canal  revenues  dispensed  with  altogether." 

In  our  last  Annual  Report  the  foregoing  suggestion  was  renewed.  During  the 
year  just  closed,  the  inconvenience  has  been  still  more  apparent,  and  we  would 
earnestly  reiterate  our  views  on  the  subject. 

The  estimates  reported  on  the  call  of  the  Senate,  of  the  amounts  required  on 
the  several  divisions  of  the  Public  Works,  were  not  exceeded  by  the  actual  ex- 
penditures of  the  last  year ;  and  we  confidently  anticipate  that  the  expenditures 
for  the  next  season  will  be  reduced  twenty-five  per  cent,  and  not  exceed  8326,- 
000.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  revenues  of  the  Canals 
will  be  largely  increased. 
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We  propose  to  make  a  special  Report  on  the  fubject  of  the  water  power  leased 
from  tbe  Canals  of  the  State.

REPORT. 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL'S  OFFICE, 
^  Columbus,  Dec.  26th,  1858. 

Since  the  twelflh  of  January,  1852,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars,  one  cent  ($3,871  01)  has  been  collected 
in  this  of&ce,  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  State.  A  compromise  of  the 
claims  against  William  Neil  and  the  Ohio  Stage  Company,  for  tolls  on 
the  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Road,  had  beei^  effected  by  the  late 
Auditor  of  State  (Mr.  Woods)  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  joint  resolu- 
tion, dated  Jan.  22nd,  1852, 50th  Local  Laws,  24  and  25,  so  that  those 
cases  did  not  come  under  my  control. 
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The  sum  collected,  in  this  office,  consists  partly  of  an  instalment  of 
eleven  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars,  eighteen  cents,  ($1,119  16)  naid 
March  5th,  1852,  and  another  instalment  of  eleven  hundred  and  eighfy- 
five  dollars,  seventy  cents,  ($1,185  70)  paid  February  dd,  1853,  byM. 
Johnson,  of  Toledo,  on  account  of  a  judgment  for  nine  thouscmd  six 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars,  twenty-four  cents,  ($9,639  24)  recovered 
against  John  S.  Johnson,  Gilberthorp  Earl,  Thomas  BlacKbum,  and 
Matthew  Johnson,  on  the  5th  of  September,  1841,  in  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  of  Stark  County,  and  compromised  March  27th,  1849,  by  the 
Attorney  General,  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  joint  resolution,  passed  Februarv  26th,  1846, 
44th  Local  Laws,  315  and  316,  and  the  act  of  February  24tli,  1848,  46th 
General  Laws,  94.  There  remain  three  annual  instalments,  of  $948,46, 
each,  with  interest  from  the  17th  of  January,  1849,  to  be  paid  on  this 
claim.  (Report  of  the  Attorney  General,  14th  Legislative  Documents, 
part  Ist,  page8'41  and  42.) 

The  residue  of  the  sum  collected  ($1,566  13)  was  paid  by  Wm.  Baker, 
of  Toledo,  in  satisfaction  of  a  mortgage  and  two  notes  found  among  the 
assets  of  the  late  Canal  Fund  Commissioners.  It  appears  that  on  the 
14th  of  March,  1851,  Joseph  Whitehill,  William  Miner,  Thomas  Moodie, 
and  Demas  Adams,  Jr.,  drew  three  bills,  for  $  5,000  each,  on  the  Cashier  of 
the  Union  Bank,  New  York,  acceptance  waived,  in  favor  of  A.  A.  Bliss, 
Treasurer,  payable  on  the  first  of  July  thereafter.  These  drafts,  I  have 
reason  to  believe,  represent  a  loan  to  the  Columbus  Insurance  Company, 
of  fifteen  thousand  aoUars.  The  late  Acting  Canal  Fund  Commissioner, 
E.  N.  Sill,  sent  these  drafts  to  me  for  collection,  by  a  letter  dated  Colum- 
bus, May  26th,  1852,  stating  that  "some  of  the  parties^  had  conveyed 
real' estate  and  delivered  "sundry  notes  of  hand"  in  part  payment  of  the 
claim.  Among  the  papers  of  the  late  Canal  Fund  Commissioners,  accor- 
dingly, the  present  Auditor  of  State  found  three  promissory  notes — ^two 
from  William  Baker  to.  Joseph  Whitehill,  or  order,  for  $689  93  each, 
dated  June  23d,  1851,  payable  in  one  year  and  two  years  with  interest 
from  date — and  one  from  George  Washington  to  Joseph  Whitehill,  or 
order,  for  $282  83,  dated  April  8d,  1851,  payable  on  the  first  of  March, 
1852,  with  interest  from  date.  The  notes  of  Mr.  Baker  were  secured  by 
a  mortgage  on  certain  lands  in  Lucas  County,  and  the  note  of  Mr. 
Washington  by  a  mortgage  on  land  in  the  City  of  Columbus.  The  mort- 
gages had  not  been  formally  assigned,  but  the  notes  had  been  endorsed 
in  bank.  The  Auditor  delivered  &ese  securities  to  me  for  collection. 
I  obtained  a  decree  in  chancery  against  Mr.  Washington,  for  $325  23 
and  costs,  at  the  last  (October)  term  of  the  Franklin  Common  Pleas ; 
but  on  his  promise  to  pay  the  amount,  with  interest,  before  tbi  end  of  the 
year,  I  have  forborne  to  issue  an  order  of  sale.  I  delayed  proceedings 
against  Mr.  Baker  until  after  the  first  of  July,  1853,  on  his  promise  then 
to  take  up  both  the  notes ;  but,  as  he  failed  to  do  this,  I  brought  suit  on  the 
30th  of  August,  to  foreclose  the  mortgage.  Mr.  Baker  wrote  to  me, 
,  shortly  afterwards,  explaining  his  omission,  and  paid  me  the  amount  of 
both  notes  with  interest  to  the  28d  of  September,  1858,  which  I  accepted 
in  satisfaction  of  the  claim.  The  suit  was  discontitiued  at  his  costs,  the 
notes  and  mortgagee  surrendered,  and  the  latter  caneeUed. 
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Among  the  papers  of  the  late  Canal  Fund  Commissioners,  also,  were 
found  five  deeds  from  Demas  Adams  to  Albert  A.  Bliss,  dated  November 
13th,  1851,  and  five  deeds  from  Albert  A.  Bliss  to  the  State,  dated  Feb- 
ruary 19th,  1855^",  for  parcels  of  land  in  the  counties  of  Allen,  Putnam, 
Lucas,  Williams  and  Marion,  all  which  I  have  caused  to  be  recorded  and 
returned  to  Ae  Auditor  of  State.  There  were  two  deeds,  also,  from  Jo- 
seph Whitehill  to  Albert  A.  Bliss,  and  two  from  Albert  A.  Bliss  to  the 
State,  for  certain  lands  in  Franklin  County,  which  I  have  likewise  caused 
to  be  recorded  and  returned  to  the  Auditor  of  State.  Upon  one  tract  (in 
Franklin  County)  there  had  been  a  mortgage,  and  a  decree  of  foreclo- 
sure obtained,  before  the  papers  were  delivered  to  me.  On  the  20th  of 
December,  1852,  pending  a  motion  to  confirm  the  sale  upon  this  decree, 
I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  in  the  Senate, 
suggesting  that  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  should  be  passed  to  authorize 
the  Treasurer  of  State  to  tender  the  amount  of  the  mortgage-money, 
with  interest  and  costs,  in  order  to  prevent  the  confirmation.  I  could 
think  of  no  other  method  to  save  the  property,  inasmuch  as  the  State 
was  not  aparty  to  the  cause ;  and,  therefore,  cotdd  not  appeal  from  a 
decree.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  replied  to  me,  veAally,  that 
it  was  not  considered  worth  while  to  act  in  the  premises,  and  so  I  was 
compelled  to  abandon  the  case.  The  sum  for  which  the  property  was 
sold  (I  understand)  did  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  mortgage-money, 
interest  and  coasts. 

On  the  24th  of  February,  1852,  Mr.  Sill  delivered  to  me,  for  collec- 
tion, a  draft  of  two  thousand  dollars,  dated  Newark,  October  16th,  1851, 
drawn  by  A.  J.  Smith,  "  Banker,"  on  Messrs.  Delano,  Dunlevy  &  Co., 
39  Wall-street,  New  York,  acceptance  waived,  payable  to  the  order  of 
the  Licking  County  Bank,  in  bankable  funds,  on  the  31st  of  December 
thereafter,  which  araft  had  been  endorsed  by  A.  J.  Smith,  "  Cashier,"  to 
Mr.  Sill's  order.  Receiving  no  answer  to  a  request  of  payment,  made 
by  letter,  I  brought  suit  against  the  Licking  County  Bank,  as  endorser, 
on  this  draft;  and  on  the  3ist  of  July,  1852,  obtained  judgment  for 
$2,180  13,  and  costs.  A  writ  of  execution  was  issued,  upon  the  judg- 
ment, to  the  Sheriff  of  Licking  County ;  but  he  returned  that  the  baiUc 
had  no  goods  or  chattels,  lands  or  tenements,  in  his  bailiwick;  and 
none  have  been  discovered  elsewhere  in  the  State,  to  my  knowledge. 

Believing  the  State's  title  to  tiie  ten  acres  of  land  (commonly  called 
the  Old  Penitentiary  Lot)  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city  of  Columbus, 
to  be  valid,  I  brought  an  actian  of  ejectment  to  recover  those  premises, 
on  the  16th  of  March,  1852,  in  the  court  of  common  pleas.  The  action 
was  tried  at  the  November  term  thereafter,  and  judgment  given  for  the 
defendant;  from  which  I  appealed,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  to  the  dis- 
trict court.  I  was  not  present  when  Judge  Bates  delivered  his  opinion, 
but  understand  that  he  ruled  out  a  deed  from  the  patentee,  Bei^jamin 
Thompson,  to  James  Strawbridge,  dated  May  6th,  1802,  because  it  had 
been  acknowledged  before  the  Judge  of  the  District  Court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  State  of  Delaware ;  and  no  authority  could  be  found,  in  th« 
Statutes  either  of  Delaware  or  of  Ohio,  then  in  force,  for  such  an  acknow- 
ledgment. He  decided  that  the  proof  of  possession  from  the  year  1818  till 
Jtme,  1851,  when  tiie  State's  tenant  was  ousted,  by  execution  upon  the 
judgment  in  favor  of  Gilbert  and  Swan,  against  Slocum,   did   not 
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ahow  a  right  (even  with  the  deeda)  to  maintain  the  action.  As  the 
State  is  plaintiff,  in  the  present  ejectment,  the  very  defects  of  title 
v\rhich  would  have  enured  to  her  benefit,  as  tenant  in  possession,  when 
the  lessee  of  Gilbert  and  Swan  was  plaintiff,  are  now  Heed  against  her. 
'The  deed  of  May  6th,  1802,  from  Thompson  to  Strawbridge,  embraces 
all  of  half-section  twenty-six,  township  five,  range  twenty-two.  Refugee 
lands,  being  a  large  part  of  the  municipal  limits  of  Columbus.  This 
decision  of  Judge  Bates,  therefore,  is  one  of  general  interest  and  im- 
portance. However,  upon  a  careful  scrutiny  of  the  laws  of  Delaware, 
and  the  acyudications  made  under  them,  I  am  convinced  that  the  deed 
was  well  executed ;  and  that,  independent  of  a  possession  for  thirty- 
eight  years,  terminated  by  execution  in  a  cause  to  which  the  State  was 
no  party,  the  title  is  sufficient.  Several  propositions  for  compromise 
have  been  suggested  (rather  than  made)  to  me ;  but,  considering  all  the 
circumstances,  I  have  not  felt  disposed  to  entertain  any  of  them.  The 
cause  was  ready  for  trial,  on  the  part  of  the  State,  at  the  last  term  of 
the  district  court ;  but  Judge  Thurman  was  called  home  before  it  could 
be  tried,  and  the  defendant  objected  to  Judge  Bates  as  incompetent,  for 
the  reason  that  he  had  once  (while  solicitor  to  the  city  of  Uolumbus) 
made  an  examination  of  the  title.  A  continuance  to  the  next  term  was 
thus  obtained. 

On  the  20th  of  July,  1352,  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
I  brought  a  suit  against  Miles  Greenwood  for  damages  caused  to  the 
State  by  his  cutting  the  bank  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  near  Cin- 
cinnati, without  permission  of  the  Board,  or  either  of  the  Commission- 
ers, or  the  Resident  Engineer.  This  cause  has  not  been  tried,  but  will 
be  ready  at  the  next  term. 

On  the  26th  of  July,  1852,  by  the  like  instruction,  I  brought  a  suit  upon 
the  official  bond  of  Michael  Wallace,  formerly  Resident  Engineer  on  the 
Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  for  a  defalcation  in  the  payment  of  money  en- 
trusted to  him  for  certain  contractors.  A  question  has  been  presented 
in  the  case,  by  demurrer,  whether  a  resident  Engineer  is  or  is  not  liable 
to  the  State  in  such  cases ;  but  no  convenient  opportunity  has  been 
found,  as  yet,  to  argue  it. 

A  dispute  having  arisen  between  the  administrator  and  the  heirs  of 
Thomas  H.  Stevens,  deceased,  who  should  claim  the  amot^nt  of  two 
awards  made  for  damages  to  real  estate,  on  the  line  of  the  Miami  and 
Erie  Canal,  I  caused  a  bill  of  interpleader  to  be  filed,  in  the  name  of  the 
State,  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  their  respective  rights*  At  the  Octo- 
ber term,  1853,  of  the  Franklin  Common  Pleas,  a  decree  was  rendered  in 
favor  of  the  administrator,  and  a  certificate  thereof  sent  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works. 

I  have  stated  that  in  May,  1852,  Mr.  Sill  sent  to  me,  for  collection, 
three  drafls,  of  five  thousand  dollars  each,  in  part  satisfaction  of  which 
certain  notes  had  been  assigned  and  real  estate  conveyed.  I  brought  an 
action  against  the  drawers  on  the  24th  of  June,  1852,  in  the  Franklin 
Common  Pleas,  and  at  the  March  term,  1853,  judgment  was  rendered  for 
the  defendants — from  which  1  appealed  to  the  District  Court.  In  ex- 
planation of  this  case,  and  of  two  other  cases  yet  to  be  mentioned,  I 
most  advert  to  the  loan  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  made  in  De- 
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cember,  1849,  to  the  Cohunbus  Insurance  Company,  by  llie  late  Canal 
Fund  Commiasioners,  upon  certain  supposed  securities*  That  loan  was 
not  due  until  December  3lBt,  1851,  but  the  insolvency  of  the  company 
(or  at  least,  its  inability  to  pay  the  interest  reserved)  was  known  in  the 
month  of  July  preceding  or  earlier.  In  November  or  December,  1851, 1 
was  employed,  with  Messrs.  Ewing  and  Hunter,  by  the  late  Canal  Fund 
Commissioners,  to  examine  the  articles  of  covenant  (or,  rather,  copies  of 
them)  given  to  secure  thai  loan,  suggest  the  proper  method  of  demanding 
payment  or  performance,  and  bring  whatever  suits  might  be  found  ad- 
visable. I  declined  this  employment  until,  with  the  advice  of  Messrs. 
Ewing  and  Hunter,  I  had  stipulated  that  mv  action  or  vote,  as  Attorney 
General  and  Fund  Commissioner,  oti  and  after  the  12th  of  January,  1852, 
should  in  no  wise  be  concluded  or  affected.  Upon  this  understanding, 
distinctly  expressed,  I  was  retained  as  counsel,  and  assisted  in  all  the 
procedings  taken  to  demand  performance  of  those  obligations,  and  to 
nring  the  suits  for  non-performance.  One  suit  was  delayed  until  March, 
1852,  by  accidental  circumstances:  the  rest  (five  in  number)  were  brought 
before  my  term  a^  Attorney  General  commenced.  These  cases,  it  is  al- 
most unnecessary  to  add,  were  never  in  this  office.  The  statement  in  Mr. 
Siirs  communication  to  Governor  Wood,  November  15th,  1862,  that  the 
bond  of  the  Columbus  Insurance  Compay  was  in  the  hands  of  the  At- 
torney General,  for  coUection,  is  a  mbtake.  The  "receipt  of  George  E. 
Pugh  and  others"  for  that  bond,  which  the  Treasurer  of  State  acknowl- 
edged to  have  received  from  Mr.  Sill,  on  the  26th  of  May,  1852,  is  a 
paper  signed  "  H.  H.  Hunter  for  self,  and  T.  Ewing,  and  Geo.  E.  Pugh," 
which  I  never  saw,  and  of  which  I  never  heard,  until  November  of  last 

J  rear.  To  this  day,  in  fact,  I  have  not  seen  the  original  of  the  Columbus 
nsurance  Company  bond,  nor  the  original  of  what  Mr«  Sill  calls  the 
"collaterals"  thereto,  having  been  merely  furnished  with  copies  by  the  late 
Auditor  of  State  (Mr.  Woc^)  at  the  time  of  my  retainer. 

One  of  the  suits — that  against  Lucien  Butties,  Executor  of  Joel  But- 
tles, deceased,  upon  the  covenant  of  guaranty — was  brought  to  hearing 
upon  demurrer,  before  Judge  Bates,  at  the  March  term,  1853,  of  the 
FVanklin  Common  Pleas,  and  judgment  was  given  for  the  defendant. 
The  opinion  delivered  by  Judge  Bates  is  reported,  at  length,  in  the  West- 
em  Law  Journal,  Vol.  10th,  pp.  309,  316.  He  decided  that  the  tran- 
saction was  a  loan  to  the  Columbus  Insurance  Company,  from  the  Canal 
Fund  Commissioners,  in  defiance  of  an  express  law,  and  that  the  instru- 
ments upon  which  suit  had  been  brought  were  absolutely  void.  I  gave 
notice  of  appeal,  as  Attorney  General,  to  the  District  Court — not  because 
I  meant,  officially^  to  take  either  the  control  or  the  responsibility  of  the 
case,  but  in  accordance  with  the  usage  adopted  in  all  cases,  where  the 
State  or' one  of  its  officers  is  a  party,  to  dispense  with  an  appeal  bond. 
Inasmuch  as  the  Canal  Fund  Commissioners  did  not  deliver  this  bond  to 
the  Attorney  General  in  office  when  it  became  due,  and  as  I  had  stipulat- 
ed against  any  inference,  from  my  employment,  that  the  State  accepted 
this  bond  in  lieu  of  the  money  loaned  upon  it,  I  meant  to  leave  (and  do 
now  leave)  my  successor  and  the  Legislature  untrammelled,  in  that  par- 
ticular, by  any  consideration.    The  District  Court  of  Franklin  Coun^, 
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at  the  last  term,  reserved  the  case  against  Battles,  as  Executor,  for  nsga- 
ment  in  die  Supreme  Court    It  will  be  called,  probably  next  month. 

Judge  Bates  decided  that  the  three  draf^  of  WhitehUl,  Min^,  Moodie, 
and  Adams,  were  void  for  the  reasons  given  in  the  case  of  Buttles's  estate . 
The  District  Court  of  Franklin  County  continued  the  case,  on  appeal,  to 
await  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  decision  of  Judge  Bates,  in  these  two  cases,  required  that  proceed- 
ings should  be  commenced  against  those  oSiccrs,  the  late  Acting  Canal 
Fund  Commissioner,  and  the  late  Treasurer  of  State,  by  whom  the  puUic 
money  had  been  thus  illegally  lent.  On  the  13th  of  June,  1853, 1  brought 
suit  upon  the  official  bonds  of  Messrs.  Sill  and  Bliss.  Declaration  have 
been  filed,  and  the  cases  will  be  for  trial  at  the  next  term. 

ACn^TS  FRSVIOUSLY   BROUGHT. 

Of  the  causes  pending,  when  my  term  commenced*  a  statement  here 
follows : 

The  State  v.  William  Spencer,  L.  J.  Haughey,  Jonathan  M.  Smith 
T.  J.  Christian,  and  J.  R.  Stanbery.  This  action  was  brought  on  the 
29th  of  April,  1846,  to  recover  moneys  alleged  to  be  due  from  Gol.  Spen- 
cer, as  Acting  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Works.  On  the  19th  oi  March, 
1849,  a  resolution  was  adopted,  by  the  Senate,  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  should  settle  the  accoimts  of  Col.  Spencer, "  upon  equitable  prin- 
ciples." Senate  Journal,  vol.  47th,  page  632.  I  cannot  find  thi^  this  res- 
olution passed,  or  was  even  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives ;  but  it 
seems  to  have  been  thought,  at  the  time,  a  sufficient  mstruction  to  prose- 
cute the  case  no  further.  (Report  of  the  Attorney  General,  Januaiy  25th, 
1850, 14th  Legislative  Documents,  part  1st,  page  42.)  I  am  not  advised 
whether  the  Board  of  Public  works  has,  or  has  not  adjusted  Col.  Spencer's 
accounts,  but  recommend  that  the  subject  be  specially  referred  to  that  tri- 
bunal, and  the  suit  discontinued. 

The  State  v.  William  Wall,  John  Yontz,  and  John  A.  Bryan.  This 
suit  is  upon  the  bond  of  Mr  Wall,  as  Commissioner  of  the  Public 
Works,  during  his  second  term.  It  was  Mx.  Stanbery's  opinion  expressed 
in  his  reports  of  January  17th,  1849,  and  January  25th,  1850,  tnat  the 
deficit  in  Mr.  Wall's  accounts  occurred  during  his  first  term,  and  could 
not  be  recovered  in  this  action.  It  has  been  continued,  nevertheless,  to 
await  the  decision  in  the  next  case. 

The  State  v.  William  Wall,  Samuel  Reed,  and  Alexander  McConnell. 
This  action  was  brought  November  6th,  1848,  and  at  that  time,  I  doubt 
not,  the  claim  of  the  State  could  have  been  readily  established.  At  pres- 
ent, however,  such  is  not  the  case,  and  continuances  from  term  to  term, 
for  want  of  sufficient  evidence,  have  been  unavoidable. 

The  State  v.  Daniel  Beckel.  This  action  was  brought,  in  1847,  by  or- 
der of  Governor  Bebb,  but  has  never  been  tried.  As  Judge  Bates  was  of 
counsel  for  the  defendant,  previous  tb  his  election,  I  submitted  to  a  non- 
suit, at  the  November  term,  1852,  in  order  to  ^peal  the  cause.  At  the 
last  term  of  the  District  Court,  in  fVanklin  county,  I  was  prepared  for 
trial,  but  Judge  Thurman's  absence  left  the  Court  without  a  quorum,  and 
the  case  was  continued. 
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The  State  v.  Nicholas  Springer  amd  Thomas  W.  Simpson.    A  judg- 
ment (^  $8,670  91  was  rendered  for  the  plaintiff,  in  this  action,  at  the 
September  term>  18&0,  of  the  Franklin  Common  Pleas»  but  was  reyersed 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  that  oounty,  Deoember  t^rm,  1850|  on  writ  ef 
error.    I  am  satisfied  that  this  reversal  was  wrong,  and  diat  the  questions 
involved  ought  to  be  re-considered.    But  as  the  case  stood,  after  that  re- 
versal, a  trial  by  jury  would  have  involved  an  expenditure  of  time  and 
money  without  affording  an  oppcnrtunity  of  re-considering  those  questions 
in  their  proper  light.    The  Commissioner  in  charge  of  the  Muskii4;um 
In^ovement,  (Col.  Manypenny,)  agreed  with  me,  therefore,  that  it  was 
advisable  to  desist  from  prosecuting  the  action,  and  to  assert  the  claim  of 
the  State  in  pursuance  of  the  act  passed  February  28th9  1852,  section 
ninth,  50th  General  Laws,  111.    By  his  authority,  and  the  assent  of  &e 
Auditor  of  State,  I  submitted  to  a  nonsuit.    The  defendants  objected  to 
this  course,  and  prosecuted  a  writ  of  error  to  the  judgment  of  nonsuit  in 
the  Common  Pleas.    The  judgm^it  was  affirmed,  however,  at  the  last 
term  of  the  District  Court.    This  claim  ought  to  be  refenred  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  for  jBu^udication.    The  State  claims  a  large  sum  against 
these  parties  for  water-rents,  and  they,  on  the  other  hand,  claim  a  still 
larger  sum  for  damages  aUeged  to  have  been  caused  by  the  neglect  of 
the  State's  officers  and  agents. 

Edward  S.  Hamlin,  George  W.  Manypenny,  and  Alexander  P*  Miller 
ads.  James  McConnell  and  James  A.  Adams.  This  was  a  bill  in  chance- 
ry filed,  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Franklin  county,  to  ascertain  ike  true 
construction  of  a  lease  for  water-power  on  the  Muskingum  river.  By 
direction  of  the  late  C.  C.  Cov^,  Esq.,  Solicitor  for  the  complainants,  it 
was  dismissed,  without  pr^dice,  at  the  last  term  of  the  District  Court. 
This  lease  has  been  the  sul:gect  of  much  commentary,  in  the  Legislature 
and  elsewhere,  seme  aUegins:  one  construction,  and  some  another.  It  is 
advisable,  in  my  judgment^  mat  the  Board  of  Public  Works  should  obtain 
the  consent  of  the  present  assignees  to  a  cancelment  on  fair  terms,  and 
grant  a  new  and  more  intelligible  lease. 

Samuel  Atkinson,  Matthias  Martin,  David  Gregory,  and  Charles  L.  Ea- 
ton, ads.  WiUiam  W.  Riley.  Daniel  W.  Brown,  Matthias  Martin,  David 
Gregory,  and  Charles  L.  Eaton  ads.  William  W.  Riley.  These  were  ac- 
tions thought  against  the  late  officers  of  the  Penitentiary  for  diverting 
a  stream  of  water  from  its  natural  channel.  They  were  discontinued  at 
the  Mardi  term  1858,  the  parties  agreeing  to  divide  the  costs. 

Joseph  Leiby,  Treasurer  of  Franklin  County  ads.  the  Franklin  Bank 
of  Columbus.  This  was  a  bill  filed  in  the  late  Supreme  Court  of  Frank 
lin  County,  to  enjoin  the  collection  of  taxes  assessed  on  the  complainant, 
for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one.  The  |sjunction  was  re- 
fused, and  at  £e  June  term,  1653,  of  the  district  court>  the  bill  was  dis- 
missed without  prejudice. 

The  State  ads.  John  McCune.  This  is  an  appeal  to  the  late  Court  in 
Bank,  from  the  Board  of  Public  W(»ks,  under  the  provisions  of  a  spe-^ 
cial  act,  passed  March  24th,  1851,  (49  Local  Laws,  330,  331.)  At  the^ 
December  term,  1851,  it  was  referred  to  Daniel  Peck,  Esq.,  as  Master 
Conmiissioner,  to  report  the  facts  in  controversy,  state  an  aooount,  dee. 
Oa  t^e  23d  of  April,  18y^,  the  Master  reported  t33,686  83  due  ike 
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claimant.  To  this  report  I  filed  exceptioiui,  and  at  the  January  term, 
1853,  the  Supren.e  Court  set  aside  the  reference,  and  appointed  E.  J. 
Forsythe,  Esq.,  to  examine  the  case.  He  has  reported  $5,048  73  in 
favor  of  the  claimant,  and  to  his  report  I  have  filed  exceptions.  The 
cause  is  for  hearing  at  the  present  term. 

The  State  ads.  John  Him.  This  was  a  writ  of  error  to  Ac  Common 
Pleas  of  Ross  County,  and  had  been  fully  presented,  upon  written  brirfs, 
before  my  term  commenced.  At  the  March  term,  1852,  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  judgment  was  reversed.      1  Ohio  State  Rep.  15. 

The  State  ads.  David  Stewart.  In  error  to  the  Common  Pleas  of 
Ciaric.  Judgment  affirmed  at  March  term,  1852,  with  costs.  1  Ohio 
State  Rep.  06. 

The  State  ads.  John  Fleming.  In  Error  to  the  Common  Pleas  of  Jef- 
ferson. This  case  was  reserved  by  the  late  Supreme  Court  for  argu- 
ment in  Bank ;  but,  upon  examining  the  record,  no  allowance  of  a  writ 
of  error  could  be  discovered.  The  proceedings  were  dismissed,  there- 
upon, for  want  of  jurisdiction. 

The  State  ads.  William  Buck.  In  Error  to  the  Common  Pleas  of 
Pickaway.  Supreme  Court,  March  term  1852,  judgment  on  the  first  count 
affirmed,  €tad  judgment  on  the  second  count  reversed.  1  Ohio  State 
Rep.  61. 

There*  are  several  judgments  recovered  upon  defalcations,  and  for 
water  rents  in  arrear,  which  cannot  be  collected,  but  which  could  be  com- 
promised to  advantage.  There  are  other  judgments  on  which  execution 
has  been  respited,  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Public  Worics,  because,  in 
equity  and  justice,  certain  deductions  ought  to  be  made.  The  act  of  Fe- 
bruary 24th,  1848,  46th  General  Laws,  94,  only  applies  to  judgments 
which  had  been  recovered  more  than  two  years  pre^ous  to  that  date ; 
and  tiie  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  doubt  their  power,  un- 
der the  act  of  February  28th,  1852,  50th  General  Laws,  111,  to  compro- 
mise any  claim  which  has  passed  into  judgment  I  recommend  that  pro- 
vision be  made  for  settling  all  these  cases,  and  releasing  the  judgments, 
on  reasonable  terms. 

On  the  27th  of  October,  1849,  the  Treasurer  of  State  transferred  to 
this  office,  for  collection,  a  receipt  of  William  McDonald,  Special  Re- 
ceiver of  the  Urbana  Banking  Company,  for  J|21,620  24,  being  the 
amount  of  pcqier  of  that  bank  in  the  State  Treasury,  presented  for  a  di- 
vidend of  the  assets  under  certain  proceedings  in  the  Champaign  Com- 
mon Pleas.  On  the  2dd  of  March,  1850,  the  Legislature  authorized  the 
Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State  to  dispose  of  this  claim,  and  also  a  claim 
of  $1,767  75  against  the  Granville  Alexandrian  Society,  "to  the  best 
advantage,*'  and  report  their  proceedings  at  the  next  session.  48th  Local 
Laws,  725,  726.  I  cannot  find  that  any  arrangement  was  made  in  res- 
pect to  the  former  claim,  nor  do  I  believe  (as  matters  now  are)  that  the 
State  will  soon  realize  any  part  of  it.  A  proposition  has  been  made  to 
me,  verbally,  for  the  purchase  of  this  claim  ;  but,  as  I  had  no  authority 
to  dispose  of  it,  I  did  not  require  the  proposition  to  be  specially  stated. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act  transferring  this 
claim  affd  all  similar  claims  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  authorizing  the 
Commissioners  to  sell  or  compound  them  on  whatever  terms  may  be 
found  practicable. 
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RAILEOAD   BRIDGBEL 

In  March,  1852,  an  important  question  was  argued,  atMt.  Vernon,  be- 
tween the  Central  Ohio  Kailroad  Company,  plaintiff,  and  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  defendant,  as  to  the  right  of  the  former  to  construct  a 
bridge,  at  Lockport,  across  the  Ohio  Canal. 

The  bridge,  as  projected,  would  have  been  a  serious  iivjury  to  naviga- 
tion ;  and  of  thia  no  better  proof  can  be  offered  than  that  the  company 
changed  its  plan  of  structure  in  several  particulars.  It  is,  however,  still 
objectionable,  as  is  also  a  bridge  erected,  by  the  same  companv,  across 
the  Granville  feeder.  The  lock,  at  Lockport,  must  soon  be  rebuilt  and 
enlarged,  and  then  the  bridge  in  controversy  must  be  removed.  The 
question,  therefore,  is  by  no  means  settled.  It  will  be  discussed,  at 
length,  in  a  case  now  before  the  Dbtrict  Court  of  Montgomery,  relative 
to  ^e  bridge  erected  by  the  Dayton  and  Michigan  RaUroad  Company, 
across  the  Miami  and  I^ie  Canal. 

Whilst  I  do  not  adopt  many  propositions  urged  in  the  special  report 
of  the  Board,  dated  March  10th,  1852, 16th  Legislative  Documents)  part 
first,  pp.  638 — 642, 1  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  claim  then 
made,  in  behalf  of  certain  railroad  companies,  was  extravagant  to  the 
last  degree.  Although  thia  claim  is  supnorted  by  the  obiter  dictum  of 
Judge  Hurd,  in  the  case  of  the  Central  Ohio  Railroad,  that  company 
chose  not  to  assert  it  in  respect  to  the  bridge,  at  Zanesville,  across  the 
Muskingum  River.  And  since  that  time  other  companies  have  submit- 
ted, uniformly,  to  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  such/ 
cases. 

The  third  section  of  the  act  "  prescribing  a  tariff  of  freight  on  rail- 
roads," passed  May  1st,  1852,  requires  the  Board  to  permit  the  construc- 
tion of  bridges,  by  railroad  companies,  across  the  navigable  canals, 
feeders,  and  slackwater  improvements,  belonging  to  the  State,  and 
across  the  navigable  rivers,  streams,  lakes,  or  reservoirs,  with  which  the 
canals,  feeders,  and  improvements  are  united  or  connected,  in  certain 
cases  and  on  specified  conditions.  50th  General  Laws,  205,  206,  207. 
This  act  only  applies,  in  a  particular  manner,  the  policy  embodied  in 
our  previous  statutes.  Act  of  March  23d,  1840,  sections  8th,  9th  and 
15th,  Swan's  Stat  175, 177.  Act  of  March  5th,  1839,  section  3d,  Swan's 
Stat.  761. 

And,  indeed,  were  there  no  statutes  upon  the  subject,  I  do  not  see  where 
either  corporations  or  individuals  comd  find  authority  to  appropriate, 
use,  or  interfere  with  the  State's  improvements.  The  banks  and  bed  of  the 
canals  are  not  private  property;  and  it  is  for  the  appropriation  of  private 
property  alone,  by  corporations,  that  either  the  Constitution  or  any  of  our 
statutes  has  made  provision.  The  canals  are  public  property,  and  are 
confided,  by  law,  to  the  charge  of  the  Board  of  jPublic  Works,  for  parti- 
cular purposes.  They  are  not  subject,  in  other  words,  to  the  exercise  of 
any  right  of  eminent  domain — because,  being  in  the  possession  and  use 
of  the  sovereign  power  itself,  no  other  domain  or  nght  could  be  more 
eminent. 
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There  are  cases,  to  be  sure,  in  which  the  property  of  one  corporation 
has  been  appropriated  by  another,  in  exercise  oi  a  right  of  eminent  do- 
main, where  such  appropriation  became  unavoidable.  The  judgment 
in  The  West  River  Bridge  Co.  v.  Dtr,  6  Howard,  507,  illustrates 
the  principle.  But  these  are  cases  of  appropriating  private  propertjr, 
or  the  property  of  a  private  corporation,  at  last.  And  omy  in 
cases  where  such  appropriations  are  unavoidable,  be  the  language  of  a 
charter  ever  so  general,  will  they  be  sustained.  The  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  Company  v.  The  Baltimore  arid  Ohio  Rpilroad  Company^  4  Gill 
&  Johnson,  154, 155.  But  where  the  present  user  of  property  is  vested 
in  the  State,  for  specific  public  purposes,  there  can  be  no  exercise  of  the 
right  of  eminent  domain.  Such  a  proposition  would  be  a  contradiction 
in  terms. 

The  sole  method  of  rendering  property,  so  appropriated,  subservient  to 
other  uses,  in  any  degree,  is  by  means  of  a  permit  from  the  State  or  from 
those  officers  to  whom  the  State  has  given  the  property  in  charge.  Hence 
the  provision,  in  several  of  our  statutes,  that  me  Boara  of  Public  Works 
may  give  permission  to  build  bridges  across  &e  canals  and  the  navigable 
rivers  and  lakes  united  or  connected  with  them. 

It  would  fill  the  community  with  alarm  to  assert  that  a  Railroad  Com- 
pany could  appropriate  the  State  House  square,  or  the  grounds  occupied 
by  the  Penitentiary,  or  some  court  house,  or  county  infirmary,  or  jail,  wiA- 
out  tiie  consent,  and  against  the  will  of  the  public,  in  order  to  fhmish 
itself  a  depot  or  station.  And  yet  such  an  assertion  is  not  half  so  ex- 
travagant as  that  the  canals  of  tibe  State,  which  have  been  constructed 
at  such  an  enormous  cost,  can  be  used,  or  abused,  at  the  whim  of  a  Rail- 
road Company  which  does  not  ofier  to  pay  one  dime  of  compensation 
for  the  mischief  thus  done,  and  which  would  naturally  seek  its  own  in- 
terest, in  all  such  cases,  at  the  expense  of  the  public. 

The  general  grant  in  a  Railroad  charter,  of  power  to  construct  its  track 
from  one  town  or  city  to  another,  by  the  way  of  ten  or  more  towns,  can- 
not confer  the  right  to  take  or  use  any  property,  private  or  public,  along 
the  route.  It  merely  confers  capacity  upon  the  corporation — capacity  to 
to  acquire  lands,  between  the  two  points  of  termination,  by  purchase  or 
by  such  other  means  as  the  law  has  provided.  Will  it  be  pretended  that 
such  a  grant  authorizes  the  corporation  to  seize  the  property  of  an  in- 
dividual? Clearly  not — ^forthe  charters  all  contjdn  additional  and  indis- 
pensable sections,  authorizing  the  appropriation  of  private  property,  and 
defining  as  well  Ae  method  to  be  pursued  as  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid.  Can  any  sectidh  be  found,  of  similar  import,  as  respects 
the  seizure  of  public  property — ^unless  in  the  case  of  roads^  streets,  alleys, 
and  ways  of  that  deBcription  ?  And  even  thes#  cannot  be  occupied, 
according  to  the  act  of  February  11th,  1848,  except  after  proceedings 
specially  pointed  out. 

That  a  Railrotcd  Company  could,  at  pleasure,  take  possession  of  a 
street  in  Columbus,  or  Cleveland,  or  any  other  city  or  town  corporate, 
and  run  its  cars  at  will,  is  a  claim  easily  demonstrable  (and  is,  in  fact, 
demonstrated)  if  such  a  company  can  appropriate  the  banks  or  the  bed 
of  our  canals,  or  can  put  a^  bridge  or  structure  across  them,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  first  obtained.    Tlie  Legisla- 
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tore  might  give  permi^on,  I  admit,  to  erect  such  bridges  or  structures ; 
but  the  general  grant  of  power  to  construct  a  road  from  one  place  to 
another,  does  not  confer  it.  All  grants  from  the  public  must  be  construed 
strictly  against  the  grantee.  The  Untied  States  v.  Arredondo,  6  Peters, 
788.  Cruise's  Digest,  vol.  5tfa,  p.  44.  Charles  River  Bridge  v.  Warren 
Bridge,  11  Peters,  544, 548. 

In  the  case  of  The  Proprietors  of  the  Stourbridge  Canal  v.  Whedy,  2 
B.  &  Adolphus,  792,  a  case  often  cited  and  always  approved,  the  Judges 
of  the  Bang's  Bendi  applied  the  term  <'  company  of  adventurers"  to  the 
proprietors  or  stock  holders  of  a  private  corporation,  and  said :  "  The 
rule  of  construction  is  that  any  ambiguity  of  the  terms  of  the  contract 
must  operate  against  the  company  of  adventurers  and  in  favor  of  tlie 
public." 

And  in  the  case  of  The  Boston  Water  Power  Company^  v.  The  Boston 
and  Worcester  Railroad  Corporatumt  23  Pickering,  308,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Massachusetts,  said :  "  If  a  power  were  given,  in  general  terms,  to 
lay  out  a  turnpike  or  railroad  between  termini  definitely  expressed,  such 
general  power  ought  not  to  be  so  construed  as  to  take  an  arsenal,  fort, 
State  House,  or  latnd  already  appropriated  to  a  highly  important  public 
use,  which  would  be  defeated  by  such  construction.  It  would  be  a  ques- 
tion of  Legblative  intent ;  and  it  could  not  be  presumed  that  the  Legis- 
lature intended  that  the  power  conferred  by  them  should  have  such  an 
effect,  imless  it  were  unequivocally  expressed." 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  without  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works,  no  Railroad  Company  has  the  right  to  use  the  banks  of 
our  State  canals,  or  to  build  any  bridges  across  them,  unless  the  right  is 
particularly  and  plainly  conferred  by  its  charter. 

I  know  of  but  one  special  charter  in  which  power  is  given  to  build  a 
bridge  across  any  of  the  canals,  and  that  company  obtained  a  permit 
from  the  Acting  Commissioner,  then  in  office,  instead  of  relying  upon  the 
power  so  given. 

WXTTS   OF   aUQ.  WA&RANTO. 

On  the  second  of  October,  1852,  at  the  instance  of  the  City  Council  of 
Cincinnati,  I  signed  an  information  in  the  nature  of  quo  warranto,  against 
the  Cincinnati  and  Xenia  Turnpike  Company,  for  an  alleged  abuse  of  its 
corporate  powers  and  franchises.  Becoming  satisfied,  however,  that  the 
officers  of  the  company  had  acted  in  good  faith,  and  were  ready  to  make 
reasonable  terms  with  the  City  authorities,  I  addressed  a  letter,  on  the 
13th  of  December,  1852,  suggesting  a  proposition  of  compromise.  The 
City  Council  treated  this  proposition  with  entire  neglect,  and  convinced 
me,  by  its  behavior,  that  the  Company  was  less  to  blame  than  the  muni- 
cipal authorities.  At  the  last  (November)  term  of  the  Hamilton  District 
Court,  therefore,  I  entered  a  nolle  jprosequi  in  the  case. 

Pursuant  to  the  Senate  resolution  adopted  May  1st,  1852, 1  filed  an  in- 
formation against  the  Columbus  Insurance  Company,  in  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  defendant  failed  to  plead  within  the  rules,  but  moved,  after- 
wards to  set  aside  the  default.  This  was  granted  on  condition  that  I 
should  be  admitted,  personally,  or  by  an  agent,  to  examine  the  corporate 
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reoordsy  books,  papen,  aad  eompoodence.  A  plea  was  fikd  wUboul 
pefformancc  cf  tfali  condilioo,  and  repeated  efforts  were  made  to  reaciiid 
the  order  of  the  Comt  in  that  partknlar.  Finding  that  the  conditfbn 
would  be  enforced,  at  length,  the  Company  withdrew  its  plea,  and  sob- 
mttted  to  a  judgment  of  forfeiture.  Two  trustees  were  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  the  records,  books,  papers,  and  effects  of  the  Company,  and 
a  mandate  was  sent  to  the  Court  of  Common  Fleas  fn*  execntionof  die 
jadgment.  One  of  these  trustees  has  left  the  State,  and  the  oth  er  de* 
cHnes  to  act  (I  onderstand)  because  the  assets  of  the  Company  will  not 
realize  enough  to  pay  the  exoense  of  remoring  the  bo<dcs,  records,  and 
papers,  from  their  place  of  i¥hen  we  recollect  how  important 

a  part  this  corporation  ha  w  great  an  interest  the  State,  the 

government  of  the  United  1  hundreds  of  indiTiduals  have  in 

securing  these  books,  recoHw,  au«A  i^opers,  from  loss  or  nratilation,  and 
with  what  stubbornness  the  directors  and  officers  resisted  a  proposition 
to  have  them  examined,  I  do  not  think  the  present  condition  of  this  af- 
fair beneath  the  notice  of  the  Legislature.  I  would  suggest,  therefore, 
that  some  provision  be  made  for  taking  those  books,  records,  and  pliers, 
into  the  control  of  a  public  officer,  and  preserving  them  for  reference 
and  testimony  hereafter. 

At  the  instance  of  the  Probate  Judge  for  Morgan  County,  and  upon  the 
advice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  I  signed  an  information  against  Gilman 
Dudley,  Acting  Judge  of  Probate,  for  the  County  of  Noble,  to  obtain  a 
decision  whe&r  Noble  was  or  was  not  a  County,  dejurCy  under  the  pres- 
ent Constitution.  I  took  no  part  in  the  argument  of  this  cause,  and  did  not 
mean,  by  signing  the  information,  to  indicate  any  opinion.  It  ended  in  a 
judgment  for  the  defendant,  and  thus  decided  a  controversy  of  great  in- 
terest to  the  people  of  several  counties.    (See  1  Ohio  State  Rep.  437.) 

Upon  the  disclosures  made  in  the  case  of  Conant  and  others,  com- 
plainants, 1  Ohio  State  Rep.  208, 1  could  not  avoid  filing  an  information 
against  the  Seneca  County  Bank,  for  a  wilful  and  fraudiilent  violation  of 
its  charter.  The  defendant  obtained  leave  to  plead,  within  a  given  period, 
on  condition  of  permitting  me  to  examine  its  books,  records,  &c.  That 
period  has  now  elapsed,  and  no  plea  has  been  filed — so  that  judgment  of 
forfeiture  will  be  demanded  at  this  term. 

On  the  first  of  March,  1853, 1  filed  an  information  against  the  Ohio  and 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  for  abusing  its  franchise  of  eminent  do- 
main, and  other  improper  acts.  This  was  done  at  the  instance  of  the  mu- 
nicipal authorities  of  Mansfield,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Richland 
County,  and  the  management  of  the  cause  will  be  entrusted,  chiefly  to 
counsel  of  their  selection.  It  is  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  has  not  been 
called  for  trial. 

On  the  7th  of  November,  1853, 1  filed  two  informations  in  the  District 
Court  of  Hamilton  County — one  against  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and 
Trust  Company,  and  the  other  against  its  President,  Secretary,  Cashier, 
and  principal  Directors.  The  time  for  putting  in  pleas  has  not  yet  ex- 
pired; and  as  it  will  be  my  duty  to  speak  of  that  corporation,  in  another 
place,  I  need  not  here  assign  the  reasons  of  this  procedure. 
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CASES  IN  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 

The  State  ads.  Mortimer  Farris.  In  Error  to  the  District  Court  of  Mor- 
row. Upon  examining  the  record,  at  tlie  last  term,  no  allowance  of  a 
writ  to  the  Conunon  Pleas  could  be  discovered,  and,  for  that  cause,  the 
judgment  of  the  District  Court  was  reversed.  1  Ohio  State  Rep.  168.  A 
writ  of  error  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  was  then  prayed,  allowed, 
and  issued.  That  case  has  been  submitted  at  the  present  term,  but  has 
not  been  decided. 

The  State  ads.  James  Summons.  In  Error  to  the  District  Court  of 
Hamilton.  Argued  at  the  Januuary  term,  1853,  and  continued  under  ad- 
visement. 

The  State  ads.  Nancy  Ferrar.  Writ  of  Error  to  the  Common  Pleas  of 
Hamilton.    Argued  and  under  advisement. 

The  State  v.  Stephen  Crippen  and  Thomas  Harvey,  impleaded,  &c. 
In  error  to  the  District  Court  of  Huron.  Judgment  affirmed,  January 
term,  1853.     1  Ohio  State  Rep.  399. 

The  State  ads.  William  C.  Kirby.  Error  to  the  Common  Pleas  of 
Guernsey.  Judgment  reversed,  January  term,  1853.  1  Ohio  State 
Rep.  185. 

The  State  ads.  John  Turner.  In  Error  to  the  District  Court  of  Jeffer- 
son.   Judgment  affirmed,  January  term,  1853.     1  Ohio  State  Rep.  422* 

The  State  ads.  Jeremiah  Woodford.  In  Error  to  the  Common  Pleas 
of  Harrison.  Judgment  reversed,  January  term,  1853.  1  Ohio  State 
Rep.  427. 

J^x  parte  the  Logan  Branch  of  the  State  Bank.  This  was  an  appeal 
from  tne  decision  of  the  Auditor  of  State  and  Attorney  General,  under 
the  seventy-fourth  section  of  the  act  passed  April  13th,  1852,  50th  Gen- 
eral Laws,  166.  The  Court  decided  that,  under  the  present  Constitution, 
it  had  no  jurisdiction  of  such  appeals.     1  Ohio  State  Rep.  432. 

The  appeal  of  the  Hocking  valley  Bank  was  dismissed  for  the  same 
reasons.  That  of  the  President,  Directors,  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of 
Circleville,  has  not  yet  been  dismissed,  but  probably  will  be. 

£a;/xzr/^  William  Lawrence.  This  was  an  application  for  a  writ  of 
mandamus  to  the  Auditor  of  State.  It  was  fully  argued  upon  the  appli- 
cation, and  in  accordance  with  the  principles  adopted  by  the  Court, 
1  Ohio  State  Reports,  531,  the  Auditor  nas  paid  the  claim. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company.  This 
is  a  motion  that  the  Court  shall,  under  ihe  20th  and  2l8t  sections  of  the 
Company's  charter,  32d  Local  Laws,  72  and  73,  recommend  the  abolition 
of  the  by-law  exacting  interest,  semi-annually,  upon  permanent  loans, 
s^d,  also,  recommend  payment  of  the  taxes  assessed  wr  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  fif%y-one.  It  was  argued,  at  bar^  on  the  17th  instant, 
and,  after  consideration,  set  down  for  another  argument.  On  the  12th 
instant,  upon  reading  the  report  of  P.  P.  Lowe,  "Esq,,  Special  Master,  a 
a  motion  was  filed  that  the  Court  should  give  these  additional  recommen- 
dations :  1 .  That  the  Company  should  cease  the  discount  of  bills  and 
notes.  2.  That  it  should  cease  to  receive  general  deposits,  or  deposits 
other  than  those  inade  upon  an  express  trust.    3.  That  its  investments, 
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under  the  19th  section  of  the  charter,  should  be  limited  to  the  amount 
of  premiums,  profits,  and  trust-funds.  4.  That  it  should  discontinue  the 
banking  department  and  banking  business.  5.  That  it  should  pay  the 
taxes  assessed  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two.  The  argu- 
ment of  this  motion  has  not  been  concluded. 

Ex  parte  the  Clinton  Bank  of  Columbus.  This  was  an  application  for 
a  writ  of  mandamus  to  the  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of  State, 
as  Bank  Commissioners,  directing  the  appointment  of  an  agent  to  exam- 
ine the  assets  of  the  relator  preparatory  to  its  re-organization,  as  an  in- 
dependent Banking  Company,  under  the  act  of  March  8th,  1850,  48  Gen- 
eral Laws,  88.  It  was  argued  at  the  January  term,  1858,  and  continued 
for  advisement ;  but  on  the  24th  instant,  (when  called  upon  the  docket,) 
it  was  dismissed  at  the  relator's  suggestion. 

CASES  m  TRB  FEDERAL  COURTS. 

At  the  January  term,  1853,  a  majority  of  our  Supreme  Court  decided, 
after  full  argument,  that  the  act  of  March  31st,  1851,  **  to  tax  Banks  and 
Bank  and  other  Stocks,  the  same  as  other  property  is  now  taxable  by  tiie 
laws  of  this  State,"  49th  General  Laws,  56,  was  a  constitutional  and  val- 
id enactment.  Four  cases  were  presented  for  decision ;  and,  in  one  or 
another  of  them,  every  question  connected  with  the  taxds  assessed  for 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one  was  examined  and  abjudicated. 

The  Mechanics'  and  Traders'  Bank  of  Cincinnati,  Branch  of  the  State 
Bank  of  Ohio,  against  Henry  Debolt,  Treasurer  of  Hamilton  County, 
was  the  first  case.  The  Court  here  decided  that  an  injunction  oould  not 
be  allowed,  in  Chancery,  to  restrain  even  an  illegal  seizure  of  goods, 
chattels,  or  moneys,  by  a  County  Treasurer.     1  Ohio  State  Rep.  691 . 

Jacob  Knoap,  Treasurer  of  Miami  County,  agmnft  the  Piqua  Branch 
ofthe  State  Bank,  was  the  second  case.  The  Court  here  decided  that 
the  taxes  assessed  undertheact  of  March  2lBt,  1851,  were  not  remitted  by 
the  act  of  April  13th,  1852,  section  seventy-seventh,  50th  General  Laws, 
166  and  167,  but  could  be  recovered  by  a  petition  filed  in  the  Court  of 
Conmion  Pleas  as  directed  in  the  51st  section  ofthe  latter  act,  and  in  the 
18th  section  of  the  act  passed  February  8th,  1847,  45th  General  Laws, 
164.  It  was  decided,  also,  that  the  right  of  appeal  to  tiie  District  Court, 
given  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  passed  March  23d,  1852,  50th  Gener- 
al Laws,  93,  applied  to  cases  upon  such  petitions.  1  Ohio  State  Re- 
port, 603. 

Henry  Debolt,  Treasurer  of  Hamilton  County,  against  the  Ohio  Life 
Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  was  the  third  case.  This  was  a  petition 
in  chancery,  filed  under  the  third  section  of  tlie  act  passed  March  21st, 
1851,  to  recover  the  taxes  assessed  in  the  County  of  Hamilton.  The 
Court  decided  that  Utose  taxes  had  not  been  remitted  by  the  repealing 
clause  (section  seventy-seventh)  of  the  act  passed  April  IStli,  1852,  and 
that  such  taxes  could  be  recovered  by  bill  in  chanceiy,  filed  in  the  Court 
of  Common  Fleas,  as  directed  by  the  third  section  ofthe  act  first  named, 
and  by  the  42nd  section  of  the  act  passed  April  13th,  1852,  50th  Gen- 
eral Laws,  154  and  155.    These  propositions  were  also  decided  : 

1.  That  the  proviso  to  the  first  section  of  the  act  passed  March  14th, 
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183G,  "  to  prohibit  the  circulation  of  small  bills,"  1  Curwen's  Stat.  258 
and  257,  did  not  apply  to  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company 
after  the  first  of  January,  1843,  when  its  power  to  issue  notes  for  circula- 
tion, as  money,  ceased. 

2.  That  the  sixtieth  section  of  the  act  passed  February  24th,  1845,  "  to 
incorporate  the  State  Bank  of  Ohio  and  other  banking  companies,"  43d 
General  Laws,  48,  did  not  contain  any  pledge,  on  the  part  of  the  State, 
against  changing  either  the  mode  or  amount  of  taxation  therein  specified. 

3.  That  under  the  Constitution  of  November  29th,  1802,  the  General 
Assembly  had  no  power  to  surrender,  or  in  any  wise  aWidge,  the  right  of 
taxation. 

The  case  of  The  State  v.  The  Commercial  Bank  of  Cincinnati,  7  Ohio 
Reports,  part  first,  125,  was  hereby  overruled  in  express  terms.  1  Ohio 
State  Rep.  563. 

The  Bank  of  Toledo  against  the  City  of  Toledo  and  John  R.  Bond, 
Treasurer  of  the  said  City,  was  the  fourth  case.  The  Court  here  decided 
(in  addition  to  the  propositions  already  stated)  that  the  charters  of  cor- 
porations, private  as  well  as  public,  are  not  contracts,  but  are  JLaws  sub- 
ject to  repeal  or  amendment,  by  tlxe  Legislature,  at  any  time.  1  Ohio 
State  Rep.  622. 

These  four  opinions  are  characterized  by  sound  reasoning  and  clear 
apprehension  of  legal  principles,  as  well  as  by  the  most  thorough  and 
patient  research.  I  cannot  condense  them,  nor  even  abstract  all  the 
propositions  discussed  or  suggested,  within  the  limits  of  this  report. 

in  the  last  three  of  these  cases,  on  motion  of  the  counsel  for  the 
banks,  certificates  were  entered  of  record,  stating  the  questions  discussed 
and  decided,  in  order  that  writs  of  error  might  be  sued  out  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States.  Such  writs,  I  understand,  were  al- 
lowed on  application,  ez  parte,  to  Judge  McLean,  and  were  returned  the 
first  day  of  the  present  term  (December  5th,)  at  Washington.  Two  of 
the  records  only,  as  I  learn,  have  been  filed — that  in  the  case  of  the 
Trust  Company,  and  that  in  the  case  of  the  Piqua  Bank.  In  obedienoe 
to  a  letter  from  the  Executive  office,  dated  the  fifth  instant,  I  have  caus- 
ed joinders  in  error  to  be  filed  in  those  two  cases.  There  is  no  probabil- 
ity, however,  that  they  will  be  called  for  argument,  in  regular  order,  at 
the  present  term. 

On  the  4th  of  November,  1853,  a  written  notice  was  served  on  Francis 
Linck,  Commissioner  appointed  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  under  the  fourth 
section  of  the  act  passed  March  14th,  1853,  51st  General  Laws,  478  and 
479,  to  the  eflTect  that  Samuel  E.  Poote,  a  citizen  and  resident  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  had  undertaken  to  extend  his  protection  over  the 
Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  and  prevent  its  Trustees,  no/«w 
vdensy  from  paying  taxes  to  the  State  of  Ohio. 

In  the  bill  exhibited  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  which 
this  notice  was  designed  to  introduce,  the  complainant  alleges  that  he 
is  the  owner  of  fifty  shares  of  capital  stock  in  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance 
and  Trust  Company,  and  one  of  twenty  trustees  elected  to  administer  and 
govern  its  afliairs.  He  then  sets  forth  the  claims  of  the  company  to  an 
exemption  from  the  payment  of  its  just  and  equal  share  of  the  taxes,  as-

Bcssed  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  which  claims  had  been  fully  considered  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  and  decided  to  be  without  foundation. 
The  gravamen  of  Mr.  Foote's  case  is  contained  in  this  paragraph: 

"  And  your  m-ator  further  represents  that  in  his  own  behalf,  as  a  stock- 
holder in  said  Company,  and  as  one  of  the  trustees  thereof,  he  has  made 
application  to  his  said  co-trustees,  residents  of  said  State  of  Ohio,  re- 
questing them  to  take  measures  by  suit,  or  otherwise,  to  prevent  the  col- 
lection of  said  unlawful  taxes  by  said  Auditor  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and 
said  Commissioner,  but  said  co-trustees  in  dereliction  of  their  trust,  in 
that  respect,  refused  to  take  any  action  in  the  premises  :  and  your  orator 
avers  that  as  a  stockholder  he  will,  and  as  such  trustee  he  fears  he  may, 
sustain  great  and  irremediable  injury  if  the  moneys  aforesaid  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  come  into  the  hands  or  under  the  control  of  said  Auditor  and 
Commissiorer,  or  either  of  them,  or  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  inasmuch  as  your  orator  can  have  no  legal  process 
against  said  state." 

Mr.  Foote  is  the  sole  plaintiff  in  this  bill,  and  the  Auditor  of  State,  the 
State  Commissioner,  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Cbmpay,  and 
eleven  trustees,  (Samuel  Fosdick,  John  C.  Wright,  Samuel  Forrer,  Abra- 
ham M.  Taylor,  Charles  Stetson,  George  T.  Stedman,  Sylvester  C.  Park- 
hurst,  George  Luckey,  Clement  Dietrich,  Samuel  J.  Broadwell,  and  Na- 
thaniel Wright,)  are  tfie  only  defendants. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  amounts  to  two  millions  of  dollars ; 
and  yet  this  gentleman  from  the  State  of  Connecticut,  owning  but  $5,000 
of  that  stock,  a8sumes,^by  the  aid  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States, 
to  control  and  manage  its  affairs.  Mr.  Foote  does  not  make  the  other 
Stockholders  plaintiffs — ^because,  some  of  them  being  citizens  of  Ohio, 
the  Ci'rcuit  Court  could  not  then  take  jurisdiction  of  the  cause.  Nor  has 
he  made  them  defendants  because,  some  of  them  being  citizens  of  other 
States,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  would  equally  fail.  Yet  he  presumes 
to  act  in  a  matter  in  which  every  other  Stockholder  is  as  much  interested 
and  in  a  cause  to  which,  by  all  the  rules  of  Equity  jurispru- 
dencCi  the  persons  who  own  the  residue  of  the  stock  ought  to  be  made 
parties.  Yet  they  are  not  parties  in  name,  nor  in  any  representative 
form. 

The  case  is  equally  unfortunate  if  we  proceed  upon  the  idea  that  he  has 
brought  suit  as  a  trustee,  or  director  of  the  corporation.  There  must  be 
nineteen  o/Acr  directors,  (fifteen  of  whom  must  be  residents  of  the  State 
of  Ohio)  according  to  the  charter.  Mr.  Foote  has  made  eleven  of  these 
directors,  all  residents  of  Ohio,  parties  defendant  to  his  bill.  If  he 
had  made  them  plaintiffs,  with  himself,  the  Circuit  Court  could  not  have 
taken  jurisdiction.  But  where  are  the  other  eight  directors?  It  appears 
(though  not  stated  in  the  bill)  that  there  are  four  vacancies,  and  four  oth- 
er directors  who  arc  non-residents.  Mr.  Foote  did  not  make  these  latter 
defendants  because  that  would  have  ousted  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Circuit 
Court :  they  are  not  plaintiffs,  perhaps,  because  they  disapproved  his  offi- 
cious and  unprecedented  interferAce. 

Upon  the  face  of  this  bill,  {if  all  Uie  allcgalioTis  be  true)  it  appears  that 
of  sixteen  directors  now  in  office,  the  eleven  who  are  residents  of  Ohio, 
and  four  who  are  not  residents,  believe  that  the  interests  of  the  Compa- 
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ny  will  not  be  advanced  by  a  suit  of  this  character,  but  that  Mr.  Foote, 
after  finding  himself  a  glorious  minority,  and  having  his  application 
treated  with  contempt,  has  undertaken  to  supersede  so  much  of  the  char- 
ter as  vests  the  government  of  the  company  in  fifteen  resident  and  five  non- 
resident directors,  and  to  merge  its  whole  authority  in  one  non-resident 
director,  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  no  less  a  personage 
than  himself. 

I  venture  the  assertion,  without  fear  of  being  successfully  contradicted, 
that  no  respectable  precedent  can  be  found  for  such  a  bill,  and  that  it  is 
contrary  to  all  the  principles  settled  and  cases  adjudicated  on  this  subject. 

Neither  as  a  stockholder  nor  as  a  director,  had  Mr.  Foote  any  right  to 
^c.  The  corporation  is  not,  nor  is  its  board  of  directors,  a  trustee,  op 
agent,  for  his  individual  benefit.  Stedman  v.  Evelethy  6  Metcalf,  121.  No 
part  of  the  capital  stock  can  be  withdrawn  or  appropriated  to  his  use* 
whilst  the  corporation  continues  in  existence;  nor  can  he  assume,  tn- 
dividuallj/y  to  govern  the  board  in  any  particular.  The  single  stockhold- 
er, as  such,  has  only  a  right  to  his  share  of  the  dividends  declared  from 
time  to  time,  and  a  distributive  part  of  the  capital  stock  and  assets  which 
remain  at  the  expiration  of  the  charter.     Smith  v.  Hurdy  12  Metcalf  385. 

This  subject  has  been  fully  examined,  by  English  Chancellors,  in  re- 
spect to  what  are  called  joint-stock  companies  ;  and  I  need  but  refer  to 
the  case  of  Foss  v.  Harbotlle,  2  Hare,  461,  and  Mozely  v.  Alston^  1  Phillips, 
790,  as  being  entirely  decisive. 

This,  however,  was  not  a  joint-stock  company ;  it  was  a  corporation, 
ta  artificial  being,  to  be  managed  by  certain  officers,  and,  (within  the 
limits  of  the  charter,)  at  their  discretion.  A  joint-stock  company  is  rath- 
er a  limited  partnership,  and  some  degree  of  individual  right,  on  the 
part  of  stockholders  is  recognized.  This  difiTerence  appears  from  many 
authorities.  Warner  v.  Beers^  23  Wendell,  108.  The  Banwen  Iron 
Company  v.  Barrett^  8  M.  G.  &  Scott,  415.  The  Louisville,  Cincinnati^  and 
Charleston  Railroad  Co,  v.  Lctson,  2  Howard's  U.  S.  Rep.  555.  Simpson 
V.  Denison,  13  English  L.  &  E.  Rep.  S63. 

In  the  case  of  corporations,  as  a  general  rule,  neither  the  stockholders 
at  large,  nor  a  minority  of  the  directors,  can  file  a  bill  in  equity  to  pre- 
vent a  majority  of  the  directors  from  doing  any  Act  within  the  scope  of 
the  corporate  powers.  In  The  Mayor  of  Colchestei'  v.  Lawton,  1  V.  & 
Beames,  244,  the  Chancellor  decided  that  a  corporation,  as  to  the  stock- 
holders, was  not  a  trust,  and,  therefore,  could  not  be  brought  under  his 
supervision  at  their  instance. 

it  is  only  where  the  majority  of  the  directors  exceed  the  powers  given 
by  the  charter,  or  engage  the  corporation  in  some  unwarrantable  enter- 
prise, that  this  discretion  can  be  invaded.  Such  was  not  this  case  ;  for 
even  if  the  taxes  assessed  had  been  illegal,  it  was,  (like  paying  a  debt 
barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,)  a  matter  of  discretiop,  in  view  of 
the  general  interests  of  the  company,  whether  or  nOt  to  pay  them. 

Whenever  the  corporation  has  become  insolvent  or  embarrassed,  by  the 
fraudulent  conduct  of  the  directors,  so  that  it  cannot  longer  subserve  the 
purposes  of  its  creation,  one  ch*  more  of  the  stockholders  (making  the  oth- 
ers parties,  or,  perhaps,  suing  professedly  in  their  behalf)  may  file  a  bill 
to  settle  the  corporate  business,  marshal  ahd  discharge  its  liabilities,  and 
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distribute  the  residue  of  its  effects.  This  proceeds  upon  the  idea  that  the 
coq)orationis,i/i/ac^,  dissolved  by  the  fraud  and  mismanagement  of  the 
directors ;  and  the  bill  can  be  maintained  only  where  such  fraud  and  mis- 
management are  particularly  charged,  and  where  the  corporate  business 
is  to  be  forever  closed.  Hodges  v.  The  New  England  Screw  Company,  1 
Rhode  Island  Rep.  312.  Hersey  v.  Veasie,  24  Maine  Rep.  9.  Binney's 
Casey  2  Bland's  Ch.  Rep.  106,  107.  Verplanck  v.  The  Mercantile  Insur- 
ance Company,  1  Edw.  Ch.  Rep.  84. 

This,  however,  was  a  bill  which  did  not  impute  any  fraudulent  act,  or 
intent,  to  the  eleven  resident  directors  ;  but  alleged  that  they  differed  in 
opinion,  merely,  from  the  Connecticut  director,  and  that,  too,  upon  the 
question  when,  and  by  what  process,  the  company's  claim  of  exemption 
should  be  asserted.  For  the  bill  did  not  allege  that  the  resident  direc- 
tors meant,  or  were  willing  to  pay  the  taxes  assessed ;  but  that  they  did 
not  concur  in  his  suggestion  to  file  a  bill  for  an  injunction. 

These  were  some  of  the  views  urged,  in  behalf  of  the  State,  upon  a 
motion  to  dissolve  the  injunction.  They  could  not  be  successfully  an- 
flvirered,  and  so  the  counsel  for  the  complainant  asked  the  Judge,  in 
direct  terms,  to  disregard  precedents  and  make  a  rule  for  tie  case. 

In  Judge  McLean's  opinion,  delivered  the  next  day,  the  propositions 
urged  by  the  defence  were  not  controverted ;  but  it  was  annoimced  aa 
law,  in  the  Federal  Courts,  that  a  citizen  of  any  other  State  could  insert 
in  his  bill  the  names  of  as  many  defendants  (residents  of  Ohio^  as  he 
chose,  and  thus  bring  their  rights,  as  between  themselves,  under  ac(judica- 
tion.  No  one  disputed  the  right  of  Mr.  Foote,  as  a  citizen  of  Connecti- 
cut, to  sue  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  :  the  proposition  was 
tbat,  after  he  had  brought  the  subject  matter  and  the  parties  into  court, 
^6  had  no  interest  in  the  former  and  no  equity  as  against  the  latter. 
This  was  answered,  from  the  bench,  by  an  observation,  substantially, 
uat  when  the  defendants  were  in  court  (whether  brought  legally,  or  ille- 
gally, seemed  to  make  no  difference)  the  Federal  Judiciary  would  assume 
jurisdiction  over  their  rights,  and  decide  a  controversy,  between  them,  in 
which  the  complainant  had  no  interest  or  concern  at  all.  The  case  of 
Piait  V.  Oliver,  2  McLean's  Rep.  267,  was  cited  as  authority  for  this  doc- 
trine ;  but,  upon  reading  that  case,  it  will  be  found  that  the  plaintiff, 
Piatt,  had  a  direct  interest  in  the  subject  matter  of  controversy,  and  that 
fm  a^udication  of  A/>  rights  involved,  necessarily,  an  acyudication  of 
^  tlie  rights  of  the  defendants  as  between  themselves. 

However,  upon  the  notion  adopted.  Judge  McLean  declared  that  the 
Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company  (although  a  defendant  on  the 
record)  was  the  real  plaintiff  in  the  cause.  So  that,  henceforth,  Sam- 
uel E.  Fopte,  of  Connecticut,  like  Richard  ^oe^  of  our  abolished  eject- 
ments, need  be  considered  no  more. 

At  the  close  of  Judge  McLean's  opinion  (believing  its  principles  to  be 
unwarranted  bv  the  language  and  intent  of  the  acts  of  Congress  relative 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Federal  Courts)  I  suggested  that  a  Jinal  decree 
liio^ld  be  entered,  as  upon  demurrer  to  the  bill,  against  the  Auditor  of 
^tf  ftnd  State  Commissioner,  and  an  appeal  granted,  at  once,  to  the 
§upMiPpi^  Court  of  the  United  States.  As  the  Circuit  Court  had  a^ourn- 
tifihfff^y^i  this  could  not  be  done.    I  then  suggested  that  the  Trust

Company  should  bring  into  court  the  amount  of  the  taxes,  penalty, 
and  poundage,  specified  in  the  bill  of  complaint,  and  that  the  money 
should  be  deposited  to  abide  the  event  of  the  cause.  The  reason  of  this 
is  obvious.  I  supposed  (until  I  heard  Judge  McLean's  opinion)  that  Mr. 
Foote  was  the  party  complainant,  and  that  the  bond  which  he  had  given 
would  stand  as  a  security  for  the  taxes,  penalty,  and  poundage.  But 
when  I  learned  that  the  Trust  Company  was  the  plaintiff  (and  not,  as  the 
bill  averred,  a  defendant)  the  bond  of  Mr.  Foote  and  his  sureties  seemed 
to  me  an  idle  form.  The  opposing  counsel  objected  to  my  proposition, 
and  Judge  McLean  overruled  it.  He  offered  to  require  a  bond  from  the 
Trust  Company  for  the  effectual  prosecution  of  Mr.  Foote's  bill ;  but, 
as  that  procedure  was  not  warranted  by  any  statute,  and  was  altogether 
unprecedented,  I  declined  the  offer.  The  Judge  then,  of  his  own  mo- 
tion, directed  such  a  bond  to  be  given ;  but  whether  it  was  given,  or  not, 
I  am  uninformed. 

It  has  been  no  part  of  my  purpose,  in  these  remarks,  to  treat  Judge 
McLean  with  any  disrespect.  I  cherish  the  utmost  regard  for  his  judicial 
and  private  character,  and  now,  as  at  all  times,  vrill  bear  humble  wit- 
ness to  his  ability,  his  integrity,  and  his  courtesy  of  demeanor.  Were 
the  case  one  of  merely  individual  right,  or  were  there  less  danger  of  its 
becoming  a  precedent,  I  should  not  have  discussed  it  so  freely,  and  at 
such  length.  But  the  rights  and  dignity  of  the  State  are  involved  ;  and 
the  assumption  of  authority  by  the  Circuit  Court,  in  my  judgment,  is 
alarming  as  well  as  unexampled.  It  would  be  a  dereliction  of  duty,  as  a 
public  officer,  if  I  should  allow  any  respect  of  persons  to  stand  between 
me  and  a  plain  utterance  of  my  dissent. 

Thirty-three  years  ago,  when  the  Circuit  Court  allowed  an  iiyunction 
against  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State,  at  the  instance  of  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States,  the  subject  was  communicated  to  the  Legislature, 
and  engaged  the  most  careful  and  deliberate  attention.  It  occupied  a 
prominent  place  in  the  Governor's  inaugural  address,  and  our  Senators 
and  Representatives  were  told,  with  emphasis,  that  a  **  a  prostration  of 
tiie  edifice  of  State  authority  is  only  to  be  feared  from  the  insidious  and 
undermining  approaches  o{  constructive  powers."  The  special  report  of 
the  Auditor  of  State,  detailing  the  action  of  tibe  Bank,  was  referred  to  a 
pelect  committee,  consisting  of  William  Henry  Harrison,  Senator  from 
Hamilton,  Robert  Lucas,  Senator  from  Scioto,  Pike,  and  Lawrence,  John 
I'hompson,  Senator  from  Columbiana,  Charles  Hammond,  Representa- 
tive from  Belmont  and  Monroe,  Alexander  Harper,  Representative  from 
Muskingum,  Joseph  Johnson,  Representative  from  Greene,  and  John 
Hubbard,  Representative  from  Geauga,  by  joint  resolution  of  the  two 
Houses.  The  report  of  that  Committee  was  made  to  the  Senate  by 
General  Harrison,  December  I2th,  1820,  and  to  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, on  the  same  day,  by  Mr.  Hammond.  It  is  the  ablest  State  paper 
probably  to  be  found  in  our  legislative  records,  and  a  thousand  copies  of 
it  were  ordered  to  be  printed  (a  large  number  in  those  days)  for  general 
distribution.  Of  the  resolutions  which  accompanied  that  report,  the  fol- 
lowing are  important  and  still  applicable  : 

"That  in  respect  to  the  powers  of  the  governments  of  the  several 
States  that  compose  the  American  Union,  and  the  powers  of  the  Federal

Government,  this  General  Assembly  do  recognize  and  approve  the  doc- 
trines asserted  by  the  Legislatures  of  Kentucky  and  Virginia,  in  their  re- 
solutions of  November  and  December,  1798,  and  January,  1800,  and  do 
consider  that  their  principles  have  been  recognized  and  adopted  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  American  people. 

"  That  this  General  Assembly  do  protest  against  the  doctrines  of  the 
Federal  Circuit  Court,  sitting  in  this  State,  avowed  and  maintained  in 
their  proceedings  against  the  officers  of  State,  upon  account  of  their  offi- 
cial acts,  as  being  in  direct  violation  of  the  11th  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States. 

"  That  this  General  Assembly  do  protest  against  the  doctrine  that  the 
political  rights  of  the  separate  States  that  compose  the  American  Union, 
and  their  powers  as  sovereign  States,  may  be  settled  and  determined 
in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  so  as  to  conclude  and  bind 
them,  in  cases  contrived  between  individuals  and  where  they  are  no  one 
of  them  parties  direct.'* 

The  Ist  of  the  resolutions  quoted  above,  passed  the  Senate  by  a  vote 
of  twenty-eight  to  four,  and  the  House  by  a  vote  of  fifty-nine  to  seven. 
The  2d  resolution  passed  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  twenty-eight  to  five, 
and  the  House  by  a  vote  of  fifty-nine  to  seven.  The  3d  resolution  passed  the 
Senate  by  a  vote  of  thirty  to  three,  and  the  House  by  a  vote  of  sixty  to  one. 

Prom  the  report  itself,  which  was  adopte4  by  like  majorities,  I  make 
this  extract : 

"  In  granting  an  injunction  against  the  Auditor  of  State  in  the  first 
instance,  and  in  awarding  an  attachment  against  him  for  disobedience  to 
that  injunction,  the  Federal  Court  in  Ohio  have  unequivocally  asserted  a 
jurisdiction,  over  the  State  and  its  officers,  in  the  collection  of  revenue. 
The  circumstances  under  which  the  attachment  was  ordered,  admonish 
us  that  the  jurisdiction,  thus  asserted,  will  be,  without  reluctance,  en- 
forced. The  Auditor  will  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  or  both,  for  executing" 
his  official  duty ;  and  the  State  must  either  acquiesce  in  the  correctness 
of  the  proceeding,  and  avert  the  consequence  by  retracing  their  steps, 
or,  regarding  it  as  an  encroachment  upon  their  just  authority,  must  pre- 
pare to  take  such  a  stand  against  it  as  the  Constitution  and  a  just  regard 
to  their  rights  may  warrant. " 

The  General  Assembly  did  not  pause  here.  The  committee  recom- 
mended that  the  Bank,  which  had  thus  undertaken  to  defy  the  authority 
of  the  State,  should  be  outlawed  in  terms  : 

"For  this  purpose,  the  committee  recommend  that  provision  be  made, 
by  law,  forbidding  the  keepers  of  our  jails  from  receiving  into  their  cus- 
tody, any  person  committed  at  the  suit  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States, 
'  or  for  any  injury  done  to  them ;  prohibiting  our  judicial  officers  from  taking 
acknowledgments  of  conveyances  where  tiie  bank  is  a  party,  or  where  made 
for  their  use,  and  our  recorders  from  receiving  or  recording  such  convey- 
ances; forbidding  our  courts,  justices  of  the  peace,  judges  and  grand  ju- 
ries, from  taking  any  cognizance  of  any  wrong  alleged  to  have  been  com- 
mitted upon  any  species  of  property  owned  by  the  bank,  or  upon  any  of 
its  corporate  rights  or  privileges ;  or  prohibiting  our  notar3^s  public  from 
protesting  any  notes  or  bills  held  by  the  bank,  or  their  agents,  or  made 
payable  to  them. " 
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Accordingly,  on  the  29th  of  January,  1821,  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
withdraw  from  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  the  protection  and  aid  of 
the  laws  of  this  State  in  certain  cases,"  was  passed.  2  Chase's  Statutes, 
1185  and  1186.  ^ 

It  is  not  from  any  regard  to  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Com- 
pany that  I  hesitate  to  recommend  a  similar  enactment  on  this  occasion. 
The  Bank  of  the  United  States  was  a  creature  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, ancl  did  not  owe  a  direct  allegiance  to  this  State.  The  Trust  Com- 
pany owes  its  very  existence  to  our  Legislature.  The  Bank  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  had  but  two  branches,  (the  one  with  a  capital  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  and  the  other  one  hundred  thousand,)  and  yet  was  taxed  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  p^r  annum,  on  each  branch.  The  Trust  Company  has 
a  capital  of  two  millions ;  and  the  aggregate  of  taxes,  penalties,  and 
oundage,  for  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one  anfl  eighteen  hundred  and 
_.fty-two,  scarcely  exceeds  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars. 
it  should  be  remembered,  also,  that  the  taxes  for  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-three,  as  well  as  for  the  two  years  just  mentioned,  are  included  by 
the  injunction  6f  the  Federal  Court,  and  that  for  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-nine,  the  company  paid  no  taxes.  When  I  consider  the  enormous 
privileges  conferred  on  this  corporation,  the  amount  of  its  capital  and 
property,  together  with  the  fact  that  it  has  paid  taxes  but  once  in  five 
years,  (and  then  but  eight  thousand  dollars,)  I  feel  no  disposition  to  in- 
flict a  less  punishment  for  its  abuse  of  corporate  authority,  than  was  in- 
flicted on  the  Bank  of  the  United  States. 

It  now  appears,  by  Judge  McLean's  decision,  and  by  the  proceedings 
subsequent  thereto,  that  this  suit,  in  the  Circuit  Court,  was  merely  collu- 
sive, and  that  all  those  allegations,  respecting  the  failure  of  the  resident 
Trustees  to  assert  the  unfounded  claims  of  the  company,  were  (to  use 
no  stronger  expression,)  nothing  but  fictions  employed  to  evade  our  laws, 
and  bring  in  the  power  of  a  judiciary  not  elected  by  the  people,  and  hos- 
tile, as  it  appears,  to  Uie  rights,  the  independence,  and  the  dignity  of  the 
State.  ^ 

The  method  of  vindication  adopted  in  January,  1821,  does  not  com- 
mend itself,  in  principle,  to  ray  judgment.  Nor  is  it  so  efficient,  I  think, 
as  another  which  could  be  adopted — such  an  amendment,  namely,  of  the 
act  passed  March  14th,  1853,  as  will  preclude  the  granting  of  injunctions 
where  (as  our  Supreme  Court,  on  full  argument,  has  decided,)  no  injunc- 
tion ought  to  be  allowed.  It  does  not  come  within  the  purpose  of  this 
discussion  to  say  whether,  or  not,  the  charter  of  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance 
and  Trust  Company  should  be  repealed ;  and  I  leave  that  question  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  Legislature. 

NEW  cases'  in   the   SUPAEME  COURT. 

There  are  now  pending  for  argument,  in  the  Supreme  Court,  a  number 
of  important  cases  brought  thither  by  writs  of  error  to  the  inferior  courts 
having  jurisdiction  of  trials  ftr  crimes  and  misdemeanors.  Most  of 
these  will  come  under  Uie  control  of  my  successor,  and  need  not  be  par- 
ticularly mentioned. 
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There  are  also  pending,  in  that  Court,  three  very  important  cases  from 
Hamilton  county,  involving  the  construction  and  constitutionality  of  the 
fifteenth  section  of  the  act  passed  April  13th,  1852,  relative  to  the  taxa- 
tion of  private  Bankers,  Brokers  and  Stock  Jobbers.     These  have  been 
argued  but  not  decided. 

There  are,  also,  two  gr  three  cases  involving  the  claim  of  certain 
Plank  Road  Companies  to  an  exemption  from  the  payment  of  taxes. 
They  have  not  been  called  for  argument. 

There  is  also  a  case  relative  to  the  taxation  of  lands  granted  to  the 
Ohio  University,  and  now  held  under  leases.  A  similar  question  has 
arisen  in  respect  to  the  lands  granted  for  the  Miami  Universitj'*,  but  it  \a 
yet  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  I  beg  leave  to  invite  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  to  these  cases,  and  to  suggest  that  it  would  be  for  th^ 
interest  of  all  concerned  (the  Universities,  the  public,  and  the  lessees,)  if 
the  assent  of  Congress  could  be  obtained  to  a  sale  of  the  fee-simple,  in 
those  lands,  so  as  to  relieve  the  lessees  from  paying  rent  and  thus  remove 
all  objection  to  the  assessment  of  State  taxes.  The  proceeds  of  such 
sales  could  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  our  State  Stocks,  and  added 
to  the  amount  of  School  and  Trust  Funds,  (irreducible  debt)  on  which 
the  State  pays  interest.  The  Universities  would  thus  derive  a  certain 
revenue,  and  be  relieved  from  the  expense  of  collecting  the  ground-rents 
heretofore  reserved.  Many  causes  of  difficulty,  between  them  and  the 
neighboring  citizens,  would  also  be  avoided.  This  change  would  obviate 
the  dilemma  now  presented  of  tolerating  an  exception  to  the  uniformity 
of  our  tax  laws,  or  imposing  a  double  burthen  on  the  lessees  of  college 
lands. 

There  are  likewise  pending,  in  the  Supreme  Court,  eight  cases  rela- 
tive to  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  sections 
of  the  act  passed  April  13th,  1852,  on  banks  and  banking  com- 
panies. Seven  of  these  are  injunctions  granted  to  stay  the  collection  of 
those  taxes ;  and  their  continuance,  together  with  many  similar  cases  in 
the  Common  Pleas  Courts,  has  been  very  prejudicial  to  the  public  inter- 
est. It  is  evident  that  the  pretence  heretofore  made  (that  our  laws  had 
provided  no  adequate  remedy  for  recovering  taxes  wrongfully  assessecft 
was  a  mere  pretence :  for  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  apt  passed  March 
14th,  1853,  51st  General  Laws,  483,  confers  a  remedy  adequate,  speedy, 
and  plain.  In  truth,  as  all  must  now  admit,  the  other  sections  of  the  act 
are  not  sufficiently  stringent.  There  should  be  no  delay  in  the  business 
of  collecting  taxes,  and  parties  who  dispute  the  legality  of  an  assessment, 
should  be  compelled  to  pay  first,  and  bring  suits,  if  they  choose,  after- 
ward. The  rate  of  taxation,  for  the  past  year,  has  been  largely  increas- 
ed, and  has  borne  heavily  upon  the  people,  because  banks  and  other  cor- 
porations, private  bankers,  brokers,  and  stock-jobbers,  have  succeeded, 
by  means  of  injunctions  and  appeals,  in  evading  the  payment  of  taxes 
due  in  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

It  has  been  attempted,  by  those  who  are  oppos^  to  equality  in  taxa- 
tion, to  render  odious  the  act  of  March  14th,  1853, 51st  General  Laws, 
476,  by  asserting  that  it  introduced  a  new  and  strange  process  of  collec- 
tion. This,  however,  is  merely  untrue.  The  act  is  principally  a  state- 
ment of  what  was  the  law  before,  but  no  where  stated  in  a  connected 
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fonn.   The  additional  provisions  are  few,  and  adopted^  in  every  instcuice, 
from  former  statutes  or  established  usages. 

The  method  prescribed  for  distress  and  sale,  in  the  first  seven  sections, 
is  the  same,  in  snbstance,  as  that  directed  by  the  nineteenth  section  of 
the  act, "  prescribing  the  duties  of  County  Treasurers,"  passed  March 
12th,  1631,  Swan's  Stat.  966.  The  appointment  of  a  Commissioner  to 
distrain  for  taxes  due  in  several  Counties,  rather  than  permit  a  separate 
distress  for  each  tax,  is  really  a  benefit  to  the  corporation,  and  was  adopt- 
ed from  the  act  of  February  8th,  1819,  2  Chase's  Stat.  1072.  The 
principle  of  the  eighth  section  may  be  found  in  the  act  of  February  19th, 
1810,  "  for  the  prevention  of  frauds  and  perjuries,"  Swan's  Stat.  422,  and 
that  of  the  ninth  section  in  the  act  of  March  8th,  1831,  section  twelfth, 
Swan's  Stat.  242,  243.  The  tenth  section  (on  account  of  which,  I  sup- 
pose, the  name  of  *'  crowbar"  was  given  to  the  act)  is  a  mere  statement 
of  the  common  law  relative  to  the  execution  of  civil  process  by  a  Sherifi^ 
or  other  officer.  The  latter  part  of  the  section  (which  imposes  a  penalty 
for  resisting  the  Treasurer  or  Commissioner)  is  a  mere  reference  to  the 
ninth  section  of  the  act  passed  March  8th,  1831,  Swan's  Stat.  242.  I  had 
occasion  to  examine  this  subject,  thoroughly,  before  the  act  of  March 
14th,  1853,  was  passed;  and  the  opinions  which  I  then  gave  in  the  case 
of  the  Treasurer  of  Guernsey  County,  and  the  case  of  the  Treasurer  of 
Columbiana  County,  (copies  of  which  Mre  h^ewith  reported)  embrace 
a  full  exposition  of  the  common  law.  The  eleventh  section  is  directed 
against  Treasurers  who  neglect  their  duties,  and  only  demands  perform- 
ance of  the  condition  expressed  in  their  official  bonds.  The  twelfth 
section  merely  adopts  a  practice  of  the  English  Courts  of  Chancery  in 
respect  of  motions  to  dissolve  an  injuction.  The  thirteenth  section  has 
already  been  noticed. 

The  only  other  new  provision  is  that  which  allows  the  seizure  and  sale 
of  promissory  notes^  bills  of  exchange,  and  such  like  securities.  In  this, 
however,  there  is  no  injustice.  Why  should  the  kitchen  utensils,  bed- 
ding, or  household  furniture  of  a  citizen  be  subject  to  seizure,  in  pay- 
ment of  taxes,  and  the  bills  receivable  of  a  bank  or  banker  remain  ex- 
empt? We  have  acta  (Swan's  Statutes,  486, 704)  for  subjecting  such 
assets  to  the  payment  of  other  debts,  and  why  not  for  the  payment  of 
debts  to  the  State  ?  The  practice  of  selling  notes,  bills,  and  securities, 
and  transferring  the  title  by  special  endorsement  from  a  public  officer, 
was  adopted  under  the  bankrupt  act  of  August  19th,  1841,  in  many  in- 
stances. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  act  of  March  14th,  1853,  be  so  amended  as  to 
dispense  with  the  notice  of  five  days,  and  to  forbid  the  granting  of  an  in- 
junction against  any  officer,charged  with  the  collection  of  public  revenue, 
except  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court;  and  after  a  copy  of  the  petition, 
exhibits,  aifidavits,  and  other  papers  sheJl  have  been  served  on  the  offi- 
cer for  a  period  of  one  week.  I  would  sugge3t,  also,  that  the  fourth, 
fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  sections  be  repealed,  and  a  provision  adopted 
that  whenever  an  officer  charged  with  the  collection  of  public  revenue 
neglects  to  perform  his  duty,  or  is  restrained,  prevented,  hmdered,  or  de- 
layed, in  any  wise,  the  Governor  shall  commission  some  person  else  to 
perform  that  duty,  and  if  any  such  appointee  should  be  restrained,  pre- 
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vented,  hindered,  or  delayed,  that  the  Governor  should  make  a  new  ap- 
pointment, and  80  forth,  toties  quoiies^  until  the  taxes  shall  have  been  col- 
lected— clothing  these  appointees  with  all  the  powers  conferred  on  a  com- 
missioner by  the  repealed  sections. 

CLAIM     AGAINST    THE   NORTH     AMERICAN    TRUST    AND   BANKING   COMPANY   OP 

NEW   YORK. 

In  a  communication  to  Governor  Wood,  dated  December  4th,  1852,  I 
made  known  the  situation  of  a  claim  prosecuted  for  some  years,  by 
the  late  Canal  Fund  Commissioners,  in  the  Courts  of  the  State  of  New 
York.  That  communication  was  laid  before  the  Legislature  (50th  House 
Jomnal,  part  2d,  Appendix,  pp.  18 — 30)  and  led  to  the  passage  of  a  joint 
resolution  dated  March  11th,  1853,  51st  Local  Laws,  553, 554. 

The  history  of  this  claim  is  stated,  at  length,  in  a  report  made  by  Eli- 
sha  Whittlesey,  C.  H.  Wing,  and  Hosmer  Curtis,  Commissioners  appoint- 
ed under  the  act  of  March  12th,  1845,  to  examine  the  books,  accounts, 
and  proceedings  of  the  Canal  Fund  Commissioners,  10th  Legislative 
Documents,  part  2d,  pp.  596 — 603.  The  balance  due  the  State  of  Ohio, 
at  that  time,  amounted  to  $19,191  75,  in  part  payment  of  which  a  mort- 
gage on  certain  lots,  in  New  York  City  for  $15,000,  executed  by  Ferris 
Pell  and  Mary  Anna  Pell,  his  wife,  and  Dudley  Selden,  Trustee,  Septem- 
ber 20th,  1838,  had  been  assigned.  A  bill  of  foreclosure  upon  this  mort- 
gage, was  pending  at  the  time,  November  22d,  1839,  of  its  assignment. 
On  the  19tn  of  March,  1842,  the  State  of  Ohio,  together  with  Joseph  S. 
Lake,  Alfred  Kelley,  and  Noah  H.  Swayne,  then  Canal  Fund  Commis- 
sioners, filed  a  supplemental  bill,  and  became  the  parties  complainant. 
This  cause  was  decided  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  in  November,  1852,  by  a  dismissal  of  tne  bill  filed  in  the  name  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  and  a  declaration  that  the  State  could  not  foreclose 
that  mortgage,  as  plaintiff,  in  any  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York.  It 
appears  that  the  North  American  Trust  and  Banking  Company  had  no 
power,  as  a  corporation,  to  deal  in  'Stocks,  and  that  tiie  indebtedness  to 
the  State  of  Ohio  grew  out  of  transactions  by  the  Company,  thus  unau- 
thorized by  law. 

Of  course,  under  such  a  decision,  it  was  idle  to  expect  that  any  part 
of  the  State's  claim,  other  than  upon  the  Pell  mortgage,  could  ever  be 
made  available ;  and,  shortly  afterwards,  a  decision  was  made  against  a 
claim  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  similar  in  character,  to  a  very  large 
amount.  Afler  such  protracted  and  expensive  litigation,  with  so  little 
prospect  of  recovering  even  costs,  I  concluded  to  abandon  aU  claims  ex- 
cept upon  the  mortgage,  and  endeavor  to  render  that  available  by  pro- 
ceedings out  of  Court.  The  assignment  of  November  22d,  1839,  was 
made  to  Josephs.  Lake,  Daniel  Kilgore,  and  Samuel  F.  Maccracken,then 
Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  and  not  directly  to  the  State.  Our 
counsel  in  New  York,  William  Curtis  Noyes,  Esq.,  by  whose  advice  I 
acted  throughout,  prepared  an  assignment  of  the  mortgage  from  Messrs. 
Lake  and  Maccracken,  survivors  of  Mr.  Kilgore,  to  Uie  State.  I  caused 
that  to  be  presented  to  General  Maccracken,  at  Lancaster,  with  a  request 
that  he  would  execute  it.    He  declined  the  request,  ajid  such  was  the 
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state  of  his  health,  at  the  time,  that  the  gentleman  to  whom  I  entrusted 
the  business,  J.  T.  Brazee,  Esq.,  could  obtain  no  admission  for^the  pur- 

Sose  of  explaining  the  document  and  the  reasons  why  its  execution  was 
emanded. 

Proceeding,  nevertheless,  on  the  doctrine  of  The  Commissioners  of  the 
Canal  Fund  v.  Perry ^  5  Ohio  Rep.  56,  that  the  assignment  of  Novem- 
ber 22d,  1839,  vested  the  legal  title  to  the  mortgage  in  the  State,  as  well 
as  the  equitable  interest,  mr.  Noyes  published  a  notice,  dated  January 
5Ui,  1853,  that  the  power  of  sale  contained  in  the  mortgage  would  be  ex- 
ecuted, at  public  auction,  on  the  13th  of  April,  at  the  Merchant's  Ex- 
change in  the  City  of  New  York.  This  induced  the  Receiver  of  the 
North  American  Trust  and  Banking  Company,  Mr.  Leavitt,  to  bring  an 
action,  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York, 
against  Mary  Anna  Pell,  in  her  own  right,  and  as  Executrix  of  Ferris 
Pell,  deceased,  Dudley  Selden,  her  trustee.  The  State  of,  Ohio,  Messrs. 
Maccracken,  Kilgore,  Lake,  Kelley,  and  Swayne,  the  present  Oommis- 
sioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  divers  judgment  creditors,  as  well  as 
against  Mr.  Noyes  and  myself.  An  injunction  was  granted,  on  this  peti- 
tion, agaihst  our  execution  of  the  power  of  sale,  and  we  were  thus  involv- 
ed in  further,  and  to  all  appearances,  interminable  litigation.  I  availed 
myself,  at  this  juncture,  of  the  authority  conferred  by  the  joint  resolu- 
Iton  of  March  11th,  1853,  to  visit  the  City  qf  New  York  and  examine, 
personally,  the  condition  of  affairs.       .        ^ 

I  should  have  remarked  that,  according  to  the  decision  of  thje  Court  pf 
Appeals,  no  successful  defence  copld  be  made  by  Pell  or  his  executrix, 
and  that  the  only  (Bspute  was  between  the  Receiver  of  the  Company  and 
the  State  as  assighee  of  the^ortgage.   .To  be  sure,  as  we  have  gene- 
rally understpod  ^e  law,  ih  Ohio,  this  assignment  was  an  executed  con- 
tract, and  vested  a  title  to  the  mortgage  in  the  assignee,  so  that  vp  ques- 
tion could  be  made  in  respect  to  the  illegal  transactions  out  of  which  it 
arose.    But  the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals,  in  dismissing  the  bill  of 
foreclosure,  expressly  deoided  otherwise ;  eca^  the  principles  adopted  by 
that  Court,  in  other  ca^es  connected  with  the  ^I^orth  American  Trtist  and  ^ 
Banking  Company,  induced  me  to  believe  that,  even  as  defendant^  the. 
State  could  not  prevail  against  the  Receiver  and  subsequent  incumbran- 
cers.   At  all  events,  after  so  much  expense,  we  had  me  prospect  of  a. 
lon^  and  difEcult  suit. 

It  had  previously  been  suggested  to  me,  by  Mr.  Noyes,  that  we  could 
compronuse  with  the  Receiver,  and  bring  the  property  to  sale,  upon 
agreeing  to  divide  ^e  procieeds  (aft^  payment  of  costs  and  expenses) 
with  him.  Whilst  in  Wew  York,  therefore,  I  made  enquiries  as  to  the  sit- 
uation and  value  of  the  property,  and  the  chances  of  its  futulhe  appreci^ 
ation.  I  found  that  the  lots  were  worth  about  twenty-two  or  three  thou- 
sand dollars ;  that  they  wei^e  id  a  neighborhood  where  real  estate  had  de- 
preciated, rather  than  improved,  for  a  series  of  years ;  that  th&  build- 
dings  were  but  indifferent  frames  and  in  dangp,  constantly,  of  fire  ;  that 
the  executrix  of  the  mortgager  was  in  possesion,  receiving  the  rents, 
without  being  careful  to  pay  the  taxes,  and  without  insuring  or  repairing 
the  premises.  I-  concluded,  therefore,  to  oompromise  with  the  Receiver 
upon  any  reasonable  terms,  and  proposed  to  give  him  one -fourth  and 
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finally  one-third,  of  the  proceeds.  He  declined  these  propositions,  andf 
withdrew  the  proposition  (which  he  had  made  to  Mr.  Noyes)  of  dividing 
the  proceeds  equally  with  the  State.  I  was  advised  by  gentlemen  who 
had  been  of  counsel  in  similar  cases,  or  were  otherwise  familiar  with  the 
course  of  decisions  in  New  York,  to  renew  Mr.  Leavitt's  own  proposition; 
and,  after  considering  the  subject  fully,  determined  on  that  course. 

By  a  letter  dated  May  27th,  1853,  1  authorized  Mr.  Noyes  to  compro- 
mise with  the  Receiver,  so  far  as  the  Pdl  mortgage  was  concerned,  by 
accepting  any  portion  (not  less  than  one-half)  of  the  proceeds  of  a  sale 
of  the  mortgaged  premises.  I  stipulated,  however,  that  the  comprombe 
should  be  sanctioned  by  an  order  of  Court,  entered  upon  the  record,  lest 
the  Receiver  should  allege,  at  a  subsequent  period,  lus  legal  incapacity 
to  make  agreements.  The  Receiver  declined  to  compromise,  however, 
unless  I  would  abandon  the  residue  of  the  Stat  inst  the  other 

assets  of  the  corporation.    As  this  residue  wj  rely  small,  in- 

volved separate  and  expensive  litigation,  and  ope  of  recov- 

ery (in  my  opinion)  I  did  not  hesitate  to  make  me  release.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  compromise  should  be  sanctioned  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  a  motion  filed  for  the  appointment  of  a  special  receiver  to 
take  charge  of  the  mortgaged  premises,  receive  the  rents,  and  pay  the 
taxes,  until  a  sale  could  be  effected. 

This  motion  could  not  be  made  before  the  October  term  of  the  Court;' 
and  whether  it  has  been  made,  or  with  what  effect,  I  am  not  yet  advised. 
A  copy  of  th<  for  compromise,  signed  bv  the  counsel  in  New 

York,  on  the  jr,  and  signed  by  me  on  the  19th  of  August,  10 

herewith  reportea.  it  is,  in  iny  judgment,  quite  as  advantageous  ^ 
would  be  a  favorable  issue  to  the  litigation  ten  years  hence-— that  being 
less  than  the  period  of  the  former  suit,  in  Chancery,  after  the  State  be- 
came a  party  complainant.  The  give  us,  over  and  above 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  ji  igs  and  sale,  about  ten 
thousand  dollars ;  and  one  half  01  mai  sum,  or  more,  has  already  been 
spent  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  and  under  the  appropria- 
tion act  of  March  14th,  1853,  51st  General  Laws,  458,  in  paying  costs  fUid 
fees  of  Counsel. 

I  hope  that  this  exercise  of  the  discretion  conferred  on  me,  by  the  joint 
resolution  of  March  11th,  185S,  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. 

DEFtANCE   LAND   OFFICE. 

By  another  joint  resolution,  dated  March  14th,  1853,  51st  Local  Laws, 
656,  I  was  directed  to  institute  such  judicial  or  other  proceedings  as 
would  reinvest  the  State  with  the  title  to  certain  Canal  lands  sold  at  the 
State  Land  Office,  in  Defiance,  during  the  month  of  January  last. 

On  the  30th  of  March,  at  my  request,  the  Commissioner  sent  me  a 
schedule  of  the  sales,  or  entries,  alleged  to  be  unlawful.  This  schedule, 
as  1  have  since  discovered,  is  incomplete :  it  does  not  x^ontain  a  descrip- 
tion of  those  lands  which  were  subjected  to  special  competition,  between 
two  or  more  claimants,  by  the  Commissioner's  order. 

The  schedule  included  only  the  lands  purchased  by  Jonas  Colby, 
Samuel  Paul,  E.  H.  Phelps,  S.  S.  Sprague,  John  McCully,  Catharine 
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Crowell,  Thomas  H.  Blaker,  C.  L.  Noble,  John  Smith,  James  Cheney, 
and  John  P.  Simon.  Sabsequently,  however,  the  case  of  Bernard  B. 
Woodcock  was  brought  to  my  attention. 

All  these  purchasers,  it  appears,  paid  their  money  to  the  Commissioner 
at  the  time  of  sale ;  and  most  of  them  were  willing  to  cancel  and  sur- 
render the  certificates  of  purchase  (thus  rescinding  the  sales)  provided 
their  money  coud  be  repaid.  The  proceeds  of  these  sales  had  never 
been  in  the  Treasury  of  State :  the  Auditor  had  refused  to  certify  the 
amount  for  payment,  and  it  had  been  deposited,  under  the  Commission- 
er's check,  in  the  Clinton  Bank  of  Columbus.  In  these  circumstances,  I 
directed  the  Commissioner  to  receive  the  certificates  of  purchase  (ccuicel- 
led)  from  such  of  the  parties,  above  named,  as  were  willing  to  surrender 
them,  and  to  return  his  or  her  money  to  each.  Jonas  Colby,  S.  S. 
Sprague,  Catharine  Crowell,  Calvin  L.  Noble,  James  Cheney,  and  B.  B. 
Woodcock,  have  cancelled  and  surrendered  their  certificates,  and  the 
contracts  of  purchase,  as  between  them  and  the  State,  are  perfectly  re- 
scinded. A  question  arose,  in  these  cases,  whether  the  parties  should  re* 
ceive  interest  on  their  money ;  and  I  directed  the  Commissioner,  in  case 
he  had  received  interest  on  the  deposit,  in  the  Clinton  Bank,  to  pay  that 
over  to  the  parties.  It  appears  from  the  returns,  made  to  this  office,  that 
the  Conunissioner  paid  them  interest ;  but  whether  this  was  received  from 
the  bank,  or  not,  I  am  unable  state. 

Five  persons,  beside  those  above  mentioned,  have  surrendered  theii 
certificates,  and  received  their  money,  upon  the  same  terms — William 
Ferguson,  Edmund  Elkins,  William  Oxenrider,  Michael  O'Dwyer,  and 
William  Moss.  These  cases  are  not  mentioned  in  the  schedule  Btnt  to 
me,  by  the  Commissioner,  in  March  last. 

I  was  in  hopes,  at  one  time,  that  it  would  not  be  necessarj'  to  institute 
a  suit  in  any  case,  but  that  ail  the  purchasers  would  subnlit  to  a  rescission 
of  their  respective  purchases.  Of  those  named^^t  the  Commissioner's 
schedule,  wnose  purchases  appear  to  be  illegal  ^ix  have  not  surrendered 
their  certificates — Samuel  Paul,  Edwar^  H.  Phelps,  John  McCully, 
Thomas  H.  Blaker,  John  Smith,  and  ^i^  P.  Simon.  Only  the  first  two 
of  these,  however,  could  be  sued  in  the  Common  Pleas  of  Franklin; 
and  against  them  I  have  brought  actions,  in  the  name  of  the  State,  wHich 
will  be  for  trial  at  the  next  term.  The  amount  in  controversy,  in  each  of 
the  oAer  four  cases,^  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  actions 
must  be  brought,  therefore,  in  the  counties  where  the  lands  lie. 

I  have  not  brought  those  four  actions,  as  yet,  because  the  question  in- 
volved is  one  of  much  difficulty,  and  ought  to  be  decided,  in  one  of  the 
appellate  Courts,  before  putting  the  purchasers  as  well  as  the  State  to 
the  expense  of  litigation  in  so  many  counties.  The  act  of  April  16th, 
1852,  50th  General  Laws,  160, 183,  difiers  from  the  previous  statutes  in 
two  essential  particulars.  It  does  not  limit,  in  express  terms,  the  quan- 
tity of  land  which  one  perscm  may  purchase ;  and  the  oath  required,  in 
the  seventh  section,  employs  a  word  not  found  in  the  previous  statutes, 
and  omits  another  word  which  is  found.  Thus,  the  act  of  March  23d, 
1850,  requires  the  applicant  to  make  oath  'Hhat.he  or  she  has  not 
made  said  purchase  for  the  purpose  of  speculation,  but  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  a  peivmaneni  home  for  himself,  or  herself,  and  family,"  and 
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limits  each  purchaser  (section  first)  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  48th 
General  Laws,  92,  93.  The  act  of  April  16th,  1852,  contains  (as  I  have 
said)  no  express  limitation,  and  only  requires  the  applicant  to  swear  ''that 
he  or  she  has  not  made  said  purchase  for  the  purpose  of  speculation 
merdy,  but  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  home  for  himself,  or  herself,  and 
famUy.^'  50th  General  Laws,  182.  I  do  not  know  the  reason  of  these 
changes,  but  they  are  important  enough  to  authorise  me  in  suggesting 
that  the  actions  brought  against  Messrs^  Paul  and  Phelps  ought  to  be 
tried  before  actions  are  instituted  in  other  Counties,  against  the  pur- 
chasers of  small  tracts.  If  the  State  should  fail,  as  against  either  of 
those  defendants,  it  would  not  be  worth  while  to  prosecute  other  pur- 
chasers ;  and  if  tfie  State  should  succeed  against  them,  upon  a  fair  dis- 
cussion, all  the  others  will  probably  submit.  Meanwhile,  inasmuch  as 
by  the  second  joint  resolution,  passed  March  14th,  1853,  no  deeds  can 
issue  to  any  of  these  purchasers,  the  lands  cannot  be  alienated,  or  other- 
wise put  beyond  recovery,  before  a  "final  decision  of  the  question. 

I  wish  to  add,  as  matier  of  caution,  that  although  the  claim  of  the 
State,  against  Messrs.  Paul  and  Phelps,  is  by  no  means  obvious,  it  is 
founded,  in  my  judgment,  upon  a  true  construction  of  the  statutes.  The 
Canal  lands  were  subdivided  and  appraised,  originally,  in  tracts  of  one 
eighth  of  a  section  each— except  iA  the*  cases  of  fractional  quarter  scct 
tions.  In  the  absence  of  any  other  definition,  expressed  by  the  act  of 
April  16th,  1852,  a  "tract"  must  be  taken  as  one  of  these  subdivisions,  or 
(at  most)  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  as  described  in  the  act  of  March 
23d,  1850,  section  first.  Although  that  act  was  repealed  by  the  act  of 
April  16th,  1852,  what  was  done  and  accomplished  under  it  (whilst  it  re- 
mained in  force)  is  a  fact — and,  in  the  nervous  language  of  Chief  Justice 
Marshall,  "  cannot  cease  to  be  a  fact."  The  Canal  lands,  therefore,  had 
been  subdivided  into  tracts  previous  to  the  act  of  April  16th,  1852, 
whether  according  to  the  act  of  March  23d,  1850,  or  the  previous  statutes. 
When  a  "  tract"  is  mentioned,  therefore,  it  is  something  designated  and 
known,  already,  to  the  Legislature.  The  act  of  April  16th,  1852,  clearly 
intends  that  no  applicant,  under  the  seventh  section,  shall  purchase  more 
than  one  tract;  for  it  is  an  absurdity,  in  terms,  to  speak  of  a  man's  haying 
two  or  more  homesteads. 

The  case  of  Samuel  Paul  is  a  gross  one.  fie  has  purchased  no  less 
than  seventeen  tracts,  situated  in  three  counties,  and  containing,  in  &II, 
more  than  two  thousand  and  ninety-six  acres.  He  has  paid  but  eleven 
hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars  and  sixty-two  cents.  Considered  with  re- 
ference to  a  common  sale,  between  vendor  and  purchaser,  this  inadequa- 
cy of  price  is  rather  startling,  and  no  Court,  I  imagine,  would  enforce  tiie 
specific  performance  of  such  a  contract.  But  when  we  find  the  policy  of 
me  State,  indicated  through  a  series  of  Legislative  enactments,  that  these 
lands  should  be  sold,  at  reduced  prices,  only  to  actual  settlers,  and  to  them 
in  limited  quantities,  the  absurdity  of  Mr.  Paul's  claim  must  appear.  He 
cannot,  compatibly  with  the  notions  of  men  in  general,  have  seven- 
teen homesteads  at  one  time. 

The  case  of  Mr.  Phelps  is  not  quite  so  bad,  but  it  is  bad  enough.  He 
purchased  seven  parcels,  all  in  Paulding  county,  containing  one  thou- 
sand and  eighty  acres,  for  which  he  paid  four  hundred  doUars.    It  is 
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claimed,  in  his  behalf,  that  these  parcels  touch  each  other  or,  perhaps,  lie 
contiguous.  I  am  not  able  to  discover  the  force  of  this  suggestion — ^in* 
asmuch  as,  by  a  like  argument,  one  could  take  the  whole  State,  or  the 
Continent,  for  a  homestead.  In  his  case,  however,  there  is  another  and  I 
think  fatal  objection  to  the  sales. 

It  is  probable  that  other  cases  than  those  reported  to  me,  in  the  Com- 
missioner's schedule,  demand  investigation ;  but  in  spite  of  the  censure 
expressed  by  the  Senate  Committee,  on  the  8th  of  March  last,  it  will  be 
impossible  for  the  Attorney  General  to  examine  the  affairs  of  the  Defi- 
ance Land  Office,  in  person,  and  also  perform  the  other  duties  eiyoined 
on  him  by  law. 

As  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Claims,  constituted  by  the  joint  resolu- 
tion of  February  8th,  1847,  45th  Local  Laws,  216,  and  divers  other  spe- 
cial resolutions,  I  have  taken  part  in  the  decision  of  several  important 
cases ;  but  these  will  be  reported,  more  properly,  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works.  Several  claims  have  been  presented  and  adjudicated,  also,  un- 
der the  joint  resolutions  of  January  29th,  1847, 45th  Local  Laws,  293, 294. 
A  number  of  important  questions  have  been  submitted,  and  most  of  them 
decided,  under  the  seventy-fourth  section  of  the  act  for  the  assessment  of 
taxes,  passed  April   13th,  1852,  50th  General  Laws,  166. 

In  connection  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  also,  I  have  examined 
the  subject  of  the  Warren  County  Canal,  as  presented  by  the  joint  reso- 
lution of  March  22d,  1851,  49th  Local  Laws,  787,  the  special  report  prin- 
ted in  the  Legislative  Documents,  vol.  16th,  part  first,  pp.  633 — 635,  and 
the  act  of  March  11th,  1853,  5lBt  Local  Laws,  535,  536.  But  as  several 
difficult  questions  remain  yet  undecided,  that  subject  must  be  reserved 
for  my  successor,  or  be  embraced  in  a  separate  report. 

The  burthen  of  the  duties  imposed  on  this  office  are  those  specified  in 
the  fifteenth,  seventeenth,  and  eighteenth  sections  of  the  act  passed  May 
1st,  1852,  "  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  Attorney  General,"  50th  Gener- 
al Laws,  270.  The  written  opinions,  since  my  term  commenced,  cover  one 
hundred  and  sixty  folio  pages,  and  together  with  two  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-eight pages  of  correspondence,  in  folio,  embrace  the  principal  instruc- 
tions ana  advice  given  in  this  department.  Many  of  these  opmions,  (like 
the  present  report)  are  quite  voluminous,  and  relate  to  questions  of  con- 
stitutional law,  the  interpretation  of  statutes,  and  the  rights  or  duties  of 
various  public  officers.  It  would  be  difficult,  within  a  reasonable  com- 
pass, even  to  classify  the  subjects  thus  examined :  it  is  enough  to  say  that 
the  statutes  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  for  &e  regulation 
of  schools,  for  the  prosecution  and  punishment  of  crimes,  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  Public  Works,  with  many  others,  have  been  considered 
time  and  again. 

I  submit,  herewith,  an  abstract  of  the  statistics  of  crime  as  returned  to 
this  office,  for  the  past  two  years,  according  to  the  act  of  May  1st,  1852, 
50th  General  Laws,  261, 262.  It  will  be  observed  that  a  large  miyority  of 
the  cases  were  for  minor  ofl!ences  or  misdemeanors — cases  which  are  to  be 
prosecuted  by  information,  hereafter,  as  prescribed  in  the  Code  of  Prac- 
tice and  Procedure  for  Probate  Courts,  adopted  March  14th,  1853,  chap- 
ter fourth.  The  expense  of  prosecuting  such  cases  by  indictment,  is  out 
of  all  proportion  to  the  benefits  accomplished.  As  an  example,  the  Pros- 
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ecuting  Attorney  of  Tuscarawas  informs  me  that  forty  indictments  for 
gaming  and  selling  spirituous  liquors  were  reported  at  one  time,  upon 
the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  who  left  the  State,  forfeiting  their  recog- 
nizances, before  the  next  term.  Most  of  the  prosecutions,  of  course,  were 
discontinued,  and  thus  a  heavy  burthen  was  imposed  on  Ihe  public.  The 
Probate  Code  of  March  14th,  1853,  is  defective  in  several  particulars,  but 
is,  nevertheless,  a  great  and  beneficial  reform  in  the  administration  of 
justice. 

It  is  proper,  in  this  connection,  that  I  should  urge  the  importance  of  a 
Code  of  Practice  and  Procedure  for  the  trial  of  crimes  as  well  as  misde- 
meanors. One  half,  at  least,  of  the  criminal  cases  taken  to  the  Appellate 
Courts,  by  writ  of  error,  are  reversed,  (and  that  properly)  because  of  in- 
sufficient or  repugnant  indictments  At  the  January  term,  1853,  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  an  indictment  was  brought  from  Harrison  county,  which 
contained  no  less  than  ten  counts — ^the  first  count  under  the  17th  section 
of  the  act  passed  March  7th,  1835,  Swan's  Stat.  232,  the  second,  sixth, 
seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  counts  under  the  twenty-fourth  section,  the 
third,  fourth,  and  fifth  counts  under  the  twenty-third  section,  and  the  tenth 
count  for  assault  and  battery.  It  seems  to  have  been  thought  advisable, 
before  the  trial,  that  these  counts  should  be  numbered  in  the  margin  for 
the  guidance  of  the  jury ;  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  undertook  that  task. 
By  mist€tke,  however,  he  commenced  with  the  second  count,  and  proceeded 
to  mark  the  counts,  successively,  thenceforth.  The  eighth  and  ninth  counts 
of  the  indictment  were  thus  numbered,  in  the  margin,  as  the  seventh  and 
eighth.  The  jury  convicted  the  prisoner  upon  the  seventh  and  eighth 
counts  "  as  marked  in  the  indictment,"  beingXin  fact)  the  eighth  and  ninth 
counts ;  whereas  the  court,  in  pronouncing  judgment,  sentenced  the  priso- 
ner upon  the  seventh  and  eighth  counts  of  the  indictment — upon  the  for- 
mer of  which,  by  the  verdict,  he  had  been  acquitted.  (1  Ohio  State  Rep. 
427.) 

The  Court,  probably,  did  not  observe  the  difference  between  the  counts 
of  the  indictment  and  the  counts  as  numbered  in  the  margin.  Nor  do  I 
mean  to  reflect  on  the  Prosecuting  Attorney  in  this  instance:  for  the 
practice  had  been,  and  still  is,  to  prefer  a  single  accusation  in  every  pos- 
sible form.  It  is  the  practice  to  which  I  object — a  practice  appropriate 
enough,  perhaps,  when  it  was  no  part  of  the  policy  of  prosecutors  (what- 
ever might  be  tne  boast  of  the  law  itself)  to  inform  a  prisoner,  clearly,  of 
the  charges  made  against  him.  Most  of  the  phrases  employed  in  our 
indictments  have,  by  changes  in  the  mode  of  speech,  become  unintelligi- 
ble to  ordinary  men ;  and  whilst  we  often  require  glossaries  and  annota- 
tions to  explain  the  text  of  Shakspeare  or  Milton,  we  call  upon  ignorant 
and  often  helpless  defendants  to  answer  an  accusation  for  crime  express- 
ed in  language  barbarous  and  uncouth  as  well  as  ancient.  It  is  a  fact 
sustained  by  the  experience  of  all  those  who  have  practised,  to  any  con- 
siderable extent,  in  our  Courts  of  criminal  judicature,  that  the  present 
methods  of  trial  are  not  calculated  to  assure  the  right  and  true  adminis- 
tration of  justice.  In  respect  of  mere  technical  distinctions,  and  forms 
which  have  long  since  lost  their  essence,  the  prisoner  has  a  decided  and 
improper  advantage  :  whilst  in  every  thing  relative  to  the  real  question 
at  issue  (including  the  argument  to  the  jury)  the  advantage  of  the  prose- 
o  ution  is  quite  as  decided  and  improper. 
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The  Code  of  CivU  Procedure  adopted  by  the  Legislature,  March  1 1 ,  1853, 
was  one  of  those  masterly  reforms  designed  by  our  present  Constitution. 
Its  defects  are  numerous,  and  consist  in  this,  chiefly,  that  it  does  not  ex- 
tend to  all  actions  and  forms  of  judicial  investigation.  The  subjects 
named  in  its  604th  and  605th  sections,  ought  to  be  reduced  within  the 
exdtiswe  operation  of  its  principles  and  remedies.  And  the  Code  of  Cri- 
minal Procedure,  reported  to  the  Legislature  of  New  York,  on  the  second 
of  January,  1850,  with  such  alterations  as  our  circumstances  demand, 
ought  to  be  adopted  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  Until  these  things  have  been 
accomplished,  in  my  judgment,  the  wisdom  which  dictated  the  fourteenth 
article  of  the  Constitution  will  have  failed  in  its  purpose. 

Nothing  appears  from  the  statistics  reported,  worthy  of  detailed  notice, 
beyond  these  suggestions.  It  is  a  record  gloomy  enough,  and  proves  that, 
with  all  our  pretensions,  we  have  failed  in  the  great  socicd  duty  of  pre- 
venting, rather  dian  punishing,  mis(^hief.  I  am  convinced  that  the  pre- 
valence of  crime  does  not  result  (as  these  reports  have  been  supposed  to 
indicate)  from  the  progress  of  intemperance  in  the  use  of  spirituous 
liquors.  No  reliance,  in  fact,  can  be  given  to  the  statistics  in  this  parti- 
cular. The  information  is  derived,  chiefly,  from  the  prisoner  himself,  and 
it  is  but  natural  that  he  should  seek  to  excuse  his  crime  by  the  allegation 
that  he  was  intoxicated  or  otherwise  overcome. 

The  abstrcu^t  will  serve  to  show,  nevertheless,  that  the  Prosecuting  At- 
torneys of  the  State  are,  in  general,  among  the  most  industrious,  faith- 
ful, and  intelligent  of  our  public  officers.  Their  duty  is  arduous,  and 
often  thankless,  whilst  their  compensaticm,  in  almost  every  county,  is  dis- 
proportioned  to  the  magnitude  of  their  responsibilities. 

In  closing  this  report,  and  yielding  my  place  to  another,  I  have  but  to 
thank  my  colleagues,  in  the  Executive  Department,  for  many  acts  of 
kindness  and  signify  that  gratitude  which  I  cannot  express  to  the  people 
who  elected  me.

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APPENDIX. 

CASE   OF  THS  GUERNSEY  TREASCRBR. 


Letter  dated  February  16/A,  1853,  to  W.  K.  Wagstaff,  Esq.— Cambridge. 

Sir: 

I  have  examined  the  questions  stated  in  your  letter  of  the  seventh 
instant. 

In  representing  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  the  delin- 
quency, for  taxes,  of  any  person  or  corporation,  executor,  administrator, 
guardian,  receiver,  acoomiting  officer,  agent,  or  factor,  under  the  fifty- first 
section  of  the  act  '^  for  the  assessment  and  taxation  of  all  property  in  this 
State,  and  for  levying  taxes  thereon  according  to  its  true  value  in  money,' 
passed  April  13th,  1852,  it  is  requisite  the  Treasurer  should  file  a  short 
petition  ailegiilg  that,  by  the  duplicate  of  the  county,  for  such  a  year, 
the  person  or  corporation,  executor,  administrator,  guardian,  receiver, 
accounting  officer,  agent,  or  factor,  delinquent  as  aforesaid,  was  assessed 
such  a  sum,  as  the  tax  for  that  year,  upon  personal  property,  moneys, 
credits,  &c.  No  case  occurs  to  me,  at  present,  in  which  this  remedy  need 
be  used  to  collect  the  t€uces  delinquent  upon  real  estate,  and  your  letter 
does  not  require  that  I  should  direct  my  answer  to  that  subject.  The  pe- 
tition should  allege,  also,  that  the  tax  is  due  and  unpaid,  and  that  a  pen- 
alty of  &veper  centum  on  the  amount  thereof  has  accrued  to  the  Treasu- 
rer's use.  The  petition  should  then  state  why  the  tax  and  penalty  have 
not  been  collected :  for  this  is  a  vital  point,  and  goes  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Court  in  such  cases.  I  can  imagine  hut  four  reasons,  which  the 
Treasurer  can  give,  for  not  having  collected  the  tax :  ^ 

1.  That  since  the  tax  became  due  (December  20th)  the  delinquent  has 
not  owned,  nor  been  possessed  of,  any  goods  or  chattels,  subject  to  dis- 
tress, withhi  the  county. 

2.  That  all  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  delinquent,  subject  to  dis- 
tress, have  been  secretly  removed  out  of  the  county,  since  the  tax  be- 
came due,  so  that  the  Treasurer  cannot  distrain  them. 

3.  That  the  delinquent  has  so  concealed  (within  the  coxmty)  his  g^oods 
and  chattels,  subject  as  aforesaid,  that  the  Treasurer  cannot  ascertain 
where  they  are. 

4.  That  the  delinquent  keeps  all  his  goods  and  chattels  within  his 
own  mansion  house,  and  keeps  the  outer  door  of  the  house  constantly 
closed. 

A  statement  of  these  requisites  would  seem  to  answer,  fully,  the  other 
question.  You  have  related  the  case  thus :  "  Our  Treasurer,  Thomas 
Amell,  a  short  time  since,  proceeded  to  the  Guernsey  Branch  of  the  State 
Bank  of  Ohio,  at  Washington,  and  demanded  the  amount  of  taxes 
against  it.  The  President  refused  to  comply  with  the  demand,  and  would 
not  allow  him  access  to  the  funds  of  the  bank." 
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And  70a  ask  me,  thereupon,  whether  the  demand,  bo  made,  is  suffi- 
cient to  authorize  a  proceeding,  by  the  Treasurer,  under  the  filly-first  sec- 
tion of  the  tax-law.  I  answer,  without  hesitation,  that  it  is  not.  The 
Treasurer  has  made  no  attempt  to  distrain  goods  and  chattels,  nor  can  he 
excuse  himself,  for  not  having  so  attempted,  by  reason  of  the  President's 
lawless  behavior. 

The  duplicate  is  the  Treasiu^r's  warrant.  .Loomis  v.  Spencer,  10  West. 
Law  Journal,  225, 226.  It  protects  him  to  the  same  extent,  exactly,  as  a 
writ  ot fieri  facias  protects  a  sheriff*  or  a  constable.  The  total  amount  of 
die  duplicate  is  cnarged  against  him ;  and  the  law  not  only  authorizes, 
but  directs  him  to  collect  it.  When  he  comes  to  make  a  settlement  with 
the  County  Auditor,  annually,  he  must  either  show  that  he  has  collected 
every  tax  charged  upon  the  duplicate  or  that  die  party  against  whom  it 
was  charged  has  no  personal  property,  within  the  county,  from  which  the 
tax  could  be  collected.    Swan's  Stat.  Ill,  196. 

I  have  said  that  the  duplicate  protects  a  Treasurer  in  collecting  taxes : 
it  is  his  warrant  to  seize  and,  if  necessary,  to  sell  the  goods,  chattels,  and 
personal  effects  (subject  to  execution)  of  the  defendant.  Would  it  excuse 
a  sheriff*,  in  any  case,  to  return  that  he  had  demanded  payment  of  the 
amount  of  an  execution  from  the  judgment  debtor,  that  payment  had 
been  refused,  and  that  the  debtor  would  not  allow  any  access  to  his  pro- 
perty? 

The  duty  of  your  Treasurer  is  to  distrain  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the 
Guernsey  Branch  Bank ;  he  is  not  relieved  from  his  duty,  in  this  respect, 
because  the  President  of  the  Bank  sees  fit  to  defy  the  laws  of  the  land. 
If  the  President  will  not  allow  the  Treasurer  access  to  the  funds  of 'the 
Bank  (as  you  say)  it  is  the  Treasurer's  duty  to  get  access  without  the 
President's  allowance,  against  the  President's  will,  and  with  what  force 
soever  may  be  requisite  to  overcome  the  President's  opposition. 

For  that  purpose,  if  the  TreaEsurer  be  xjoiihin  ^e  banking  house,  it  is 
not  only  his  right,  but  his  duty,  to  open  every  room,  vault,  drawer,  chest, 
or  other  enclosure,  in  which  he  may  have  reason  to  suspect  that  any 
goods  or  chattels  of  the  Bank  are  contained — Shaving  first  demanded  that 
die  room,  vault,  drawer,  chest,  or  other  enclosure,  be  opened,  and  his  re- 
quest not  having  been  immediately  granted.  The  power  of  a  sheriff*  to 
break  an  irmer  door,  a  vault,  a  drawer,  a  chest,  or  other  enclosure  of  that 
kind,  in  the  execution  of  civil  process,  never  was  seriously  doubted. 
Gwynne  on  Sheriffs,  103, 104*  Lee  v.  Oansel^  Cowper,  5.  The  vault  of 
the  Bank  is  no  more  exempt  from  this  authority  than  a  drawer  or  an 
inner  room :  the  fact  that  it  is  enclosed  by  stone  and  iron  gives  it  no 
higher  character,  in  law,  than  if  it  were  enclosed  by  wood  or  paper. 
llm^  V.  SandilaTtdSy  8  Taunton,  250,  per  Mr.  Justice  Burrough.  It  may 
be  more  difficult  for  the  Treasurer  to  open  a  vault  than  to  open  another 
room ;  but  if  he  can  open  the  vault,  by  any  means,  it  is  his  duty  to  do  so. 

If  the  Treasurer  should  find  in  a  vault,  or  room,  or  drawer,  or  chest, 
or  elsewhere,  any  coin  or  bank  bills,  belonging  to  the  Guernsey  Branch 
Bank,  it  is  his  right  to  seize  so  much  thereof  as  will  satisfy  the  tax  and 
penalty,  and,  also,  fees  at  the  same  rate  as  a  constable  is  entitled  to 
charge  upon  an  execution  against  goods  and  chattels.  Swan's  Stat.  966. 
The  power  of  a  sheriff*  to  seize  coin  or  bank  billsi  upon  execution,  is 
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w«U  settled.     Turner  v.  FendiJl,  1  Cranch,  132, 133.  Gwyime  cm  Sheriffs 
222,223. 

And  whenever  the  Treasurer  seizes  coins,  or  convertible  bank  bills,  he 
need  not  sell  them  nor  adrertise  them  for  sale :  he  should  apply  them, 
at  once,  in  payment  of  titie  tax,  penalty,  and  poundage.  Sfieldon  v.  Root^ 
16  Pickering,  567. 

But  it  will  be  suggested,,  the  President  may  close  the  oiUer  doors  of  the 
banking  house,  and  so  prevent  the  Trecuiurer  from  gaining  peaiceable  en- 
trance. Let  the  Treasurer,  in  such  case,  demand  ^at  the  door  be  open- 
ed; and  if  it  be  nof  opened,  immediately,  let  him  force  it  and  enter  the 
banking  house.  A  sheriff  cannot  break  the  outer  door  of  a  judgment- 
debtor's  dwelling  house ;  but  he  can  break  the  outer  door  of  a  warehouse, 
bam,  store,  shop,  or  office,  disconnected  from  a  mansion,  and  not  within 
the  curtilage.  Haggerty  v.  WUber^  16  Johnson,  228.  Burton  v.  Wilkinson^ 
18  Vermont  Rep.  186.  A  banking  house  is  no  more  exempt  from  the 
power  of  the  sheriff  or  Treasurer,  to  break  its  outer  door,  than  is  a  bam, 
a  crib,  or  a  stable. 

The  privilege  of  a  mansion  is  not  conferred  with  any  design  of  protect- 
ing property  from  legal  seizure,  or  enabling  any  man  to  evade  the  pro- 
cess or  authority  of  an  officer ;  it  is  merely  to  protect  a  man's  house 
from  being  thrown  open  to  thieves,  and  his  family  from  being  exposed  to 
the  violence  of  such  as  may  choose  afterwards  to  enter.  In  the  case  of 
a  mansion  house,  therefore,  only  the  outer  doors  cannot  be  forced :  for,  if 
the  sheriff  has  obtained  peaceable  entrance,  ^e-^»ay  force  the  inner 
doors. 

A  banking  house,  I  repeat,  is  not  witMn  the  protection  given  to  a 
mansion  house.  It  may  be  that  the  apartment  is  both  a  banking  house 
and  the  lodging  of  some  person.  In  that  case,  periiaps,  the  sheriff  or 
Treasurer  might  be  liable  to  an  action,  by  the  lodger^  for  breaking  open 
the  apartment;  but  the  damages  would  be  nomin^.  If  it  should  appear, 
however,  that  the  party  adopted  the  banking  house  for  his  lodgmg,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  execution  of  a  distress  or  other  process,  he  could 
maintain  no  action  against  1i»  Treasurer  or  sheriff.  If  ihe  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  Bank  be  removed  to  a  mansion  house,  and  the  outer  door 
of  the  house  be  closed,  in  order  to  prevent  the  Treasurer  from  distraining 
Uiem,  the  Treasurer  may  break  me  outer  do<Mr — Shaving  first  made  a  de- 
mand that  it  be  opened,  and  hifl  demand  having  been  refused  or  neglect- 
ed. But  the  Treasurer  ought  well  to  assure  himself,  beforehand,  that 
the  goods  and  chattels  are  within  the  house ;  for  if  they  be  not,  the 
Treasurer  will  be  liable  to  an  action.  Of  course,  however,  if  they  were 
once  there — ^were  carried  thither  to  evade  a  distress — and  the  Treasurer 
had  reasonable  cause  to  believe  they  were  still  within  the  house,  it  would 
be  a  case  of  merely  nominal  damages. 

I  have  spoken,  thus  far,  upon  the  supposition  that  a  Treasurer,  in  the 
execution  of  his  duty,  will  avoid,  with  the  utmost  care,  all  acts  of  undue 
force  or  violence,  and  every  word,  gesture,  or  proceeding,  calculated  to 
injure,  wantonly  or  unnecessarily,  the  feelings  or  the  property  of  any 
person.  Neither  a  Treasurer,  nor  a  Sheriff,  should  ever  forget  Uiat  he  is 
a  public  officer,  and  that  his  power  is  to  be  exercised  mildly,  courteously, 
but  firmly,  in  all  cases. 
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If  the  Treasarer  should  be  resisted,  by  any  p^*8on  or  pevsomi,  it  is  bcyth 
las  power  and  his  duty  to  summon  bystanders  {posse  comiiatus)  to  assist 
him  ;  it  would  be  better,  however,  for  him  to  rely  upon  his  deputies,  as  far 
as  possible,  because  they  are  men  in  whose  prudence  and  moderation  he 
can  most  safely  confide.  The  person  who  resists  a  Treasurer,  in  the  ex- 
ecution of  his  power  of  distress,  is  liable  to  be  punished,  under  the  act  of 
March  8th,  1831,  section  ninth,  by  fine,  or  imprisonment,  or  both. 
Swan's  Stat.,  242.  The  Treasurer  should  enforce  the  law,  in  this  par- 
ticular, for  his  own  sake  and  for  the  flake  of  public  example. 

What  I  have  said  is  upon  a  supposition,  furthermore,  that  the  nineteenth 
and  twentieth  sections  of  the  act  passed  April  13th,  1852,  are  constitution- 
al and  valid.  If  they  be  not  so,  the  Treasurer  cannot  justify  himself  in 
attempting  to  collect  tiie  taxes  tiiereby  ixnposed.  But  the  State  would  un- 
doubtedly provide  compensation  to  any  Treasurer  who  might  be  subject- 
ed to  loss  by  executing  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly. 

For  myself,  however,  I  anticipate  no  difficulty  on  that  score.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  two  sections  (nineteenth  and  twenti^)  of  the  a^t  of 
April  13th,  1852,  are  perfectly  constitutioncd  as  well  as  perfectiy  equita- 
ble. They  are  in  accordance  with  sections  second  and  third,  article 
twelfth,  of  our  present  State  Constitution,  and  do  not  contravene  any 
proviioon  or  prmciple  of  tiie  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 


CASE  OF  TH£  COLUHBIANA  TEEASURBR. 


Letter  dated  February  22nd,  1853,  to  J.  H.  Wallace^  Esq.,  Prosecuting 

Attorney ,  New  Lisbon. 

Sir — ^I  was  not  able  to  give  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.  an  immediate 
answer. 

It  appears,  from  your  statement,  that  the  Treasurer  of  Columbiana 
took  more  money  from  the  Farmer's  Bank  of  Salem,  than  the  law  author- 
izes. This  was,  no  doubt,  a  mere  mistake — and  not  designed  as  extor- 
tion. The  mistake  seems  to  have  been  committed,  however,  at  the  time 
of  his  second  visit,  whereas  the  resistance  was  ofiered,  it  would  appear, 
at  the  time  of  hiajirst  visit.  I  do  not  see  how  the  excess  of  authority 
can  be  pleaded  in  such  a  case. 

But  even  if  this  were  otherwise — if  the  resistance  charged  were  resis- 
tance at  the  time  of  the  second  visit — I  sua  of  opinion  that  the  Treasurer 
was  not  a  trespasser  from  the  beginning,  and  that  the  defendants  cannot 
urge,  in  justification,  that  he  took  more  money  than  was  requisite  to  pay 
the  tax,  penalty,  and  poundage. 

It  is  stated  as  the  general  rule,  to  be  sure,  that  an  excess  or  abuse  of 
his  authority,  by  a  Treasurer,  Sherifi*,  or  other  ministerial  officer,  will 
render  him  liable  as  a  trespasser  ab  initio,  but  this  rule  is  grounded  upon 
the  idea  that  the  excess  or  abuse  is  a  new  trespass,  and  one  which  the 
process  or  authority  of  the  officer  does  not  warrant.  The  form  of  a  re- 
plication de  injuria  evidences  this. 
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Indeed,  as  Mr.  Juetice  littledale  intimated,  ShorUmd  v.  Oovett^  5  Bom. 
&  Cress.  485,  there  is  no  instance  in  which  an  action  of  trespass  has 
been  maintained  against  an  officer,  for  an  excess  of  his  authority,  except 
where  the  excess  itself  wa.B  a  new  trespass.  Ail  the  illustrations  given  in 
The  Six  Carpenters^  case^  8  Coke's  Rep.  146,  are  of  that  character. 

But  the  seizure  of  more  property  tnan  will  satisfy  an  execution,  or  a 
distress,  is  not  a  new  trespass — nor  does  it  make  the  officer  a  trespasser 
ab  initio,  nor  authorize  an  action  of  trespass  against  him.  Lynne  v.  Moo- 
dy,  2  Strange,  851.    Jarratt  v.  Gwathmey,  5  Blackford,  239. 

It  would  seem,  from  what  Lord  Kenyon  said  in  Crowther  v.  Ramabot' 
torn,  7  Term  Rep.,  658,  that  an  exception  has  been  made^  sometimes  of 
the  case  '^  where  gold  or  silver  was  taken  to  an  excess  apparent  on  the 
face  of  it. "  Whether  he  meant  that  such  an  exception  was  made  by 
the  Court  in  Hutchens  v.  Chambers,  1  Burrow,  579,  or  only  made  in  ar- 
gument, I  am  not  able  to  decide ;  and  the  edition  of  Burrow's  Reports  in 
Uie  State  Library  contains  but  a  meagre  syllabus  of  that  case.  The  ex- 
ample quoted  by  Lord  Kenyon,  however,  is  inapplicable  to  the  proceed- 
ing of  your  Treasurer— '^  as  when  six  ounces  of  gold  and  100  ounces  of 
silver  were  taken  for  6s,  8d."  That  was  a  case  of  such  manifest  and  in- 
excusable excess  as  to  warrant  an  inference  that  the  distress  had  ibeen 
made,  colourabiy,  in  order  to  perpetrate  a  Jrespass.  And  that,  I  dare  say, 
is  the  whole  extent  of  the  supposed  exception. 

Any  other  doctrine  would  be  uiyust.  A  Sheriff,  or  a  Constable,  looks 
to  his  writ  aUme  for  protection ;  and  yet  if  taking  too  much  money,  on  ex- 
ecution, would  render  him  a  trespasser,  ab  initio,  mere  mistakes  of  calcu- 
lation— even  to  one  cent — ^must  needs  be  fatal. 

The  authorities  to  which  I  have  referred,  however,  decide  that  the  ac- 
tion must  be  in  ca^e — not  in  trespass*— where  an  officer  seizes  or  distrains 
more  than  his  writ  demandli  or  than  he  is  entitled  to  claim.  But  an  ac- 
tion on  the  case  (in  all  instances  of  this  sort)  goes  upon  the  supposition  that 
the  process  was  valid,  and  was  legally  executed.  ^  The  gist  of  the  action 
is  that  the  process,  or  authority,  was  used  with  malicious  motives.  I  re- 
fer, in  illustration,  to  the  difference  between  trespass  to  the  person  and 
case  for  malicious  arrest.  Taylor  v.  Alexauder,  6  Ohio  Rep.,  144.  •  This 
rule  is  a  just  one.  The  Treasurer  has  exce^ed  his  authority,  ahd^to  the 
extent  of  that  excess^  is  liable.  But  what  should  be  the  damages  in  such 
a  case?  The  amount  of  money  taken  UlegaHy,  with  interest;  thus  far 
by  way  of  compeiisation.  Ought  there  to  be  any  '^thing  vindictive? 
That  must  depend  on  the  circumstances.  If  it  were  a  case  of  extortion— 
if  the  officer  had  zeroised  his  power-^he  tvoidd  deserve  to  be 

mulcted  in  dama  in  a.  case  of  mere  error  or  misapprehension 

— where  a  verdict  for  principal  and-  interest  would  make  the  pl'alntiff 
whole — ^what  would  be  the  justice  of  allowing  a  recovery  for  more  ? 

The  same  argument  applies  to  the  present  case.  The  defendants  did 
not  resist  the  Treasurer  because  he  intended  to  take  too  muK;h  money — 
for  they  could  ndt  have  foreseen  tiiat.  They  resisted  him' 4>6cause- they 
contemned  the  laws  under  which,  and  the  sovereignty  for  which,  he  act- 
ed. Their  guilt  cannot  be  purged  by  tiie  fact  that  he  took  (through 
mistake)  more  money  than  was  requbite  to  satisfy  the  tax,  penalty,  poun- 
dage, and  expenses.  '

above  entitled,  that  is  to  say :  Ist,  to  settle  and  discharge  all  pending

}>aying  their  own  costs,  except  Uiat  said  Receiver  shall  pay  the  Re- 
eree's  fees,  and  the  said  State  shall  pay  the  costs  awarded  to  said  Re- 
ceiver in  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  case  of  said  State  against  Ferris 
Pell  and  others,  as  taxed,  out  of  their  proportion  of  the  share  of  the  Pell 
mortgage.  2nd.  To  unite  in  collecting  Pell's  mortgage,  and  the  mort- 
gage of  Bancker  connected  with  it,  and  realizing  the  money — and  out  of 
the  proceeds  to  pay  all  costs  and  counsel  fees  incurred  in  the  suit  insti- 
tuted by  said  Receiver,  and  to  be  hereafter  incurred  in  collecting  it,  38 
well  on  the  part  of  said  State  as  on  the  part  of  said  Receiver,  the  State  of 
Ohio,  and  its  Commissioners  to  appear  as  defendants,  and  to  consent  to 
jurisdiction,  and  to  aid  in  such  manner  in  the  collection  as  the  counsel  for 
Baid  Receiver  and  State  may  agree  upon.

No  reports  for  1863  have  been  received,  at  this  date,  from  the  counties  of  Ash- 
land, Ashtabula,  Brown,  Butler,  Campaign,  Clark,  Columbiana,  Darke,  Fayette, 
Hancock,  Holmes,  Lake,  Logan,  Madison,  Medina,  Mercer,  Montgomery,  Mus- 
kingum, Ottawa,  Richland,  &indusky,  Scioto,  Union  and  Vanwert. 
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We  have  the  pleasure  to  say,  that  our  prospects,  as  anticipated  last  year,  have 
brightened,  and  we  are  enabled  to  say  that  our  receipts  the  last  season  of  naviga- 
tion have  been  such  that  we  can  announce  a  dividend  of  one  and  three-fourths  of 
one  percent.  The  amount  of  money  from  all  sources  received  is  833,985  11. 
The  dividend  for  the  year  1853  amounts  to  821,666  75.  This  sum,  together  with 
former  dividends  unpaid,  being  8531,95,  amounts  to  822,198  69.  This  deducted 
from  the  amount  ot  cash  on  hand,  leaves  a  surplus  of  82,877  61.  82,600  of 
this  amount  has  in  fact  been  appropriated  to  pay  for  four  repair-boats,  which  are 
being  built  by  contract.  These  boats  are  to  supply  the  places  of  as  many  old 
boats  that  are  worn  out.  Two  of  these  boats  are  to  be  delivered  by  the  fifteenth 
of  March,  and  the  others  by  the  first  day  of  April,  at  which  times  the  contract 
price  is  to  be  paid.  This,  deducted  from  the  surplus  of  82,877  61,  will  leave 
but  8277  6 1  for  general  repairs.  The  work  necessary  to  be  done  before  the  nav- 
igation opens  in  the  springs  will  amount  to  a  much  larger  sum,  but  as  there  is 
some  money  received  for  rents,  in  the  hands  of  agents,  and  some  rents  now  due 
which  will  probably  be  paid  in  season  to  pay  for  the  spring  repairs,  it  is  probable 
that  we  shall  have  as  much  money  in  our  treasury  as  will  be  wanted  for  that 
purpose. 

We  have  this  further  gratifying  consideration,  that  our  credit  since  the  last  year 
has  risen  so  much  among  capitalists,  that  if  we  should  want  more  than  we  at  any 
time  may  have  in  our  treasury,  we  believe  that  we  can  borrow  at  the  rate  of  legal 
interest  all  that  may  be  wanted  to  fulfil  our  contracts.  We  have  assurances  to 
that  effect  from  undoubted  authority. 

The  opinion,  that  in  consequence  of  the  construction  of  Railroads,  canals  were 
about  to  become  useless,  is  fast  giving  way  to  a  more  correct  view  of  the  subject; 
and  the  idea  thrown  out  last  year  in  our  report,  that  for  the  transportation  of 
heavy  freight,  such  as  coal,  iron  and  other  weighty  articles,  the  Canal  would 
always  be  preferred,  is  fast  gaining  ground.  The  necessities  of  the  people  of 
Cleveland  in  the  article  of  fuel,  will  create  a  demand  during  the  winter  that  must 
be  supplid  by  the  agency  of  the  Railroad.  This  is  but  a  trifle  indeed,  when  com- 
pared with  the  whole  quantity  sent  to  that  market  during  the  summer.  There 
will  be  no  accumulation  during  the  winter  for  summer's  use.  Last  spring  there 
was  no  stock  on  Land,  which  shows  that  not  much  was  transported  during  the  in- 
terruption of  navigation.  When  the  navigation  opens,  large  quantities  immediate- 
ly go  forward  to  supply  not  only  the  pressing  demand  of  Cleveland,  but  the  very 
large  and  increasing  demand  of  the  Lake  market.  It  is  sent  in  large  quantities 
both  up  and  down  the  Lake  from  Cleveland.  Coal  is  sent  to  Chicago,  although 
there  are  very  extensive  coal-fields  in  Illinois,  comparatively  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  that  place.  The  coal  of  Illinois  is  of  an  inferior  quality.  Cleve- 
land sends  coal  to  Lake  Superior.  The  State  of  Michigan  looks  to  Cleveland  for 
Its  supplies.  Large  quantities  of  our  coal  are  taken  to  various  places  in  Canada, 
along  the  shores  of  Lakes  Huron,  Erie  and  Ontario.  This  coal,  being  bituminous, 
is  used  in  many  places  for  making  gas.  It  is  extensively  used  at  Buffalo,  not  only 
for  Ifghting  their  streets  and  dwellings,  but  for  fuel. 

It  will  be  found  on  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  several  Collectors,  that 
there  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  amount  of  coal  and  some  other  of  the  principal 
articles  transported.  v  ' 

For  the  year  1860,  toll  was  collected  on  55,445  tons  of  coal.

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From  the  maDner  in  which  the  report  of  the  Collector  at  the  Akron  office  has 
this  year  been  made  out,  the  comparative  estimate  of  the  amount  of  business 
done  at  that  office  for  the  two  last  seasons,  cannot  so  well  be  made.  Next  year, 
if  the  reports  of  that  office  are  made  in  the  same  way,  all  the  information  neces- 
sary for  the  Stockholders,  can  be  given  as  well  as  if  they  are  made  out  in  a  more 
extended  form.  A  mode  similar  to  this  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  making  their  annual  reports  of  the  business  of  the 
several  canals  of  the  State,  and  so  far  as  we  have  been  informed,  has  given  general 
satisfaction.  It  was  expected  that  the  other  Collectors  would  have  persued  the 
same  plan  ;  but  not  having  done  so,  their  reports  are  published  in  the  usual  form. 
However,  the  most  substantial  comparative  statements,  and  to  which  stockholders 
generally  look,  are  the  amount  of  money  received,  and  the  amount  of  current  ex- 
penses ;  for  although  the  business  done  on  the  Canal  in  one  year  may  be  greater 
or  less  in  the  preceding  year,  it  does  not  follow  that  the  proceeds  in  money  will 
follow  in  the  same  ratio.  The  tolls  may  be,  and  in  truth  have  been  varied  every 
year  as  the  Directors  may  think  is  for  the  interest  of  the  Company.  In  the  exer- 
cise of  this  discretion  they  may  err,  and  although  a  much  greater  amount  of  busi- 
ness may  be  done  in  one  season  than  another,  yet  a  less  amount  of  money  may  be 
actually  received.  This  may  be  owing  to  too  low  a  rate  of  tolls ;  so  also  with  high 
tolls,  less  money  may  be  received,  and  from  the  very  circumstance  of  high  tolh, 
whereby  business  is  driven  from  the  canal  to  that  extent  that  the  Company  suffers 
a  very  serious  loss.  It  is  always  very  difficult  to  decide  upon  the  true  medium  to 
produce  the  greatest  profit.  Our  Board  have  become  satisfied  that  it  is  for  the  in- 
terest of  the  Company  to  raise  the  tolls  on  some  of  the  leading  articles  of  trans- 
port, such  as  Butter,  Cheese,  Iron,  Nails,  Coal,  Lumber,  and  several  other 
articles. 

The  Erie  Canal  has  not  been  so  successful  a  competitor  for  freight  the  last  sea- 
son as  formerly.  The  Canal  has  not  been  in  good  repair,  either  above  or  below 
the  Junction.  A  boat  load  of  more  than  fifty-five  tons  has  not  been  able  to  pass 
from  the  Junction  to  Erie  during  the  last  season.  For  some  weeks,  last  summer, 
navigation  on  the  Canal  was  almost  entirely  interrupted.  This  state  of  things 
above  the  Junction,  if  it  were  not  counterbalanced  by  as  bad  a  state  of  affairs 
below,  would  help  us  much.  The  usual  cargo  of  boats  on  the  Pennsylvania  and 
Ohio  Canal  is  seventy-five  tons.  Last  fall  a  boat  carrying  ninety-three  tons  passed 
from  Youngstown  to  Cleveland.  Boatmen  know  that  a  boat  carrying  seventy-five 
tons  can  be  navigated  at  nearly  the  same  expense  as  one  carrying  but  fifty- five 
tons.     They  are  willing,  and  can  well  afford  to  pay  a  greater  toll  on  our  canal. 

Newcastle  is  situated  on  the  Erie  Canal,  about  two  miles  above  the  Junction. 
There  is  an  extensive  iron  business  doing  at  that  place,  which  is  increasing,  and 
will  contmue  to  increase,  unless  the  price  of  iron  should  again  become  very  low. 
Large  quantities  of  Window  Glass,  Railroad  Iron,  Nails,  and  other  manufactures 
of  Iron  are  made  at  that  place  for  the  Lake  country.  The  manufacturers  and 
merchants  prefer  the  route  to  the  Lakes  by  Cleveland  to  that  by  Erie.  It  was  at- 
tempted last  year  by  the  Erie  Canal  Company,  to  stop  the  trade  to  the  Lake  from 
that  place  through  our  Canal,  by  the  imposition  of  a  toll  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
ton  on  all  property  passing  from  Newcastle  to  the  Junction.  This  was  so  high  a 
toll  that  it  diove  all  the  freight  destined  for  our  Canal  from  that  Canal,  yet  did  not 
stop  the  business  of  this  Canal,  nor  the  transportation  to  Cleveland.  The  busi- 
ness men  of  that  place  preferred  to  transport  everything  two  miles  by  land  to  the 
Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Canal,  rather  tlian  to  attempt  to  go  to  Erie. 

Here  is  a  striking  exemplification  of  the  doctrines  that  high  tolls  are  sometimes 
productive  of  no  profit.     The  Directors  of  that  Company  saw  it,  and  reduced  the 
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tolls  to  twelve  and  a*ba]f  cents  jper  ton.  This  we  conceive  is  oppressive,  and  in 
violation  to  their  chartered  privileges  ;  it  is  discrimination  not  warranted  bv  anj 
law.  The  furnaces  in  the  neighborhood  of  Newcastle  work  large  quantities  of 
Iron  Ore,  brought  from  Lakes  Superior  and  Champlain.  Nearly  all  this  is  sub- 
ject to  this  oppressive  toll,  as  almost  the  whole  of  this  ore  comes  from  those  Lakes 
by  the  way  of  Cleveland. 

The  expenses  of  repairs  for  the  current  year  have  been  $10,792  33  ;  last  vear 
they  were  810,335.  The  increase  is  owing  to  the  removal  of  a  number  of  old 
lock-gates,  and  the  erection  of  a  number  of  new  ones  to  supply  their  places.  Our 
account  of  contingencies  for  the  present  year  runs  up  to  82,228  12.  Last  year 
the  same  account  footed  83,490  29  ;  it  included  an  item  of  81,000  paid  to  settle 
an  ui^'ust  and  vexatious  law-suit.  Our  whole  expenses,  repairs  and  contingencies 
for  the  year  1863,  have  been  813,620  46.  Last  year  they  were  813,826  89. 
The  main  trunk  of  the  Canal  is  83  miles  in  length,  and  including  navigable  feed- 
ers, we  have  nearly  100  miles  of  Canal  to  support.  If  the  Cantu  does  not  nett  to 
the  Stockholders  large  dividends,  it  is  fondly  believed  that  no  Canal  is  managed 
with  more  prudence  or  regard  for  their  interests. 

The  bad  state  of  the  Ene  Canal  above  Newcastle,  has  a  favorable  effect  on  our 
business,  while  the  almost  equally  bad  state  in  which  that  Canal  is  below  the 
Junction,  is  unfavorable.  A  boat  that  might  take  along  our  Canal  seventy  tons 
of  freight,  cannot  bring  more  than  half  that  amount  to  it.  This,  in  most  instances, 
operates  to  compel  the  boatmen  to  pass  through  our  Canal  half  loaded.  It  is 
thought  that  the  Erie  Canal  will,  unless  some  efficient  measures  are  taken,  become 
useless,  ih  which  case,  unless  the  lower  part  of  that  Canal  from  the  Junction  to  the 
Ohio,  can  be  bought  or  otherwise  brought  under  the  supervision  of  this  Company,  one 
great  source  of  business  and  profit,  and  which  was,  at  the  time  of  the  projection  of  the 
Canal,  the  only  object  that  induced  the  capitalists  of  Philadelphia  to  advance  their 
capital,  will  be  lost,  and  the  Canal  must  depend  on  a  business  there  hardly  thought 
of,  the  coal  and  other  way  or  local  trade,  for  its  support.  It  may  be  possible  that 
circumstances  may  arise  that  it  might  be  for  the  interest  of  this  Company  to  pur- 
chase the  southern  pordon  of  that  Canal.  However,  it  is  supposed  that,  to  ac- 
complish this  object,  some  further  legislation  to  authorize  the  Companies  to  make 
such  an  arrangement,  should  be  had  in  both  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio.  It  is  pre- 
sumed that  this  will  not  soon  if  ever  take  place,  yet  th«j  suggestion  is  thrown  out 
for  the  consideration  of  all  concerned  in  the  Canals.

THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS, 

TO  A  RESOLUTION  OF  THE    SENATE  IN  REGARD   TO   THE   SALE 
OF  THE  WARREN  COUNTY  CANAL. 


Senate,  Jan.  18,  1854. 


To  THE  Hon.  James  MrsBS,  President  of  tlie  Senate. 

In  answer  to  the  Resolution  of  the  Senate  passed  on  the  9th  inst.,  requesting 
the  Board  of  Public  Works,  to  report  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  what  ac- 
tion, if  any,  has  been  had  under  the  "  Act  for  the  surrender  of  the  Warren  Coun- 
ty Canal,"  this  Board  respectfully  reports: 

That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  the  act  abpre  mentioned,  means  were 
taken  to  ascertain,  as  nearly  as  possible  the  amount  of  damages  the  State  would 
have  to  pay  should  the  said  Canal  be  sold  or  abandoned. 

After  making  suitable  eflforts  it  was  found  impossible  to  arrive  at  any  satisfac- 
tory result.  This  Board  then  endeavored  to  ascertain  what  claimants  of  damages 
would  release  their  claims,  should  said  canal  be  abandoned,  especially  that  part  of 
it  extending  from  Whitehell's  Mill  to  Middletown.  A  large  number  of  claimants 
ownbg  lands  along  the  line  of  the  canal  executed  releases  without  any  compen- 
sation. 

Sometime  in  May  last,  the  Cincinnati  Lebanon  and  Zenia  Railroad  Company, 
applied  to  this  Board  for  the  privilege  of  crossmg  the  canal  bed,  with  their  track, 
and  to  fill  up  the  canal  at  four  several  places;  but  as  said  Company  did  not  wish 
to  purchase  the  whole  canal,  no  arrangement  was  made  with  it., 

Deeming  it  the  most  advisable  mode  of  proceeding  imder  the  law  to  sell  said 
canal,  this  Board  advertised  its  sale,  and  received  propositions  of  purchase ;  a 
copy  of  which  advertisements  and  propositions  are  hereto  attached.  The  bid  of 
J.  Probascoisonly  for  a  part  of  the  canal.  The  bid  of  Messrs.  Campbell  and 
Hendrickson,  is  for  the  purcljase  of  the  whole ;  but  the  Board  doubting  whether 
their  bid  was  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  law,  refused  to  act  upon 
the  same,  and  referred  the  question  of  the  legality  of  said  bid  to  the  Attorney 
General.  That  opinion  has  not  yet  been  given.  This  Board  has,  therefore,  done 
nothing  more  in  tne  premises.

The  transfer  to  be  made,  nnder  the  law  of  last  winter. 

We  propose  to  take  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  the 
Warren  County  Canal  under  the  late  act  of  the  Legislature,  on  the  following 
terms  and  conditions : 

1.  We  will  contract  that  in  the  event  thai  we  abandon  it  as  a  navigable  canal, 
we  will  pay  all  damages  which  may  accrue  to  individuals  by  reason  thereof,  and 
all  damages  which  may  accrue  by  reason  of  any  improvements  which  we  may 
make  with  a  view  of  keeping  up  the  navigation  thereof. 

2.  The  State  to  transfer  to  us  all  the  said  Canal,  with  all  its  feeders,  reservoirs, 
locks,  water  power  and  privileges,  real  estate  connected  therewith,  water  rents 
due,  and  to  become  due,  contracts  in  which  the  State  now  has  any  beneficial  inte- 
rest, with  power  to  remove  such  parts  thereof,  as  we  may  see  fit  to  remove,  as 
fully  and  completely  as  the  State  might  do  ;  and  with  power  to  improve  and  con- 
tinue the  same  as  a  navigable  canal,  should  we  see  fit  so  to  do,  or  to  make  avail- 
able the  water  power  thereof. 

3.  Should  we  improve  and  make  navigable  said  Canal,  the  State  may,  at  the 
expiration  of  twenty  years,  on  payment  of  all  the  expenditures  we  may  make 
upon  the  same,  have  the  right  to  reclaim  said  Canal,  and  on  such  payment  we 
will  re  transfer  the  same. 

4.  The  State  to  give  us  during  the  time  we  may  be  engaged  in  making  said 
Canal  navigable,  and  during  the  time  it  may  be  navigable,  all  the  protection  of 
the  laws  given  to  the  Canals  of  the  State,  with  power  to  sue  in  her  name,  we  pay- 
ing all  costs  which  may  be  adjudged  against  the  State.

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The  annual  reports  of  the  Committee  Ad  Interim,  and  of  the  Superin- 
tendents and  other  officers,  furnish  full  information  of  the  transactionB 
of  the  past  year  and  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Institutions. 

INSTITUTION  FOR  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB. 

We  would  again  call  attention  to  the  oft-repeated  and  now  pressing 
wants  6f  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

A  thorough  examination  has  satisfied  our  minds  that  the  honor  of  the 
State  and  the  interests  of  the  pupils  absolutely  require  that  some  steps 
should  be  taken  towards  the  erection  of  a  new  building,  adequate  not 
only  to  the  suitable  and  comfortable  accommodation  of  its  present  occu- 
pants, but  of  all  those  unfortunate  children  in  our  State  who  are  entitied 
to  the  benefits  of  instruction  in  it.  As  will  be  seen,  from  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent,  the  present  buildings  are  so  crowded  as  to  compel 
him  to  discourage  applications  for  admission,  and  in  some  instances  to 
refuse  admission  to  persons  who  are  entitied  to  the  benefits  of  this  great 
charity. 

This  state  of  things  should  not  be  allowed  to  exist.  The  Superinten- 
dent should  be  placed  in  a  condition  which  would  enable  him  to  hunt  out 
these  unfortunate  children  and  encourage  their  coming. 

A  plan  for  a  new  building  has  been  submitted  to  the  Board  by  tiie 
Committee  Ad  Interim,  which  meets  our  cordial  approbation.  We  believe 
that  it  is  one  which,  without  being  expensive,  will  meet  the  pressing 
wants  of  the  Institution. 

A  building  erected  according  to  this  plan,  it  is  estimated  by  the  archi- 
tect, will  cost  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

We  unanimously  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  building,  and  that  the  work  be  commenced  during  the 
coming  summer. 

The  expenses  of  this  Institution,  for  all  purposes,  during  the  past 
year,  have  been  $16,906  32. 

The  appropriations  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  for  the  coming 
year  are  as  follows : 

For  salaries  of  the  Superintendent.  Steward,  and  Matrons $2,000 

For  salaries  of  Teachers  and  Physician 6,900 

For  current  expenses 8,000

LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 

In  the  Lonatie  Aaylum,  large  and  extensive  repairs  and  improvements 
have  been,  in  progress  under  the  appropriations  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  during  its  last  session. 

A  thorough  examination  has  satisfied  the  Board  that  these  improve- 
mentSy  when  completed,  will  greatly  add  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the 
patients  and  other  occupants  of  the  Asylum,  and,  in  the  end,  diminish  its 
annual  expense. 

To  complete  these  improvements,  and  to  meet  the  debts  already 
incurred  in  their  prosecution,  the  following  appropriations  will  be  neces- 
sary: 

To  complete  the  steam  apparatus $10,000 

To  complete  water  closets  and  bathing  rooms 8,000 

In  consequence  of  the  limited  appropriation  made  for  the  erection  of 
an  Infirmary,  the  work  was  not  commenced.  It  was  found,  on  examina- 
tion, that  such  a  building  as  was  needed,  could  not  be  built  for  less  than 
twenty  or  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  The  Committee  Ad  Interim, 
under  whose  supervision  this  matter  was  placed,  very  properly  declined 
to  take  the  responsibility  of  directing  the  commencement  of  a  building 
which  would  necessarily  involve  so  great  an  expenditure. 

Should  it  be  thought  advisable  to  erect  this  Infirmcuy,  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $16,000  wiD  be  needed. 

The  current  expenses  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  during  the  year  ending 
November  15, 1853,  have  been  thirty-nine  thousand  dollars.  In  this  sum 
is  included  seven  thousand  and  fifty-six  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  of 
out-standing  debts,  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  meet  at  an  early  day. 

An  immediate  appropriation  of  $5,000  is  needed  for  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Institution. 

The  heavy  expenses  of  the  past  year  at  this  Institution  are  attributable 
to  the  extraordinary  high  prices  of  articles  of  consumption. 

The  expenses  of  the  Institution,  when  compared  with  others  of  a 
similar  character  in  our  country,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  able  report  of 
the  Superintendent,  are  very  small. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  that  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  importance  that  the  building  should  be  lighted  with  gas.    We 
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concur  in  that  opinion,  and  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $3,500 
be  made  for  that  purpose. 

The  side-walk  in  front  of  the  grounds  of  the  Asylum  is,  at  some  sea- 
sons of  the  year,  almost  impassable.    A  permanent  pavement  should  be 
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summer  visited  the  Institutions  of  other  States,  and  emplbyed  a  skiUftU 
architect  of  this  city  to  draft  a  plan  for  a  new  Institution,  whidi  we  here- 
with present  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board.  The  conviction  that  it 
was  absohitely  necessaiy  that  something  should  be  done  in  the  premises, 
was  the  inducement  which  led  your  Committee  to  tc^e  the  responsibility 
of  this  measure. 

The  want  of  room,  is  an  inconvenience  under  which  this  Institution  has 
long  suffered,  and  which  is  much  to  be  regretted. 

There  are  now  in  our  State  at  least  one  hundred,  perhaps  one  hundred 
and  fifty  deaf  mutes  besides  those  now  in  the  Institution,  who  are  of  a 
suitable  age  to  receive  instruction  in  it,  and  who  are  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  it.  Should  these  apply  for  admission  they  could  not  be  received.  The 
buildingis  already  crowded  to  an  excess,  which  is  both  uncomfortable 
and  unhealthy. 

Indeed  so  numerous  were  the  pupils  at  the  commencement  of  the  pres- 
ent session  and  so  limited  the  accommodations,  that  our  Superintendent 
was  placed  under  the  disagreeable  necessity  of  discouraging  applications, 
and  in  a  few  instances  of  refusing  admission ;  and  the  citizens  of  our  own 
State  have  been  compelled  to  leave  their  own  Institution  and  place  their 
unfortunate  children  in  those  of  other  States.  It  would  be  a  much  pleas- 
anter  office  to  hunt  out  these  children  of  misfortune  and  to  encourage 
their  coming. 

It  is  certainly  the  duty  of  the  State,  since  she  has  undertaken  to  educate 
this  class  of  her  citizens,  to  make  provision  for  all  within  her  borders. 
There  should  be  no  partiality  in  the  dispensation  of  her  favors. 

The  Committee  record  with  pleasure  the  fact  that  the  third  convention 
of  American  Teachers  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  was  held  in  this  city  on 
the  10th  day  of  August  and  the  two  succeeding  days.  The  proceedings 
of  this  body  were  reported  by  a  gentleman  employed  by  the  Committee, 
and  in  due  time  these  proceedings  and  all  the  papers  which  were  read  at 
the  convention,  were  delivered  to  the  Superintendent. 

Acting  in  pursuance  of  the  practice  adopted  at  other  Institutions  in 
similar  cases,  we  immediately  contracted  for  the  printing  of  these  docu- 
ments. 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  the  officers  of  this  Institution. 

On  the  Ist  day  of  April,  Mrs.  Harriet  Snyder,  who  had  long  acted  as 
matron,  in  pursuance  of  a  previously  expressed  intention,  left  her  position. 
Mrs.  Eunice  L.  Stillwell,  the  assistant  matron,  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
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BEPOBT  OF  THE  SUPEBINTENDEM. 


To  THE  Board  op  Trustees  op  the  Benevolent  Institxjtions  op  Ohio: 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  Irespectfally  submitto  you  the  Twenty-seventh 
Annual  Report  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- three. 

The  excellent  health  of  our  lai^e  family  during  the  year,  demands  a 
special  acknowledgement  of  gratitude  to  a  kind  Providence — ^not  a  case 
of  prolonged  or  serious  illness  having  occurred.  Considering  the 
crowded  condition  of  our  building,  this  exemption  was  as  unlooked  for,  as 
its  record  is  gratifying. 

The  present  number  of  pupils  under  instruction,  is  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight:  twenty-two  having  left  the  Institution,  and  fifty-one  been 
admitted  during  the  year.  Of  the  latter  number,  nine  are  re-admissions 
of  pupils,  whose  previous  term  of  instruction  had  been  interrupted  by 
sickness,  or  other  causes,  and  who  have  returned  to  complete  the  regular 
course.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  present  number  is  much  the  largest  that 
has  been  in  the  Institution  since  its  establishment. 

I  am  happy  to  report  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  punctuality 
of  the  children  in  returning  to  school.  At  the  opening  of  the  session  on 
the  6th  of  October,  but  very  few  members  of  the  school  were  absent, 
and  those,  in  most  cases,  from  unavoidable  reasons. 

Some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  department  of  instruction,  since 
the  date  of  my  last  report.  The  Rev.  John  R.  Keep,  after  having  labored 
efiiciently  in  the  service  of  the  Institution  for  one  year,  felt  constrained 
from  considerations  of  health,  at  the  close  of  the  last  session,  to  return 
to  an  eastern  location.  While  the  loss  of  his  valuable  co-operation  and 
counsel  is  deeply  felt  by  his  former  associates,  their  best  wishes  accom- 
pany him  to  his  present  sphere  of  usefulness.  Mr.  William  E.  Tyler, 
of  Pawtucket,  Masn.,  a  gentleman  of  liberal  education,  has  been  en- 
gaged, and  has  entered  with  interest  upon  his  new  employment.  The 
large  accession  of  pupils  at  the  opening  of  our  school  in  October,  ren- 
dered the  services  of  another  teacher  indispensable.    The  vacancy  has 
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been  temporarily  filled  by  Mr.  John  £.  Townsbmd,  a  former  graduate  of 
the  Institution.  ^ 

The  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars,  authorized  by  your  Board, 
for  the  purchase  of  a  Library,  has  been  expended.  A  nucleus  has  been 
formed  of  about  one  hundred  volumes,  consisting  for  the  most  part  of 
standard  works,  which  I  trust  will  be  steadily  increased,  until  it  shall 
equal  the  wants  of  the  Institution. 

In  accordance  with  an  invitation  tendered  in  behalf  of  your  Board,  by 
the  Committee  Ad  Interim,  the  thirdj  Convention  of  American  Instructors 
of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  assembled  at  this  Institution  on  the  10th  of 
August  last.  Nine  Institutions  were  represented,  and  between  forty  and 
fifty  delegates  were  enrolled  aa  members  of  the  Convention.  The  ses- 
sions of  this  body  were  continued  for  three  days,  ahd  were  attended 
with  marked  and  increasing  interest  to  the  close.  The  papers  and 
reports  presented  to  the  Convention,  were  generally  documents  of  great 
interest  and  value,  and  the  discussions  were  animated  and  ^ble. 

The  happy  influence  of  such  gatherings  upon  the  cause  of  deaf-mute 
education,  can  scarcely  be  estimated.  This  science  is  still,  in  an  impor- 
tant sense,  in  its  infancy.  The  merits  of  particular  methods  of  instruc- 
tion, are  not  so  definitely  settled,  or  distinctly  perceived,  as  to  commend 
them  to  imiversal  adoption.  The  best  systems  that  have  yet  been  de- 
vised, and  the  best  text-books  that  have  been  prepared,  may  still  be  very 
far  from  the  best  possible.  Every  successful  teacher  must,  at  least  for 
the  present,  be  not  only  a  learner,  but  an  experimenter  and  investigator. 
There  is,  for  these  reasons,  the  more  occasion  for  those  engaged  in  this 
department  of  education,  to  meet  together  at  stated  intervals,  to  com- 
pare views,  and  to  discuss  the  principles  of  their  profession. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  including  the  papers  presented, 
have  been  issued  by  the  Institution  in  a  pamphlet  form,  and  together 
with  the  similar  records  of  the  First  and  Second  Conventions,  are  un- 
questionably the  most  valuable  contributions  to  the  cause  of  deaf-mute 
education  that  have  been  published  in  the  country.  The  Convention  ad- 
journed to  meet  at  Staunton,  Ya.,  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  July,  1855. 

Simultaneous  with  the  Convention  of  Instructors  above  mentioned, 
there  was  another  gathering  at  the  Institution  of  a  most  interesting  char- 
acter. It  was  the  convening  of  a  large  number  of  its  graduates,  for  the 
purpose  of  presenting  Mr.  H.  N.  Hubbell,  its  founder,  and  for  the  first 
twenty-four  years  of  its  existence  its  Superintendent,  with  some  token 
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d{  their  respect  and  affectionate  remembrance.  This  movement,  so 
highly  honorable  to  its  authors,  was  entirely  spontaneous  on  their  part, 
and  was  executed  with  excellent  taste  and  judgment.  Having  been  in- 
vited by  the  Trustees  to  share  with  the  members  of  the  Convention  the 
hospitalities  of  the  Institution,  they  embraced  this  opportunity  to  carry 
into  effect  the  design  which  had  been  previously  matured,  and  between 
sixty  and  seventy  graduates  assembled  for  the  purpose.  The  memorial 
selected  was  a  silver  pitcher  and  two  goblets  of  the  same  metal,  of  ex- 
quisite taste  and  workmanship,  and  marked  with  appropriate  inscriptions. 
These  were  presented  by  one  of  their  number,  accompanied  by  an  ad- 
dress in  the  language  of  signs,  to  which  a  response  was  made  by  Mi>. 
HuBBELL,  in  the  same  language. 

The  whole  ceremony  was  one  of  great  interest  to  those  who  witnessed 
it.  If  there  existed  in  the  mind  of  any  citizen  of  our  State,  doubts  re- 
specting the  past  usefulness  of  the  Institution,  a  glance  over  that  assem- 
bly would  have  set  such  doubts  at  rest.  The  record  of  its  usefulness  was 
there  inscribed  on  faces  beaming  with  intelligence,  whose  light  and  joy 
had  been  kindled  by  its  fostering  hand,  and  who,  but  for  the  bounty  of 
the  State,  and  the  efforts  of  benevolence  through  its  aid  extended  towards 
them,  would  have  been  in  the  most  pitiable  darkness,  and  abject  depend- 
ence. Now,  (and  they  were  only  a  small  portion  of  the  number  the  In- 
stitution has  blessed,)  they  were  gathered,  a  body  of  respectable,  intelli- 
gent, well-educated  citizens,  and  the  occasion  itself  showed  how  deep 
and  sincere  was  their  gratitude  for  the  benefits  they  had  received. 

No  department  of  labor  can  show  nobler  fruits  than  these ;  for  it  should 
be  remembered  that  while  each  of  these  minds  is  a  gem,  cut  and  pol- 
ished, and  its  social  value  created  by  the  culture  here  enjoyed,  each  indi- 
vidual is  also  an  intelligent  mind,  and  an  active  arm  rescued  from  bur- 
densome dependence,  and  added  to  the  productive  wealth  and  happiness 
of  the  community.  In  each  of  these  graduates  of  the  Institution  might 
be  seen  a  striking  illustration  of  the  vast  difference  in  the  socicd,  intel- 
lectual and  moral  condition  of  an  adult  person,  who  contributes  his  share 
to  the  common  fund,  and  one  who  must  be  supported  from  it.  Whatever, 
therefore,  the  State  has  expended,  or  may  expend  in  the  good  work  of 
securing  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  the  blessings  of  education,  returns  with 
accumulated  interest  into  her  own  bosom. 

The  principal  building  now  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  the  Institu- 
tion, was  erected  in  1834,  and  was  designed  to  furnish  accommodations 
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for  from  60  to  80  pupils.  The  addition  which  was  made  to  this,  in  1844, 
was  at  that  time,  scctrcely  sufficient  to  supply  the  immediate  and  pressing 
want. 

Since  the  erection  of  the  original  structure,  the  population  of  the  State 
has  increased  from  about  940,000,  to  within  a  small  fraction  of  2,000,000 ; 
among  whom  are  found  at  least  950  deaf  and  dumb.  It  is  not  singular, 
in  view  of  these  facts,  that  for  many  years  past,  the  Institution  has  been 
excessively  crowded,  or  that  many  of  these  children  of  misfortune,  who 
should  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  it  offers,  could  have  found  no  place 
within  its  walls  had  they  made  application.  It  is  indeed  a  sad  fact,  that 
much  of  this  time,  the  Superintendents  of  the  Institution,  instead  of 
searching  out,  and  drawing  within  its  embrace  every  deaf  and  dumb 
child  in  the  State,  of  suitable  age^  have  been  obliged  to  content  them- 
selves with  receiving  only  those  who  applied  for  admission,  and  even  in 
instances  not  a  few,  to  discourage  applications  actually  made.  Indeed 
to  make  room  for  the  number  received,  one  portion  of  the  family  have 
been  obliged  to  leave  the  main  building,  and  obtain  accommodation  in 
an  out-buUding,  which  was  erected  for  a  very  different  purpose.  The 
difficulty  too  is  every  year  increasing.  Last  yectr  the  number  of  pupils 
was  129.  This  year  it  has  advanced  to  158 ;  and  several  applicants  have 
been  deferred  to  a  future  time.  There  are  at  least  150  other  deaf  and 
dumb  children  in  our  State,  whose  ages  correspond  with  those  of  our 
present  pupils,  who  equally  need  instruction.  It  will  be  readily  believed 
that  the  compressing  system  has  at  last  been  carried  to  the  utmost  limit 
which  even  ingenuity  can  reach.  The  necessity  therefore  is  now  una- 
voidably impressed  upon  your  Board,  and  upon  those  to  whom  you  com- 
mit the  special  supervision  of  this  charity,  to  send  back  these  children, 
who  come  to  us  imploring  the  intellectual  and  moral  culture  which  they 
can  obtain  nowhere  else,  to  the  darkness  and  gloom  of  their  unalleviated 
misfortune,  unless  more  extended  accommodations  are  provided  for 
them. 

I  am  convinced  that  no  argument  is  necessary  to  forestall  the  possibil- 
ity of  such  a  result.  The  people  of  Ohio  have  ever  been  distinguished 
for  the  free  and  noble  spirit  with  which  they  have  supported  their  public 
charities.  There  is  not  a  citizen  in  our  State,  who  would  not  blush  to  be 
told  that  any  child  of  misfortune  within  its  broad  limits,  must  either  suf- 
fer in  silence  a  calamity  which  science  and  skill  might  relieve,  or  be  sent 
out  of  the  State  for  alleviation,  which  cannot  be  obtained  or  afforded  at 
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home.  That  the  influence  of  this  Institution  has  been  so  seriously  im- 
paired for  some  years  past  for  want  of  room,  has  not  arisen  from  an  un- 
willingness on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the  State  to  furnish  better  accom- 
modations, but  simply  from  the  fact  that  its  real  wants  have  not  been 
generally  known.  In  no  State  in  our  Union,  are  the  pecuniary  arrange- 
ments (with  one  slight  modification,  which  will  soon  be  made,)  more  am- 
ple, free  and  excellent,  than  in  our  own,  for  the  education  of  every  deaf 
and  dumb  child  of  suitable  age.  Nor  will  the  benevolent  purpose 
to  effect  which  this  provision  was  made,  be  satisfied  till  the  end  is  at- 
tained. 

The  question  whether  the  needed  accommodations  for  the  Institution 
shall  be  obtained  by  enlarging  and  repairing  the  building  now  occupied, 
or  by  the  erection  of  a  new  edifice,  I  regard  as  definitely  settled  by  the 
best  authority.  The  Committee  on  Benevolent  Institutions  appointed  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  1851,  after  careful  personal  examination,  re- 
ported a  bill  for  the  erection  of  anew  building.  This  bill  was  not  reached 
in  the  order  of  business,  and  consequently  did  not  come  before  the  body 
for  its  action  during  the  session  of  that  year. 

At  the  adjourned  session  of  1852,  the  same  Committee  again  unani- 
mously reported  a  similfir  bill,  and  recommended  that  an  appropriation 
be  mEide  to  commence  the  work  without  delay.  This  bill,  when  pre- 
sented to  the  Assembly  for  its  action,  met  with  but  one  objection,  viz : 
that  no  plans  had  been  drawn,  or  estimates  made  of  the  cost  of  the  de- 
sired building,  and  that  no  appropriation  could  wisely  be  made  without 
these  preliminary  steps.  This  objection  was  perhaps  a  legitimate  one, 
although  it  passed  over  the  claims  of  humanity,  pressing  and  demand- 
ing immediate  relief,  to  the  "  deferred  hope  **  of  another  year. 

It  may  be  proper  to  advert,  for  a  moment,  to  the  evidence  in  view  of 
which  the  bill,  whose  fate  is  above  noticed,  was  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

On  the  15th  of  February,  1853,  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  the 
General  Assembly,  requiring  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Benevolent  In- 
stitutions to  cause  estimates  to  be  made  '^  of  the  cost  of  the  repairs 
necessary  to  place  the  several  Institutions  under  their  charge  in  a  safe 
and  complete  condition."  The  architect  employed,  in  accordance  with 
this  resolution,  to  make  the  required  estimates,  reported  respecting  the 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  that  the  whole  building  was  in  such  a 
dilapidated  condition  that  "  any  outlay  in  repairs  would  be  money  fool- 
ishly spent,"  and  for  this  reason  he  made  no  estimates. 
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On  the  24th  of  the  same  month,  a  special  report  on  this  subject  was 
drawn  up  by  your  own  Committee,  and  presented  to  the  Assembly.  In 
this  report,  your  Committee  shew  at  length,  and  with  great  clearness  and 
force,  not  only  the  entire  inadequacy  and  unsuitableness  of  the  building 
now  occupied  to  the  wants  of  the  Institution,  but  the  appalling  danger 
to  which  a  portion  of  the  pupils  are  exposed  by  such  occupancy. 

Among  other  specifications,  they  remark  as  follows  : 

"  The  sleeping  apartments  of  the  male  pupils  are  not  secure,  nor  can 
they  be  rendered  so.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  their  report  of  Decem- 
ber last,  have  spoken  in  the  strongest  terms  upon  this  subject.  Should 
a  fire  occur  in  the  buUding,  the  pupils  lodging  in  the  fourth  story  must 
certainly  perish.  Deaf  to  the  cries  of  alarm,  they  must  all  be  awakened 
by  the  hand ;  and  when  so  awakened,  their  only  passage  for  escape  is  a 
single  narrow  and  crazy  staircase. 

"  The  boys'  sitting  room  is  every  way  unfit  for  {he  purpose.  The  room 
is  too  small,  the  ceiling  is  too  low,  the  ventilation  imperfect,  and  the 
building  itself  situated  in  so  close  proximity  to  two  out- houses  as  to  ren- 
der it  both  unpleasant  and  filthy. 

"  There  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  a  hospital.  The  room  used  for 
that  purpose  has  a  single  window  for  ventilation,  and  a  door  opening 
into  a  public  hall,  through  which  visitors,  pupils,  and  ofiicers  of  the  In- 
stitution must  all  pass.  Unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended, 
it  would  seem  to  be  arranged  for  the  sole  purpose  of  freely  disseminating 
every  infectious  disease  which  may  visit  the  Institution.  The  physician 
of  the  Institution  has  repeatedly  called  th^  attention  of  the  Trustees  to 
the  sul]gect." 

Further  testimony  on  the  subject  is  entirely  superfluous.  Such  a 
representation  of  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Institution,  made  and 
repeated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  gentlemen  to  whom  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  care  of  these  Institutions  is  committed  by  the  State,  and 
whose  only  reward  for  their  services  is  that  which  every  woric  of  benevo- 
lence brings  with  it,  is  surely  worthy  of  attention.  In  view  of  these 
facts,  it  would  seem  that  the  claims  of  humanity  call  for  prompt 
and  decided  action.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  know  that  these 
claims  will  not  necessarily  be  again  set  aside  for  a  similar  reason ;  but 
•that  the  Board  have  authorized  a  competent  architect  to  draw  plans  for, 
such  a  buildiiig  as  is  needed,  to  be  exhibited,  with  its  estimated  cost,  to 
the  next  General  Assembly.    The  building  erected  should  be  spacious,

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aobstaatial  and  commodious,  sufficienAy  large  to  meet  the  want^  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb  for  at  least  two  generations,  and  should  be  in  all  respects 
an  honor  to  the  State.  I  would  only  add  in  this  connection,  that  to  com- 
plete a  building  of  this  description,  and  render  it  fit  for  occupancy,  would 
require  about  two  years.  If  the  neceas€ury  provision  is  not  made  for  its 
erection,  by  the  General  Assembly  which  is  soon  to  conrene,  as  the  ses^ 
sions  of  this  body  are  now  biennial,  the  present  inconvenience  must  be 
endured  four  years  longer —  an  irreparable  calamity  to  the  present  gen- 
eration of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

The  location  of  a  new  building  is  a  matter  of  the  highest  importance, 
and  should  be  decided  upon  with  great  care  aad  good  judgment.  An 
excellent  and  commodious  edifice  might  be  erected  for  a  naval  school, 
and  yet  be  so  located  a3  to  be  useless  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
intended.  What  would  be  the  value  of  such  a  building  in  the  midst  of  a 
prairie  ?  In  like  mannfer  a  building  for  the  instruction  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  might  be  perfect  in  its  internal  arrangements,  and  yet  be  so  un- 
fortunate in  its  location  as  greatly  to  interfere  with  it»  usefulness. 

In  the  report  presented  to  your  Board  one  year  since,  I  expressed  my 
strong  conviction  that  the  grounds  now  occupied  were  well  adapted  for 
such  a  purpose,  and  far  the  best  that  could  be  obtained.  As  the  experi- 
ence of  another  year  has  added  strength  to  this  conviction,  I  will  briefly 
veoapitul<ite  the  reasons  upon  which  it  is  based. 

1.  The  healthfulness  of  this  location  is  the  highest  possible  testimony 
in  its  favor.  If  exemption  from  disease  is  any  criterion  of  this  fact,  it  is 
entirely  unparalleled  in  this  particular,  either  as  compared  with  the  sites 
of  similar  Institutions  in  other  States,  or  with  those  of  the  different  In- 
stitutions of  our  own.  During  the  first  thirteen  years  of  the  existence 
of  this  Institution,  scarcely  a  case  of  severe  sickness,  and  not  a  single 
death  occurred  among  its  pupils.  In  the  course  of  the  last  fourteen 
years,  with  an  average  attendance  of  over  que  hundred  pupils,  there 
have  been  but  seven  deaths.  Three  of  these  were  from  pulmonary  con- 
sumption, two  fi^m  fever,  and  one  from  cholera.  When  it  is  considered 
that  this  statement  covers  a  period  when  our  city  was  comparatively 
new,  and  exposed  to  the  fevers  and  other  diseases  incident  to  a  recent 
settlement,  that  these  children  were,  from  their  infirmity,  more  liable  than 
others  to  the  attacks  of  disease  and  less  able  to  resist  them,  that  many 
of  them  when  they  joined  the  school  had  not  passed  through  the  diseases 
of  childhood,  and  finally,  when  the  crowded  state  of  the  building  for 
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many  years  past  is  taken  into  l^e  account,  tiie  evidj^nce  of  the  point  in 
question  is  conclusive.  It  is  not  necessary  to  dwell  upon  the  vital  im- 
portance of  this  feature.  No  other  consideration  can  counterbalance  or 
come  into  comparison  with  it.  > 

2.  The  easy  access  which  this  location  gives  us  to  the  city,  is  a  con- 
sideration of  much  weight.  An  important  aid  in  educating  the  Detd* 
and  Dumb  is  obtained  by  bringing  them  near  the  busy  activity  of  a  large 
city.  Their  lives,  previous  to  instruction,  have  been  spent  in  the  isola- 
tion of  the  country.  To  their  eyes,  the  city  is  filled  with  wonders.  The 
multiplied  operations  of  handicraft,  and  the  varied  processes  in  the  arts 

'  or  manufactures  with  which  a  city  is  filled,  cure  subjects  of  untiring  in- 
terest. Every  object  of  which  they  learn  the  name  and  use,  is  an  addition 
to  their  mental  resources.  Panoramas,  paintings,  museums,  and  men- 
ageries, which  are  only  seen  in  a  large  city,  afibrd  them  peculiar  plea- 
sure. The  instruction  and  amusement  obtained  by  deaf  mutes  in  this 
way,  in  the  course  of  their  education,  are  of  great  value  to  them.  A 
removal  only  to  a  short  distance  beyond  the  pavements  of  our  city  would 
deprive  a  large  portion  of  our  family  of  these  advantages. 

3.  Equally  desirable  it  is  that  the  parents  and  friends  of  our  pupils 
should  have  easy  access  to  the  Institution.  Many  of  the  pupils  are  fi-om 
distant  parts  of  the  State,  and  friends  and  neighbors,  who  are  coming  to 
the  Capital,  are  often  instructed  to  ascertain  and  report  concerning  their 
health  and  welfare.  Many  of  the  Deaf  Mutes  of  tiie  State  are  children 
of  poor  parents,  who,  in  many  cases,  are  not  aware  of  the  provision  that 
is  made  for  their  education,  and  are  consequently  dependent  upon  the 
interest  and  sympathy  of  the  benevolent  for  their  relief.  Citizens  fit)m 
all  parts  of  the  State,  having  easy  €u;cess  to  the  Institution,  are  induced 
to  visit  it,  and  are  thus  reminded  of  l^e  wants  of  this  class  and  of  the 
provision  made  to  meet  them. 

4.  Our  present  locality  allows  the  instructors  of  the  Institution  to  per- 
form their  duties  here,  while  they  find  boarding  accommodations  in  the 
city  and  enjoy  its  social  and  religious  privileges.  A  distant  location 
would  deprive  them  of  these  privileges,  and  would  render  it  necessary 
either  to  provide  for  their  accommodation  in  the  Institution  itself,  or  to 
erect  houses  specially  for  their  occupancy. 

Besides  the  stated  service  for  their  benefit  at  the  Institution,  our  pupils 
attend  divine  worship  in  the  churches  in  the  city,  a  part  of  the  day  on 
tiie  Sabbath.    This  gives  them  an  opportunity  for  fresh  air  and  exercise,

breaks  the  monotony  of  the  day,  and  renders  them  familiar  with  the  de* 
corum  of  a  worshiping  assembly.  To  deprive  them  of  this  privilege,  and 
confine  them  at  home  on  the  Sabbath,  would  be  felt  as  a  serious  loss. 

Upon  the  desirableness  of  retcdning  a  location  within  the  circle  of  the 
State  charities,  where  our  school  can  be  under  the  eye  of  the  Legislature, 
%nd  convenient  for  the  frequent  visits  of  its  members,  I  need  not  remark. 

5.  The  present  location  will  enable  the  Institution  to  introduce  gas, 
as  soon  as  the  condition  of  our  building  will  warrant  it.  Our  course  of 
study  requires  lessons  to  be  committed  in  the  evening.  It  is  a  matter  of 
no  small  difiiculty,  to  obtain  a  clear  and  sufficient  light,  and  after  taking 
every  precaution,  the  eyes  of  our  pupils  are  apt  to  suffer,  especially  du- 
ring the  winter  months.  The  use  of  gas  would  obviate  this  difficulty, 
and  would  be  a  source  both  of  convenience  and  economy. 

The  site  now  occupied,  comprbes  ten  acres,  and  affords  ample  space 
for  all  the  wants  of  the  Institution.  No  possible  increase  of  the  city 
would  disturb  its  quiet  and  comfort.  From  the  rear  of  our  present 
building,  the  lot  extends  back  350  feet,  giving  abundant  room  for  the 
new  edifice.  If  commenced  a  few  feet  in  the  rear  of  the  present  one, 
its  erection  would  not  interfere  with  the  operations  of  the  school,  and 
when  completed  and  the  old  building  removed,  it  would  present  a  beauti- 
ful and  attractive  front,  and  in  its  situation  be  more  advantageous  than 
the  one  now  occupied.  In  the  language  of  the  late  lamented  Superin- 
tendent, whose  views,  I  am  happy  to  know,  coincided  entirely  with  those 
above  expressed,  the  edifice,  "  in  itself  would  no  doubt  be  an  architectu- 
ral ornament  to  the  city;  a  monument  of  public  munificence  more  wor- 
thy of  the  State,  and  more  honorable  to  the  noble  sentiments  of  refined 
and  sanctified  humanity,  than  obelisks  and  columns  conunemorative  of 
scenes  of  Wood.  It  was  on  this  ground,  now  hcdlowed  by  the  associa- 
tions of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  that  the  Ohio  Asylum  was  first 
placed.  Should  it  remain,  the  objections  to  a  removal  would  be  obviated 
and  the  advantages  of  the  present  site  preserved.  Should  th^  city  ex- 
pand to  ten  fold  its  present  size,  the  Institution  would  retain  its  park  of 
ten  acres,  airy  and  healthful,  and  could  never  suffer  from  the  encroach- 
ments of  the  city.  In  the  encircling  embrace  of  the  surrounding  popu- 
lation, it  would  feel  the  warmth  and  pressure  of  a  living  sympathy.'* 

The  pecuniary  value  of  the  present  site,  located  as  it  is  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  has  been  named  as  an  objection  to  the  continued  occu- 
pancy of  the  grounds  for  the  purpose  to  which  they  have  long  been  de- 
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voted.  It  has  been  said  that  if  this  was  sold,  the  sum  realized  would  go 
far  towards  purchasing  a  location  more  distant  and  less  valuable,  and 
the  erection  of  a  new  building.  If  our  State  is  indeed  reduced  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  speculating  in  her  charitable  Institutions,  in  order  to  cany  out 
llie  benevolent  designs  in  which  she  has  embarked,  the  objection  has  some 
weight.  Even  in  this  case,  it  might  be  a  question  whether  it  is  good  poli^ 
to  begin  with  that  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  Others  might  be  named  whose 
usefulness  and  efficiency  would  suffer  far  less  by  removal,  and  from  the 
sale  of  whose  sites  a  larger  sum  of  money  would  be  realized.  Such  a 
suggestion,  however,  with  regard  to  an  enterprize  of  this  magnitude  and 
importance,  is  entirely  unworthy  of  mention.  The  best  possible  location, 
whether  here  or  elsewhere,  will  doubtless  be  selected,  and  the  selection 
will  be  mEide  with  reference  to  the  usefulness  and  wants  of  the  Institu- 
tion. The  decision  as  to  the  place,  may  safely  be  left  to  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  Ohio  Legislature. 

The  erection  of  workshops,  to  afford  our  pupils,  particularly  the  male 
portionof  them  the  opportunity  to  acquire  a  trade,  andthusbe  able  to  sup- 
port themselves  when  they  leave  the  school,  I  regard  as  a  matter  of  great 
importance.  As  the  subject  has  been  presented  in  former  reports,  and 
will  probably  receive  attention  in  connection  with  a  new  building,  I  will 
not  dwell  upon  it  here. 

The  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  acquiring  their  education,  meet  with  difficul- 
ties peculiar  in  kind,  and  formidable  in  character,  of  which  children  who 
can  hear  and  speak  have  no  experience.  It  would  seem  natural  on  this 
account,  that  more  time  shpuld  be  allowed  in  the  former  case  than  in  the 
latter  to  obtain  that  knowledge  which  is  so  necessary  to  their  success  in 
life.  But  the  opposite  of  this  is  generally  the  rule,  and  there  are  few 
exceptions.  In  the  case  of  children  who  can  hear  and  speak,  the  course 
of  systematic  instruction  usually  commences  at  the  age  of  six  or  eight 
years,  and  continues  to  liiat  of  sixteen  or  eighteen.  The  usual  period 
allotted  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  for  this  purpose  is  from  five  to  seven  years. 
Perhaps,  as  a  general  regulation,  this  is  as  well  as  any  that  can  be  fixed 
upon,  yet  it  is  much  too  short  to  secure  complete  and  finished  results. 
Where  there  are  facilities  fbr  continuing  these  advantages  indefinitely,  it 
is  a  matter  ofcoihparatively  little  consequence  how  early  we  begin.  When, 
however,  the  term  of  education  must  be  confined  within  the  prescribed 
limits,  the  age  at  which  it  is  commenced,  is  a  point  of  great  consequence. 
The  course  of  instruction  which  must  be  followed  to  impart  to  a  deaf  mute  a 
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knowledge  of  language,  requires  considerable  maturity  of  mind,  as  well 
as  power  of  application  on  the  part  of  the  pupil.  If  the  child  is  sent  to 
the  Institution  before  this  mtiturity  is  attained,  the  first  years  of  instruc- 
tion are  not  only  lost,  but  great  labor  and  care  is  imposed  on  the  teach- 
er. The  age  of  twelve  is  regarded  by  experienced  instructors  as  the 
ifrost  favorable  for  commencing  education,  as  by  that  time  there  is  usu- 
ally some  maturity  of  mind,  as  well  as  of  physical  health,  and  the  pupil 
is  prepared  to  make  the  most  rapid  advancement.  It  is  much  better  fer 
the  pupils  and  for  the  Institution,  to  admit  none  under  the  age  of  ten, 
and  generally  to  discourage  their  admission  until  they  reach  the  maturi- 
ty of  twelve.  This  course  has  accordingly  been  generally  pursued. 
The  average  age  of  our  pupils  is  14^  years,  which  is  very  nearly  the  best 
possible  to  secure  their  most  rapid  progress. 

The  annual  session  of  our  school  now  opens  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  October,  and  closes  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  July.  By  this  arrange- 
ment, the  session  is  prolonged  into  the  warmest  part  of  the  season.  The 
debilitating  influence  of  the  weather,  together  with  the  exhaustion 
induced  by  the  labors  of  the  long  term,  upon  both  instructors  and  pupils, 
reader  the  exercises  of  the  school-room  much  less  efficient  during  the 
closing  weeks  of  the  session,  than  during  the  cooler  mon^.  At  this 
season,  too,  the  general  health  of  our  pupils  and  of  our  city  is  more  lia- 
ble to  be  affected,  than  at  any  other  during  the  year.  If  our  school 
should  commence  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Septemb^  and  close  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  July,  the  session  and  the  vacation  would  each  be 
of  the  same  length  as  now,  and  the  evils  alluded  to  would  be  in  some 
measure  avoided.  No  objection  to  this  change  occurs  to  me,  and  I  would 
therefore  propose  that  it  be  made,  and  that  hereafter  our  annual  session 
commence  and  close  at  the  time  last  mentioned. 

From  the  establishment  of  the  Ohio  Institution  to  the  present  time,  560 
deaf  mutes,  including  those  now  under  instruction,  have  for  a  longer  or 
shorter  period  enjoyed  the  advantages  it  has  afforded.  Appended  to  this 
report,  will  be  found  an  alphabetical  list  of  tliese  pupils,  giving  their 
place  of  residence,  age  and  time  of  admission,  cause  of  deafness,  deaf- 
mute  relatives,  if  any,  method  of  support,  time  under  instiiiction,  and  a 
few  facts  respecting  their  subsequent  connections  and  employments  in 
life.  These  facts  are  such  as  have  been  gathered  inddentally,  the  time 
allotted  to  the  arrangement  of  the  catalogue  not  having  admitted  of  ex- 
tensive enquiries  with  reference  to  them.    It  is  believed,  however,  that 
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w^  very  few  exceftions,  the  graduates  of  the  Institation  will  be  foutid  to 
be  intelligent,  indcurtiiom  and  respectable  citizens.  The  list  wiU  be  ral- 
uable  Sot  reference,  and  also  as  a  record  relatiye  to  this  class  of  the  com- 

A  Mst  of  the  officers  and  instractors  who  have  been  comiected  with 
die  Institation  since  its  establishment,  is  also  added. 

I  woold  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  ihe  existence  of  the 
law  which  requires  appfieants  for  admission  to  the  Institution  to  prodace 
a  certificate  of  their  poverty,  before  tiiey  can  receive  benefit  from  the 
provision  made  by  the  State.  The  Institution  is  snppcvted  by  the  State, 
and  every  citizen  should  have  an  equal  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  advaa* 
tages  it  affords.  Least  of  all  should  the  burden  be  imposed  upon  one 
who  has  a  child  that  is  afflicted  witii  the  calamity  of  deafness,  either  to 
pay  for  his  education,  or  to  bring  proctf  of  his  inability  to  do  so.  The 
pecuniary  return  which  this  requirement  brings  to  tiie  treasury  of  tiie 
State  is  very  small,  wUle  its  operation  is  offensive,  and  is  felt  to  be  un- 
just. Cases  not  unfrequentiy  occur,  where  parents  retain  their  childr^i 
at  home,  rather  than  pay  for  their  education,  or  bring  the  reqtured  oer^ 
tificate  of  indigence.  The  benefits  of  the  other  Institutions  are  flree  to 
every  proper  applicant,  and  tii^re  is  no  reason  why  this  should  be  made 
an  exception,  t  am  persuaded  that  is  only  necessary  to  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Legislature  to  the  nature  and  operation  of  this  law,  to  insure 
its  repeal. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  general  course  of  instruction  during 
the  year.  The  system  pursued  in  this  Institution  is  the  same  that  is 
adopted  in  other  similar  schools  in  our  country,  and  is  unquestionably 
the  one  which  confers  the  highest  benefits  upon  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  that 
can  be  secured  during  the  brief  time  allotted  to  their  education.  The 
first  object  is  to  convey  to  the  pupil  a  knowledge  of  written  language,  so 
as  to  enable  him  both  to  understand  and  use  it.  In  connection  with  this, 
he  is  made  acquainted  with  the  branches  usually  taught  in  our  common 
schools.  If  there  is  any  limit  in  the  pupil's  attainment,  it  is  found  in  the 
time  allowed  for  his  instruction,  or  in  hb  own  capacity  for  improvement, 
and  not  in  the  system  itself.  The  gentiemen  engliged  in  this  depart- 
ment have  pursued  their  work  during  the  year  with  imtiring  diligence  and 
with  gratifying  success. 

The  labor  and  watchfulness  involved  in  the  care  of  a  family  so  large, 
and  peculiarly  constructed  as  ours,  can  be  fully  appreciated  only  by  those 
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who  have  experienced  it.  I  most  cheerfully  bear  wituess  to  the  fideli^ 
and  assiduity  with  which  the  officers,  in  all  departments  of  the  Institu- 
tion, have  devoted  themselves  to  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 
The  general  good  order  and  quiet  deportment  of  the  pupils,  also,  has 
been  in  the  highest  degree  commendable.  Appreciating  the  efforts  made 
for  their  improvement,  health  and  happiness,  they  have  made  all  the 
return  in  their  power,  that  of  industry,  cheerful  obedience,  and  gratitude. 

I  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  (tf  our  physician.  Dr.  Robert 
Thompson,  for  a  more  particular  account  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Institution  during  the  year.  The  high  measure  of  health  that  has  pre- 
vailed among  our  pupils,  is  owing  in  no  small  degree  to  his  attention  and 
skill.  The  continued  gratuitous  services  of  Dr.  W.  E.  Ide,  as  dentist, 
are  worthy  of  special  acknowledgment. 

Trusting  that  the  kind  Providence  which  has  watched  over  the  Institu- 
tion since  its  first  establishment,  will  watch  over  it  still,  and  that  there  is 
before  it  a  long  and  wide  career  of  usefulness,  its  officers  enter  cheerfully 
upon  the  responsibilities  of  another  year.  Whatever  of  blessing,  faithful 
and  persevering  effc»*t  can  secure  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  they  are  de- 
termined to  realize.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN. 


To  TftB  Trustees  of  the  Benevolent  Institutions  of  Ohio. 

Oenilemen :  In  the  discharge  of  a  duty  devolving  upon  me  as  physi- 
cian to  the  Ohio  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  DuQib,  I  present  the  follow- 
ing report : 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  annual  communication,  the  health  of  the  in- 
mates of  this  Institution  has  been  as  good  as  that  of  the  community  at 
large ;  and  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  record  the  fact,  that  although  the 
number  of  pupils  is  much  increased  above  that  of  any  previous  year, 
death  has  not  invaded  the  school. 

This  satisfactory  and  highly  gratifying  result,  is  due  in  a  great  measure 
to  the  excellent  sanitary  measures  so  rigidly  enforced  by  the  honored 
Head  of  the  establishment,  and  so  willingly  carried  out  in  their  varied  de- 
tails by  every  one  whose  duty  it  is  to  minister  to  the  wants,  necessities 
and  comforts  of  the  inmates ;  to  all  of  whom  I  am  indebted  in  a  high 
degree  fen*  any  success  which  has  characterized  the  result  of  my  labors  as 
health  officer  to  the  Institution. 

In  this  connection,  gentlemen,  I  trust  you  will  permit  me  to  suggest  that 
notwithstanding  the  general  health  of  the  pupils,  and  speedy  recovery  of 
such  as  suffer  attacks  of  disease,  there  are  circumstances  peculiar  to  the 
edifice*  in  those  sections  occupied  as  halls  of  instruction,  and  sleeping 
apartments,  which  impose  great  additional  anxiety  and  labor  upon  those 
in  charge  of  the  different  interests  of  the  school ;  while  their  chances  for 
health,  and  recovery  from  attacks  of  disease,  are  greatly  diminished.  I 
allude  to  that  which  has  not  escaped  your  vigilant  observation — a  want 
of  capacity  and  adaptation  in  the  buildings. 

Heretofore  I  have  frequently  urged  the  necessity  of  providing  apart- 
ments properly  adapted  to  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  apart  from  the  halls 
and  chambers  occupied  for  other  specific  piirposes. 

These  recommendations  were  not,  as  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  know, 
disregarded  as  either  impertinent  or  unnecessary;  but  were  not  carried  out, 
from  the  fact  that  to  have  done  so,  would  have  been  like  putting  a  new 
patch  upon  an  old  garment,  which  aged,  and  worn  through  the  necessi^ 
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of  the  past,  Was  never  either  comely  in  its  proportions,  nor  adapted  to 
purposes  for  which  it  was  designed.  Of  the  general  unfitness  of  this 
uncomely  relic  of  modem  antiquity,  I  have  never  felt  it  my  peculiar  duty 
to  speak,  until  its  dilapidation,  and  entire  inadequacy  in  point  of  size, 
to  accommodate  comfortably  the  greatly  increased  number  of  its  in* 
mates,  clearly  places  the  subject  within  my  reach,  recognizing  as  I  do, 
my  accountability  to  your  Hon.  Board,  and  to  the  State,  for  the  weU 
being,  in'  a  sanitaiy  point  of  view,  of  those  committed  to  my  profes- 
sional care. 

Did  the  compass  of  this  document  justify  it,  or  your  judgment  require 
enlightenment  upon  the  importance  of  proper  ventilation  in  bed  cham* 
bers  and  halls  of  instruction,  I  might  enlarge  upon  this  topic  to  an  ex- 
tent commensurate  with  its  importance.  This  being  unnecessary,  I  will 
state  for  the  information  of  the  Hon.  Board,  that,  as  a  class,  deaf  mutes 
are,  from  the  less  perfect  developement  of  the  fimcticms  of  the  sen- 
sitive nervous  system,  (a  fact  of  which  near  twenty  years  observation  has 
assured  me)  more  easily  depressed  by  those  adverse  influences,  which  are 
ever  active  when  masses  of  human  beings  are  held  in  too  close  proxin^** 
ty.  And  among  the  many  causes  of  this  class,  which  might  be  enume- 
rated, I  am  assured  there  is  none  so  deleterious  as  the  respiration  of  a 
confined  atmosphere — surcharged  with  the  numerous  exhalations  of  the 
human  body;  and  hence  it  is,  that  althoughmany  in  the  school  exhibit  all 
the  external  appearances  of  vigorous  health,  whUe  a  considerable  num- 
ber evideatl/  manifest  that  want  of  energy  so  characteristic  of  a  low  or- 
der of  vitality,  all,  are  easUy  brought  under  the  depressing  influence  <^ 
epidemic  causes.  To  th«  same  class  of  causes  and  depressing  influencee, 
is  deariy  traceable,  the  more  thanordinaiy  per  cent,  of  local  affections  de- 
pendent immediately  upon,  or  connected  with  functional  derangements 
of  important  organs.  This  remark  is  more  particularly  ^plicable  to  the 
female  and  scrofulous  members  of  the  sdiool,  while  its  general  pertinenqr 
in  some  measure  to  all,  is  unquestioned. 

Such  being  the  facts,  is  it  not  a  clear  and  highly  incumbent  duty,  to 
place  this  unfortunate  class  of  human  beings  in  the  best  possible  cir- 
cumstances, in  a  sanitary  point  of  view  ?  What  dien  is  wanting  to  effect 
this  desirable  end?  As  already  intimated,  the  pupils  e^joy  every  com- 
fort and  privilege  which  humanity  can  suggest,  under  the  present  unbe- 
fiting  circumstances  in  which  they  are  placed.  To  better  their  condition, 
and  fully  carry  out  the  benevolent  purposes  of  the  State  in  the  organi- 
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zation  of  this  noble  Institatioii,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  adequate 
provisions  be  made  for  the  health  and  benefit  of  those  for  whom  it  was 
created;  and  to  this  end  a  more  capacious  and  better  adapted  building 
is  absolutely  necessary,  embracing  ample  halls  and  chambers,  capable  of 
the  most  perfect  ventilation,  with  hospital  apartments,  so  situated  and 
constructed  as  to  answer  all  necessary  purposes,  and  sufficiently  remote 
from  the  recitation  rooms  and  other  constantly  occupied  parts  of  the  build- 
ing, with  a  capability  of  ventilation  independent  of  the  general  edifice. 
Upon  this  it  is  unnecessaiy  to  enlarge,  as  its  reasonableness  is  self-evi- 
dent to  every  man  who  is  capable  of  appreciating  the  comforts  of  life, 
and  of  realizing  the  satisfaction  resulting  from  a  knowledge  that  his  own 
household  enjoy  every  blessing  compatible  with  health  of  body,  physical 
wants,  and  progress  of  intellect.  Nor  is  it  believed  that  the  State  of  Ohio, 
great  in  her  past  history,  great  in  her  present  prosperity,  and  evidently 
great  beyond  every  anticipation  in  her  future,  will  tolerate  the  idea  that 
her  unfortunate  children,  confided  to  her  especial  care,  shall  be  less  ten- 
derly cherished,  than  are  those  of  like  kind,  in  the  leas  important  States 
of  the  Union. 

It  has  occurred  to  the  undersigned,  that  it  may  not  be  unimportant  to 
suggest  to  your  honorable  body,  that  young  personB  are  frequently  sent 
to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  who  are  either  from  bodily  infirmity  or 
imbecility  of  mind,  entirely  incapable  of  receiving  any  benefit  from 
being  placed  as  pupils  in  this  Institution.  To  prevent  the  unprofitable 
encumbrance  of  tiie  household  with  such  inmates,  (all  of  whom  require 
more  than  ordinary  care)  would  it  not  be  advisable  to  establish  some 
rule  by  which  this  embarrassing  state  of  things  may  be  avoided  in 
the  future.

PANORAMA  OP  THS  CRBATION  AXD  DELUGE. 
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All  of  the  CMfiOBe  were  obliged  to  pay  tribate  until  1850,  when  a  re- 
markable event  happened.

They  have  entered  several  cities  and  induced  the  people  to  join  theok 
They  all  cut  dieir  long  hair  off,  and  rebdled  against  the  Tartars,  whon 
they  are  driving  out  of  the  country.  AMaadannibdiBgitiiiipessibleto 
overcome  tho  rebels^,  infonned  the  Emp^tiev  of  it;  and  he  also  infennad 
him  that  he  knew  of  apian;  so  he  oonaented  talet  him  try.  He  went 
home  and  pot  his  spectacles  onhisnose,  and  read  books  ea*  the  art  of 
war.  He  ibund  a  very  cnrious  stratagem^  whioh  was,  he  ordered  two 
thousand  oixea  to*be  eoUecled,  and  on  each  ct  their  homs  were  placed 
torches,  and  in  the  dead  o£  night  th^  were  driven  towards  the  rebels  to 
frighten  them.

A  SHORT  AOOOIJirT  OF  MY  LIFE. 

Until  I  was  eight  years  old,  my  parents  lived  in  Boonville,  M issonri. 
My  brother  and  his  bride  paid  a  visit  to  them,  and  a  few  months  after 
they  took  me  to  St.  Louis.  Before  I  departed,  I  bade  my  parents  good 
bye  with  sorrow.  I  entered  a  splendid  steamboat  and  sailed  along  the 
river  between  two  beautiful  banks  until  we  arrived  at  the  oily  of  St.  Louis, 
where  I  lived  with  my  sister's  mother.  By  and  by,  I  was  sent  to  school, 
about  five  miles  from  St.  Louis.  After  I  had  been  there  two  years, 
I  received  the  intelligence  that  my  father  was  dead.  The  next  day  I 
came  out  of  school  to  St.  Louis.  My  brother  came  from  home  and  told 
me  that  before  my  father's  death,  he  and  his  family  were  going  to  remove 
to  the  boundary  between  the  Indian  territory  and  Missouri,  but  he  sudden;- 
ly  got  sick  and  died  in  the  steamboat.  More  than  three  days  after,  the 
passengers  carried  his  coffin  to  the  grave-yard  in  the  city  of  Indepen- 
dence, and  they  buried  him.     Our  family  took  up  their  residence  there. 

My  brother  was  about  twenty  years  of  age.  I  proceeded  through  the 
streets  to  see  many  strange  houses.  I  went  to  the  top  of  a  house  to  take 
a  view  of  the  city,  which  was  very  beautiful  and  pleasant.  I  observed  a 
great  many  steamboats  and  different  boats  lying  at  the  shore  and  they 
appeared  very  beautiful.  The  next  day,  my  brother  and  I  went  out  to 
take  a  steamboat  for  Independence.  When  we  arrived  at  Liberty  in  the 
night,  we  took  a  boat  whidi  arrived  at  the  bank  where  my  mother  lived. 
I  met  her  with  joy.  One  year  after,  our  family  and  I  removed  to  St. 
Louis  from  Independence  city.  As  I  was  riding  in  a  steamboat  which 
sailed  between  two  beautiful  banks,  I  saw  a  great  many  villages  and 
towns,  some  were  very  lai^e  and  some  were  very  small.  I  arrived  at  the 
shore  of  a  coxmtry  which  is  far  from  the  city,  about  one  hundred  miles. 
We  staid  all  night  while  our  steaoiboat  was  at  anchor.  The  wind  blew 
very  hard  and  the  night  was  very  cold,  but  I  awoke  up  in  the  morning. 
It  was  very  a  delightful  and  lovely  morning.  The  appearance  of  the 
trees  and  grass  were  of  a  very  pretty  green.  I  could  see  at  a  distance 
many  deer  playing  very  prettily,  and  some  were  standing  in  rows;  then 
the  steamboat  went  on.  I  also  observed  many  white  houses  situated  in 
Jefferson  city.  I  also  saw  a  fort,  which  was  a  building  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  whites  from  the  Indians.  As  I  passed  along  I  noticed  that 
many  Indians  were  on  the  deck  of  a  steamboat,  because  they  removed  to 
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Ae  West.  Some  steamboats  were  sank  in  the  river,  some  were  half 
upset.  I  observed  many  fine  wheat  fields  in  Missouri.  After  seeing  the 
rest  of  cities,  by  and  by  I  arrived  at  the  city  of  St.  Louis.  Two  years 
after  our  family  left  St.  Louis  in  a  steamboat  for  Wheeling.  1  came 
to  pay  a  visit  to  my  dear  friends  in  Ohio.  I  was  very  much  delighted  to 
see  them.  I  was  going  to  return  to  St.  Louis  again,  but  some  of  my 
friends  persuaded  me  to  come  to  school.  I  was  finally  willing  to  come 
to  school.  I  came  here  to  devote  my  attention  to  the  study  of  various 
branches.  I  know  about  heavenly  things,  I  shall  graduate  this  year.  I 
am  grateful  to  the  Legislature  for  supporting  the  Institution  for  the  deaf 
and  dumb.  If  they  had  not  erected  a  building  for  the  deaf  and  dumb 
persons,  the  latter  would  be  ignorant  people.  We  are  very  glad  to  have 
kind  and  benevolent  people  who  are  moved  with  compassion.  They 
support  the  Institution  for  the  imfortunate  persons. 

Respected  Senators  and  Representatives  and  citizens,  do  us  the  honor 
of  giving  money  for  building  a  new  Institution  a  little  larger  than  this,  be- 
cause Ohio  has  a  great  many  deaf  and  dumb  persons  who  are  ignorant. 
This  poor  Asylum  is  not  as  large  as  the  Lunatic  Asylum.  There  are  a 
great  crowd  of  people.  I  hope  you  will  be  willing  to  help  the  deaf  and  dumb 
persons.    ^  will  leave  here  next  year.    I  shall  be  with  my  dear  friends.    I 

shall  be  grateful  to  the  legislature  and  trustees  for  their  kindness.    Adieu.

MY  VISIT  TO  THE  OOiry^NTION. 

I  will  tell  you  respecting  the  Convention  that  assembled  here  last  August. 
When  I  proceeded  home  last  summer,  I  got  a  letter  which  was  sent  by 
three  of  the  Teachers.  By  the  permission  of  my  parents,  I  came  here 
by  the  packet,  which  moved  along  the  Ohio  canal.  After  arriving  at  this 
City,  I  stepped  into  an  omnibus  and  came  here  with  great  happiness.  It 
was  a  very  pleasant  and  sweet  morning  when  I  arrived  here.  I  observed 
some  of  the  deaf-mute  girls  were  delighted  in  swinging,  while  others 
were  spending  their  time  in  working  in  the  rooms.  When  I  came  here, 
they  ran  to  me  and  they  were  very  glad  to  see  me.  There  were  not  ma- 
ny former  pupils  here,  only  about  seventy  or  eighty.  Some  of  them  were 
strangers  to  me,  but  in  a  little  while  they  became  acquainted  with  me. 
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There  were  also  teachers  who  had  come  from  Hartford,  New  York,  Ken- 
tacky,  Tennessee,  Indiana  and  Louisiana.  The  Convention  commenced 
on  the  tenth  of  August,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning.  When  aH  the 
teachers  and  pupils  assembled  in  the  Study-room,  Rev.  Mr.  Hitchcock 
addressed  a  prayer  to  God.  After  his  prayer,  Mr.  Keep  delivered  a 
speech  about  the  language  of  signs  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  T*hen  oth- 
er teachers  followed  each  other  in  delivering  speeches  about  the  lan- 
guage for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  during  the  day.  One  of  the  speaking 
teachers  translated  the  language  in  signs  to  the  pupils.  They  were 
very  much  pleased  to  see  him.  Mr.  Stone  also  read  letters  from  some 
teachers  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  Convention. 

Thursday  afternoon,  there  was  a  beautiful  present  given  to  Mr.  Hub- 
bell,  which  was  a  silver  pitcher  and  two  goblets.  Mr.  Lattin,  a  deaf- 
mute  teacher  of  Indiana,  addressed  the  Assembly  by  making  signs  as 
the  following:  '*  Mr.  Hubbell  was  the  former  Superintendent  of  this 
Institution,  for  twenty- four  years,  and  he  gave  the  pupils  many  benefits  in 
education,  &c.;  therefore,  they  should  give  him  thanks  for  the  sake  of 
his  kindness. "  Then  Mr.  Hubbell  also  ^oke  to  them:  "That  he  was 
very  much  gratified  to  have  them  present  him  the  beautiful  pitcher 
and  two  goblets. "  When  he  had  done  speaking  to  them,  Mr.  Clerc^a 
deaf-mute  teacher  of  Hartford,  told  the  Assembly  respecting  De  I'Epee 
and  Sicard.  De  I'Epee  first  discovered  the  instruction  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb.  He  taught  Sicard  to  make  signs  and  spell.  After  the  death  of 
De  I'Epee,  Sicard  succeeded  to  his  office  of  teaching.  Mr.  Clerc,  a 
Frenchman,  was  the  follower  of  M.  Sicard.  There  were  no  schools  for 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the  United  States.  Mr.  Gallaudet  often  observed 
that  there  were  many  poor  Deaf  and  Dumb.  Then  he  took  his  journey 
to  Paris,  where  he  was  taught  by  Mr.  Clerc  for  sometime,  and  then  they 
came  to  this  country  and  founded  the  Asylum  in  Hartford.  Now  there 
are  many  schools  in  the  United  States  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  The 
Deaf  and  Dumb  would  be  in  a  dark  state,  provided  that  Mr.  Gallaudet 
had  not  gone  to  Paris.  In  the  moiming  on  Friday,  the  teachers  deliver- 
ed speeches  respecting  language,  following  each  other  during  the  day. 
The  teachers  of  other  States  bear  not  much  resemblance  in  their  signs  to 
the  tesu^ers  of  Ohio.  I  went  home  by  a  stage  in  the  morning  on  Sat- 
urday, and  I  then  threw  a  glance  at  the  Institution  while  I  was  leaving,  and 
arrived  at  home  in  safety.  It  gave  mo  much  pleasure  in  visiting  the 
Convention.

A  SKSTOH  OF  THB  LIFE  OF  MADAM  ROLAKD. 

Jane  Mary  Philippon  was  bom  in  the  year  1754.  Her  parents  were  not 
very  rich,  but  worthy  of  honor.  Her  father  was  an  engraver,  and  there- 
fore could  not  afford  his  family  so  much  pleasure  or  happiness  as  other 
families  who  were  rich  could.  They  had  eight  children,  but  they  all  died, 
and  Jane  was  the  only  one  that  survived.  Her  parents  loved  her  exceed- 
ingly, and  thought  she  was  all  they  could  and  would  ever  have  to  love  on 
earth.  Her  father  was  irreligious,  but  her  mother  who  was  a  very  pious 
woman,  wished  to  bring  Jane  up  for  the  Church  and  for  heaven.  Jane 
was  indeed  a  child  worthy  of  the  greatest  admiration,  and  she  was  ad- 
mired by  every  one  who  noticed  her,  for  she  was  very  beautiful  and  mod- 
est, and  her  features  and  her  actions  gave  a  proof  of  her  being  a  great 
person  in  years  to  come.  When  she  could  speak  and  walk,  her  father 
made  her  his  daily  companion.  He  would  confide  to  her  all  his  thoughts. 
He  was  rather  jealous  of  the  children  of  proud  and  wealthy  people,  who 
could  give  them  as  much  as  they  wanted.  Jane  was  tired  of  hearing  him 
talk  about  this,  and  would  ask  her  mother  about  it,  who  would  help  and 
dieer  her.  Jane  often  found  pe^e  with  her  kind  mother,  because  she 
did  not  talk  about  riches,  but  instructed  her  in  religion.  Jane  was  natu- 
rally fond  of  books,  and  would  read  over  and  over  again  every  book  that 
oame  in  her  way.  She  also  loved  to  sit  by  her  chamber  window  and 
gaze  upon  the  splendor  of  the  setting  sun,  and  the  various  colours  that 
decked  the  Heavens  after  it  went  down.  Jane  was  also  passionately 
fond  of  flowers,  and  her  parents  would  give  them  to  her  oflen,  in  order  to 
withdraw  her  from  books.  She  would  read  books  and  smell  flowers,  but 
would  not  give  up  her  love  for  them.  In  order  to  be  educated,  Jane  was 
sent  to  a  Convent,  where  all  young  ladies  who  wished  to  be  educated 
went.  The  first  night  Jane  spent  in  the  Convent,  was  a  night  of  agita- 
tion. She  felt  sorry  that  she  was  not  at  home,  but  she  loved  books,  and 
therefore  devoted  most  of  her  time  to  the  study  of  them.  She  made 
great  progress  in  music  and  drawing,  and  in  the  course  of  a  year  left  the 
Convent,  being  educated  as  well  as  a  lady  of  eighteen,  but  she  was  not 
more  than  fifteen  herself.  She  also  learned  to  engrave,  and  would  spend 
part  of  her  time  in  engraving  on  highly  polished  plates  of  brass.  She 
grew  up  to  be  a  highly  respected  young  lady,  and  married  M.  Roland. 
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He  was  descended  from  an  opulent  family,  and  had  great  talents,  and 
some  self-esteem  for  himself.  They  lived  in  a  very  fine  mansion  or^alace. 
During  the  French  Revolution,  they  were  partakers  in  this  dreadful  war. 
They  loved  their  country  dearly,  and  did  not  want  it  to  fall  into  the  hands 
of  those  who  wished  to  usurp  the  throne.  They  attached  themselves  to 
the  party  of  the  Girondists,  and  gained  great  dvantage  in  the  National 
Assembly.  They  foresaw  their  destruction,  but  laid  aside  all  fear,  and 
determined  to  oppose  it  without  giving  back.  Madame  Roland  warned 
her  friends  of  its  approach,  and  onee  concealed  Robespierre  from  the 
hands  of  his  enemies.  After  a  while  the  Revolution  became  so  terrible, 
that  massacres  and  conflagrations  took  place.  The  King  was  insulted 
and  taken  prisoner.  When  the  Kings  of  Prussia  and  England  heard  of 
the  Revolution,  they  determined  to  keep  the  King,  and  therefore  threat* 
ened  to  come  with  a  vast  number  of  troops,  and  reinstate  him  on  his 
throne,  and  massacre  the  leaders  of  it.  The  Girondists  had  taken  the 
Government  of  England  for  their  model,  and  determined  to  desert  the 
King,  and  establish  a  Republican  Government  like  that  of  the  United 
States.  The  party  of  the  Girondists,  used  to  hold  meetings  in  the  library 
of  Madame  Roland,  and  there  tdk^over  the  matters  of  the  Revolution; 
she  was  their  help,  and  would  advise  them  to  do  anything  she  thought 
best.  Thus  she  gained  a  supremacy  over  them,  and  they  all  adored 
her.  She  was  once  an  obscure  child,  walking  in  the  streets  of  Paris, 
while  Aristocratic  persons  swept  by  in  gilded  coaches,  and  in  all  the  ex- 
travagance of  modem  times.  But  now  they  came  to  her  for  advice,  and 
thought  she  was  all  the  help  they  could  get;  though  they  once  despised 
her,  yet  they  now  praised  and  loved  her.  Aflcr  a  while  the  Girondist 
party  was  arrested  and  put  in  prison,  and  were  afterwards  led  to  execu- 
tion. Madame  Roland  was  also  arrested  and  put  in  prison;  but  the  Jail- 
or's wife  was  very  kind  to  her,  and  gave  her  all  she  wanted.  Her  hus- 
band fled  from  Paris,  and  concealed  himself  in  a  secret  place.  After  re- 
maining in  prison  for  a  very  long  time,  she  was  sentenced  to  be  execu- 
ted. She  then  prepared  herself  for  the  appointed  time,  and  was  led  to 
the  Gmllotine;  she  ascended  the  scafibld  with  a  countenance,  bright  and 
smiling.  Aflcr  addressing  the  assembly,  she  suffered  the  executioner  to 
sever  her  head  from  her  body,  and  died  without  a  groan.  Thus  died  the 
celebrated  Madame  Roland,  in  the  39th  year  of  her  age.

JOHN  SOBIESKI. 

In  the  annals  of  Europe,  there  are  many  instances  of  things  done 
worthy  of  remembrance,  by  the  most  distinguished  and  celebrated  charac- 
ters of  the  age,  the  lives  and  adventures  of  whom,  will  excite  the  mind  of  a 
reader,  and  great  events  which  they  performed  are  written  in  the  history  of 
mankind.  There  lived  a  very  celebrated  individual  who  deserved  the  re- 
spect and  admiration  of  mankind  in  the  seventeenth  eentury,  named 
John  Sobibsri.  Poland  produced  two  most  distinguished  individuals, 
namely :  The  above  named  person,  and  Thaddeus  Kosciusko,  who  main- 
tained against  despotism  and  aristocratic  tyranny,  with  nobleness  of  spir- 
it. I  am  going  to  write  some  events  in  the  life  of  the  said  person,  inclu- 
ding his  memorable  victory  over  the  Mussulmans,  at  the  siege  of  Vienna, 
in  the  year  1683,  which  saved  Europe,  which  had  been  convulsed  for  many 
years,' from  subjection. 

John  Sobieski  was  born  in  the  year  1629,  and  his  father,  who  signalized 
himself  in  war  and  in  peace,  by  his  courage  and  virtues,  bestowed  his 
attention  to  the  character  of  John  and  Mark,  and  tried  everything  to 
make  them  dbtinguished  in  war,  and  virtuous  and  respectable  in  society. 
He,  with  Mark,  returned  to  the  native  place  afler  a  long  tour  in  foreign 
countries,  when  the  Poles  had  been  defeated  by  the  Cossacks  in  an  en- 
gagement, and  it  drove  him  to  the  use  of  arms  against  the  foe ;  and  by 
his  bravery  and  talents,  he  won  the  confidence  of  his  countrymen.  His 
brother  was  killed  in  a  second  engagement  with  the  enemy,  leaving  him 
alone  in  the  army.  By  degrees  he  rose  to  the  honor  of  grand-marshal 
and  general  of  the  kingdom.  He,  fortunately,  became  the  terror  of  the 
Cossacks  and  Tartars,  over  whom  he  gained  great  advantages.  He 
gained  a  brilliant  victory  over  the  Turks  at  Choczim,  and  his  fame  was 
spread  throughout  Europe.  After  some  time,  by  the  favor  of  the  people, 
he  was  elevated  to  the  throne  of  Poland.  At  the  same  time,  no  prince 
was  more  distinguished  and  talented  than  him ;  and  he  being  among  the 
most  distinguished  and  renowned  characters  of  the  age,  became  formida- 
ble to  the  Turks. 

A  memorable  event  enlai^^  his  fame,  which  saved  Europe  from  the 
power  of  the  followers  of  Mahomet.  This  was  his  celebrated  victory 
over  the  infidels,  near  Vienna.  He  nobly  maintained  his  ground  against 
their  encroachments.    At  the  same  time,  Europe  was  agitated  by  inva- 
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sioD  of  die  foe ;  asd  die  Vizier,  with  abooi  MO^OM  iMn,  isre^ 
in  which  the  Aix^-doke  Cliaries,  Insisted  diem  with  peiwrei^  It 

would  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  if  John  had  not  come  to 
his  aid  when  it  was  in  die  very  grasp  of  the  Turks.  The  Ardi-dnke 
finding  himself  in  a  very  precarious  condition,  inYcked  the  aid  of  SoU* 
eskL  He  proceeded  with  his  small  army  for  die  same  purpose,  and  he 
took  a  difficult  ascent  across  the  mountains ;  and  die  Poles  took  mudk 
pains  in  drawing  cannons  for  fourteen  days.  They  gained  an  elevation  ^ 
so  as  to  have  a  view  of  the  Turidsh  camp  below.  They  gased  upon  die 
splendor  and  luxury  of  the  Vizier,  and  the  innumerable  numbers  of  the 
foe,  and  the  Tartars  at  the  foot  of  die  mountains,  widi  great  astonish- 
ment. But  it  did  not  arrest  his  progress,  and  he  was  confident  that  vic- 
tory would  be  his.  Europe  awaited  the  fate  of  Vienna.  The  next  day 
the  Turidsh  troops  were  in  motion  to  make  a  desperate  eflTort  to  take  the 
ci^.  The  time  came  for  Sobieski  to  arrest  their  progress,  and  his  cav- 
alry rushed  upon  them  with  fury,  and  made  their  way  towanls  the 
Vizier's  camp ;  and  the  infantiy  spread  panic  and  consternation  among 
the  infidels  who  fled  in  great  numbers,  precipitately  losing  die  luxuries, 
weapons  of  various  kinds,  tents,  &c.,  and  the  holy  standard  of  Mahom- 
med,  which  he  sent  to  the  Pope  with  the  following  letter :  "  I  came,  I  saw, 
and  God  has  conquered."  The  various  spoils  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
victors.  As  the  Turks  fled,  the  Vizier  made  great  exertions  to  rally  them, 
but  in  vain.  The  next  day  he  made  an  entry  into  the  city,  die  inhabi- 
tants of  which  treated  him  with  great  respect  and  honors.  Thus  Europe 
was  freed  from  the  encroachment  of  the  Mahometans,  and  this  event  is 
written  in  the  history  of  mankind. 

He  died  in  the  2drd  year  of  his  reign,  leaving  his  Idifgdom^in  a  flour- 
ishing condition.  While  he  was  attacked  with  a  dangerous  disease, 
there  was  a  contention  of  election  to  the  throne  between  some  distin- 
guished persons.  The  Queen  wished  to  have  him  make  a  will,  but  he 
positively  refused,  for  there  was  a  faction  which  would  not  conform  to 
the  will.  He  died  in  the  year  1699.  He  was  virtuous  in  peace,  and 
brave  and  intrepid  in  war.  He  was  not  less  distinguished  than  Princes 
of  his  age.  J.  D.  H.  S. 
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TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


1.  Paying  pupils  are  provided  for  by  the  Institution  in  all  respects, 
clothing  and  traveling  expenses  excepted,  for  one  hundred  dollars  for  the 
session  of  ten  months,  payable  quarterly,  in  advance. 

2.  Pupils  to  be  supported  by  the  State,  must  bring  satisfactory  testi- 
monials from  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  County  in  which  they  reside,  and 
from  other  respectable  citizens,  that  they  are  in  indigent  circumstances, 
and  suitable  persons  to  receive  instruction. 

3.  Applicants  must  be  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  twenty  years, 
free  from  immoralities  of  conduct,  and  from  contagious  and  offensive 
diseases. 

4.  Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  Rev.  Collins  Stone, 
Columbus,  Superintendent  of  the  Institution. 

5.  The  session  commences  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September, 
and  closes  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  July.  The  proper  time  for  admis- 
sion is  at  the  commencement  of  the  session,  and  no  pupil  will  be  receiv- 
ed at  any  other  time,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

6.  The  regular  course  of  instruction  occupies  five  years,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  all  who  enter  the  Institution  will  remain  for  this  period,  un- 
less providentially  prevented.  In  cases  where  good  proficiency  is  made, 
two  additional  years  of  instruction  are  offered.  No  pupil  can  be  remov- 
ed from  the  Institution  during  the  progress  of  a  session,  without  the  per- 
mi^Bion  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

7.  Parents  and  guardians  are  required  to  provide  their  children  with 
sufficient  and  suitable  clothing  while  they  remain  at  the  Institution.  Every 
article  should  be  marked  with  the  full  name  of  its  owner.  A  small  sum 
of  money  also  should  be  deposited  with  the  Steward  for  occasional  ex- 
penses. 

8.  Pupils  are  expected  to  spend  the  vacation  at  home,  or  with  their 
friends.      This  arrangement  is  as  desirable  for  the  health  of  the  pupils,

To  the  Gk)yxRNOR  of  thb  State  of  Ohio  : 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  and  constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  the  under- 
signed has  the  honor  herewith  to  present  to  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  his  Annual 
Report  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  public  money,  accompanied  by 
such  remarks  on  the  finances  of  the  State  as  he  deems  appropriate  to  the  occasion. 

The  accompanying  table  (page  19)  will  place  before  the  legislature  the  general 
condition  of  the  public  revenue,  at  the  opening  and  the  clo.«e  of  the  fiscal  year, 
which  terminated  on  the  15th  of  November,  1853.  On  examining  that  table,  the 
following  results  will  be  ascertained :

The  aggregate  valuation  of  the  reed  property  entered  for  taxation  on  the  grand 
duplicate  for  the  year  1863,  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year,  in  the  sum  of 
98,653,754.  This  increase  varies  but  little  from  the  average  annual  addition 
made  to  the  taxable  valuation  of  the  real  estate  of  Ohio,  during  the  last  several 
years,  and  it  arises  principally  from  the  assessment  of  new  buildings  and  of  school

and  canal  lands,  which  have  been  sold  and  bronght  upon  the  tax  duplicate  now 
for  the  first  time.

As  may  be  seen  by  the  above,  the  returns  of  personal  property  listed  for  tax- 
ation, in  the  several  counties  of  the  State  ibr  the  year  1863,  show  an  ag^gate 
increase  of  877,000,000,  being  an  excess  of  60percent.  over  the  correspondmg  val- 
uation of  the  preceding  year.  This  result  has  been  produced  to  some  extent  by 
a  positive  increase  in  the  wealth  of  the  State,  but  is  to  be  attributed  in  a 
greater  degree  to  the  amendment  of  the  general  tax  law,  by  which  the  former 
exemption  of  personal  property  not  exceeding  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars 
to  any  one  inoividual,  is  now  reduced  and  limited  to  one-fourth  of  that  amount 
There  is  much  reason  for  the  belief  that  the  mcrease  has  also  been  promoted  by  a 
more  ttian  usual  degree  of  care  and  watchfulness,  on  the  part  of  the  Assessors, 
in  guarding  against  the  omission  of  any  article  from  the  statement  of  taxable 
property,  which  the  law  makes  it  their  duty  to  obtain  from  every  resident  of  their 
reactive  wards  and  townships. 

The  greatest  relative  increase  of  personal  property,  is  exhibited  in  that  class  of 
objects,  which,  owing  to  their  palpable  character,  are  not  easy  to  be  overlooked  or 
concealed.  Hence,  the  appropriate  table  appended  to  this  report,  exhibits  the  fact, 
that  the  value  of  Domestic  Animals,  listed  for  taxation  in  the  year  1863,  is  87  per 
cent,  greater  than  in  the  year  1862.  The  comparative  number  and  value  of  this 
important  portion  of  the  personal  property  of  Ohio,  durmg  the  last  four  years, 
are  exhibited  by  the  following  statement :

These  figures  show  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxes  charged  on  the  property 
of  the  State  in  1 853,  was  nearly  38  per  cent  greater  than  had  been  assessed  only 
a  year  before.  An  increase  at  once  so  large  and  sudden,  has  necessarily  aroused 
very  general  attention,  and  in  many  instances  the  purposes  to  which  the  increased 
taxes  are  to  be  applied,  and  the  authority  by  which  they  were  levied,  have  not 
been  fully  understood.  The  following  statement  will  show  the  amount  of  taxes 
levied  in  the  years  1852  and  1853,  for  each  purpose  of  a  general  character,  and 
also  the  authority  by  which  they  were  assessed.

THE   FBINTJSD   TAX   NOTICES   OF   COUNTT   TRSASURXRS. 

One  of  the  great  causes  of  dissatisfaction  among  the  people  in  regard  to  taxes, 
originates  in  the  fact  that  no  intelligible  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  to  be 
collected  for  each  specific  object,  is  placed  within  their  reach.  The  ordinary  ad- 
vertisement setting  forth  the  rate  of  leyy  in  the  several  townships,  does  not  afford 
this  information.  Hence  the  people  of  the  different  counties  of  the  State  are 
without  any  ready  means  of  knowing  what  amount  of  the  public  taxes  is  to  be 
paid  over  to  the  State,  and  what  amount  is  to  be  retained  within  the  county  in 
which  they  are  levied.  It  is  certainly  desirable  that  this  obscurity  shall  be  re- 
moved ;  and  to  this  end,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the  existing  laws  should 
be  so  amended  as  to  require  the  Treasurer  of  every  county  to  append  to  his 
annual  notice  a  clear  and  intelligible  statement,  setting  forth  the  amoimt  of  taxes 
levied  on  the  duplicate  of  the  current  year  for  the  support  of  the  State  Grovem- 
ment,  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  principal  of  the  public  debt,  for  the  support 
of  State  Common  Schools,  for  defraying  county  expenses,  for  the  repair  of  roads, 
for  keeping  the  poor,  for  the  building  of  bridges,  for  township  expenses,  and  for 
each  other  object  of  a  general  character. 

Such  a  statement,  it  is  believed,  would  remove  much  error  and  uncertainty  in 
the  minds  of  many  tax  payers,  and  at  the  same  time,  enable  the  public  to  see  for 
themselves  the  amount  of  taxes  which  is  to  be  collected  for  each  specific  object,  and 
to  apply  the  appropriate  remedy  in  whatever  quarter  a  needless  expenditure  occurs. 

THE   TAX   ON    BROKERAGE   AND   PRIVATE   BANKING. 

In  the  assessment  of  the  taxable  property  employed  by  unincorporated  Bankers 
and  Brokers,  it  has  been  found  difficult  in  some  counties,  and  impossible  in  others, 
to  secure  such  a  compliance  with  the  law  as  its  "true  interpretation'*  is  believed 
to  require.  Bankers  who  are  conducting  their  business  exclusively  on  borrowed 
capital,  amounting  in  many  instances  to  several  hundred  thousand  dollars, — claim 
that  they  are  wholly  exempt  from  taxation :  others  who  own  a  small  capital  of 
their  own,  and  do  business  on  a  large  line  of  deposits,  claim  the  right  of  deducting 
their  deposits.  These  claims  are  entirely  irreconcilable  with  that  equality  of  tax- 
ation which  the  law  and  the  constitution  seek  to  attain.  The  laboring  husband- 
man who  delves  in  the  soil  for  a  livelihood,  is  taxed  on  the  whole  value  of  his 
farm  although  he  has  purchased  it  on  credit.  The  merchant  who  owns  not  a 
dollar  of  capital  is  taxable  on  the  full  value  of  the  goods  which  he  has  bought  on 
borrowed  money,  and  which  he  keeps  on  hand  for  the  purpose  of  gain.  So  also 
with  the  broker :  the  law  taxes  him  on  the  value  of  all  moneys  which  he  buys 
and  sells  in  the  line  of  his  business.  They  constitute  his  stock  in  trade,  and 
although  obtained  on  credit,  they  have  no  better  right  to  be  exempt  from  taxes 
than  have  the  dry  goods  or  groceries  of  a  merchant  which  were  bought  with  bor- 
rowed money.  The  bank  notes  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  banker  for  his  individual 
use  and  benefit,  are  no  longer  the  property  of  their  former  owner.  He  has  di- 
vested himself  of  their  ownership,  and  he  is  thenceforth  taxable  not  on  the  money, 
but  on  the  credit  which  he  has  received  on  the  books  of  the  banker  or  in  the  shape 
of  a  certificate  of  deposit.  Under  the  old  constitution,  bankers  and  brokers  were 
taxed  on  no  portion  of  their  capital,  provided,  it  was  no  more  than  equal  to  the 
amount  of  their  indebtedness.  Whilst  this  immunity  was  allowed  to  the  broker, 
the  landhold*  r  who  was  still  in  debt  for  his  farm,  was  allowed  no  deduction  from 
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the  value  thereof.  The  existence  of  this  distinction  was  without  a  sound  reason 
to  sustain  it,  and  the  new  constitution  would  have  failed  to  effect  what  it  was 
expected  to  accomplish,  had  it  not  wisely  guarded  against  the  continuance  of  the 
unjust  discrimination  against  real  properry  which  had  been  so  long  and  so  justly 
a  source  of  complaint  under  the  former  constitution. 

THB   MSW   ASSESSMENT   OF   REAL  ESTATE. 

In  accordance  with  the  general  tax  law  of  April  13,  1862,  a  new  assessment  of 
the  entire  real  property  of  Ohio,  was  made  during  the  year  1863,  and  submitted 
to  a  State  Board  of  Equalization  for  revision.  The  aggregate  valuation  at  which  . 
i  t  was  placed  before  the  State  Board  was  8566,964,836,  being  an  increase  of  74 
per  cent,  over  the  net  valuation  at  which  the  real  estate  of  Ohio  was  equalized 
under  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1846. 

The  action  of  the  State  Board  of  1963,  resulted  in  taking  98,303,726  from  the 

aggregate  valuation  at  which  the  real  property  of  the  State  had  been  appraised 

by  the  District  Assessors  and  equalized  by  the  Ceunty  Boards.     A  much  larger 

reduction  would  probably  have  been  made  except  for  the  limit  which  the  law 

.  imposed. 

The  taxable  valuation  at  which  the  real  estate  of  Ohio,  as  equalized,  will  stand 
on  the  grand  duplicate  of  Ohio  in  the  year  1864,  as  compared  with  its  taxable 
valuation  in  the  year  1863,  is  as  follows :

Thus  it  appears,  that  the  real  property  of  Ohio  will  be  taxed  in  the  year  1864, 
on  a  valuation  of  one  hundred  and  ninety'jive  miUions  greater  than  in  the  year  1863. 

AMENDMENTS  OF  THE   TAX   LAW. 

Under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  real  estate  which  remuns  delinquent  afUr  the  time 
ixed  for  the  payment  of  its  annual  taxes,  is  subjected  to  a  penalty  of  30  per  cent 
There  are  many  good  reasons  why  a  similar  penalty  should  be  exacted  from  de- 
Imquent  personal  properhr.  The  law  as  it  now  stands,  does  not  require  the  taxes 
remaining  delinquent  on  bonds,  mortgages,  stocks,  and  other  personal  property  to 
be  carried  forward  upon  the  duplicate  of  the  succeeding  year.  This  distinction 
has  no  sufficient  reason  to  justify  its  continuance ;  and  the  right  of  the  Le^slature 
to  make  a  discrimination  between  the  two  classes  of  property,  real  and  personal, 
is  A  point  worthy  of  consideration.

BATB  07  TAXATION  FOB  THB   TXAB   1854  AITD    1855. 

The  duty  of  prescribing  the  rate  of  taxation  for  two  years,  will  devolve  on  the 
present  Legislature. 

The  levy  which  may  be  fixed  for  the  year  1 854,  will  produce  no  revMiue  for 
that  year.  The  taxes  which  may  be  collected  under  that  levy,  will  be  wholly 
applicable  to  the  disbursements  of  1855.  So  also,  the  rate  of  levy  which  is  fixed 
for  the  year  1 855,  will  produce  revenue  necessary  to  meet  the  expenditures  of  the 
next  succeeding  year,  but  will  bring  nothmg  into  the  State  Treasury  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  taxes  are  assessed. 

The  grand  duplicate  of  1 854,  will  probably  vary  but  litUe  from  a  gross  valua- 
tion of  $800,000,000.  From  this  amount,  safety  requires  that  a  deduction  of 
925,000,000  should  be  allowed  for  delinquencies,  <Src.,  leaving  a  net  duplicate 
amounting  to  •775,000,000.  The  rate  of  levy  necessary  to  be  assessed  on  this 
amount  for  General  Revenue  purposes,  depends  wholly  upon  the  appropriations 
and  expenditures  which  the  present  Legislature  may  authorize  for  the  years  1854 
and  1855.  If  the  appropriations  for  the  year  1854,  shall  be  greater  than  the 
amount  of  taxes  levied  and  collected  in  1853,  for  their  payment,  they  will  neces- 
sarily remain  over  until  another  year,  and  become  a  charge  against  the  Treasury 
in  1855.  For  obvious  reasons  it,  is  desirable  that  the  impropriations  for  no  given 
year,  shall  be  greater  than  the  revenue  provided  to  meet  them.  Good  faith 
towards  the  public  as  well  as  sound  financial  policy  demands  that  the  Legislature 
which  authorises  or  incurs  any  new  expenditure  of  public  money,  shall  net  leave 
to  its  successors  the  responsibility  of  lerying  the  additional  taxes  out  of  which  the 
increased  expenditures  are  to  be  paid. 

•  This  sura  includes  a  balance  of  $125,000,  ajppropriatbd  In  the  years  1852  and  1853,  for 
New  Lunatic  Asylums,  New  State  House  and  the  improvement  of  the  present  Lnnatic  Asy- 
lum. As  an  insufficient  amount  of  money  was  provided  by  the  last  Legislature  for  tho  full 
tmynient  of  these  appropriations,  they  must  neoeaearily  be  charged  among  the  claims  on  the 
Treasury  lor  the  year  1854.

PATMBIT. 

In  the  Auditor  of  State's  last  annual  report,  the  attention  of  the  Legislature 
was  invited  to  the  necessity  of  limitiDg  the  appropriations  of  public  monej  for  the 
uses  of  the  State,  to  the  amount  of  general  revenue  whieh  would  aeorue  under 
the  tax  levy  of  the  previous  year.  Kotwithstandiug  this  suggestion,  the  amount 
of  money  appropriated  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  for  Ihe  expen- 
ses of  the  State  Government  for  the  year  1 853,  together  with  the  unexpended 
balance  of  previous  appropriations,  was  considerablv  greater  than  the  revenue 
which  had  oeen  provided  to  meet  it.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  Auditor  of 
State  had  but  one  of  two  courses  to  adopt:  first,  to  refuse  to  issue  drafts  on  the 
Treatury  for  a  portion  of  the  appropriations ;  or,  second,  to  supply  the  deficit  in 
the  general  revenue  by  converting  to  its  use  the  requisite  amount  of  the  taxes 
which  had  been  expressly  levied  and  collected  for  the  paj^ment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  nubile  debt.  Good  fiuth  towards  uiose  by  whom  the  taxes 
were  paid,  no  less  uian  the  plain  injunction  of  the  constitution  (article  twelve,  - 
section  five,)  forbade  the  eourse  last  indicated.  The  Auditor  felt  bound,  there- 
fore, to  withhold  all  drafts  which  could  only  be  met  by  an  application  of  public 
funds,  different  from  that  contemplated  by  the  law  under  which  they  were  collected. 
For  this  reason,  only  a  portion  of  the  appropriations  made  for  the  erection  of  New 
Lunatic  Asylums,  for  the  improvement  of  the  old  Lunatic  Asylum  and  for  the  ' 
further  prosecution  of  the  State  House,  were  paid  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
15th  November,  1853. 

In  making  appropriations  for  the  year  1854,  it  will  be  essential  to  keep  in  mind 
the  fact  that  the  undrawn  appropriations  of  the  last  year,  will  exhaust  an  impor- 
tant portion  of  the  general  revenue  provided  for  the  year  1854.  These  undrawn 
appropriations  and  the  new  appropriations  for  the  current  year,  should  be  no  more 
than  eqvLBl  to  the  general  revenue  taxes  authorized  to  be  levied  on  the  grand  du- 
plicate of  1853. 

Much  confusion  and  disappointment  may  be  prevented,  by  keeping  at  a]l  times 
in  mind  the  vital  fact  (already  referred  to,)  that  the  taxes  levied  on  the  grand  du- 
plicate of  any  given  ;^€ar  are  not  collected  or  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  \mtil 
the  close  of  the  year  in  which  they  were  assessed,  and  hence  are  not  applicable 
to  the  current  expenditures  of  said  year.  A  due  regard  to  this  important  point, 
will  firuard  the  Legislature  from  authorizing  an  amount  of  expenditures  withm  the 
fiscal  year  ending  15th  November,  1854,  greater  than  the  amount  of  general  rev- 
enue likely  to  be  produced  by  the  rate  of  taxes  authorized  to  be  assessed  on  the 
grand  duplicate  of  1853. 

STATE  COMMON    SCHOOL  TVKD,  * 

Under  the  law  of  March  14,  1853,  "to  provide  for  the  re-organization,  super- 
vision and  maintenance  of  Common  Schools,"  the  Legislature  levied  a  tax  of  two 
mills  upon  the  dollar  valuation,  on  the  grand  list  of  the  taxable  property  of  the 
State.  This  rate  of  levy  placed  on  the  duplicate  6f  1 853,  an  aggregate  State 
Sehool  tax  of  91,186,793  69  6.  The  same  law  also  required  the  assessment  of 
a  State  tax  of  one-tenth  of  one  mill  on  the  dollar  valuation,  "  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  school  libraries  and  apparatus  to  all  the  eommon  schools  in  the  State."  ^ 
The  acrgregate  amount  of  taxes  placed  on  the  duplicate  of  1853,  under  the  levy 
last  alluded  to,  was  959,339  68  5.    In  addition  to  these  levies  under  peremptory 
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legislatiye  enactment,  the  sum  of  9987,696  06  0,  was  assessed  by  local  au^ori- 
^es  for  the  purpose  of  buying  new  locations  for  school  houses,  for  the  erection  of 
buildings,  and  for  the  support  of  schools  after  the  State  Common  School  fund 
should  be  exhausted.  All  these  levies  show  the  following  as  the  aggregate  of 
taxes  assessed  in  1853,  for  common  school  purposes:

It  is  not  presumable  that  the  most  ardent  friend  of  education,  will  desire  the 
Legislature  after  its  recent  liberal  provision  for  the  educational  wants  of  the  State, 
to  do  more  during  the  years  1854  and  1855,  than  to  provide  a  State  Common 
School  Fimd  equal  to  that  which  was  produced  by  the  levy  of  two  mills  on  the 
dollar  valuation  in  the  year  1853.  To  accomplish  this  result,  it  is  not  necessary 
that  the  former  rate  of  levy  shall  be  continued.  The  new  valuation  of  real  estate, 
will  increase  the  grand  duplicate  of  1854  and  1855,  to  9800,000,060,  and  a  levy 
of  one  and  one-half  mills  will  produce  a  school  fund  varying  but  little  from  the 
amount  produced  in  the  year  1853,  by  a  levy  of  two  mills  on  the  yaluation  of 
that  year.

A  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  15,  1853,  will  be  found  in  the  appropriate 
table  appended  to  this  report.  Under  tha  Old  Constitution,  the  Sinking  fund  con- 
sisted of  money  exclusively  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  public 
debt ;  but  by  the  seventh  section  of  article  eighth  of  the  New  Constitution,  it  has 
been  made  to  include  all  moneys  provided  for  the  payment  of  interest  as  well  ks 
principal :

THB  STATE  DEBT  OF   OHIO — ITS  AMOUNT. 

On  referring  to  the  appropriate  table  accompanying  this  report,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  foreign  and  domestic  debt  of  Ohio  has  been  reduced  in  the  sum  of  $324,- 
470  47  during  the  year  1853.  This  reduction  leaves  the  amount  of  unpaid  for- 
eign and  domestic  debt  as  follows :

The  only  portion  of  the  public  debt  which  has  matured  and  is  still  outstanding, 
consists  of  domestic  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $2,443  70,  the  interest  on  which  *has 
been  stopped  and  the  holders  notified  to  present  them  for  payment. 

In  addition  to  the  foreign  and  domestic  debt  of  Ohio,  it  is  but  proper  to  keep  in 
mind  the  existence  of  other  State  liabilities  of  somewhat  different  character.  These 
consist,  first,  of  the  Surplus  Revenue  loan  from  the  General  Government,  and 
second,  the  Irreducible  Debt.    These  two  liabilities  are  as  follows  :

— The  Irreducible  debt  arises  from  the  pajmcDt  into  the  State  Treaturv  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  sales  of  lands  donated  by  the  General  Government  for  the  support  of  schools,  Ac. 
This  debt  is  not  only  irreducible  in  its  character  but  owing  to  the  constant  sales  of  school 
lands,  necessarily  inereasei  from  year  to  year.  In  lieu  of  the  repaTment  of  the  principal,  the 
State  is  bound  to  pay  interest  thereon,  to  the  various  counties  in  proportion  to  their  ownership 
of  the  lands  actually  sold  and  accounted  for. 

The  Surplus  Revenue  debt  of  Ohio,  consists  of  money  accepted  by  tlie  State  from  the  United 
States,  ana  although  received  in  the  nature  of  a  deposit,  it  is  not  likely  that  its  re-payment 
will  ever  be  asked  for  or  required. 
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TAXES  VCR  THB  PATMBST  07  THE  PUBLIC  DEBT. 

The  wisdom  and  propriety  of  making  annual  provision  for  the  decrease  of  the 
public  debt  of  Ohio,  needs  no  argument  to  enforce  it  upon  the  attention  of  a  Leg- 
islature fresh  from  the  bosom  of  the  people.  Among  all  the  complaints  that  are 
uttered  concerning  heavv  taxes,  none  have  been  heard  against  the  payment  of 
that  portion  of  the  annual  assessment  which  is  applicable  to  the  public  debt.  This 
significant  fact  is  not  only  honorable  to  the  character  of  the  people  of  Ohio,  but 
affords  an  unmistakable  indication  of  their  wishes  and  expectations.  The  large 
addition  made  to  the  taxable  basis  as  it  will  stand  on  the  grand  duplicate  of  1854, 
supercedes  the  necessity  of  any  very  consideirable  increase  in  the  rate  of  taxes 
which  was  levied  for  Sinking  Fund  purposes  on  the  property  of  the  State  in  the 
year  1853.  It  may  be  assumed  with  safety  that  the  levy  of  2  4-10  mills  on  the 
dollar  valuation  upon  the  grand  duplicate  daring  the  years  1854,  1855  and  1856, 
will  produce  an  amount  of  revenue  sufficient,  with  other  resources,  to  pay  the  an- 
nual interest,  and  to  wipe  out  the  entire  State  debt  falling  due  on  the  3Ut  Decem- 
ber, 1856. 

ACCOUNTS  AND   SETTLBMKNTS   WITH   THB   STATE   TBEA8UBT, 

A  sense  of  duty  requires  a  repetition  of  the  effort  made  in  the  Auditor's  last 
annual  report,  to  impress  upon  the  Legislature  the  necessity  of  placing  the  reve- 
nues of  the  State  under  additional  checks  and  safeguards.  An  examination  of  the 
law  organizing  the  local  treasuries  of  the  various  counties  of  Ohio,  and  those 
having  reference  to  the  Treasury  of  State,  will  awaken  well-grounded  astonish- 
ment that  the  system  prescribed  for  the  former  is  to  explieit  and  complete,  whilst 
the  laws  applying  to  tbe  latter,  are  loose,  meagre  and  inadequate.  The  impres- 
sion is  a  natural  as  well  as  a  general  one,  that  all  moneys  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury  become  an  immediate  charge  against  the  Treasurer,  on  the  books  of  the 
State  Auditor's  office,  and  that  the  dail^r  receipts  at  the  one,  are  a  matter  of  daily 
rec9rd  in  the  other.  The  extent  to  whicb  this  impressi'on  is  erroneous,  may  be 
judged  by  the  single  fact  that  during  the  months  of  Kovember  and  Becember, 
1852,  payments  of  money  were  made  to  the  Treasury  amountmgto  a  sum  exceed- 
ing three  quarters  of  a  rnxUion  qf  dollars^  of  whicb  tbe  Auditor  had  no  official  in- 
formation until  the  following  month  of  February.  This  occurrence,  although  ex- 
traordinary, is  neither  new  nor  the  only  one  of  its  kind.  It  will  serve,  however, 
to  illustrate  the  utter  absence  of  accountability  which  exists  between  the  Treasury 
and  the  co-(Mrdinate  department  charged  with  the  duty  of  adjusting  accounts  per- 
taining to  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  th6  public  revenue. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  it  is  also  proper  to  suggest  the  propriety  of 
requiring  all  moneys  whicb  may  come  into  the  hands  of  officers  or  agents  of  the 
State,  to  be  paid  directly  into  the  Treasury,  and  drawn  thence  on  the  Auditor's 
warrant  for  such  purposes  as  the  law  mav  have  authorized.  At  present,  the  mo- 
neys which  accrue  on  contracts  for  the  labor  of  convicts  in  the  Ohio  Penitentiary, 
are  collected  and  disbursed  without  the  intermediate  agency  of  the  Treasurer  of 
State,  and  ^nd  no  place  on  the  books  of  the  State  Auditor. 

BONDS  OF   AUDITORS  AND   TBBASURERS   07   OOUNTIBS. 

The  laws  of  Ohio  recognize  the  good  policy  of  requiring  bonds  from  all  officers 
having  control  over  the  assessment,  safe -keeping  and  disbursement  of  the  public 
revenue.     The  practical  benefits  which  might  result  from  this  policy,  have  been 
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lost  in  oi^e  or  two  instanges  within  a  short  period,  by  the  want  of  proper  care  in 
the  phraseology  of  the  bond  and  a  failure  to  place  it  in  proper  custody  after 
its  execution.  The  peopl<^  of  a  county  in  which  a  faithless  public  officer  may 
reside,  are  not  the  only  sufferers  by  his  dereliction  of  duty.  He  is  the  agent 
of  the  Slate  as  well  as  an  officer  of  the  county,  and  both  are  damasked  in  case 
of  fraud  or  official  negligence.  It  seems  only  proper,  therefore,  that  the  bonds  of 
these  officers  should  be  made  out  in  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, and  that  the  pecuniary  sufficiency  of  the  bondsmen  should  be  established  by 
the  taxable  valuation  at  which  their  property  is  assessed  on  the  duplicate.  Bonds 
thus  executed,  weuld  be  worthy  of  confidence,  and  give  that  security  to  the  pub- 
lic which  they  were  designed  to  afford.  In  all  cases,  a  copy  of  each  bond,  prop- 
erly certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  proper  county,  should  be  required  to 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  State. 

FOROHIT  OF  THS  KOTSS  OF  THE  OHIO   STATE   STOCK  BAKK. 

During  the  past  season,  the  business  community  was  considerably  startled  and 
annoyed  by  finding  in  circulation  an  uncertain  amount  of  the  notes  of  the  Free 
Banks  of  Ohio,  pnnted  on  the  genuine  engraved  plates^  and  filled  with  forged 
signatures  of  the  officers  of  the  banks  and  of  the  Registrar  (in  the  State  Auditor's 
office)  whose  duty  it  is  to  number  and  countersign  them.  As  the  law  authorizing 
the  creation  of  these  banks,  provides  that  their  circulating  notes  shall  all  be  ob- 
tained through  the  Auditor  of  State,  the  delicate  and  difficult  duty  of  accounting 
for  the  occurrence  of  these  forgeries,  and  of  ferreting  out  the  offenders,  seemed 
to  be  imposed  on  this  office.  For  several  months,  every  effort  to  trace  the  fraud 
to  its  origin,  proved  unavailing.  At  length,  however,  circumstances  clearly  indi- 
cated that  the  engraving  establishment  which  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  Au- 
ditor the  notes  for  these  banks,  had  been  betrayed  by  an  individual  who  was  en- 
trusted with  the  duty  of  printing  them.  Soon  after  the  party  referred  to  had 
been  arrested,  a  full  confession  was  made,  and  notes  to  a  considerable  amount 
(which  had  not  yet  been  filled  up  for  circulation)  were  procured  and  returned  to 
the  en^aver.  Since  that  period,  the  misguided  man  and  four  of  his  accomplices, 
includmg  the  individual  by  whom  the  signatures  were  forged,  have  been  arraign- 
ed in  the  criminal  Court  of  HamUton  County,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in 
the  Penitentiary. 

As  a  consequence  of  this  fraud,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  abandon  the 
use  of  the  bank  note  plate  heretofore  in  use.  This  circumstance  is  the  less  to  be 
regretted  in  view  of  tne  fact  that  it  was  a  very  ordinary  piece  of  workmanship 
and  had  already  been  successfully  counterfeited.  In  procuring  new  plates,  the 
Auditor  has  kept  steadily  in  mind,  that  so  long  as  the  public  tolerate  banks  of 
issue,  and  so  long  as  the  State  Stock  security  which  now  exists,  is  preserved,  no 
system  is  worthier  of  the  confidence  of  the  note  holder  than  that  under  which  the 
Free  Banks  of  Ohio  are  organized.  For  these  reasons,  no  effort  has  been  spared 
to  secure  the  preparation  of  bank  note  plates  of  such  design  and  artistic  execution 
as  will  discourage  all  attempts  to  counterfeit  them  and  at  the  same  time  comply 
with  the  reasonable  expectations  of  the  community. 

8TA.TI6TI08   OF  THB  AQBICULTURAL  AND   MINERAL  PRODUCTIONS  OF  OHIO. 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  tabular  statement  exhibiting  in  detail 
the  Wheat  and  Com  productions  of  the  several  counties  of  Ohio  during  the  years 
1850,  1851  and  1852.     These  statistics,  in  connection  with  the  table  of  Domestic 
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Animals  listed  for  taxation  in  the  year  1863,  afforded  the  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization much  assistance  in  determining  the  relative  productiveness  and  value  of 
lands  in  different  counties  of  Ohio.  It  was  a  matter  of  general  regret  to  the 
members,  that  the  statistics  placed  before  the  Board  were  necessarily  limited  to 
the  classes  of  property  above  indicated.  The  propriety  of  extending  the  range 
of  statistical  enquiry,  so  that  the  principal  mineral  resources  of  the  State,  and 
some  additional  items  of  farm  and  dairy  products,  may  be  included,  is  respectful- 
ly commended  to  the  favorable  attention  of  the  Legislature. 

BA.NK  TAXES  FOR  1852  AND  1853. 

It  is  a  subject  of  regret  and  humiliation,  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  taxes 
assessed  for  the  year  1852  and  1853  on  the  property  of  the  incorporated  banking 
institutions  ^of  the  State,  remain  still  unpaid.  This  delinquency  has  not  been 
caused  by  any  error  or  omission  on  the  part  of  the  oflficers  charged  by  law  with 
the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  but  is  the  result  of  a  premeditated  and 
determined  purpose  of  the  Banks  not  to  bear  their  equal  share  of  the  public  bur- 
thens. In  view  of  this  shameful  and  fraudulent  design,  the  Legislature,  at  its 
last  session,  passed  an  act  which  it  was  supposed  would  compel  the  payment  of 
the  taxes  at  an  early  day.  Among  the  provisions  of  this  law,  was  one  which 
required  the  judge  of  any  court  to  hear  and  "speedily  determine"  all  motions 
which  might  be  made  for  the  dissolution  of  any  injunction  which  had  been  allow- 
ed to  restrain  Treasurers  from  collecting  the  Bank  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  the 
duplicate.  (See  general  laws  of  1853,  page  482,  section  12.)  This  requirement 
is  unembarrassed  by  ambiguity  of  any  sort,  and  yet  in  the  face  of  its  mandatory 
character,  motions  to  dissolve  writs  of  injunction  which  were  allowed  in  various 
districts  of  the  State  so  long  ago  as  the  month  of  December,  1862,  have  not  yet 
been  determined,  although  the  law  not  only  discourages  delay,  but  peremptorily 
demands  that  they  shall  be  **speedily*'  decided. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  new  constitution  had  been  so  modelled  that  all  classes  of 
citizens,  as  well  as  all  varietiec  of  property,  should  receive  the  same  consideration, 
respect  and  protection  from  the  courts.  The  fact,  however,  that  taxes  assessed 
on  a  large  body  of  the  incorporated  wealth  of  the  State  for  the  year  1852,  have 
been  enjoined  by  judicial  writs,  and  are  still  kept  unpaid  twelve  months  after  other 
property  has  contributed  its  share  of  the  public  burthens,  affords  painful  proof 
that  the  undue  influence  whith  capital  in  a  combined  form  has  held  over  courts  in 
former  years,  is  not  yet,  in  all  instances,  extinct. 

The  assessment  of  the  taxes  charged  on  the  grand  duplicate  against  banking 
institutions  has  not  been  the  unauthorized  act  of  Executive  oflScers.  It  is  an 
assessment  solemnly  ordered  by  Legislative  enactment,  in  pursuance  of  the 
supreme  will  of  the  people  as  it  stands  embodied  in  the  plain  terms  of  the  exist- 
ing constitution.  These  taxes,  therefore,  have  not  been  inconsiderately  imposed. 
The  People  in  calling  into  existence  a  new  constitution,  decreed  their  assessment. 
The  Legislature  in  promptly  enacting  a  law  declaring  the  manner  of  the  assess- 
ment, and  the  Executive  officers  of  the  State  in  endeavoring  to  enforce  that 
assessment,  have  discharged  their  entire  duty.  The  default,  therefore,  is  in 
flagrant  violation  of  the  Constitution  itself,  and  in  despite  of  the  best  efforts  of  the 
Legislative  and  Executive  departments  of  the  government  to  prevent  it. 

The  necessary  steps  to  put  a  stop  to  this  interference  with  the  collection  of  the 
taxes  of  the  State,  will  necessarily  constitute  an  important  subject  for  the  delib- 
eration of  the  Legislature.  The  high  prerogative  of  interrupting  the  collection 
of  the  public  revenue,  has  been  assumed  not  only  by  judges  of  Courts  of  Com- 
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mon  Pleas,  but  has  also  been  claimed  and  exercised  in  sereral  instances  by  ordi- 
nary Courts  of  Probata.  Neither  have  the  writs  of  injunction  been  confined  to 
the  exclusive  purpose  of  restraining  the  collection  of  taxes.  In  one  instance,  the 
Auditor  of  a  county  has  been  enjoined  from  placing  the  property  of  Banks  upon 
the  duplicate  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law.  In  another  instance,  a  county 
Treasurer,  after  making  collection  of  the  taxes  charged  against  a  bank,  has  been 
prohibited  from  paying  to  the  State  its  proportion  of  the  taxes  he  holds  in  his 
possession.  In  other  instances,  the  injunctions  have  restrained  the  collection  of 
one  portion  of  the  taxes  assessed,  whilst  some  other  portion  was  not  interrupted. 
It  is  not  difficult  to  foresee  that  a  continuance  of  this  course  of  proceedings  will 
involre  the  grand  duplicate  of  the  State  in  confusion,  and  that  the  public  rerenue, 
iistead  of  being  at  all  times  definite  and  aertain,  must  become  entirely  unrelia- 
ble. 

The  allowance  of  writs  of  injunction  to  stay  the  collection  of  taxes,  has  been 
of  comparatively  rare  occurrence  in  the  judicial  history  of  Ohio  previous  to  the 
year  1 852.  The  encouragement  which  has  been  given  to  Banks  to  resort  to  this 
process,  was  never  extended  to  the  other  property  holders  of  the  State  during  the 
series  of  years  when  banks  were  almost  wholly  exempt  from  taxation.  The  safety 
neither  of  a  citizen  nor  of  a  bank  requires  the  allowance  of  these  writs.  If  it 
should  occur  that  an  illeifal  tax  has  in  any  case  been  assessed  and  collected,  the 
remedy  by  trespass,  affords  the  injured  party  a  full  measure  of  redress. 

Every  means  within  the  control  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  has  already  been  used 
in  endeavoring  to  give  proper  effect  to  the  laws  providing  for  the  taxation  of  banks. 
To  make  further  efforts  whilst  the  obstacles  heretofore  referred  to,  are  permitted 
to  exist,  would  demand  greater  attention  than  the  other  duties  always  resting  on 
this  department,  will  allow,  until  more  effective  legislation  gives  soma  assurance 
that  the  labor  and  attendant  expense  will  not  be  incurred  in  vain.  In  view  of  all 
the  facts  as  they  now  exist,  the  adoption  of  the  following  remedial  measures,  is 
respectfully  submitted: 

1.  A  law  to  dissolve  all  writs  of  injunction  by  which  the  collection  of  taxes 
has  been  prevented;  and  to  restrain  by  prohibitory  enactment  their  future  allow- 
ance. 

2.  A  law  to  dismiss  all  suits  now  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  in  Ohio,  where- 
of the  plaintiff  is  a  banking  institution,  whose  taxes  are  delinquent;  and  hence- 
forth to  exclude  all  such  banks  from  the  remedial  rights  of  the  courts  until  their 
taxes  have  been  paid. 

3.  A  law  to  empower  the  Governor  of  Ohio  to  Appoint,  from  day  to  day,  as 
many  Special  Commissioners  as  may  be  required  to  promptly  and  successfully 
enforce  the  collecction  of  the  delinquent  taxes  of  such  banking  institutions  as  shall 
have  attempted  to  avoid  their  payment,  by  serving  upon  county  Treasurers  writs 
of  injunction  procured  from  courts  cot  organized  under,  or  amenable,  to  the  laws 
of  Ohio. 

Unless  the  measure  above  indicated,  or  others  equally  stringent,  be  adopted  by 
the  present  Legislature,  the  payment  of  the  bank  taxes  will  be  delayed  indefinite- 
ly. Such  a  result  cannot  be  sanctioned  or  submitted  to  by  a  people  who  have 
long  set  an  example  of  loyalty  to  the  laws,  by  the  prompt  and  peaceable  payment 
of  the  heavy  and  unequal  burthens  forced  upon  them  by  bank  exemptions. 

The  assessment  of  domestic  taxes  according  to  the  will  and  necessities  of  the 
State  by  whose  authority  they  are  levied,  is  a  State  right  that  is  at  once  inherent 
and  inalienable.     No  individual  is  required  to  keep  either  himself  or  his  property 
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within  the  territorii^  jurisdiotion  of  Ohio.  If  he  prefers  a  residence  elsewhere,  no 
law  prevents  bim  from  seeking  it.  But  if  he  yoluntarily  sends  his  property  into 
Ohio  for  the  purpose  of  securing  for  it  a  safe  and  profitable  investment,  it  is  but 
reasonable  that  the  State  which  throws  around  it  the  protection  of  her  civil  and 
criminal  laws,  shall  have  the  right  of  prescribing  the  rule  of  its  taxation.  It  is 
not  to  be  admitted  that  it  is  within  the  appropriate  province  of  the  Federal  Court 
of  the  United  States,  to  interfere  with  or  control  the  systems  of  domestic  taxation 
which  may  be  adopted  by  the  States.  Such  prerogative  might  rightfully  pertain 
to  a  consolidated  government,  but  can  never  be  exercised  in  a  confederacy  of  lim- 
ited powers  exeept  in  derogation  of  State  sovereignty.  In  the  present  instance, 
Ohio  has  sought  no  controversy  with  federal  authority  and  should  resist  at  the 
threshold,  and  to  the  bitter  end,  all  attempts  from  abroad  to  improjperly  interfere 
in  her  questions  of  purely  domestic  legislation.  It  is  neither  her  mclination  nor 
her  interest  to  permit,  much  less  to  impose,  needless  or  unequal  burdens  upon 
any  portion  of  the  property  located  within  her  borders.  To  guard  agunst  imjus* 
tiee  of  this  character,  she  has  provided  courts  wherein  the  wrongs  inflicted  by  im- 
proper taxation  may  be  fully  and  promptly  remedied  by  actions  of  trespass.  If 
the  authority  of  these  courts  is  to  be  spumed  and  overrode  in  dvU  actions,  their 
protection  should  neither  be  invoked  nor  allowed  ia  cases  which  might  otherwise 
require  proceedin^rs  of  a  different  character.  The  right  of  taxation  is  as  sacred  to 
the  State  as  the  nght  of  ju'operty  is  essential  to  the  existence  of  Banks ;  and  when 
the  right  first  i^uded  to,  shall  be  invaded  or  impidred  by  the  intervention  of  fed- 
eral courts,  the  latter  should  be  left  to  draw  on  the  same  tribunal  by  which  State 
laws  are  sought  to  be  overthrown,  for  whatever  degree  of  protection  they  may 
find  requisite  to  shield  them  from  the  perils  which  retributive  justice  never  fails  to 
visit  upon  individuals  or  associations,  who  by  their  own  persevering  disregard  of 
law,  beget  a  spirit  of  insubordinatiom  and  disorder.

tailed statement  of  which,  see  Report  of  Secretary  of  State,  m  public  documents 
last  session  (Vol.  XVn,  Part  I,  Page  66-'7-'8.)

The  Vol.  of  Public  Documents,  which  embraces  all  the  above  reports,  except 

that  of  the  Penitentiary,  was  printed  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  laws  were  delivered  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  or  about  the 

8th  of  June,  and  were  thenceforth  furnished  as  fast  as  they  could  be  boxed  up 

and  distributed  to  the  different  counties. 

The  Agricultural  Reports  were  not  printed  till  late   in  November,  or  early  in 
December,  and  the  2nd  part  of  the  Documents,  made  up  mostly  of  the  Agncul- 
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tarnl  Reports,  was  not  delivered  by  tbe  binders,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  till  late 
in  December. 

The  printing  of  the  "  School  Law  and  Forms,"  was  commenced  I  think,  in 
July,  and  forty  thousand  copies  ordered,  pursuant  to  Resolution  of  tbe  Legit* 
lature. 

In  regard  to  the  "  School  La^  and  Forms,"  soon  after  their  commencement, 
owing  to  the  unusually  volumnious  character  of  the  Laws,  Journals,  <fec.,  Ac,  the 
supply  of  paper,  already  short,  was  stopped  for  a  while,  in  consequence  of  two 
estaolishments,  which  had  contracted  to  provide  all  the  paper,  that  the  wants  of 
the  State  might  require,  failing  entirely  to  furnish  it  pursuant  to  agreement,  and 
it  became  necessary  to  make  new  contracts,  for  a  further  supply. 

This  caused  an  unforeseen  and  unavoidable  delay,  which,  however,  I  think  af- 
fected only  the  printing  of  the  **  School  Law  and  Forms."  A  few  hundred  copies, 
however,  were  printed  and  distributed  by  mail  in  August,  and  I  think  the  sheets 
were  all  ready  for  the  binder,  early  in  September.  They  were  not  all  bound  till 
in  November. 

**  3.  If  any  delay  occurred  in  executing'  said  work,  what  was  the  cause  of  it  V* 

1st.  In  regard  to  the  General  Laws  : 

In  pursuance  of  the  5th  sec.  of  the  "  act  to  provide  for  the  distribution  and 
safe  keeping  of  the  Laws  and  Journals,"  ten  thousand  additional  copies  of  the 
General  Laws  were  ordered,  in  consequence  of  which,  the  printers  claimed  that 
an  additional  allowance  of  time  shoiUd  be  made  on  their  contracts,  proportionate 
to  the  increase  of  work. 

Sod.  In  regard  to  the  delay  in  the  case  of  the  Agricultural  Report,  and  second 
part  of  the  Documents,  there  has  been  a  controversy  between  tne  printers  and 
those  who  were  to  furnish  them  copy ;  which,  together  with  some  other  matters 
connected  with  this  subject,  renders  it  difficult  for  me,  unless  alothed  with  power 
to  send  for  persons,  &c,,  and  to  take  testimony,  to  determine  to  what  extent 
the  printers  are  chargeable  with  the  delay.

My  contract,  under  the  letting  of  1862,  embraced  only  the  printing  of  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  two  Houses,  and  such  Reports  as  accompany  them. 

As  near  as  I  can  now  ascertain,  (having  kept  no  definite  dates  myself,)  the  time 
of  delivering  the  last  printed  sheets  of  the  journals  to  the  binder,  was  within  a 
very  few  days  of  the  middle  of  June  last. 

xou  also  ask  "If  any  delay  occurred  in  executing  said  work,  what  was  the 
cause  of  it?" 

My  work  was  delayed  some  weeks  in  consequence  of  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  last  House  of  Representatives,  to  deliver  to  me  the  manuscript  copy 
of  his  journal,  to  which  I  was  entitled. 

For  a  verification  of  this  statement,  I  would  respectfully  beg  leave  to  call  your 
attention  to  pages  75  and  80  of  the  Journals  of  the  last  House  of  Representatives. 
I  would  also  respectfully  refer  you  to  section  22,  page  180,  vol.  L.,  Ohio  Laws, 
where  it  is  proviaed  "  That  the  Clerks  of  the  respective  branches  of  the  General 
Assembly,  shall  each  furnish  to  the  printer,  who  is  bound  by  his  contract  to  print 
the  same,  copies  of  the  journals,  bills,  reports,  and  other  papers  and  documents, 
without  unnecssary  delay ;  and  no  contractor  shall  be  accountable  for  any  delay  oc- 
coiioned  by  the  want  of  such  copy.

I  am  unable  to  communicate  any  information  in  reply  to  this  branch  of  the  Reso- 
lution, having  no  knowledge  upon  the  subject  except  such  as  is  derived  from  com- 
mon rumor,  and  equally  accessible  to  all.

fte.y  would  elicit  all  the  information  desired.

In  pursuance  of  law,  and  in  conformity  to  the  directions  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
the  Secretary  of  State  advertised  for  proposals  on  the  4th  day  of  April,  1863,  tnd 
contracts  for  the  printing  and  binding  of  the  '*  Ohio  State  Reports"  were  assign- 
ed on  the  third  Monday  of  April  in  the  year  aforesaid,  and  bonds  were  given  by 
the  contractors  respectively,  as  is  provided  by  law.

Dear  Sir  :  Your  communication  of  the  4th  inst.,  came  to  hand  last  evening, 
in  which  you  request  me  to  inform  you  what  knowledge  I  have  touching  the  subject 
matter  of  the  following  inquiries,  viz : 

1.  "  What  was  the  cause  of  the  delay,  (if  any  occurred)  in  the  publication  of 
the  1st  Vol.  of  the  Ohio  State  Reports?  " 

2.  "  Whether  any  volumes  of  the  Reports  were  printed  except  those  contracted 
for,  and  if  so,  when,  and  by  what  authority  ?  " 
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I  have  no  personal  knowledge  on  the  subject  of  the  second  inquiry.  Infonnation 
derived  from  rumor  is  as  well  known  to  the  community  generally  as  to  myself. 

In  reply  to  the  first  inquiry  I  can  say,  that  I  have  a  knowledge  of  some  circum- 
stances which  no  doubt  contributed  to  the  delay.  The  manuscript  of  the  opinions, 
although  not  all  furnished  to  the  printers  within  the  period  limited  by  the  con- 
tract, yet  it  was  furnished  as  soon  as  it  was  required  by  them.  But  the  proof 
sheets  had  to  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  Reporter,  Col.  McCook,  at  Steubenville,  and 
also  to  some  of  the  Judges  at  different  places.  This  circumstance,  I  have  reason 
to  believe,  caused  much,  and  probably  the  chief  part  of  the  delay  in  the  publica- 
tion of  the  Reports.  In  this  respect  the  printers  certainly  did  their  duty,  and 
showed  an  accommodating  and  commendable  disposition  to  have  the  work  execu- 
ted with  accuracy  and  in  a  style  creditable  to  the  State.  ' 

Inasmuch  as  the  principles  settled  by  the  decisions  were  published  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  legal  profession  during  the  term  of  the  Court,  accuracy  and  a 
suitable  style  of  execution  were  far  more  important  than  haste  in  the  publication  of 
the  Reports.

The  Commissioners  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  law, 
entitled  "an  act  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  and  expeditious  com- 
pletion of  the  New  State  House,"  respectfully  submit  to  your  considera- 
tion the  report  of  the  progress,  and  its  condition  since  the  last  Annual 
Report,  together  with  such  other  suggestions  and  information,  as  in  the 
estimation  of  the  Commissioners  are  intimately  connected  for  the  early 
completion  of  the  New  State  House.

Making  the  sum  total  of  appropriations  up  to  November  15th,  1853, 
five  hundred  and  thirty  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-five

Thei^e  has  been  dravirn  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  appropria- 
tion the  present  fiscal  year.  There  has  been  received  for  refusrf  stone, 
old  debts  &c.,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars, 
and  thirty-six  cents,  ($6,915  36.)  Balance  on  hand  last  year,  six  thous- 
«  and  two  hundred  and  eleven  dollars,  and  ninety-six  cents,  ($6,211  96.) 
The  sum  expended  since  our  last  Annual  Report  upon  the  New  State 
House,  is  ninety-five  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  cmd 
ten  cents.  Which  closes  the  accounts  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  leaving  a 
balance  on  hand  of  seventeen  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  and  twenty-two 
cents.  ($17,600  22.)  There  is  yet  due  from  sundry  individuals,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  four  dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents, 
which  is  deemed  collectable.

J.  R.  Edwards  as  foreman  of  the  mason  work,  three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($3  50)  per  day. 
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James  Pasco  as  foreman  of  the  stone  cutting,  three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($3  50)  per  day. 

Gideon  Walton  as  foreman  of  the  carpenter  work,  three  dollars  ($3  00) 
per  day. 

WDliam  Hunter  as  foreman  of  the  State  stone  quarry,  three  dollars 
($3  00)  per  day,  during  the  time  actually  employed. 

The  hands  have  been  paid  "various  prices,  at  the  State  stone  quarry, 
one  dollar  to  one  dollar  and  twelve  cents  ($1  00  to  $1  12)  per  day.  At 
the  State  House  yard,  for  mason  work  from  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  to 
one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  ($1  50  to  $  1  75)  per  day.  The  amount 
paid  the  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary,  for  convict  labor  during  the  past 
year  was  nine  thousand  and  eighteen  dollars.  ($9,018  00.) 

The  price  of  mechanical  labor  has  somewhat  advanced  since  our  last 
report. 

We  have  employed  during  last  year  about  eighty  convicts  in  the  State 
House  yard,  and  one  hundred  free  laborers,  also  eighty  at  the  State  stone 
quarry. 

Owing  to  the  high  stage  of  water,  considerable  inconvenience  was  ex- 
perienced, and  expense  incured  to  render  the  quarry  accessible,  to  pro- 
cure the  large  blocks  of  stone  for  the  columns,  which  had  to  be  taken 
from  the  lower  strata.  This  somewhat  retarded  the  progress  of  the  build- 
ing in  the  early  part  of  the  season. 

In  June  1851,  Wm.  A.  Adams  Esq.,  (former  Commissioner  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board)  entered  into  a  contract  with  William  Struthers  of 
Philadelphia,  for  the  marble  columns  and  pilasters,  with  their  bases  and 
capitals,  to  be  made  of  Pensylvania  White  Marble,  for  the  sunvof 
eighteen  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars,  ($18,500  00,)  owing  to  some 
defects  in  the  marble  the  Commissioners  on  settlement  with  Mr.  Struth- 
ers, deducted  from  the  contract  price  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
($750  00.)  The  columns  and  pilasters,  are  now  placed  in  their  proper 
position. 

In  June  last  proposals  were  received  for  the  iron  work  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  roof  of  the  New  S.tate  House.  The  contract  was  awarded  to 
Ambos  &  Lenox,  of  this  city,  they  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

In  July  last,  the  Commissioners  entered  into  a  contract  with  said  firm 
for  the  iron  frame-work  of  the  roof,  for  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars,  ($37,837  00,)  payable  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  work  progressed.  The  framing  of  the  south  wing 
was  to  have  been  completed  by  the  first  of  October ;  the  north  wing,  by 
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the  Ist  of  November,  and  the  center  building,  by  the  1st  of  Jemuary. 
Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  procuring  portions  of  the  iron,  the  contractors 
were  unable  to  comply  with  their  contract.  The  Commissioners  are  sat- 
isfied, however,  that  due  diligence  was  used  by  the  contractors  to  procure 
the  necessaiy  iron ;  but,  owing  to  the  low  stage  of  water,  in  the  Ohio 
river,  and  the  impossiWlity  of  the  large  rolling-mills,  to  procure  coal,  re 
tarded  the  progress  of  the  work.  ' 

The  contractors  have,  however,  the  greater  part  of  the  iron  work  in  its 
proper  place,  and  will  have  the  Balance  in  readiness  during  the  present 
winter,  for  the  reception  of  the  copper  roof,  early  in  the  spring. 

The  Commissioners  authorized  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  to 
proceed  to  New  York,  last  spring,  to  contract  for  copper  for  the  roof. 
Owing  to  the  high  price  of  the  article,  then  forty  cents  per  pound,  and  the 
prospect  of  a  decline,  no  contract  for  the  purchase  was  made. 

In  August  last,  the  President  of  the  Board  entered  into  an  agreement, 
at  New  York,  with  the  "  Humphreville  Copper  Company"  of  Seymore, 
Conn.,  for  the  copper,  at  33^  cents  per  pound.  By  delay  in  ma^ng  said 
contract,  and  without  detriment  to  the  work,  several  thousand  dollars 
was  saved  by  the  State.  Some  eighty  cases  of  the  copper  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  is  ready  to  be  placed  on  the  building,  as  early  in  the  spring 
as  the  temporary  roof  can  be  safely  removed. 

The  Commissioners  have  prosecuted  the  work  as  rapidly  towards  com- 
pletion, as  their  means  would  justify.  In  order  to  accomplish  what  is 
proposed,  to  have  the  State  House  completed,  at  as  early  a  day  as  prac- 
ticable, will  require  from  the  hands  of  the  legislature  liberal  appropria- 
tions. 

Every  person  conversant  with  the  finishing  of  an  edifice  of  this  magni- 
tude, is  aware  that  large  appropriations  are  necessary. 

The  amount  required  for  carrying  on  the  work  in  the  State  House  yard, 
and  Stone-quarrying,  will  not  vary  much  from  the  amount  expended  last 
year. 

The  following  recapitulation  of  the  accounts,  presents,  under  appro- 
priate heads,  the  amount  expended  since  our  last  report ;  which  amount 
has  been  paid  by  checks,  drawn  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Commissioners,  on 
the  Treasurer  of  State,  who  is,  by  law,  "  Treasurer  of  the  State  House

An  early  completion  of  the  State  House  is  an  object  of  so  much  mi- 
portance  to  people,  that  the  Board  desire  to  impress  upon  the  Le- 
gislature the  importance  of  the  subject.  The  great  expense  incurred,  the 
inconvenience  to  which  the  Legislature,  and  other  officers  of  the  State, 
are  subjected,  as  well  as  the  insecurity  of  the  archives  of  the  State,  render 
it  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  principal  portion  of  the  building  should 
be  ready  for  use  prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature. 

To  accomplish  so  desirable  an  end,  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  will  be  required  for  the  year  1854,  and  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($200,000)  for  the  year  1855. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  His  Excellency  William  Medill,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Ohio : 

The  Trustees  appointed  under  the  Act  of  April,  1862,  for  the  erection  of  two 
new  Lunatic  Asylums  in  Ohio,  in  compliance  with  the  requsitions  of  the  law,  sub- 
mit the  following  report  of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  progress  and  present  con- 
dition of  the  work  entrusted  to  their  charge. 

Our  first  annual  report,  dated  December  14,  1862,  and  supplementary  report  of 
January  17,  1853,  gave  to  the  Legislature  a  full  and  detailed  histoir  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Trustees  up  to  that  time  ; — also,  placed  the  Legislature  in  pos- 
session of  the  various  plans  adopted,  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  Assembly  in 
respect  to  these  lustitutions. 

As  represented  in  our  last  report,  various  causes,  the  chief  of  which  the  im- 
possibility of  preparing  to  commence  work  on  the  part  of  the  contractors  at  so  late 
a  season  of  the  year,  prevented  any  considerable  progress  from  being  made. 

But  during  the  past  year,  the  work  on  the  respective  buildings  has  been  prose- 
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cuted  in  the  most  efficient  and  satisfactory  manner,  eren  up  to  a  late  period,  when 
the  injuries  to  be  apprehended  to  newly  made  walls,  from  severe  freezbg,  sugges* 
ted  the  propriety  of  suspending  out-door  operations,  till  the  coming  season. 

At  Newbur^h,  the  masonry  of  both  wings  and  return  ends,  has  been  completed, 
with  the  joists  m  place  and  the  roof  in  such  a  state  of  forwardness,  that  the  tin 
sheeting  will  be  put  on,  as  soon  as  the  weather  will  admit.  The  wall  of  the  center  or 
main-building,  have  been  carried  to  the  second  story,  with  joists  in  situ,  and  suffi- 
cient materials  on  hand  to  ensure  the  completion  of  the  remaining  stories,  at  an 
early  period  of  the  ensuing  season. 

So  far  as  the  work  has  progressed,  it  has  been  done  in  the  most  substantial  and 
workmanlike  manner,  fully  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  contract 
and  specifications. 

In  addition  to  the  raising  of  this  vast  pile  of  masonry,  the  contractor,  Mr.  Gill, 
has  finished  a  large  amount  of  carpentry,  ready  to  be  put  in  place,  as  soon  as  the 
building  shall  have  been  roofed. 

Tlie  work  on  the  New  Asylum  at  Dayton,  notwithstanding  the  well  known 
epergy  and  industry  of  the  contractors,  Richmond  &  Co.,  owing  to  atf)Tessure  of 
circumstances  presently  to  be  noticed,  has  not  progressed  so  rapidly,  though  here 
operations  have  been  carried  on  very  extensively. 

The  stone  or  cellar  work,  throughout  the  entire  building,  has  been  finished  in 
the  most  durable  manner.  The  brick  walls  of  the  main  or  center  building,  have 
been  carried  two  stories  above  the  cellar,  and  have  two  floors  of  joists  framed  and 
on  the  same.  The  North  East  wing  and  return  end,  have  been  raised  to  an  equal 
height  and  have  three  tiers  of  joists  in  place.  The  South  West  wing  has  just  been 
carried  to  its  height,  and  roofed. 

Much  delay  and  embarrassment  as  well  as  some  loss  to  the  contractors,  has  been 
experienced  during  the  season,  from  the  want  of  proper  funds  to  go  into  market  at 
the  best  time,  and  purchase  their  stock  of  materials  in  sufficient  quantities  to  enable 
them  to  prosecute  the  work  advantageously.  The  difficulty  was  met  to  a  certain 
extent  from  the  private  resources  of  some  of  the  Trustees,  but  such  relief  could 
only  be  limited  and  entirely  inadequate  to  the  just  demands  of  the  contractors. 

However  it  is  expected,  that  no  such  causes  will  exist  another  year,  so  that  the 
completion  of  both  structures,  is  confidently  anticipated,  on  or  before  the  20th  of 
September  1854,  the  time  designated  in  the  contract. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work,  reflection  has  suggested  a  few  modificaUons  of 
the  original  plans,  which  it  was  believed  would  conduce  to  the  utility  of  these  In- 
stitutions, their  better  adaptation  to  the  climate,  and  consequently  greater  durabili- 
ty ;  and  also  add  to  their  architectural  appearance. 

The  slate  roof  adopted  as  a  feature  m  the  original  plan,  has  been  substituted 
by  tin-sheeting,  thereby  securing  it  is  believed  a  better  and  .more  durable  roof  at 
tlie  same  expense,  while  the  beauty  and  harmony  of  the  proportions  of  the  whole 
building  will  be  preserved. 

To  perfectly  carry  out  the  plan  of  the  building  in  regard  to  securing  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  thorough  ventilation,  it  was  deemed  advisable  at  Dayton,  to  carry 
the  brick  wall  four  feet  higher  than  originally  contemplated.  Thus  securing  a 
greater  height  of  attics,  for  the  accummulation  and  discharge  of  foul  air  from  the 
rooms  of  the  wings,  as  well  as  the  easy  passage  of  persons  engaged  about  the 
building.  , 

The  additional  cost  of  the  proposed  improvement  including  three  hundred 
thousand  brick  and  laying  them,  with  the  necessary  carpentry  and  framing,  will 
probably  not  exceed  •2,300,  to  meet  which,  there  still  remains  sufficient  means  of 
the  original  appropriation  of  seventy  thousand  dollars. 

The   Trustees  cannot  withhold  the  unanimous  declaration,  that  throughout  their 
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business  intercourse  with  the  contractors,  the  latter  have  evinced  an  earnest  desire 
and  intenUon  to  carrj  out  the  obligations  they  have  assumed  towards  the  State  in 
the  erection  of  these  Asylums. 

Although  not  anticipating  great  pecuniary  gains,  they  express  a  determination 
to  endeavor  to  complete  the  work  in  a  manner  commensurate  with  the  views  and 
expectations  of  the  people  of  the  State,  whose  benevolence  has  been  taxed  for 
this  purpose. 

So  far  as  the  Trustees  have  expended  the  fund  entrusted  to  their  charge,  they 
have  paid  a  most  scrupulous  regard  to  the  meaning  and  intention  of  the  act  under 
whish  they  were  appointed,  in  allowing  no  demands  upon  the  treasury,  unless 
their  necessity  was  first  clearly  established.  They  have  also  vigilantly  scrutinized 
the  estimates  from  time  to  time,  in  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  State,  and 
award  full  justice  to  the  contractors. 

Though  it  would  have  been  a  matter  of  importance  to  the  suffering  insane  of 
the  State,  'to  have  these  Asylums  completed  at  ati  earlier  date,  yet  it  was  found 
impracticable,  especially  with  the  funds  at  command,  to  execute  works  of  such 
magnitude  at  an  esrlier  date. 

The  following  estimates  will  show  the  value  of  the  work  done,  and  the  mate- 
rials on  hand : 

At  Newburgh 848,000 

At  Dayton 43,000 

Of  the  fund  appropriated  by  the  act  of  April,  1852,  there  has 
been  expended  at 

Newburgh 832,000 

Dayton 32,000 

Total  amount 864,000 

Authorized  by  law  to  draw  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  during  the  year 
of  1852,  and  the  balance  of  ninety  thousand  the  ensuing  year,  the  Trustees 
determined  not  to  use  the  privilege  only  so  far  as  the  absolute  progress  of  the 
work  should  require.  Though  warranted  by  eicperience  in  saying  that  more 
work  has  been  accomplished  within  the  time,  than  upon  any  buildings  of  similar 
magnitude  in  the  State.  It  will  be  seen  that  but  little  more  than  half  the  original 
appropriations  have  been  consumed. 

In  their  present  report,  the  Trustees  have  deemed  it  within  their  province,  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  necessity  of  fitting  up  and  furnishing 
in  proper  manner,  these  Institutions  for  the  reception  of  patients.  Believing  that 
the  same  spirit  of  philanthropy  which  actuated  the  last  Legislature  to  grant  the 
means  of  building  the  new  Asylums,  will  also  influence  the  present.  The  Trus- 
tees are  led  to  suppose  the  requisite  facilities  will  be  afforded,  to  put  them  speed- 
ily as  possible  into  active  operation. 

Entertaining  this  view  of  the  subject,  we  have  carefully  prepared  the  following 
exposition  of  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  appropriations  will  be  required, 
premising  that  such  provisions  should  be  made  at  an  early  date,  as  much  of  the 
plumbing  and  fitting  of  gas  pipes  cannot  be  done  except  at  considerable  incon- 
venience and  increased  expense,  after  the  floors  ihall  have  been  laid  and  the 
walls  plastered.  ^ 
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When  the  present  Trnstees  entered  upon  the  dischaige  of  the  duties  deTolving 
upon  them^  under  the  act  of  Anril,  1852,  thej  were  aware  that  the  adyantages 
which  many  costlj  Hospitals  tnronghout  onr  eonntrj  attempted  to  confer,  were 
neutralized  bj  the  original  imper&et  eonstmction  of  those  buildings,  rendering, 
in  some  instances,  a  total  abandonment  necessary;  or  else,  inTolving  improTements 
and  repairs  at  great  expense  and  loss,  which  at  last,  are  not  well  adapted  to  the 
stmctore. 

To  aroid,  therefore,  the  defects  which  attach  to  other  Institutions,  and  to  make 
the  New  Asylums  models  of  their  kind  combining  all  the  appliances  and  modem 
improTements,  that  a  more  extended  knowledge  of  the  causes  and  pathology  of 
mental  diseases  can  make  arailable  in  the  management  and  treatment  of  the 
Insane,  our  inrestigations  were  extended  to  most  of  the  principal  Asylums  east 
of  the  Alleghanies.  The  results  of  these  observations,  at  least  so  far  as  regards 
the  plans  of  building,  were  embodied  in  our  reports  of  last  year. 

Conse(|uentlv  our  remarks  at  the  present  time  will  be  confined  more  particularly 
to  a  consideration  of  the  details  of  the  fitting,  or  equipments  adapted  to  the  plan 
of  buildings  now  in  course  of  erection. 

First  in  importance  among  the  recent  improvements  introduced  into  Hospitals 
for  the  Insane,  the  methods  of  heating  and  forcing  ventilation,  commanded  our 
attention.  Every  other  plan  than  that  of  heating  by  steam,  radiated  from  iron 
pipes,  has  been,  after  a  thorough  trial,  pronounced  a  failure. 

And  so  impressed  were  the  Trustees  of  the  superiority  of  this  mode  of  heat- 
ing over  any  other  at  present  in  use,  that  they  resolved  to  secure  its  introduc- 
tion into  our  new  Institutions. 

The  system  of  heating  by  steam,  was  found  to  be  in  successful  operation  in 
the  State  Asylums  at  Harrisburgh,  Pa.,  and  Trenton,  N.  J.,  and  also  in  the  large 
and  well  conducted  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  in  the  cities  of  Philadelphia,  New 
York,  and  Boston.  In  no  instance  thus  far  has  a  failure  been  observed.  Even 
in  the  Lunatic  Asylum  in  Auc^usta,  Maine,  where  the  cold  is  much  more  protract- 
ed and  severe  than  in  Ohio,  the  system  has  been  found  to  work  admirably. 

If  more  testimony  were  needed,  we  have  it  of  the  most  positive  character  in 
'  the  unanimous  resolution  of  the  Association  of  the  Medical  Superintendents  of 
American  Institutions  for  the  Insane,  embracing  among  its  members,  men  from 
all  parts  of  the  Union,  who  have  made  the  treatment  of  mental  affections  the 
specialty  of  their  lives: — "  That  the  experiments  recently  made  in  this  country 
and  elsewhere,  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  that 
the  best  means  of  supplymg  warmth  in  winter,  at  present  known  to  them,  consists 
in  passing  fresh  air  from  the  external  atmosphere,  over  pipes  or  plates  containing 
steam  at  a  low  pressure,  or  water,  the  temperature  of  which  at  the  boiler,  does 
not  exceed  212  deg,  F.,  and  placed  in  large  air-chambers  in  the  basement  or  cel- 
lar of  the  building  to  be  hpated.*'  Thev  also  resolved  "  That  a  complete  system 
of  forced  ventilation,  connected  with  such  a  mode  of  heatmg,  was  ipdispensable 
in  every  Institution  like  Hospitals  for  the  ordinary  sick  or  insane,  and  wher^  all 
possible  benefits  are  sought  to  be  derived  from  these  arrangements, "  and  that  no 
expense  that  is  rec^ufred  to  effect  these  objects  thoroughly,  can  be  deemed  either 
misplaced  or  injudicious. 

Every  one  who  has  witnessed  the  advantages  derived  from  a  due  supply  of  pure 
air  of  a  proper  temperature,  in  the  treatment  of  a  class  of  patients  under  consid- 
eration, must  be  convinced  of  the  justness  of  the  conclusions  of  the  Association, 
whose  resolution  has  been  quoted.  In  fact  for  the  ease  with  which  it  can  be  man- 
aged ;  its  little  liability  to  cause  accidents  or  fires ;  the  almost  perfect  freedom  from 
dust  and  smoke  about  the  premises ;  the  little  expense  after  tne  first  cost  of  the 
^xtures  has  been  met ;  the  forced  ventilation  which  is  secured  ;  and  the  conveni- 
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ences  of  steam  for  the  purposes  of  cooking  and  heating  water  for  baths,  ic,  leave 
in  this  system  but  httle  more  to  be  desired. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  heating  apparatus  in  each  of  the  new  Asylums  consist 
of  two  large  cylindrical  bo'ders,  each  30  feet  long  and  40  bches  in  diameter, 
placed  side  by  side  in  a  furnace  constructed  for  that  purpose,  in  the  cellar  of  the 
out-building  about  one  hundred  feet  in  the  rear  of  the  centre-building.  The 
boilers  to  be  so  constructed  in  relation  to  the  main  steam  pipes,  as  to  oe  used 
separately,  if  from  the  mildness  of  the  weather  only  one  b6  required,  or  in  case 
either  should  need  repairs. 

Leading  through  an  underground  tunnel,  passes  the  main  steam  pipe  4  inches 
in  diameter,  to  the  air-chamber  in  the  basement  of  the  centre-buildmg,  whence 
the  steam  is  distributed  throughout  all  the  air-chambers  of  the  entire  building  and 
wings,  by  means  of  iro'n  pipes  having  on  internal  diameter  of  three-fourths  of  an 
inch,  placed  upon  shelves  or  supports  in  the  upper  part  of  the  air-chambers. 

The  heated  air  passes  througn  flues  constructed  for  the  purpose,  to  every  room, 
hall,  and  ward  of  the  entire  edifice ;  the  supply  being  regulated  by  slides  and  re- 
gisters so  situated  as  to  be  controlled  completely  by  the  oflBcers  and  attendants  of 
the  Institution. 

From  the  main  pipe  will  pass  off  smaller  lateral  pipes,  to  supply  steam  to  the 
kitchen  for  cooking  ;  to  the  dome  of  the  main-building  to  heat  water  in  one  of  the 
tanks  for  baths  ;  to  furnish  coils  of  heated  pipe  in  the  bottom  of  the  ventilating 
shafts  to  assist  in.  maintaining  a  forced  ventilation ;  and  to  the  laundry  for  dryb^ 
purposes.  Also,  part  of  the  steam  generators  at  the  boilers  will  be  used  for  dri- 
ving an  engine  of  10  horse  power  for  pumping  water  into  the  tanks  in  the  attic, 
and  propelling  washing  machinery. 

These  various  minor  purposes  for  which  steam  is  applied,  from  no  part  of  the 
heating  aparatus  proper,  and  are  so  arranged  as  to  be  used  altogether,  or  any  one 
or  more  of  them  simply,  as  convenience  may  require. 

The  steam  after  passing  its  rounds  through  the  pipes,  and  subserving  its  vari- 
ous uses,  is  returned  partially  condensed,  through  openings  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  boilers.  In  this  manner  but  little  water  will  be  required  daily  to  keep  hot 
boilers  going,  and  such  can  be  readily  supplied  from  the  hot  water  tank  in  the 
attic. 

As  an  abundant  supply  of  water  is  considered  of  the  utmost  consequence,  not 
only  to  promote  the  comfort,  health  and  convenience  of  the  inmates,  but  to  be 
used  in  case  of  the  occurrence  of  fire,  the  arrangements  for  this  pump  are  on  the 
moRt  ample  scale.  It  is  intended  to  raise  the  water  by  means  of  a  force  pump, 
worked  by  the  engine,  to  four  iron  tanks  in  the  dome  of  the  main  building,  each 
capable  of  containing  6000  gallons  of  water. 

It  is  calculated  that  an  engine  of  10  horse  power,  pumping  six  hours  a  day, 
will  be  sufficient  to  keep  the  tanks  supplied.  From  this  point  the  water  will  be 
conducted  in  pipes  to  every  part  of  the  building  in  which  it  may  be  needed. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  for  the  waste  water  and  the  contents  of  the  water- 
closets,  will  be  effected  by  means  of  iron  pipes  of  sufficient  capacity,  connecting 
with  a  main  pipe  or  sewer  in  the  basement,  which  will  discharge  its  contents  be- 
yond the  precincts  of  the  Asylum.  A  thorough  downward  ventilation  will  be  es- 
tablished through  the  pipes,  by  which  all  offensive  effluvia  will  be  effectually  re- 
moved from  the  rooms  and  wards. 

The  propriety  of  lighting  these  Hospitals  by  means  of  gas,  is  so  manifest,  and 
its  ultimately  comparative  cheapness,  as  weU  as  the  litUe  danger  to  be  appre- 
hended from  fire,  have  induced  the  Trustees,  without  hesitation,  to  recommend 
its  introduction.  The  gas  can  be  manufactured  at  small  expense,  in  a  room  fitted 
up  in  the  boiler  building,  and  distributed  through  pipes  into  all  the  rooms  and 
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wards  of  the  main  building  and  wings.      The  same  hand  that  superintends  the 
operations  of  the  boilers  and  engine,  will  be  able  to  manufacture  the  gas. 

The  cook-range  will  be  estabhshed  in  the  basement  storj  of  the  centre  building, 
from  which  easy  access  can  be  had,  by  flights  of  stairs  to  the  dining  rooms  of  the\ 
wards,  and  the  main  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  officers  and  attend- 
ants. 

The  laundry  department,  situated  in  the  out-building,  will  have  the  benefit  of 
washing  machinery  propelled  by  the  engine  in  a  room  of  the  first  floor.  The  drying 
and  ironing  rooms  will  be  located  on  the  second  floor.  The  supply  of  water  to 
this  department  will  be  derived  from  the  main  reservoirs,  by  means  of  a  separate 
force  pump,  forming  part  of  the  attachments  of  the  engine.  And  as  already  ex- 
plained, when  the  state  of  the  weather  demands,  the  drying  room  may  be  heated 
by  a  branch  from  the  main  steam  pipe. 

The  appropriations  necessary  to  fit  up  each  Asylum  with  the  foregoing  appara- 
tus and  fixtures,  and  put  it  in  a  state  of  complete  efficiency,  will  be  found  not  to 
differ  much  from  the  annexed  estimates  : 

The  heating  apparatus,  consisting  of  boilers  and  the  necessary  pipes 
to  carry  on  the  various  operations  dependent  upon  the  use 
and  application  of  steam 914  000 

The  plumbing  necessary  to  convey  the  water  and  distribute  it 
through  pipes  into  the  proper  rooms,  including  the  four  iron 
tanks,  the  bathing  tubs,  and  the  pipes  and  main  sewers 10  000

The  steam  engine  with  its  attachments  of  pumps  and  pipes  to  raise 

water,  and  propel  machinery  for  other  purposes 1  000

Aggregate  sum  for  fitting  both  Asylums 864  000 

The  furniture  for  each  Asylum  to  be  of  a  plain  substantial  kind,  in- 
cluding 1 60  bedsteads,  beds  and  bedding,  chairs,  tables,  table- 
ware, and  kitchen  utensils,  salaries  of  Physicians  and  attend- 
ants for  one  year,  with  medicines,  instruments,  provisions, 

fuel,  labor,  <fec 830  000 

Total  for  furnishing  both  Asylums 60  000 

Making  a  total  for  both  Asylums  of 8124  000 

In  thus  drawing  their  report  to  a  close,  the  Trustees  would  say  that  they  be- 
lieve it  has  been  the  unanimous  experience  of  all  connected  with  such  Institutions, 
that  in  all  their  arrangements,  true  economy  consists  in  doing  everything  relating 
to  the  buildings  and  fixtures,  in  the  best  and  most  substantial  manner.  In  this 
way  alone  can  they  indulge  the  hope  of  receiving  the  approbation  of  the  intelli- 
gent people  of  Ohio,  so  justly  proud  of  the  noble  charities  reared  and  fostered  by 
their  benevolence.

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INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


OF   THE 


GOVERNOR  OF  OHIO 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

AND  House  of  Representatives  : 

A  century  ago,  the  territory  now  constituting  the  State  of  Ohio,  was 
an  unbroken  wilderness.  Her  admission  into  the  great  confederacy  of 
American  States  is  fresh  in  the  memory  of  many  who  are  now  before 
me.  Little  more  than  half  a  century  has  elapsed  since  that  event. 
.  She  entered  the  Union  with  a  population  of  hardly  sixty  thousand  in- 
habitants. Of  the  thirty-one  States  which  now  constitute  that  Union, 
she  is  the  third  in  respect  of  population.  More  than  two  millions  of  citi- 
zens, in  the  full  enjoyment  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  now  live  within 
her  borders. 

Her  resources  have  been  adequate  not  only  to  the  expenses  of  Gov- 
ernment, but  have  been  applied  to  the  construction  of  long  lines  of  ca- 
nals— to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  magnificent  system  of 
public  instruction,  and  to  the  erection  and  support  of  large  and  expen- 
sive institutions  for  the  education  and  restoration  of  the  unfortunate. 

Private  enterprise  has  kept  pace  with  the  increase  of  wealth  and  the 
growth  of  population. 

The  wilderness  has  given  place  to  cultivated  fields,  and  smiling  villages 
raise  their  spires  where  but  a  few  years  ago  the  lofty  oak  displayed  its 
foliage.  Colleges  and  other  institutions  of  instruction  have  been  found- 
ed and  endowed.  Places  the  most  remote  have  been  brought  into  close 
proximity  by  extensive  lines  of  railroads.  Indeed,  the  number  of  miles 
of  our  finished  and  projected  railroads,  is  greater  than  that  of  any  other 
State  in  the  Union. 

Such  rapid  growth  in  all  the  elements  which  make  a  great  and  pros- 
perous people,  must  fill  the  heart  of  every  citizen  with  patriotic  nope 
and  honorable  pride. 

The  fiiture  prospects  of  our  people  are  as  promising  as  the  past  has 
been  prosperous. 

He  would  be  unworthy  of  your  confidence  and  respect  who  did  not 
feel  honored  at  being  ccJled  by  the  voice  of  its  people,  to  the  Chief  Ma- 
gistracy of  so  great  and  so  growing  a  State.    Words,  indeed,. are  inade- 
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quale  to  express  my  thankfalness  for  the  confidence  which  has  been  re- 
posed in  me,  and  my  sense  of  the  responsibilitiefl  of  the  position  in  which 
I  have  been  placed. 

The  growth  of  oar  State  and  the  high  position  which  she  now  occupies, 
have  t^en  produced  by  the  self-reliance,  energy  and  indnstiy  of  her 
people. 

The  character  of  the  government  has  tended  to  encourage  these  equal- 
ities, and  has  had  an  important  agency  in  augmenting  the  moral  force  of 
the  people. 

Personal  security — freedom  from  violence  and  insult — ^is  the  primary 
and  important  object  of  the  establishment  of  all  civil  government.  The 
weak  must  be  protected  from  the  aggressions  of  the  strong.  Life  is 
hardly  desirable  where  it  is  not  secure,  or  where  it  is  constantly  exposed 
to  the  fear  of  oppression  and  the  apprehension  of  wrong. 

Our  laws  throw  their  shield  around  all,  and  grant  impunity  to  none.  In 
them  the  weak  find  a  refuge  and  support,  and  none  are  so  powerful  as 
not  to  need  their  protection.  Under  their  equal  operation  all  enjoy  the 
fruits  of  their  labor  in  security  and  peace. 

Our  comparative  freedom  from  any  thing  like  monopolies,  by  which 
competition  is  cut  ofi*,  labor  oppressed,  and  generous  and  ennobling  ri- 
valry is  degraded,  has  encouraged  our  citizens  to  embaik  in  schemes  of 
pubUc  and  private  improvement  which,  in  a  society  difierentiy  constitut- 
ed, would  never  have  been  imdertaken. 

The  grant  of  any  special  privileges  has  not  only  produced  the  evils  in- 
herent in  the  system,  but  has  been  the  just  cause  of  dissatisfaction  and 
uneasiness  ih  the  minds  of  the  people.  They  have  naturally  felt  that 
their  rights  had  been  abridged,  and  the  rule  of  equality,  which  constitutes 
the  very  foundation  of  human  freedom,  and  winch  should  prevail  in  all 
legislative  action,  has  been  violated. 

The  result,  too,  has  always  been  unfortunate,  and  demonstrated  the 
folly  of  going  beyond  the  limits  of  declaring  and  securing  the  rights  of 
individuals  and  punishing  and  redressing  their  wrongs. 

Government  has  no  right  to  interfere  with  the  pursuits  of  the  governed. 
When  it  assumes  the  power  of  discriminating  between  different  classes,' 
it  is  usuroing  a  portion  of  sovereignty  which  the  people  have  never  con- 
ferred. The  exercise  of  talents  and  industry  should  be  lefl  within  the 
limits  of  general  laws.  No  class  or  particular  body  of  men,  should  pos- 
sess rights  or  privileges  not  enjoyed  by  ike  whole  mass  of  the  body 
politic. 

We  are  not  accustomed  fiilly  to  consider  all  the  advantages  of  the 
general  prevalence  of  the  principle  of  equality  in  our  political  system. 
Like  the  air  which  we  breatn,  its  very  commonness  is  an  obstacle  to  the 
full  appreciation  of  all  its  blessings. 

The  ordinary  discharge  of  the  duties  of  citizenship  calls  into  exercise 
all  the  mental  faculties.  The  administration  of  public  affairs,  by  requir- 
ing the  co-operation  of  the  people,  furnishes  them  with  the  most  useful 
and  practical  lessons  in  government  and  legislation. 
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As  jurymen,  they  are  called  upon  to  consider  the  weight  of  evidence, 
to  reconcile  the  contradictions  of  different  statements,  and  to  pronounce 
an  authoritative  judgment  upon  the  law  as  modified  by  the  facts  thus  de- 
termined. , 

The  right  of  suffrage  requires  them  to  inform  themselves  of,  and  pro- 
nounce judgment  upon,  the  actions  of  iheir  agents.  &nd  the  propriety  of 
legislation. 

The  exercise  of  these  rights  and  duties  requires  intelligence.  The 
possession  of  knowledge  gives  moral  force,  decision,  and  activity  to  the 
individual ; — its  universal  diffusion,  power  and  respectability  to  the  peo- 
ple and  perpetuity  to  their  institutions. 

The  union  of  tiiese  States  is  another  very  influential  cause  of  our 
growth  and  prosperity,  and  that  of  every  other  State.  The  freedom  of 
intercourse,  by  which  the  citizen  of  one  State  i«  entitled  to  the  rights  of 
citizenship  in  every  other, — the  fireedom  of  trade,  permitting  the  trans- 
portation of  the  products  of  agriculture  and  of  art  without  impost  or  duty, 
to  every  extremity  of  our  extended  territory,  has  stimulated  and,  at  the 
same  time,  encouraged  and  rewarded  industry. 

In  this  point  of  view,  the  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  States  is  a 
matter  of  no  small  importance. 

Its  perpetuity  depends  upon  the  respect  which  the  people  have  for  it. 
That  respect  is  exhibited  by  the  observance  of  the  laws  which  the  State 
and  National  Legislatures  nave  enacted.  A  disregard  of  these  laws  and 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  is  a  preliminary  step  towards  the 
dismemberment  of  that  union  which  our  fathers  formed,  and  strove  to 
perfect  by  concession,  conciliation  and  compromise. 

The  fruits  of  dismemberment  would  be  me  destruction  of  the  justice 
which  they  wished  to  establish,  the  introduction  of  civil  dissention  in  the 
place  of  domestic  tranquillity,  and  the  overthrow  of  that  liberty,  the  bles- 
sings of  which  they  desired  to  secure  to  themselves  and  their  posterity. 

The  just  solution  of  political  questions  is  always  attended  with  diffi- 
culties. Under  our  form  of  government  these  perplexing  difficulties  are 
rather  increased  than  diminished.  We  have  two  governments,  not  sepa- 
rate, but  co-ordinate.  The  powers  of  both  are  delegated  by  tfie  people. 
To  the  one  is  given  the  management  of  the  external  affairs  of  the  Union, 
and,  in  a  degree,  the  intercourse  of  the  States  with  each  other.  To  the 
State  government,  is  committed  the  regulation  of  its  internal  or  domes- 
tic affairs.  Each  State  is  an  independent  sovereignty,  except  in  those 
particulars  in  which  she  has  waived  her  sovereignty  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernment. Their  intercourse  with  one  another  is,  in  many  respects,  that 
of  independent  nations. 

It  is,  therefore,  the  duty  of  a  Chief  Magistrate,  not  only  to  see  that 
the  laws  of  his  own  government  are  properly  executed,  but  that  the 
rights  of  his  own  State  are  respected  and  observed  by  its  confederates. 
The  reciprocal  duty  of  implicitly  regarding  the  rights  of  other  sovereign- 
ties is  equally  obligatory. 

The  observance  of  these  distinctions,  and  the  performance,  cannot  but 
secure  our  peace  and  perpetuate  our  union. 
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In  the  midst  of  the  blessings  with  which  we  are  Burrounded,  we  should 
remember  that  an  arm  stronger  than  that  of  man,  and  a  wisdom  greater 
than  human  intelligence,  rules  cmd  governs,  guides  and  directs  the  aflairs 
'of  men.  The  observance  of  the  great  moral  laws  which  that  Power  has 
imposed  in  all  our  relations,  personal  as  well  as  national,  will  be  more 
certain  than  all  other  causes,  to  secure  a  continuance  of  our  pros- 
perity, and  to  preserve  our  institutions  in  the  health  and  beauty  of  their 
origin.

To  THE  Hon.  Wiluam  Medill,  Governor  of  Ohio ;» 

The  eleventh  section  of  article  ten  of  the  constitution  of  Ohio,  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  communicate  to  you  at  limited 
intervals,  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  their  proceedings;  and  the  undersigned, 
in  accordance  with  that  requirement,  beg  leave  to  present  this,  their  fourth  semi- 
annual report. 

The  two  principal  duties  of  the  Commissioners,  relate,  first,  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  of  the  public  debt;  and,  second,  to  the  redemption  of  the  principal 
thereof. 

In  regard  to  the  first  of  these  duties,  the  Commissioners  are  enabled  to  state, 
that  the  interest  on  the  entire  outstanding  Domestic  Debt  of  Ohio,  falls  due  semi- 
annually on  the  first  days  of  May  and  November,  and  that  the  payment  thereof 
has  been  promptly  made  except  in  a  few  instances  where  the  bond  holders  have 
failed  to  present  themselves. 

The  interest  on  the  Foreign  DeU  of  Ohio,  the  entire  amount  of  which  is  paya- 
ble semi-annually  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  1st  days  of  July  and  January, 
has  also  been  discharged  to  the  same  extent,  and  with  like  promptness. 
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To  proride  for  the  payment  of  the  Jaamarr  mterest,  aud  to  proccet  the  Sc&fie 
from  mjiist  charges  for  the  pvrehase  of  '*eiehan^,"  the  CoaunisBaBeTs  cf  the 
dtnkicg  Fond  met  on  the  SScii  day  of  ITorember,  1853,  and  made  the  kXkrwmg

"Wbkrxas,  The  practice  of  granting  the  custody  and  nse  of  the  poblie  mcmey 
to  banking  institations  is  still  nerssted  in ;  and  vhereas,  the  State  shoald  no4  he 
deprired  of  any  incidental  adrantage  which  may  be  possible  to  draw  fromi  saul 
practice  so  long  as  it  may  be  tolerated,  therefore  be  it 

**  Ordered,  That  a  requisition  be  now  made  on  the  Auditor  of  State  lor  his  draft 
on  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  an  amount  of  funds  equal  to  the  interest  due  in 
New  York  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1854,  on  the  foreign  debt  of  Ohio,  to  be 
made  parable  to  John  6.

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Proceedings  in  all  respects  similar  in  tenor  and  purpose  with  the  above,  were 
had  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  procurement  of  exchange  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  due  in  New  York  on  the  1st  days  of  January  and  July,  1863.  The 
adoption  of  these  orders,  has,  for  the  time  being,  effectually  protected  the  State 
against  the  unjust  practice  of  granting  to  banks  the  use  of  the  public  money,  and 
yet  withholding  from  it  any  share  of  the  resulting  advantages. 

Having  thus  explained  their  action  in  reference  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
public  debt,  the  Commissioners  next  proceed  to  detail  their  action  with  respect  to 
the  principal  itself.  And  here  they  have  the  pleasure  to  state,  that  during  the 
past  year,  the  Domestic  Debt  of  Ohio  has  been  reduced  in  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  four  thousand  and  six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  (8104,679  00) 
leaving  an  unpaid  balance  of  three  hundred  and  one  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  dollars  seventy  cents  (•301,128  70)  no  part  of  which  except  two 
thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  seventy  cents  (82,443  70,)  is  pay- 
able until  after  the  year  1 863.  The  certificates  of  this  debt,  now  outstanding,  are 
almost  enUrely  in  the  ownership  of  the  "independent"  and  "free"  banks  of  Ohio, 
and  have  been  placed  on  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  State  in  pledge 
for  the  redemption  of  their  circulating  notes  in  the  hands  of  the  public. 

Besides  the  amount  of  public  revenue  needed  during  the  past  season  for  redeem- 
ing the  domestic  bonds  of  the  State,  a  large  additional  sum  applicable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  public  debt  had  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury  previous  to 
the  summer  of  1853.  It  was  neither  the  intention  of  the  law  which  authorized 
the  assessment  of  this  money,  nor  the  expectation  or  the  wish  of  the  people  from 
whose  pockets  it  was  taken,  that  it  should  remain  idle  in  the  treasury,  or  be  appro- 
priated to  other  uses  than  those  alone  which  rendered  its  assessment  justiiiable. 
The  Legislature,  therefore,  on  the  14th  day  of  March,  1853,  passed  a  law  appro- 
priating five  hundred  thousand  dollars  (8500,000)  of  the  surplus  money  then  on 
hand,  to  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  of  the  State  of  Ohio  Tioi  yet  due,  and  to  the 
purchase  of  Uie  stocks  of  the  United  States  in  case  the  bonds  of  Ohio  could  not 
be  procured. 

In  the  ordinary  transactions  of  life,  an  individual  who  holds  the  note  or  bond  of 
his  neighbor  for  the  payment  of  money  at  the  expiration  of  three,  five,  or  ten  years 
after  date,  will  gladly  surrender  his  claim  upon  receiving  for  it  before  it  falls  due, 
a  less  amount  of  money  than  is  named  in  the  bond.  But  such  is  not  the  case  with 
the  stocks  or  bonds  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  nor  those  of  the  United  States.  Both  of 
these  classes  of  public  securities  are  eagerly  sought  after  by  men  of  great  wealth 
whose  chief  concern  is  to  procure  a  permanent  investment  for  their  money  where 
it  may  remain  abundantly  free  from  danger  and  yield  a  sure  and  regular  interest 
at  a  moderate  rate.  By  common  consent,  it  is  admitted  that  these  two  great  re- 
quisites distinguish  the  bonds  of  the  State  of  Ohio  above  those  of  most  other 
States  in  the  Union.  The  invariable  promptness  with  which  she  has  discharged 
her  semi-annual  interest,  and  a  general  knowledge  of  her  resources  and  growing 
enterprise  and  population,  have  inspired  a  dogree  of  confidence  in  her  stocks, 
which,  however  gratifying  to  State  pride,  has  the  effect  to  induce  their  holders  to 
surrender  them  only  with  reluctance. 

The  law  of  March  14,  1863,  entitled  "An  act  to  create  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  th^  public  debt  of  Ohio,"  makes  the  fol- 
lowing provision: 

"Section  6.  That  whenever  an  amount  of  money,  applicable  to  the  payment 
of  the  principal  of  the  public  debt  of  the  State,  shall  have  accumulated  in  the 
treasury  equal  to  or  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the 
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amount  necessary  to  pay  the  accruing  interest  for  the  year,  it  shall  be  the  daty  of 
the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fimd  to  immediately  apply  such  moneys  to  the 
redemption  of  so  much  of  the  outstanding  Ixmds  of  the  State;  Provided  they  can 
be  obtained  at  their  par  value;  and  if  not,  then  said  commissioners  shall,  as  in 
their  opinion  will  best  subserve  the  interest  of  the  State,  apply  them  to  the  pur- 
chasing of  outstanding  Ixmds  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  at  the  market  price  thereof, 
provided  it  does  [not]  exceed  six  per  cent  premium,  or  invest  said  mcmeys  in  stocks 
of  the  United  States,  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  less  than  five  per  cent  per 
annum;  and  in  case  they  invest  said  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof  in  stocks  of  the 
United  States,  said  stocks  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  by  him 
safely  kept  until  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State  shall  become  due,  or  can  be  pur- 
chased upon  such  terms  as  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  the  State  to  convert  said 
United  States  stocks  into  money,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  or  redeeming  out- 
standing bonds  of  the  State,  at  which  time  said  United  States  stocks  shall  be  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the  redemption  or  purchase  of  said  outstand- 
ing bonus,  and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatever;  and  a  full  and  detailed 
statement  of  their  proceedings  therein,  shall  be  reported  to  the  General  Assembly 
at  each  session  thereof;  and  m  any  year  in  which  there  is  no  session  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly^  then  said  report  shall  be  made  to  the  Governs,  who  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  published." 

In  conformity  with  the  above  section,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Snkinff  Fund 
have  purchased  six  per  cent,  certificates  of  the  Foreign  Debt  of  Ohio,  fallme  due 
after  the  31st  December,  1856,  to  the  par  value  of  seventy-three  thousand  six 
hundred  and  forty-six  (873,646  00)  and  paid  for  the  same  the  gross  sum  of  sev- 
enty-seven thousand  and  fourteen  dollars  seventeen  cents,  (877,014  17)  being  at 
the  rate  of  4^  per  cent,  premium.  The  amount  of  interest  which  the  State  would 
have  paid  on  said  bonds  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1854,  in  case  they  had  not 
been  previously  redeemed  and  cancelled,  is  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  nine 
dollars  thirty-eight  cents,  (82,209  38)  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  interest 
which  they  would  have  drawn  £rom  the  State  in  case  they  had  been  left  unpaid  till 
maturity  (three  and  a  half  years)  is  • 81 5,465  66

The  handsome  benefit  resulting  to  the  State  in  the  purchase  of  even  so  small 
an  amount  of  her  outstanding  bonds  as  the  above  exhibits,  affords  a  convmcing 
illustration  of  the  economy  of  paying  a  premium  for  the  privilege  of  cancelling 
her  debt,  in  preference  to  feavbg  it  unredeemed,  with  interest  continually  accu- 
mulating, until  the  period  originally  fixed  for  its  redemption.  The  CJommissioners 
omitted  no  effort  to  procure  a  laxger  amount  of  these  bonds  than  is  here  indicated, 
but  the  low  **market  price  thereov'  and  the  great  confidence  reposed  in  them  by 
holders,  have  rendered  the  attempt  less  successful  than  they  had  anxiously  de- 
sired. 

Besides  the  Ohio  stocks  of  1 856,  the  following  six  per  cent,  stocks  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  were  purchased  by  the  Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  alterna- 
tive provision  in  the  section  of  the  law  already  quoted :

The  principal  part  of  the  above  bonds  were  purchased  in  the  months  of  July, 
August  and  September,  1 863.  Since  then,  the  Commissioners  have  declined  to 
make  additional  purchases  of  the  stocks  of  the  United  States  to  any  considerable 
sum.  The  fact  that  these  stocks  had  already  attained  a  high  rate  of  premium, 
considered  in  connection  with  the  possible  issue  of  a  large  amount  of  new  stocks 
in  furtherance  of  a  rail  road  to  the  Pacific,  and  the  inevitable  decline  in  the  sell- 
ing rates  of  those  already  outstanding,  rendered  it  prudent  in  the  view  of  the 
Commissioners  to  discontinue  their  purchase.  This  conclusion  once  made,  the 
further  duty  of  the  Commissioners  became  a  matter  of  anxious  consideration. 
Full  and  careful  enquiry  rendered  it  certain  that  it  would  not  be  practicable  to 
purchase  Ohio  stocks  of  1856  more  than  sufficient  to  absorb  a  small  portion  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  awaiting  investment ;  and  it  was  considered  unwise,  as  has  been 
already  stated,  to  make  further  purchases  of  the  stocks  of  the  United  States  at  the 
high  rates  to  whicb  they  had  attained.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  Commis- 
sioners (the  Attorney  General  absent)  met  on  the  24th  September,  to  decide  upon 
their  duty  in  the  premises,  and  after  giving  the  subject  their  most  careful  consid- 
eration, they  ordered  the  following  resolutions  to  be  placed  upon  the  record  of 
their  proceedings : 

"  Resolved,  That  as  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  purchase  Ohio  stocks  of 
1 866,  in  sufficient  quantity  to  absorb  as  much  as  one-fourth  the  Sinking  Fund  on  hand 
ready  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  the  State  ;  and  inasmuch  as  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  has  publicly  entered  the  market  as  a  competitor  for  the  pur- 
chase of  her  own  stocks  thus  enhancing  their  present  selling  rates  to  a  point  en- 
tirely uncertain  as  to  its  permanency :  therefore, 

**  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  true  interest  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  as  it  would  doubt- 
less be  the  will  of  the  Legislature  were  it  now  in  session,  that  such  excess  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  now  idle,  as  cannot  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  Ohio  stocks  of 
1866,  or  of  the  stocks  of  the  United  States  at  reasonable  rates  of  premium,  be  ap- 
plied as  far  as  practicable  to  the  purchase  of  the  certificates  of  the  debt  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  due  in  1860,  provided  the  premium  on  the  same  shall  not  exceed 
six  per  cent.,  and  the  interest  of  the  six  months  now  one-half  accrued. '' 

In  pursuance  of  the  above  resolutions,  and  previous  to  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1 864,  the  Commissioners  purchased  certificates  of  the  State  debt  of  Ohio  due  af- 
ter the  31st  day  of  December,  1860,  to  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  and  forty- 
six  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  forty-seven  cents,  (8146,146  47) 
for  which  they  paid  the  gross  sum  of  eleven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
four  dollars  twenty  seven  cents,  (811,844  27)  bein?  at  an  average  rate  of  8  per 
cent  premium.  Had  these  bonds  remained  unpaid  until  maturity,  to-wit :  the 
31  St  December,  1860,  (seven  years  and  six  months,)  the  interest  due  by  the  State 

thereon  up  to  that  period  would  have  amounted  to 866,766  46

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It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  notwithstandmg  the  embarrassments  by  which  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  have  been  trammeled,  the  purchase  of  Ohio  bonds  which 
they  hare  succeeded  in  making,  has  saved  the  State  the  net  sum  of  sixty-six  thousand 
and  seventy-eight  dollars  sixty-two  cents,  to-wit :

The  facts  already  set  forth  in  this  report  show  that  in  the  purchase  of  the  stocks 
of  the  United  States  due  on  the  14th  K^ovember,  1856,  the  Commissioners  have 
found  it  necessary  to  pay  a  higher  rate  of  premium  than  was  paid  for  the  stocks 
of  our  own  State  bearing  an  equal  rate  of  interest  until  the  31st  December,  1860. 
Under  these  circumstances,  no  argument  seems  necessary  to  demonstrate  the  fact 
that  the  latter  class  of  stocks,  so  long  as  they  can  be  procured  at  present  rates, 
should  be  purchased  in  preference  to  the  former.  If  a  six  per  cent,  bond  of  the 
United  States  for  one  thousand  dollars,  due  in  1 856,  be  bought  for  the  use  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  the  Commissioners  will  draw  on  that  bond  8167  50  in  interest  be- 
tween the  present  time  and  the  period  when  the  bond  reaches  maturity  and  ceases 
to  bear  interest.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  six  per  cent,  bond  of  the  State  of  Ohio 
for  one  thousand  dollars,  due  in  1 860,  be  bought  and  forthwith  cancelled  by  the 
Commissioners,  the  State  is  saved  the  payment  of  8420  00  which  is  the  amount 
of  interest  that  would  accrue  on  such  bond  in  case  it  remained  outstanding  up  to 
the  date  of  its  maturity. 

The  Commissioners  deem  it  the  true  policy  of  the  State  to  apply  the  whole  re- 
sources of  the  Sinking  Fund,  as  rapidly  as  they  accumulate  in  the  Treasuiy,  to  the 
purchase  of  the  Ohio  stocks  of  1856  so  far  as  it  may  be  practicable  to  obtain  them. 
These  stocks  constitute  that  portion  of  the  State  debt  which  becomes  due  first  and 
therefore  should  be  paid  first  if  such  be  the  inclination  of  the  persons  by  whom 
the  stocks  are  held.    But  in  case  a  continued  unwillingness  to  surrender  them  at 
a  reasonable  rate  of  premium,  shall  be  manifested,  the  State  will  suflfer  no  disad- 
vantage by  applying  to  the  debt  of  1 860  any  surplus  which  cannot  be  invested  in 
the  redemption  of  the  bonds  of  1856.     By  discharging  each  year  some  part  of  the 
public  debt,  Ohio  stocks  will  necessarily  retain  their  present  high  position  in  pub- 
lic confidence,  and  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  the  cancellation  of  a  portion  of  the 
debt  of  1860  in  advance  of  its  maturity,  will  give  additional  character  to  the  bonds 
of  the  State  and  make  it  entirely  practicable  (if  necessary)  to  re-issue  any  unpaid 
balance  of  the  debt  of  1 856  at  a  reduced  rate  of  interest  and  redeemable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  State.     But,  as  already  intimated,  the  Commissioners  reco^ize  it 
as  the  evident  policy  of  the  State,  to  apply  the  Sinking  Fund  as  fast  as  collected 
to  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  1856  in  preference  to  the  debt  of  any  subsequent 
year.     But  in  case  the  holders  of  the  bonds  of  1856  will  not  surrender  them  in 
sufficient  amount  to  absorb  the  money  already  in  the  State  Treasury  applicable  to 
the  payment  of  the  public  debt,  the  State's  own  interest  will  be  subserved  equally 
well,  if  not  better,  by  applying  whatever  surplus  may  exist,  to  the  cancellation  of 
that  portion  of  the  public  debt  which,  unless  previously  redeemed,  will  bear  inter- 
est until  the  close  of  the  year  1860. 
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The  commissioners  are  constrained,  howeyer,  to  remind  the  Legislature  of  the 
fact,  that  neither  the  debt  due  in  1856,  much  less  the  debt  due  in  1860,  can  b« 
met  at  its  maturity,  without  proyiding  by  additional  taxation  the  necessary  reyenue 
to  accomplish  an  end  so  desirable  to  the  property  holders  of  the  State.  An  intel- 
ligent people  will  not  expect  their  public  liabilities  to  be  paid  off  without  them- 
selyes  first  furnishing  the  money  to  accomplish  it.  Keither  wOl  they  claim,  after 
the  proper  facts  haye  been  placed  before  tnem,  that  this  desirable  end  can  be  at- 
tained except  by  the  payment  of  more  taxes  than  were  assessed  on  the  property 
of  the  State  during  the  seyen  years  ending  on  the  15th  of  Noyember,  1852.  For 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Legislature,  and  more  especially  for  the  consideration  of  the 
tax  payers  of  the  State,  the  Commissioners  beg  leaye  to  present  a  few  facts  and 
figures  exhibiting  the  annual  amount  of  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  debt  of  Ohio 
and  its  aggregate  reduction  during  the  period  just  named.  It  may  be  proper  to 
state,  that  the  figures  presented  in  this  table  haye  been  carefully  compiled  from 
the  annual  reports  of  the  Auditor  of  State  to  the  Legislature :

The  aboye  table  exhibits  the  fact,  that  the  State  debt  on  the  1 5th  Noyember, 
1845,  was  817,731,656  56,  and  that  on  the  15th  Noyember,  1862,  it  was  815,- 
542,549  10,  being  a  net  reduction  of  82,189,107  46,  and  nothing  more,  in  the 
space  of  seyen  years.  Bearing  this  result  steadily  in  mind,  the  Commissioners 
now  beg  leaye  to  present  another  tabular  statement,  compiled  from  the  same  offi- 
cial sources,  exhibiting  the  fact,  that,  during  the  seyen  years  aboye  referred  to,  a 
sum  of  money  more  than  equal  to  the  reduction  of  the  public  debt  made  within 
that  period,  was  paid  into  the  State  treasury  from  sources  which  were  then  ayaila- 
ble,  and  which  rendered  the  assessment  of  taxes  for  that  purpose  wholly  unneces- 
sary.   The  sources  to  which  allusion  is  here  made,  were, 

1.  The  surplus  revenue  fund  held  by  counties,  and  then  in  the  course  of  re- 
payment to  the  State. 

2.  The  sales  of  land  donated  by  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Ohio  for 
canal  and  school  purposes. 

3.  The  premium  allowed  to  the  State  on  the  issue  of  new  bonds  to  bear  inter- 
est for  twenty-fiye  years,  in  lieu  of  others  which  had  matured.

It  is  thus  shown,  that,  for  the  payment  of  all  the  public  debt  which  was  cancelled 
during  the  seven  years  ending  on  the  15th  November,  1862,  ihe  State  possessed 
such  resources  as  rendered  it  unnecessary  to  raise  for  that  purpose  a  single  dollar 
by  taxation.  These  resources  are  now,  however,  almost  exhausted.  The  Sur- 
plus Revenue  has  nearly  all  been  repaid  to  the  State,  and  no  more  than  a  few 
hundred  acres  of  canal  land  remain  unsold.  These  sources  of  reUef  are,  therefore, 
at  an  end,  and  the  Legislature  will  be  compelled  of  necessity  to  resort  to  some  oth- 
er means  of  supplybg  the  revenue  which  they  have  heretofore  yielded. 

In  view  of  the  facts  which  have  been  thus  imperfectly  brought  together,  the 
Commissioners  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  the  Legislature,  the  expediency  of  provi- 
ding, under  suitable  restrictions,  for  the  sale  of  the  State's  entire  interest  in  the 
various  turnpike,  canal  and  rail  road  companies  in  which  she  is  a  stockholder. 
But  whilst  cordially  recommending  the  sale  of  these  stocks,  the  Commissioners 
would  protest  with  equal  earnestness  against  the  mistaken  notion  that  the  adoption 
•  of  such  a  measure  will  avoid  the  necessity  of  raising  additional  revenue  by  taxa- 
tion. Eeliance  placed  upon  such  an  expectation,  would  j>rove  to  be  a  fatal  delu- 
sion. With  the  exercise  of  the  best  judgment  as  to  the  time  and  manner  of  sell- 
ing these  stocks,  it  would  be  unsafe  to  calculate  on  deriving  more  than  one  mill- 
ion of  dollars  from  their  disposal.  This  amount,  although  an  important  sum  in 
itself,  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  discharge  one  tenth  of  the  foreign  debt  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  which  will  become  due  witbm  the  seven  years  ending  on  the  31st  De- 
•\!eraber,  1860.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  sale  of  these  stocks,  although  they 
may  assist  to  a  limited  degree  in  discharging  the  State  liabilities,  will  leave  the 
great  bulk  of  it  still  unpaid. 

The  false  policy  of  postponing  the  payment  of  the  public  debt  beyond  the  pe- 
riod when  the  people  are  ready  to  discharge  it  in  gradual  instalments,  has  but  few 
intelligent  advocates.  As  fast  as  the  tax  payers  of  the  State  have  the  means  of 
reducing  the  debt  without  embarrassing  their  individual  pursuits,  it  is  unquestion- 
ably the  dictate  of  sound  economy  that  it  should  be  done.  Every  dollar  of  the 
debt  of  1866,  which  remains  unredeemed  until  its  maturity,  will,  in  the  mean 
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time,  draw  from  the  pockets  of  the  people,  interest  amoimting  (in  the  gross)  to  4  8 
per  cent,  on  the  principal.  In  like  manner  42  per  cent,  will  be  paid  on  every  dol- 
lar of  the  debt  of  1860,  which  remains  outstanding  until  that  period.  In  the 
face  of  these  palpable  facts,  the  tax  payers  have  a  right  to  expect  and  demand 
such  legislation  as  will  give  them  an  opportunity  of  cancelling  the  principal  of  the 
debt  as  fast  as  their  surplus  means  may  enable  them.

of  the  annual  reports  made  to  this  office  by  the  following  railroad  companies,  to 
wit: 

Steubenville  and  Indiana — ^years  1853  and  1854; 

Bellefontaine  and  Indiana — year  1 853; 

Bellefontaine  and  Delaware — ^years  1853  and  1854; 

Ohio  and  Indiana — years  1853  and  1854: 

Ohio  and  Pennsylvania — year  1853; 

Cleveland,  Painesville,  and  Ashtabula — years  1853  and  1854; 

Franklin  and  Warren — years  1853  and  1854; 

Scioto  and  Hocking  Valley — year  1853; 

Iron — years  1853  and  1854. 

The  Companies  above  named  (being  less  than  one-third  of  the  entire  number,) 
are  the  only  ones  which,  during  the  past  two  year«,  have  reported  to  this  office 
according  to  law.  The  statute,  as  it  now  stands,  fails  to  affix  a  penalty  to  the 
omission.

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In  New  York  and  Massachusetts,  it  has  been  deemed  wise  to  require  from  all  rail- 
road associations,  a  full  statistical  summary  of  every  thing  pertaining  to  their  busi- 
ness during  each  year.  In  this  manner,  the  number  of  persons  to  whom  employ- 
ment is  given  by  each  road;  the  amount  of  wages  paid;  the  number  of  passen- 
gers carried;  the  amount  of  merchandise  and  live  stock  transported;  the  original 
cost  of  constructing  the  road;  the  annual  expenditure  for  repairs;  the  gross  month- 
ly earnings,  and  very  many  other  matters  contributing  to  the  formation  of  a  cor- 
rect public  sentiment  in  regard  to  the  practical  operation  of  railroads,  are  obtain- 
ed from  authentic  sources,  and  preserved  in  the  official  papers  of  the  State. 

The  propriety  of  amending  the  present  laws  of  Ohio  so  that  all  rail  road  com- 
panies exercising  corporate  rights  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  shall  be  required 
to  make  statistical  reports  similar  in  character  to  those  required  in  New  York  and 
Massachusetts,  is  respectfully  suggested.

Sib  : — Since  the  last  annual  report^  a  large  outlay  has  been  made  upon  the  line 
of  the  Ohio  and  Indiana  Railroad,  and  great  efforts  have  been  made  to  bring  the 
whole  line  into  operation  at  as  early  a  period  as  practicable.  The  entire  work  is 
now  rajndly  approaching  a  successfol  completion.  The  graduation  and  masonry 
are  nearly  finished;  for  which  much  credit  is  due  to  the  rigorous  prosecution  of 
the  work  by  the  contractors,  Messrs.  Wm.  Mitchell  &  Co.  In  July  last,  track- 
laying  was  conmienced,  and  fifty  miles  have  been  laid  up  to  the  present  time, 
forty -three  of  which,  upon  the  eastern  end,  extends  from  Crestline  to  a  point  two 
miles  west  of  the  Mad  River  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad.

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The  second  division,  extending  from  Jackson  to  Newark,  90  miles,  is  under  con- 
tract, and  the  grading,  (&c.,  in  progress.

GRANTED  BY  GOVERNOR  WOOD. 


In  Senate,  Febraary  28th,  1854. 


To  THE  General  Asbemblt  op  the  State  of  Orao: 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  1 1th  section  of  the  Sd  Article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  to  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  each  case  of  pardon  granted  by  my  immediate  predecessor,  the 
Hon.  Reuben  Wood,  subsequent  to  his  last  report  on  the  subject,  April  16,  1852, 
and  prior  to  his  resignation  of  the  office  of  Governor,  July  13,  1863,  embracing  a 
period  of  nearly  one  year  and  a  quarter;  together  with  the  name  and  crime  of 
the  convict,  the  sentence,  its  date,  and  the  date  of  the  pardon,  as  shown  by  the 
records  of  this  office. 

I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  reasons  by  which  my  predecessor  was  in- 
fluenced in  granting  these  pardons,  no  record,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  having  been 
kept  of  the  same.  The  followiDg  entries  are  correctly  copied  from  the  Executive 
Journal,  and  contain  all  the  information,  in  relation  to  the  subject  of  pardons,  in 
the  possession  of  the  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS. 

l\d  BI8  EZOBLLSNOT,  WiLLIAM  MeDILL,  QoYE&UOB,  OT  OhIO*. 

It  is  alike  gratifying  to  us  and  complimentary  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislative 
enactments,  by  which  our  action  has  been  controlled,  that  we  are  enabled  to  pre- 
gent  a  favorable  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary.  Daring  the 
past  year  the  institution  has  been  signally  favored  with  exemption  from  great  cal- 
amities, and  with  marked  success  in  all  its  operations  and  interests.  The  report 
of  the  officers,  herewith  submitted,  will  furnish  to  yourself  and  the  General  As- 
sembly information  in  detail,  in  regard  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Penitentia- 
ry. The  report  of  the  Warden  is  comprehensive  of  all  the  important  statistics,  and 
we  are  satisfied,  from  examination,  with  the  accuracy  of  its  statements.  The 
financial  condition  of  the  Institution  is  set  forth  in  the  tabular  exhibits  of  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  embraces  distinctly  and  intelligibly,  the  various  items  in 
the  aggregate  of  debts  and  credits.  From  the  statement,  it  may  be  seen  that  there 
is  an  excess  of  prison  receipts  over  the  ordinary  expenditures,  of  •  16,067  04. 
All  of  that  excess,  excepting  the  sum  of  86,876  64,  on  hand,  has  been  judiciously 
applied  to  the  objects  specified  by  the  Warden. 

The  principal  extraordmary  expenditure  has  been  that  of  810,474  88,  expend- 
ed for  new  building3  and  repairs.  The  Warden  has  upecifipally  set  forth  the  ex- 
tent  and  variety  of  those  improvements.  All  that  has  been  done  was  urgently 
demanded  by  the  necessities  of  the  Institution. 

The  Warden's  Report  of  last  year,  forcibly  exhibited  the  importance  of  such  addi- 
tional buildings,  and  alterations:  and  the  comforts,  convenience,  facilities,  and  ad- 
vantages which  have  resulted  from  their  erection,  alike  justify  the  propriety  of  the 
recommendation  and  the  fidelity  with  which  the  work  has  been  executed.  The  im- 
provements connected  with  the  hospital  and  kitchinbuildinors  were  demanded  by  ne- 
cessity as  well  as  convenience.  The  dining  hall  was  too  small  to  accommodate  the  in- 
creased number  of  convicts;  the  crowding  of  so  many  together  in  one  room  at  meals 
being  extremely  unhealthy  and  uncomfortable,  and  preventing  the  preservation  of 
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dial  dttdpliiie  which  the  welfare  of  the  iBStitBtkn  reqnres.  The  erectk»  of  m 
new  lukcbeB  and  ware  hu«ue,  enables  ns  lo  enlarge  the  dining  room — affiorda  a 
more  eonTenient  kitchen,  and  provides  a  &aiie  store  room  lor  pronsions  and  horpiial 
•lores.  The  ereciioo  of  the  new  chapel  affords  more  shop-room  lor  contmctora* 
which  was  becoming  high!  j  necessary ;  prorides  a  commodioos  and  pic  mint  place 
of  worship— a  spadoos  depository  for  the  library,  and  enables  as  to  enlarge  the 
hospital,  rendering  it  more  c(»nfortable,  healthy  and  cosTenienL  One  great  ben- 
efit in  the  enlargement  and  improreibent  of  the  hospital*  will  be  found  in  the  in- 
creased facility  for  preserring  the  discipline  of  the  prison,  and  preTendng  inlo^- 
coarse  between  the  convicts.  The  hospital  formerly  consisted  of  four  apansaents, 
besides  the  laboratory  and  kitchen,  in  all  of  which  it  was  necessary  to  have  more 
or  less  convicts,  and  it  was  impossible  for  one  officer  to  prevent  their  having  al- 
most tinrestrained  intercourse,  in  some,  if  not  all  of  those  rooms,  and  convicts,  in 
passing  id  and  from  the  hospital  could  meet  and  talk  in  the  ante-rooms,  wiihovt 
the  possibility  of  detection.  The  present  arrangement  puts  the  whole  Hospital, 
except  kitchen,  laboratory,  and  wash-room,  in  one  apartment,  over  all  which  one 
officer  can  see  and  preserve  the  most  perfect  discipline,  without  the  least  detriment 
to  the  comfort  of  the  sick. 

It  I  as  been  our  aim.  as  it  was  our  imperative  duty,  to  observe  and  enforce  the 
«trictest  economy  in  all  the  expenditures,  ordinary  and  extraordinary,  and  it  is  enr 
conviction  that  as  much  care  has  been  exercised  in  the  making  and  strict  folfil' 
ment  of  all  contracts,  and  in  the  disbursements  of  the  public  funds,  as  if  the  tran- 
sactions had  been  of  a  private  instead  of  a  public  character.  We  are  aware  of 
the  proper  jealousy  which  exists  in  the  public  mind  in  regard  to  public  servants  in 
the  use  of  public  monies,  and  of  the  prevalent  opinion  but  too  well  sustained  by 
facts,  that  the  prudence  which  marks  men  in  their  private  business,  abandoned  the 
same  men  when  dealing  in  public  affairs.  It  has  been  otir  endeavor  to  merit  and 
command  a  better  public  opinion  of  the  judgment  and  integrity  of  all  having  the 
control  and  management  of  this  department  of  the  public  service. 

The  only  remarkable  loss  which  has  occurred  during  the  year,  has  been  caused 
by  the  recent  fire,  which  is  specially  referred  to  in  the  Warden's  reporL  Tie  es- 
timated loss  to  the  State  is  about  84,000  07.  That  was  a  casualty  that  could  not 
have  been  foreseen  or  prevented.  This  was  the  work  of  a  desperate  and  depraved  con- 
vict— maddened  by  iniquity,  he  threw  his  firebrand  where  his  guilty  mind  could  ap- 
prehend the  most  disastrous  consequences. 

It  ii  to  us  a  matter  of  sincere  regret,  that  the  worthy  gentleman,  whose  property 
was  80  largely  invested  in  the  destroyed  building,  and  against  whom  theie  was  no  ha- 
tred, even  in  the  dark  heart  of  the  incendiary,  should  have  suffered  so  serious  a 
loss.  We  are  gratified  to  state  that  notwithstanding  their  heavy  loss  of  815,000, 
and  one  which  so  seriously  impaired  their  pccuniaiy  ability,  they  have  resolved  lo 
re-commence  their  labors,  and  are  now  actively  employed  in  the  fulfillment  of  their 
resolution.  Their  energy  deserves  high  commendation,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
General  Assembly  will  authorize  such  action  in  regard  to  their  contract  as  will  jus- 
tify a  large  investment  in,  and  a  vigorous  promotion  of,  their  business,  and  tiica 
sustain  an  enterprise  from  which  the  State  has  receiied  much  and  may  receive 
•till  more  abundant  revenue.  This  recent  and  ruinous  outburst  of  criminal  de- 
pravity appropriately  suggests  the  subject  of  penitentiary  discipline.  It  is  pleas- 
ant to  know  that  there  are  but  few  such  specimens  of  hardened  villainy.  Wire  the 
fact  otherwise,  official  position  in  this  institution,  which  is  at  best  not  very  agreeable, 
would  be  altogether  intolerable.  Whether  the  few  incorrigible  vUlians,  who^e  moral 
sense  seems  to  be  deadened,  and  who  are  inaccessible  to  all  tlie  ordinary  and  ex- 
traordinary means  for  reformatign,  ought  to  be  permitted  to  associate  with  other 
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convicts  in  the  yarious  emyloyments  within  the  walls,  or  whether  they  ought  to  he 
doomed  to  uninterrupted  solitary  confinement,  is  a  question  which  we  are  not  pre- 
pared to  decide.  ^  The  Warden  and  Ids  coadjutors  in  the  administration  of  law 
and  discipline,  have  experienced  a  success  quite  equal  to.  their  highest  anticipa- 
tions. 

It  is  proper  for  us  to  call  your  attention  to  the  increasing  number  of  convicts, 
and  the  urgent  necessity  of  some  further  provision  for  their  employment  and  safe 
keeping.  There  are  cells  provided  for  seven  hundred  convicts,  but  those  cells  are 
not  all  complete — some  having  doors  without  locks*,  and  about  one  hundred  with- 
out either  doors  or  locks.  Unless  a  Reform  School,  or  House  of  Correction  should  be 
established,  those  cells  will  soon  be  required,  and  must  be  put  in  order.  And 
more  shop  room  will  be  needed  inside  the  walls.  But  we  would  urge  upon  the 
Legislature  the  necessity  of  providing  another  institution  of  some  kind,  for  the  re- 
ception of  the  boys  and  young  men  convicted  of  crimes.  And  we  invite  e9pecia] 
attention  to  the  views  of  the  Warden,  as  contained  in  his  report  upon  this  subject 

The  contracts  already  sanctioned  by  the  General  Assembly  are  now  about  full, 
and  as  the  number  of  convicts  employed  on  the  State  House  will  probably  be  de- 
creased during  the  next  year,  provisions  should  be  made  for  their  employ  within 
the  prison  walls. 

The  number  of  convicts  in  the  Institution,  on  the  30th  of  November,  1862, 
was  608.  The  number  received  from  November  30,  1862,  to  November  30,  1863, 
was  238.  The  number  discharged  by  expiration  of  sentence,  1 10  ;  by  pardon, 
77  ;  by  death,  17  ;  escaped  6  ;  by  writ  of  error,  6 ;  leaving  631  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  with  the  probability  of  a  continuous  increase  during  the  coming 
year. 

It  is  right  that  we  should  here  remark  that  the  increased  number  in  the  prison, 
is  not  caused  by  a  corresponding  increase  of  convictions,  but  by  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  pardons,  which  cause  is  likely  to  continue  under  the  severe  limitation- to 
pardons  by  the  new  constitution.  We  deem  it  just,  also,  here  to  state  that  the  increas- 
ed number  of  convictions  for  crime  in  this  State,  is  not  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of 
population,  and  extension  of  the  commercial  and  other  business  of  the  State.  The 
number  of  convictions  in  1836,  were  160,  and  continued  to  average  about  that  num- 
ber until  1849,  when  it  was  166.  In  1860,  183;  in  1861,  203;  in  1862,  237;  in 
1863,  238,  while  during*  this  period  the  population  of  the  State  has  doubled,  and 
the  great  thoroughfares  through  the  State,  about  which  rogues  congregate,  have 
more  than  quadrupled !  It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  notice,  that  four-fifths  of  the  con- 
victs come  from  along  the  rivers,  lakes,  and  canals,  and  those  are  also  the  most 
desperate  and  hardened  in  villainy. 

We  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  from  all  the  evidences  in  our  posses- 
sion, the  reformation  of  convicts  in  this  Institution  is  as  thorough  as  that  in  any 
similar  one  in  the  country.  Of  the  631  convicts  now  confined  herein,  29  only 
have  been  previously  convicted ;  and  of  the  238  received  during  the  past  year, 
but  four  were  second  convictions !  while  191  had  been  sent  out  during  the  same 
period.  Of  those  discharged,  we  hear  very  favorable  reports  of  their  reforma- 
tion, and  the  return  to  honest  and  industrious  habits  of  quite  a  number;  while 
only  the  most  hardened  and  desperate  are  again  found  committing  depredations 
upon  society. 

It  is  but  justice  to  a  meritorious  oflScer,  that  we  should  commend  the  Warden 
for  his  fidelity,  for  his  urbanity  of  manners,  decision  of  character  and  kindness, — 
in  a  word  for  all  those  traits,  which  so  fully  qualify  him  to  discharge  wisely  and 
#ell,  the  arduous  and  unenviable  duties  of  his  post.  It  has  been  satisfactorily  as- 
certained by  him  and  by  us,  that  what  are  deemed  severe  punishments,  are  bat 
rarely  required,  and  that  humane  treatment  is  the  most  effectual  remedy  for  in- 
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aorbordmaUon  and  disobedience.  There  are  but  few,  (and  thej  are  Uknc  already 
refered  to)  who  cannot  be  controlled  bj  argomenta  and  appeals  addressed  to  Uieir 
reasop,  conscience,  and  to  their  highest  and  best  hopes.  Ont  casta  as  thej  are, 
there  still  remain  with  the  majohtj  of  these  nnfortnnate  beings,  loTelj  senaibili- 
ties»  quick  sympathies  and  susceptible  feelings,  which  yield  to  the  application  of 
the  proper  inflaence. 

It  h-s  been  our  aim  to  deepen  and  extend  the  moral  inflaence,  which  is  brovght 
to  bear  upon  the  convicts,  and  we  hare  made  it  obi^atory  upon  all  who  ezcrcaae 
aathority  oTer  them,  so  to  talk  and  act  before  the  convicts,  that  their  ooodoct  and 
character,  shall  be  elevating  and  exemplary.  As  so  mnch  depends  on  the  proper 
enforcement  of  discipline,  and  in  the  application  of  moral  influence,  upon  the  char- 
acter  of  the  goaids,  it  has  been  oar  purpose  to  employ  only  those  whoae  integrity, 
manners  and  morals,  qualify  them  for  the  position,  and  it  has  been  our  practice  to 
dismiss  such,  as  have  shown  themselves  deficient  in  those  qualities  of  character. 

We  cordially  concur  in  the  suggestions  presented  by  the  Warden  in  his  report, 
in  relation  to  the  pecuniary  means,  for  the  more  liberal  intellectual  improvement 
of  the  convicts.  It  will  be  admitted  by  all,  that  no  class  of  men,  so  much  need 
those  higher  lessons  of  morality  and  religion,  which  supply  the  loftiest  incentives 
to  well  doing,  and  the  strongest  restraints  upon  unholy  appetites  and  passions. 
There  are  no  pulpit  or  pastoral  duties,  in  any  parish  in  this  land,  which  mcffe  re- 
quire the  aptitudes  and  attainments  of  the  most  successful  Teacher,  than  those  of 
the  congregation  at  the  Penitentiary.  Their  moral  necessities  are  so  apparent* 
and  the  manifold  advantages,  which  must  result  from  thorough  and  extensive  in- 
struction of  this  kind,  are  too  obvious  to  need  argument  or  comment.  If  the 
reformation  of  the  convict  be  a  prominent  object  of  his  imprisonment,  it  must  be 
plain  to  every  intelligent  mind,  that  those  at  least,  whose  term  of  service  extends 
from  one  to  ten  years,  (and  they  constitute  a  large  majority)  and  who  will  again 
be  restored  to  citizenship  and  society,  ought  to  be  supplied  with  that  knowledge, 
which  will  aid  them  in  obtaining  the  means  of  honest  livelihood,  and  which  will 
introduce  them  to  the  noblest  pursuits  and  sources  of  happmess.  If  ignorance 
has  been  a  prominent  cause  of  their  debasement ;  intelligence  must  be  the  princi- 
pal remedy  of  their  errors,  and  the  forerunner  of  their  elevation. 

The  vast  dominion  of  passion  and  appetite,  must  be  succeeded  by  the  reign  of 
reason  and  of  conscience,  before  they  prefer  light  to  darkness,  and  honor  to  in- 
famy. 

It  cannot  be  wise  policy  for  the  State  to  treat  them  as  mere  ''beasts  of  bar- 
then,"  to  levy  heavy  contributions  upon  their  muscles  and  bones,  and  after  their 
term  of  service  has  expired,  bid  them  go  out  and  act  the  part  of  freemen.  We 
respectfully  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  views  of 
the  Warden  upon  this  subject. 

We  deem  it  to  be  our  duty  again  to  solicit  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
the  necessity  of  a  separete  Institution  bebg  founded  for  the  youthful  class  of  con- 
victs. The  indiscriminate  imprisonment  within  the  same  walls,  of  novices  and 
veterans  in  crime,  of  those  slightly  tainted  with,  and  those  steeped  in  iniquity  is 
manifestly  unwise.  Other  States,  with  commendable  policy,  have  established 
Houses  of  Refu^  or  Houses  of  Correction,  for  the  punishment  of  youthtul  con- 
victs. The  testimony  of  those  who  are  conversant  with  the  operations  and  results 
of. such  Institutions,  is  unanimous  and  decided,  that  the  anticipations  of  the  foun- 
ders, as  to  their  benificial  consequences,  have  been  fully  realized.  The  Warden's 
Report  shows  that  one  hundred  and  twenty,  nearly  one- fourth  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  convicts  are  under  twenty-two  years  of  age.  Many  of  these  were  doomed 
to  an  early  orphanage,  embittered  by  poverty  and  the  utter  destitution  of  all  kind* 
nesst     Others  were  subjected  to  the  polluting  influences  of  a  corrupt  parentage. 
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and  all,  with  but  few  exceptions,  have  been  led  captive  bj  ignorance,  and  deba«ng 
associadons  of  hardened  villan  j ;  and,  placed  under  the  guidance  of  a  guardianship 
hallowed  by  love  and  mercj,  might  be  reclaimed  from  their  degredation,  and  yet 
made  to  lift  up  their  hearts  with  joy  and  thanksgiving,  to  the  benevolence  which  re- 
deemed them. 

The  Report  of  the  Physician,  will  present  full  information  of  the  condition  of 
health  and  sickness,  during  the  past  year.  That  officer  has  been  dilligent  and 
faithful  in  the  performance  of  his  arduous  and  unpleasant  duties,  and  has  accom- 
plished all  that  could  be  done  by  medical  science  and  skill.  He  merits,  as  he  en- 
joys, the  fullest  confidence  and  respect  of  all  connected  with  the  Institution. 

There  is  an  important  suggestion  of  his,  which  merits  special  consideration.  He 
truly  remarks,  that  the  location  of  the  Penitentiary,  on  account  of  the  cause 
which  he  specifies,  is  unhealthful.  We  have  already  perfected  arrangements  by 
which  the  western  wing  of  the  building  has  been  well  ventilated,  and  it  is  our  de- 
sign, by  a  similar  process,  to  furnish  the  western  wing  with  the  necessary  supply 
of  pure  air.  This  will,  in  a  measure,  neutralize  the  existing  sultry  atmosphere. 
Yet  we  have  no  devisable  means,  by  which  an  antidote  can  be  produced  to  the 
miasmatic  influences  of  that  locality. 

There  is  another  important  matter  which  demands  attention.  The  apartment 
designed  for  the  female  convicts,  is  not  sufficientiy  large  for  their  accommodation, 
and  its  close  proximity  to  the  apartment  of  the  male  convicts,  renders  it  altogether 
tmsuitable.  As  this  class  of  persons  is  unfortunately  on  the  increase,  it  would  be 
wise  that  such  arrangements  as  will  afford  them  all  the  comforts  and  advantages, 
compatible  with  the  law,  and  which  will  entirely  separate  them  from  all  compan- 
ionsnip  and  intercourse  with  the  male  convicts  should  immediately  be  instituted. 

It  has  been  alike  our  aim,  and  the  policy  of  the  Legislature,  to  give  such  a  di- 
rection to  the  Penitentiary  labor,  as  would  least  conflict  with  the  mechanics  and 
artizans  of  our  State.  This  just  policy  has  been  almost  fully  accomplished.  It 
is  eminently  proper  to  protect  honest  industry,  from  an  unequal  competition  with 
the  labors  of  convicts,  and  no  eflbrt  inconsistent  with  the  duty  of  the  State  shall 
be  spared,  to  effect  this  desirable  object. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  congratulate  yourself,  and  the  citizens  of  the  8t«te, 
upon  the  prosperity  of  this  department  of  ^e  public  service,  and  to  expreaa  oar 
gratitude  for  the  general  kindness  and  legislative  liberality  which  has  oeea  ex!* 
tended  to  us,  and  our  co-Jaborers,  in  our  humble  efforts  to  discharge  the  obliga- 
tions of  duty.

It  will  be  seen  by  these  tabular  statements,  that  a  larger  number  of  aged  per- 
sons have  been  received  into  the  Prison  than  during  any  former  year.  Nearly  all 
of  these  old  men  are  totally  unfit  for  contract  service,  and  go  to  swell  the  number 
of  hall  attendants ;  and  the  cost  of  their  maiutenance  is  a  total  loss  to  the  iDstitu- 
tion.  It  is  not  a  little  singular  that  these  old  men  are  sent  here  for  committing 
the  higher  class  of  crimes — rape,  murder,  and  arson. 

The  number  of  convicts  sent  for  one  year,  or  the  shortest  term,  is  also  increas- 
ing, adding  to  the  necessity  of  a  milder  and  more  reformatory  Institution  for  their 
reception,  and  at  the  same  time  lessening  the  proportion  of  contract  laborers  and 
diminishing  the  profits  of  the  Institution,  as  but  few  of  those  sent  for  one,  year  are 
taken  upon  contracts,  but  in  a  msjority  of  cases  are  placed  at  labor  for  the  State, 
where  that  labor  is  even  less  profitable  than  on  contracts.  Among  the  number 
received  during  the  past  year,  are  more  than  the  ordinary  proportion  of  invalids 
and  cripples  1  One  having  but  one  leg,  and  two  with  but  one  arm,  three  have 
.defective  hands,  and  quite  a  number  are  in  various  other  ways  incapacitated  for 
hard  labor.  These  are  distributed  to  the  best  possible  advantage,  among  cooks, 
and  hall  and  hospital  attendants,  but  cannot  all  be  profitably  employed.  The 
total  number  so  incapacitated  for  contract  labor  amounts  to  nearly  one-sixth  of  all 
the  convicts. 

It  is  believed  that  a  classi6cation  of  the  convicts  could  be  made  anvantageous 
to  the  interests  of  the  youn^  prisoners  and  the  community,  without  detriment  to 
the  State  or  contractors.  Ihe  associaUcn  of  mere  boys  and  young  men,  as  well 
as  persons  convicted  of  minor  offences,  and  sentenced  for  only  one  year,  in  the 
aamc  shop  with  old  and  hardened  villains,  where  it  is  almost  impossible  to  pre* 
rent  more  or  less  intercourse,  cannot  fail  to  have  a  btineful  effect  upon  the  younsr 
mind,  and  destroy  all  the  good  effects  of  the  moral  influence  of  tbc  Chaplain,  and 
reformatory  influence  of  the  Institution.  Some  provision  should  be  made  for 
employing  them  in  separate  shops,  until  a  more  congenial  Institution  is  prepared 
for  their  reception. 

These  tables  alf^o  show  that  the  number  of  youth  twenty-one  years  old  and 
under,  is  still  increasing,  calling  with  a  voice  still  more  eloquent  and  appealing  lor 
a  different  Institution  for  their  punishment  and  reformation.     I  cannot  too  earnestly

arge  the  necessity  of  tpeedj  action  in  regard  to  this  svljeei,  and  renew  the  sag- 
gestions  made  in  a  former  report. 

There  is  another  powerfal  argument  in  faTor  of  the  establishment  of  a  State 
Reform  School  for  youthful  convicts.  The  Ohio  Penitentiarr,  as  noir  constructed 
and  walled,  cannot  work  to  advantage  more  convicts  than  it  now  contains,  and  anj 
considerable  further  increase  in  numbers  would  materially  endanger  the  health 
and  lives  of  all  connected  wiih  the  Institution.  Its  loctUion  is  unhealthy,  as  well 
as  its  construction,  and  fts  dimensions  are  not  adequate  to  the  healthful  or  com- 
fortable accommodation  of  over  600  inmates.  Hence  the  expense  of  a  reconstruc- 
tion of  this  Institution  would  be  more  advantageously  laid  out  in  constructing  a 
House  of  Correction  or  State  Reform  School,  for  the  unfortuate  youth  convicted 
of  crime. 

The  report  of  the  Physician  will  exhibit  the  state  of  the  health  of  the  Institu- 
tion. It  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  unwearied  attention  and  sur- 
passing skill  of  Dr.  Johnson,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  past  year  has 
leen  one  of  unusual  ill  health,  both  among  officers  and  convicts,  but  in  proportion 
to  the  great  amount  of  sickness,  the  number  of  deaths  are  surprisingly  small. 
The  nature  of  the  diseases  of  which  the  convicts  died,  in  a  majority  of  casev, 
placed  them  beyond  the  reach  of  medical  skill,  being  cases  of  chronic  syphillis, 
masturbation,  <bc.,  defying  the  effects  of  good  nursing,  and  the  test  of  medicine, 
and  their  origin  not  incident  to  prison  life.  The  number  of  convicts  received  du- 
ring the  past  year,  who  had  in  them,  when  received,  the  seeds  of  disease  and  death, 
from  self-abuse  and  excessive  indulgence  in  vice,  is  almost  incredible,  and  for  such 
cases  the  Physician  of  the  Institution  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  their  non-re- 
covery or  death. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  heavy  freshet  of  December,  1852,  deposited  an  extraordi- 
nary amount  of  vegetable  matter  along  the  shores  of  the  Scioto,  and  upon  the  ex- 
tensive bottoms  surrounding  the  Prison,  and  that  its  decomposition  has  had  a  bad 
effect  upon  the  health  of  the  inmates  and  officers  of  the  Penitentiary.  This,  with 
an  increased  number  in  illy  ventillated  halls,  and  cells,  would  naturally  breed  dis- 
ease, and  calls  loudly  for  remedy.  Additional  ventillators,  however,  have  been 
placed  in  the  roof  of  the  west  hall,  and  early  in  the  spring  those  in  the  east  wing 
will  be  enlarged  and  improved.  This,  together  with  an  tmlargement  of  the  hos- 
pital, and  the  construction  of  additional  and  improved  ventilators  in  that  depart- 
ment, will  go  far  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  so  general  an  attack  of  disease  in 
future. 

The  venerable  Chaplain  has  also  been  assiduous,  and  zealous  in  the  dischaige 
of  his  duties,  and  has  on  all  occasions  manifected  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  convicts,  and  the  general  interests  of  the  Institution.  While  this  subject  is 
before  roc,  I  cannot  refrain  from  suggesting  the  great  importance  of  a  school  with- 
in the  Institution,  where  the  youthful  convicts,  and  such  others  as  need  instruc- 
tion, can  be  taught  the  rudiments  of  an  finglish  education.  It  is  by  no  means 
intended  by  this,  to  recommend  such  improvements  in  this  branch  of  prisoi*  dis- 
cipline, as  will  lessen  the  hardships  and  terrors  of  the  Penitentiary,  but  to  make 
it  what  it  ought  to  be  in  regard  to  the  reformation  of  the  guilty.  This  school 
might  be  tauglit  by  the  Chaplain,  if  his  salary  would  warrant  the  devotion  of  his 
whole  time  to  the  Institution  And  I  may  here  add  that  the  Chaplain  should  al- 
ways reside  in,  or  near  the  prison,  be  present  during  all  proper  hours,  and  officiate 
in  his  clerical  capacity  at  all  meals.  Such  a  salary  should  oe  allowed  him,  as  to 
enable  him  to  discharge  his  duty  in  this  respect.  If  a  separate  teacher  is  employ- 
ployed,  his  salary  should  be  such  as  to  enable  him  to  spend  his  time  at  the  pris- 
on every  day.  In  the  mornings,  he  could  have  a  class  of  invalids  in  the  hospital, 
and  in  the  afternoon  a  large  class  could  be  taught  in  the  chapel.    The  contractors 
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all  seem  willing  to  give  an  allowance  of  a  certain  amount  of  work  to  each  convict 
for  a  day's  task.  Nine  out  of  ten  will  gain  an  hour  or  two  every  day,  many  will 
gain  a  third,  and  some  even  half  a  day,  which  they  would  be  glad  to  improve  in 
study.  In  this  way  the  unfortunate  youthful  convicts  could  be  reformed  and  fitted 
for  active  and  useful  business  life,  when  they  leave  the  prison  walls.  The  Sunday 
School  is  now  partially  devoted  to  instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  reading, 
writing,  arithmetic,  and  geography,  ar^d  is  attended  with  the  most  salutary  effects. 
As  the  Institution  is  now  emerging  from  its  thraldom  of  debt,  and  its  buildings  put 
in  complete  repair,  it  is  but  an  act  of  justice,  as  well  as  philanthropy,  that  a  fair 
proportion  of  its  income  should  be  appropriated  to  the  reformatory  department. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  slate,  that  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  convicts  have 
conducted  themselves  with  great  propriety  and  apparent  contentment.  It  would 
be  singular,  indeed,  and  almost  miraculous,  if  among  over  five  hundred  persons 
confined  in  a  prison  for  crimes  against  the  laws  of  their  country,  there  should  be 
none  so  desperate  as  to  defy  and  disobey  the  rules  of  the  Institution.  But  for  so 
large  a  number,  instances  of  insubordination  and  disobedience  have  been  very  rare. 
By  a  large  majority  a  disposition  has  been  manifested  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the 
officers,  and  when  liberated,  to  gain  the  confidence  of  their  friends  and  the  public. 
The  most  serious  occurrence  calculated  to  disturb  the  prosperity,  or  peace  and 
harmony  of  the  government  of  the  Institution,  was  the  burning  of  the  north  half 
of  the  west  range  of  shops  in  the  prison  yard.  The  destruction  of  this  building, 
and  the  stock  in  the  State  shoe  and  tailor  shop,  causes  a  loss  to  the  State  of  from 
five  to  six  thousand  dollars,  besides  the  loss  of  tlie  wages  of  convicts,  during  the 
time  they  are  thrown  out  of  employ,  for  the  want  of  shop  room.  This  fire  was 
discovered  a  few  moments  after  the  convicts  had  been  locked  in  their  cells,  and 
when  I  arrived  on  the  spot,  the  flames  were  bursting  from  the  north  window  of  a 
room  occupied  by  the  idle  looms  and  carding  machines  of  P.  Hayden.  ailjacent  to 
the  shoe  shop.  In  this  room  there  had  been  no  fire  for  months,  and  facts  which 
have  since  been  developed,  leave  no  doubt  but  that  the  building  was  fired  by  an 
incendiary  convict!  And  circumstances,  together  with  the  testimony  of  other 
convicts,  leave  no  room  for  mistake  in  reg.ird  to  Uie  guilty  parties.

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In  addition  to  the  convict  labor  for  contractors,  there  has  been  performed  for 
the  State,  in  repairs,  &c,,  4,454  dajs  of  convict  labor;  which  at  40  cents  per  day, 
would  amount  to  $1,781  60,  which  should  be  added  to  the  earnings  of  the  In- 
stitution, though  no  money  has  been  received  therefor. 

It  is  proper  here  to  state  that  the  salary  of  the  assistant  keepers,  which  was  for- 
merly paid  out  of  the  Penitentiary  funds,  amounting  to  about  $16,000  00,  is 
now  paid  at  the  State  treasury,  and  does  not  belong  to  the  disbursements  of  this 
Institution. 

The  debts  due  from  the  Institution  on  bills  rendered,  amount  to  about  $5,000. 
There  is  this  day  due  to  the  Institution,  from  contractors,  the  sum  of  $12,000  00. 
The  completion  of  the  chapel,  and  the  new  building  upon  the  ruins  of  the  fire, 
will  increase  the  indebtedness  of  the  Institution  to  about  $10,000  00.  This  will 
leave,  after  having  erected  three  extensive  buildings,  and  put  expensive  repairs 
upon  many  of  the  old,  and  extinguished  the  debts  of  the  Institution,  a  balance  on 
hand  of  one  or  two  thousand  dollars.  The  contractors,  however,  have  a  credit  of 
three  months,  which  will  leave  the  Institution  without  direct  resources  until  the 
first  of  April,  and  more  than  this  balance  will  be  needed  in  the  purchase  of  provis- 
ions, &c.,  for  consumption  during  the  ensuing  year.  The  exhibit,  however,  estab- 
lishes the  gratifying  fact,  that  the  Institution  is  free  from  debt,  in  almost  complete 
repair,  with  additional  facilities  for  the  profitable  employment  of  convicts,  as  well 
as  for  their  personal  comfort  and  moral  improvement,  with  a  bright  pecuniary 
prospect  for  the  future.  It  will  be  seen,  also,  that  with  the  ordinary  expenses  for 
repairs,  the  earnings  of  the  prison  would  have  defrayed  all  its  expenses,  paid  its 
indebtedness,  the  salaries  of  its  officers,  and  had  a  surplus,  without  aid  from 
the  State  treasury.  Should  the  prices  of  produce  decline  to  about  former  rates, 
and  no  more  additional  buildings  be  erected,  the  Institution  will  be  able  to  aid 
materially  in  the  erection  of  a  State  Reform  School  during  the  ensuing  year. 

By  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  both  receipts  and  expenditures 
have  largely  increased  from  what  they  were  a  few  years  since.  The  extraordina- 
ry increase  in  the  prices  of  all  kinds  of  produce,  ha^e  swelled  the  expenditures 
for  provisions  and  clothing  to  a  very  high  figure,  though  but  a  trifle  larger  than 
last  year.  The  price  of  produce  has  nearly  doubled,  end  the  number  of  convicts 
to  be  clothed  and  fed  has  increased  nearly  one  fourth.  I  have  thought  it  advisa- 
ble, and  in  conformity  with  just  views  of  philanthropy,  to  allow  convicts  many  ar- 
ticles of  food  and  clothing  not  heretofore  so  generally  furnished.  The  articles  of 
Fish,  Molasses,  Tea,  Vinegar,  &c.,  which  were  formerly  seldom,  or  but  sparmgly, 
placed  upon  the  convicts'  table,  are  now  liberally  and  more  frequently  supplied. 
The  hospital  has  also  been  plentifully  supplied  with  such  vegetables,  butter,  <&c., 
as  were  needed,  and  there  is  now  on  hand  a  large  supply  of  provisions  for  con- 
sumption next  year.  Flannel  shirts  and  mittens  are  furnished  to  such  of  the  pris- 
oners as  labor  in  the  State  yard,  or  other  out  door  work,  and  to  such  others  in 
shops  as  are  designated  by  the  Physician  on  account  of  their  health.  The  bed- 
ding in  the  cells  and  hospital  has  also  been  extensively  replenished.  No  new 
**  comforts  "  or  *'  quilts  "  had  been  provided  since  the  administration  of  Qen  Pat- 
terson, and  these,  as  well  as  sheets  and  blankets,  were  nearly  worn  out.  All 
these  articles  have  been  liberally  supplied,  and  the  straw  in  beds  frequently  re- 
newed. A  large  amount  of  clothing  was  destroyed  by  the  late  fire,  which  had  to 
be  speedily  replenished.  These  items  have  swelled  the  expenditures  for  clothing, 
but  that  item  will,  consequently,  be  much  lower  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  expenditure  for  fuel  and  lights  is  large  ;  new  iron  gas  pipes  hare  been  pat 
in  the  InstiluUon  in  place  of  the  old  leaky  lead  pipe.  Addiiional  shops  have  been 
opened  for  contractors,  and  new  stoves  furnished  for  nearlj  all  the  sLops,  and 
there  is  now  on  hand  some  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  ralae  of  coal  and  wood. 

The  expenditure  for  repairs  during  the  past  year,  have  been  unusually  heavy, 
but  the  importance  of  the  improvements  made,  and  the  actual  necessity  of  many 
of  them  cannot  be  doubted.  The  grounds  belonging  to  the  Institution  have  been 
enclosed  by  a  high  substantial  fence,  an  enclosure  has  been  made  for  tl;e  burial 
ground,  and  suitable  yards  and  pens  for  the  swine.  This  expense  has  been  near- 
ly covered  by  the  amount  paid  for  ground  rent,  by  the  contractors,  which,  in  for- 
mer years  they  occupied  without  charge. 

The  rooms  formerly  occupied  as  a  chapel  and  shoe  shop,  have  been  fitted  up 
for  the  plane  makers,  and  is  now  one  of  the  best  shops  in  the  yard.  The  two 
lower  stories  of  the  old  plane  shop  have  been  converted  into  one  for  the  use  of  the 
fehoe  makers,  and  as  now  constructed  is  much  more  comfortable  and  healthy.  The 
old  stone  shop  has  been  fitted  up  and  used  as  a  chapel,  until  after  the  recent  fire, 
when  it  was  appropriated  to  the  snath  makers.  The  old  com  mill  has  been  aban- 
doned, as  well  as  the  ill-constructed  rooms  it  occupied,  tlie  cost  of  running  the  old 
machinery  being  greater  than  that  of  toll,  and  the  cost  of  transportation  to  and 
from  the  mills  of  the  city.  A  new  mill  was  purchased  and  room  fitted  up  adja- 
cent to  the  shaft  of  the  Tool  Company's  engine,  of  whom  steam  power  is  now  obtained 
on  the  most  reasonable  terms.  It  would  be  a  matter  of  economy  to  put  up  bolt- 
ing cloths  and  grind  wheat,  saving  the  toll,  bran,  <kc.,  without  much  extra 
expense. 

A  new  safe  has  been  purchased  for  the  office,  and  all  the  public  rooms  of  the 
front  house  have  been  repainted,  papered  and  put  in  complete  repair.  The  roofe  of 
tho  halls  and  main  building  have  been  extensively  repaired,  and  additional  ventil- 
ators constructed,  the  halls  plastered  and  new  f pouting  furnished  for  the  loofs. 
Now,  iron  gas  pipes  have  been  fitted  in  the  halls,  hospital,  <fcc.,  and  various  other 
improvements  about  the  main  buildings  of  importance,  at  but  mere  trifling  expense. 
A  new  ware-house  or  store  room,  and  a  new  kitchen  have  been  erected  on  the 
east  side  of  the  hospital  buildings,  so  that  the  dining  room  m»y  be  enlarged  to 
the  extent  of  the  present  dining  room  and  kitehen.  These  buildings  have  been 
built  of  substantial  stone  work,  which  was  mostly  executed  by  tne  convicts.  A 
new -chapel  has  been  erected  as  a  third  story  to  the  hospital  building,  making  a 
very  oomfortable  and  healthy  room  for  public  worship,  adding  much  lo  the  blop 
room  and  general  appearance  of  the  buildings.  The  new  building  in  course  of 
erection,  upon  the  ruins  of  that  destroyed  by  fire,  is  in  rapid  progress  towards 
completion,  and  in  a  few  weeks  the  contractors  will  be  able  lo  put  all  their  men  at 
work,  in  much  more  comfortable,  healthy,  and  safe  rooms  than  the  old. 

I  have  fljittcred  myself  with  the  hope  of  being  able  to  deposit  sufllcienl  over- 
plus with  the  State  Treasurer,  to  cover  all  the  direct  and  indirect  expenses  of  the 
.Institution,  but  the  continued  high  prices  of  all  articles  of  food  and  clotJiing,  tb« 
.erection  of  new  buildings  instead  of  those  destroyed  by  ^vq,  and  the  expe!]>cs  of 
repairs,  render  it  impossible  to  do  so  from  the  earnings  of  the  past  year.  But  at 
the  end  of  another  yeiu*,  the  buildings  will  be  in  such  a  state  of  repair,  that  wiil» 
no  untoward  prevention  of  Providence,  the  Institution  will  be  able  to  defray  all 
its  expenses,  direct,  indirect  and  incidental. 

1  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  gratitude  to  the  Directors,  Con- 
tractors, and  officers  generally,  for  their  earnest  and  cheerful  co-operation  »nd  as- 
sistance in  tho  discharge  of  the  arduous  and  responsible  duties  imposed  upon  me. 
Jn  tho  transaction  of  such  extensive  and  complicated  business  as  that  of  this  In- 
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stitution,  and  superintending  the  enforcement  of  the  discipline  of  the  prison,  it 
cannot  be  otherwise  than  that  I  have  sometimes  erred.  But  I  have  a  full  con- 
sciousness of  an  earnest  desire  to  deal  justly  in  all  business  transactions,  and  act 
mercifully  in  all  relations  with  the  unfortunate  persons  under  my  charge.  Where 
errors  have  been  committed,  they  have  been  errors  of  judgment  and  not  of  de- 
sign— have  resulted  from  inexperience  and  not  from  intention.

Out  of  that  nimiber  there  are  seren  who  were  brought  up  Presbyterian,  ax 
by  Baptist,  three  by  Lutherian,  twelre  by  ChathoUc,  serenteen  by  HethodBt,  two 
by  United  Bretbem,  four  Unirersalist,  two  by  Episcopalian  and  four  by  Xew  light.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary: 

Gentlemen  : — The  accompanying  tables  will  show,  in  a  clear  manner,  the  health 
of  this  Institution  since  my  last  report. 

Table  No.  1,  will  exhibit  the  names  and  number  of  diseases  treated  in  each 
month. 

Table  No.  2,  gives,  in  its  first  column,  the  daily  number  of  patients  in  the 
inside  Hospital ;  the  next  column  shows  the  number  admitted  to  the  outside  Hos- 
pital, not  well  enough  to  perform  labor,  and  not  so  sick  as  to  make  it  necessary  to 
place  them  in  bed.  The  third  column  gives,  as  near  as  possible,  the  amount  of  lost 
time.  The  fourth  column  will  show  you  the  number  of  daily  prescriptions  for 
men  from  the  shops,  dec;  and  the  last  column  gives  the  total  number  of  pre- 
scriptions for  all  each  day. 

Table  No.  3,  gives  the  daily  and  monthly  patients  treated  in  the  Ohio  Peniten- 
tiary during  the  following  months,  in  1852  and  '53. 

Table  No.  4,  gives  the  daily  average  of  patients  prescribed  for  in  each  of  the 
following  months  in  the  following  years. 

.  Table  No.  5,  exhibits  a  diary  of  the  weather,  the  blank  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
table  occurred  from  the  tearing  down  of  the  weather-cock,  in  making  repairs  on 
Hospital. 

The  mortality,  considering  the  great  number  diseased,  and  many  of  them  with 
a  ne^  phase  of  disease,  and  that  of  a  very  malignant  character,  I  think  will  not 
be  considered  great,  only  seventeen  deaths  occurring,  viz:

I  deem  it  almost  useless  to  go  into  the  minutiae  of  each  case.  You  will  readily 
perceive,  however,  that  a  large  majority  of  these  men  came  into  the  Institution 
with  diseases  upon  them,  and  with  broken  constitutions  from  intemperate  habits, 
and  have  been  cared  for  no  doubt  by  my  predecessors,  as  I  know  they  were  by 
myself  until  death  claimed  its  victims. 
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The  case  marked  consumption  came  into  the  la'Uitation  three  years  ago,  in  a 
diseased  condition.  He  was  treated  well  while  here ;  most  of  the  time,  up  to  his 
death,  under  medical  treatment  After  coD6neraent  to  his  bed,  every  care  was 
given  him  that  he  wished  or  that  he  could  have.  He  sank  as  most  do  who  die 
with  that  disease. 

Those  marked  typhoid  fever,  were  sick  when  the  Hospital  and  Library  were 
crowded  with  patients.  Every  care  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  was  given  them, 
though  without  success.  The  case  of  congestive  typhoid  was  sick  at  the  same 
time,  and  had  the  same  care.     His  brain  became  implicated  and  he  died. 

The  case  of  congestive  typhoid,  with  masturbation,  was  one  of  tlie  most  re- 
markable cases  that  ever  came  under  my  observation.  He  had  been  troublesome 
for  a  long  time  on  account  of  his  habits,  when  the  epidemic  of  the  season  seized 
him ;  and  although  deranged  for  ten  days  before  his  death,  and  too  feeble  to  raise 
himself  in  bed,  and  after  he  was  unable  to  perform  the  act  himself,  and  up  to  two 
hours  before  his  death,  begged  that  some  one  might  perform  it  for  him,  and  up  to 
that  time  actually  had  an  emission.  Consider  me  not  indelicate,  gentlemen,  in 
reporting  this  case  in  full.  Justice  and  humanity  calls  for  it.  Independent  of  an 
epidemic,  this,  in  my  opinion,  destroys  or  lays  the  seeds  of  destruction  of  more 
men,  in  the  Ohio  Penitentiary,  than  all  other  causes  combined  originating  in  the 
[nsiitution.  No  one  but  he  who  attends  daily  as  physician  to  this  Institution^  and 
examines  into  their  secret  habits  and  the  peculiarity  of  their  diseases,  one  by  one, 
can  estimate  the  extent  to  which  they  acknowledge  themselves  that  this  unmanly 
and  depressing  influence  prevails. 

The  two  of  old  age  were  apparently  without  disease,  save  what  very  old  men 
are  subject  to.  Every  attention  was  given  to  ease  their  aged  frames  to  the 
grave. 

The  two  cases  of  hypertrophy  it  ip.  useless  to  comment  upon,  the  disease  being 
incurable. 

The  cases  of  syphilis,  with  that  of  rheumatism  accompanied  by  syphilis,  were 
beyond  the  reach  of  cure  before  I  ever  saw  them.  They  died  a  putrid  mass,  only 
to  be  pitied  for  their  folly  by  those  who  saw  them  in  their  last  hours. 

Two  cases,  marked  congestive  typhoid,  were  treated  under  circumstances  that 
were  as  unfavorable  as  could  possibly  occur  in  the  Prison.  Unfortunately  their 
attacks  occurred  when  the  roof  of  the  Hospital  was  partly  ofif,  which  made  it 
necessary,  for  safety,  to  remove  all  the  sick  into  other  quarters.  Notwithstand- 
ing one  of  these  men  became  convalescent  and  able  to  be  up  a  large  portion  of  the 
time,  for  several  days,  yet  a  relapse  occurred  which  terminated  fatally.  The 
other  died  under  similar  circumstances.  This  comprehends  the  most  of  tliose 
whose  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  last  year;  and  if  strict  attention  upon  my 
part,  together  with  the  counsel  of  several  eminent  physicians  of  this  city,  and 
others,  visiting  the  Institution,  could  have  saved  them,  they  still  would  have  been 
inmates  of  these  walls. 

The  Hospital  of  this  Institution  is  badly  located,  being  on  the  east  side,  thereby 
receiving  the  effluvium  and  heated  air  arising  not  only  from  the  yard  and* shops 
opposite,  but  frequently  from  the  illy  ventilated  halls  and  cells.  In  my  opinion, 
a  great  source  of  disease  occurs  from  the  deposit  of  dead  horses,  cattle,  and  other 
animals,  on  the  flat  and  in  the  river  west  of  the  Institution.  All  that  the  Warden 
could  do  to  prevent  this  has  been  done ;  yet  he  has  no  power  to  prevent  it  except 
by  persuasion. 

The  last  season  has  been  a  very  sickly  one ;  an  epidemic  prevailed  which  as- 
sumed a  type  unusual  in  this  valley;  last  year  it  seemed  to  commence,  and  I  had 
several  cases  which  were  truly  of  the  old  typhus  or  spotted  form,  which  I  marked 
typhoid  in  my  last  report — the  patient  running  hij  course  in  a  few  days  either  to 
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convalescence  or  death.     Those  who  died  run  into  collapse,  like  cholera,  and 
petiebial  spots,  "with  a  purple  hue,  covered  the  whole  body. 

This  summer,  the  epidemic  assumed  a  different  form,  the  patient  commencing 
generally  with  chill,  followed  by  fever  of  a  low  grade,  the  fever  generally  con- 
tinuing until  convalescence  took  place.  In  from  two  to  five  days  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  attack,  a  jaundiced  condition  would  make  its  appearance,  which 
would  extend  over  the  whole  body,  with  petiebial  spots  interspersed  throughout. 
The  officers  of  the  Institution  suffered  more  with  this  disease,  in  proportion  to  the 
number,  than  the  prisoners,  showing  that  the  cause  may  not  have  originated 
within  the  prison  walls.  The  freshet  of  December,  1852,  deposited  a  large 
amount  of  vegetable  and  animal  matter  on  the  bottoms  adjacent — decomposition 
bad  to  take  place — may  not  this  have  been  the  cause  of  a  peculiar  epidemic,  ex- 
isting only  in  that  particular  location,  except  a  few  cases  in  the  city  that  could  be 
traced  to  the  same  source  ? 

The  repairs  being  made  by  yourselves  and  Warden  are  highly  commendable, 
and  will  go  far  to  add  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  Institution.  The  venti- 
lators placed  in  the  halls  will  go  far  to  remove  the  impure  air  ^hich  heretofore 
could  not  help  generating.  The  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  will  give  advantages 
to  the  sick  for  recovery  which  they  never  before  possessed. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  must  tender  to  you,  the  Warden,  and  the  officers 
connected  with  my  department,  my  gratitude  for  the  interest  you  and  they  have 
taken  to  aid  and  assist  me  in  my  every  endeavor  to  aid  the  afflicted  and  render  the 
distressed  aid  and  comfort.
